COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY, 

31st  March  1873. 


TO  THE  RIGHT  HONOURABLE  THE  LORD  HIGH  CHANCELLOR. 

My  Lord, 

The  records  of  our  office  show  that  the  total  number  of 
lunatics,  idiots,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind  in  England 
and  Wales,  registered  on  the  1st  of  January  last  was  60,296, 
being  an  increase  of  1,656  upon  that  of  the  1st  of  January 
1872. 

These  numbers  do  not  include  188  lunatics  so  found  by 
inquisition,  residing,  in  charge  of  their  committees,  else¬ 
where  than  in  asylums,  hospitals,  and  licensed  houses. 

The  following  summary  shows  generally  the  classification 
and  distribution  of  the  patients  registered :

As  regards  classification,  we  have  adhered  to  the  statutory 
definition  of  a  pauper,  that  is,  a  person  u  maintained  wholly 
“  or  in  part  by,  or  chargeable  to,  any  union,  parish,  county, 
cc  or  borough.”  This  is  material,  more  especially  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  soldiers  at  Grove  Hall,  Bow,  and  the  patients  in 
the  Naval  and  Military  Hospitals,  the  Royal  India  Asylum, 
and  the  Broadmoor  Criminal  Asylum,  wherein  all  but  172 
in  the  last  named  are  maintained  by  the  State,  and  are  placed 
in  the  private  class. 

The  total  of  60,296  registered  on  the  1st  of  January  last- 
consists  of  7, 023  private  patients,  and  53,273  paupers,  the 
increase  during  the  year  having  been  among  the  former  381, 
and  among  the  latter  1,275 — total,  1,656.  The  increase  of 
the  year  1871  upon  that  of  1870  was  1,885,  represented  by 
1 88  additional  private  patients,  and  1,697  paupers;  so  that 
the  return  of  1872,  as  compared  with  that  of  1871,  has  been 
augmented  by  193  among  the  private  patients,  and  decreased 
by  422  among  the  paupers.  The  increment  of  193  which 
has  occurred  among  the  former  is,  to  the  extent  of  79  cases, 
due  to  that  number  of  additional  patients  in  the  idiot 
asylums  at  Earlswood  and  Lancaster,  almost  all  of  whom 
were  previously  unregistered.  The  insane  soldiers  in  Grove 
Hall  Bow,  and  Netley  Hospital,  are  also  together  44  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  the  previous  year.  In  this  manner,  123  instances  of 
the  entire  increase  of  193  in  the  private  patient  class,  above 
referred  to.  are  accounted  for.

The  following  is  an  analysis  of  the  changes  in  the  patients 
on  the  1st  January  last,  as  compared  with  the  same  date  of 
1 872  : — 

The  Private  Patients  have  increased  in  county  and  borough 
asylums  by  74  ;  in  registered  hospitals  by  195  ,  in  licensed 
houses  by  171  ;  and  as  “  single  patients  ”  in  private  charge 
by  3 ;  wliile  they  have  decreased  in  number  in  naval  and 
military  hospitals  by  57  ;  and  in  Broadmoor  Criminal  Asylum 
by  5. 

The  Pauper  Patients  have  increased  in  county  and  borough 
asylums  by  758;  in  licensed  houses  by  149;  in  Broadmoor 
Criminal  Asylum  by  24  ;  and  in  workhouses  by  735  ;  while 
the  numbers  have  decreased  in  registered  hospitals  by  25  ; 
and  as  out-door  paupers  by  366. 

The  increase  under  the  head  of  Workhouses  comprises  154 
additional  patients  in  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  for 
imbeciles,  Leavesden  and  Caterham. 

The  Tables  which  have  appeared  in  the  Reports  of  the  last 

four 
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Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 

four  year s,  and  applicable  to  every  year  since  1859,  have 
been  continued.  Table  I.  shows  the  numbers,  classification, 
and  distribution  of  all  registered  insane  for  the  respective 
years ;  Table  II.  gives  the  proportion  to  population ;  Table 
lit.  the  annual  admissions,  discharges,  deaths,  and  average 
numbers  resident  in  asylums,  hospitals,  licensed  and  private 
houses;  and  Tables  IV.,  V.,  YL,  and  VII.  show  the  per¬ 
centages  of  the  recoveries  and  deaths  of  such  patients. 

Table  VIII.  sets  forth  the  total  paupers  and  total  insane 
for  the  various  years,  and  their  relative  proportions. 

Table  IX.  shows  for  each  year  the  relative  numbers  and 
percentages  of  pauper  patients  placed  under  treatment  in 
asylums,  maintained  in  workhouses,  and  resident  with  rela¬ 
tives  or  others. 

Table  X.  is  a  summary  of  ail  the  chargeable  insane  on  the 
1st  of  January  last,  and  their  distribution,  as  regards  the 
several  union-counties  of  England  and  Wales.  This  Table 
is  compiled  from  the  annual  returns  made  by  clerks  to 
boards  of  guardians,  pursuant  to  the  64th  Section  of  the 
“  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,”  and  also  from  returns  re¬ 
ceived  by  us  from  asylums,  hospitals,  and  licensed  houses. 

The  details  of  the  first-named  returns,  showing  the  num¬ 
bers  chargeable  to  each  particular  union,  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  (A). 

The  relative  proportions  on  the  1st  of  January  last  of  the 
insane  poor  in  the  various  counties  maintained  in  asylums, 
kept  in  workhouses,  and  residentas  out-door  paupers,  are  set 
forth  in  Table  XL

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Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 

The  asylums,  hospitals,  and  licensed  houses  in  England 
and  Wales,  regularly  visited  by  members  of  our  Board,  were 
during  the  past  year  1 82  in  number. 

Appendix  (B),  pages  108  to  119,  sets  forth,  with  reference 
to  these  institutions  separately,  the  usual  information  as  to 
the  numbers  resident  in  each,  the  admissions,  re-admissions, 
and  transfers,  the  discharges,  recoveries,  and  deaths,  the 
suicides,  and  post-mortem  examinations.  We  have  this  year 
added,  as  regards  county  and  borough  asylums  and  hospitals, 
columns  showing  the  per-centages  of  the  recoveries  and 
deaths  in  the  several  institutions. 

The  total  admissions  into  these  establishments  in  18/2 
were  12,016,  but  of  these  1,356  were  transfers  from  certain 
institutions  to  others.  If  these  are  deducted  from  the  total 
admissions,  the  number  will  be  reduced  to  10,660,  or  90 
more  than  in  18/1,  the  number  in  that  year  being,  with  a 
similar  deduction,  10,5/0. 

The  re-admissions  during  the  past  year  were  1,408,  or  in 
the  proportion  to  the  total  admissions  of  11/1  per  cent. 

r 

The  number  of  patients  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  County  and 
on  the  1st  of  January  1872  was  29,640;  the  admissions  during  asylums. 
18/2  amounted  to  8,837 ;  the  patients,  therefore,  who  came 
under  care  and  treatment  during  the  year,  reached  the  large 
number  of  38,4 77. 

The  average  number  daily  resident  in  these  Asylums 
throughout  the  year  18/2  was  30,302. 

During  the  past  year  the  recoveries  recorded  in  County 
and  Borough  Asylums  were  3,389,  and  the  deaths  2,90  L 

The  proportion  which  the  recoveries  bore  to  the  total 
number  under  care  and  treatment,  was  8' 81  per  cent. ;  but  as 
an  overwhelming  proportion  of  the  patients  treated  are  old 
residents  of  the  chronic  and  incurable  class,  and  the  reco¬ 
veries,  as  a  rule,  take  place  only  among  the  recently  admitted 
cases,  it  is  usual  specially  to  compare  them  with  the  admis¬ 
sions,  Thus  examined,  the  per-centage  of  recoveries  on 
admissions  for  the  past  year  was  38*34,*  which  is  more 
favourable  than  in  any  year  since  1862. 

The  per-centage  of  deaths,  calculated  upon  the  average 
daily  number  resident,  was  9*57,  and,  as  compared  with  the 
total  number  treated,  7’53.|  The  rate  of  mortality  will,  there¬ 
fore,

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fore,  on  reference  to  Table  Ill,  page  8,  be  seen  to  have  been 
lower  than  in  any  year  since  1858. 

The  per-eentages  in  the  various  asylums  are  respectively 
shown  in  Appendix  (B). 

The  patients  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  on  the  1st 
of  January  last  were  30,4/3,  being  an  increase  of  833  upon 
the  number  at  the  corresponding  date  of  18/2. 

The  extent  to  which  these  institutions  are  from  year  to 
year  becoming  receptacles  for  chronic  lunatics  will  be  evident 
from  the  fact  that  out  of  the  30,473  patients  therein  on  the  1st 
January  last,  only  2,476,  or  8T2  per  cent.,  were  deemed  to 
be  curable. 

Although  amongst  the  incurable  residue  large  numbers 
require,  in  consequence  of  their  dangerous  propensities, 
excitement,  degraded  habits,  or  from  other  causes,  an 
amount  of  care  and  treatment  which  a  well- organised  asy¬ 
lum  can  alone  afford,  it  is  equally  clear  that  the  patients 
consist  in  large  proportions  of  harmless  imbeciles,  idiots, 
and  epileptics,  demented  persons,  and  those  labouring  under 
chronic  insanity,  requiring,  no  doubt,  varying  degrees  of 
care  and  supervision,  but  who,  under  proper  regulations, 
might  be  treated  elsewhere. 

It  is  only  by  eliminating  such  classes  from  asylums  that 
the  rapid  extension  of  these  costly  institutions,  which  has 
been  going  on  for  some  years,  can,  in  our  opinion, be  arrested. 

To  some  extent  asylums  might,  we  think,  be  relieved  by 
discharging  to  their  relatives  patients  in  a  fit  state  for  home 
treatment,  and  where,  upon  inquiry,  the  Visitors  have  reason 
to  think  that  they  would  be  properly  dealt  with.  In  such 
cases  a  liberal  weekly  allowance  should  be  made  by  the 
Guardians :  and  we  look  upon  it  as  a  matter  of  the  greatest 
importance  that,  in  all  cases  of  single  pauper  patients,  the 
relieving  officers  should  be  required  to  satisfy  themselves 
that  the  relief  is  adequate  in  amount,  and  properly  applied ; 
that  the  diet,  clothing,  and  bedding  are  sufficient ;  and  the 
personal  condition  and  treatment  of  the  patients  satisfactory. 

The  risk  of  placing  such  patients  to  board  with  strangers 
is  so  great  that,  in  the  existing  state  of  the  law,  we  think  it 
would  be  unwise  materially  to  extend  the  practice.  The 
infrequent  visitations  by  the  District  Medical  Officers  at 
present  provided  for,  and  the  vague  nature  of  their  duties, 
powers,  and  responsibilities  in  reference  to  these  patients, 
are  matters  urgently  requiring  amendment  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature. 

In  former  Reports  we  have  adverted  to  the  satisfactory 

state 
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state  of  some  of  the  large  wards  in  workhouses  set  apart  for  and 
harmless  and  incurable  patients.  When  conducted  with  asylums. 
liberality,  having  a  good  dietary,  a  sufficient  number  of  paid 
attendants,  and  proper  provision  for  the  exercise,  amuse¬ 
ment,  and  employment  of  the  inmates,  they  no  doubt  afford 
suitable  accommodation  for  the  class  of  chronic  patients 
now  under  consideration.  More  stringent  provisions,  how¬ 
ever,  are  required  to  ensure  to  workhouse  wards  the  con¬ 
ditions  above  indicated,  and  to  limit  them  to  the  reception  of 
such  patients  as  the  Medical  Superintendents  can  certify  to 
be  proper  cases  for  transfer  to  them,  and  to  prevent  the  use 
of  them,  as  now  too  frequently  happens,  for  ordinary  cases 
of  insanity  in  the  district.  Unless  intermediate  asylums  of 
the  character  of  Leavesden  and  Caterham  are  provided  in 
the  larger  counties,  or  in  the  smaller  by  union  of  two  or 
more  counties,  the  farther  extension  of  workhouse  wards 
under  such  regulations  appears  to  be  the  only  alternative. 

From  the  entries  made  upon  our  visits  to  the  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  during  the  past  year  (the  whole  of  which  are 
printed  in  Appendix  C)  their  condition  will  be  seen,  with  few 
exceptions,  to  have  been  satisfactory,  and  very  creditable  to 
the  governing  bodies  and  superintendents.  Progressive  im¬ 
provements  are  noticed  as  having  taken  place  in  many  of 
these  asylums,  and  there  is  a  more  general  recognition  than 
formerly  of  the  humanising  and  beneficial  influence  which 
cheerful  and  well-furnished  wards  have  upon  the  worst  and 
most  degraded  classes  of  patients.  These,  at  one  time  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  fit  only  to  be  congregated  together  in  the  most 
dreary  rooms  of  the  asylum,  with  tables  and  benches  fastened 
to  the  floor,  and  with  nothing  to  interest  or  amuse  them,  are 
now  in  many  asylums  placed  in  wards  as  well  furnished  as 
those  occupied  by  the  more  orderly  patients,  with  birds, 
aquariums,  plants,  and  flowers  in  them,  and  pictures  on  the 
walls ;  communicating  also  with  such  wards  are  now  very 
generally  to  be  found  well-planted  and  well-kept  airing- 
courts.  The  less  strict  classification  of  the  patients  is  also 
advantageously  followed  in  many  asylums,  and  in  them  what 
are  termed  “  refractory  wards  ”  are  properly  abolished. 

Where  arrangements  for  this  purpose  have  been  judiciously 
made  and  carried  out  with  energy,  the  best  results  have  fol¬ 
lowed,  in  the  way  of  an  improved  condition  and  more  orderly 
demeanour  of  those  disposed  to  be  turbulent,  whilst  the 
comfort  of  patients  of  a  more  tranquil  character  has  not  been 
prejudicially  affected. 

The  use  of  mechanical  restraint  in  County  and  Borough 
0.60.  b  2  Asylums,, 
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Asylums,  unless  for  surgical  reasons,  such  as  to  prevent 
patients  removing  dressings  or  applications  to  wounds  or 
injuries,  or  during  the  forcible  administration  of  food,  is, 
with  few  exceptions,  abolished.  In  38  of  the  54  asylums 
visited  during  the  past  year,  there  was  no  record  whatever  of 
its  employment.  In  the  cases  of  22  patients  distributed  over 
10  asylums  it  had  been  resorted  to  for  the  above-mentioned 
reasons,  and  in  six  asylums  it  had  been  used  to  counteract 
violent,  suicidal,  or  destructive  propensities.  The  number 
of  patients  restrained  for  these  latter  reasons  (exclusive  of 
Colney  Hatch  and  Wandsworth),  having  been  1  in  the 
Macclesfield,  9  in  the  Glamorgan,  6  in  the  Prestwich,  and  1 
in  the  Norwich  Borough  Asylum. 

In  the  Wandsworth  Asylum  it  will  be  seen  from  the 
Report  that  during  a  period  of  about  sixteen  months,  33  men 
and  12  women  were  recorded  as  having  had  their  hands 
restrained  by  gloves,  for  destructive  propensities  ;  and  4 
males  and  1  female  had  worn  restraint  dresses  at  night,  2 
on  account  of  their  suicidal  tendencies,  and  1  for  violence. 

At  the  visit  to  Colney  Hatch  Asylum,  a  very  dangerous 
male  epileptic  was  found  restrained  by  wrist  straps  and  a 
belt,  and  from  the  register  it  appeared  that  he  had  been 
thus  constantly  restrained  during  the  day,  for  a  period  of 
nine  months.  Ten  other  male  patients  were  also  recorded  as 
having  been  restrained  ;  one  having  had  his  hands  fastened, 
and  the  remainder  having  worn  gloves,  altogether  on  253 
occasions.  This  amount  of  restraint  was  remarked  upon  as 
being  without  precedent  in  any  other  English  asylum  at  the 
present  day,  and  a  hope  was  expressed  that  some  less  objec¬ 
tionable  mode  of  dealing  with  violent  and  destructive  pro¬ 
pensities  would  be  adopted.  At  the  same  visit  9  men 
were  found  wearing  special  strong  canvas  dresses,  besides 
others  who  were  clothed  in  an  exceptional  manner.  Upon 
the  entry  calling  attention  to  these  facts  being  read  at  the 
Board,  a  letter  was  directed  to  be  written  to  the  Visitors, 
regretting  the  state  of  things  disclosed,  and  trusting  that, 
on  due  investigation,  it  would  be  found  possible  by  the 
Visitors  to  apply  an  early  and  efficient  remedy.  In  reply  to 
this  the  Committee  stated  that  they  had  called  for  a  report 
from  Dr.  Sheppard  as  to  the  use  of  restraint  and  canvas  dresses 
on  the  male  side  of  the  asylum,  from  which  they  forwarded 
the  following  extract : 

“  In  alluding  to  a  case  of  mechanical  restraint  in  a  very 
“  dangerous  epileptic  patient,  and  the  employment  of 
(i  6  gloves’  in  other  cases  to  the  extent  of  253  occasions,  the 
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“  Commissioners  observe,  c  that  such  an  amount  of  instru- 
“  mental  coercion  is  without  precedent  in  any  other  English 
“  asylum  at  the  present  day,’  and  without  venturing  to  sug- 
u  gest  c  some  less  objectionable  mode  of  dealing  with  violent 
and  destructive  propensities,’  they  express  a  hope  that 
such  a  mode  may  not  be  beyond  the  resources  of  our 
“  ingenuity  and  experience.  Having  taxed  both  consider¬ 
ably,  I  am  able  to  say  that  the  only  alternative  in  these 
cases  is  to  place  a  special  attendant  in  charge  of  each 
u  destructive  patient.  Setting  aside  the  mere  question  of 
“  expense,  manifestly  unjustifiable,  it  is  impossible  to  con- 
“  ceive  a  more  galling  and  irritating  kind  of  restraint  than 
the  ceaseless  surveillance  of  a  paid  attendant  of  uncertain 
“  temper.  A  false  estimate  of  the  uncomfortableness  of 
“  f  gloves’  and  other  mechanical  restraint  is  frequently 
“  formed  by  assuming  that  the  condition  of  the  sane  (who 
“  judge)  is  identical  with  that  of  the  insane  (who  are  judged). 
“  As  a  rule,  with  but  few  exceptions,  the  enjoyment  of  the 
“  latter  is  not  in  any  way  lessened  by  a  process  which  would 
“be  as  disagreeable  and  degrading  to  the  former  as  the 
a  habits  for  which  it  is  the  obvious  corrective. 

“  The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  subject  of  ( canvas 
“  c  dresses.’  No  one  maintains  that  they  are  sightly  objects 
“  to  the  eye  of  a  Commissioner,  a  magistrate,  or  a  medical 
“  superintendent ;  but  as  pinafores  for  dirty  children,  they 
“  are  useful,  and  satisfactorily  meet  the  requirements  for 
“  which  they  have  been  designed.  If  a  patient  persistently 
“  undresses  himself,  or  destroys  the  ordinary  clothing,  I 
“  should  be  no  more  justified  in  withholding  from  him  a 
“  canvas  suit  than  I  should  be  in  giving  a  knife  to  a  patient 
of  ascertained  suicidal  propensities.  It  is  an  utter  mis- 
“  use  of  terms  to  call  any  treatment  humane  and  philan- 
“  thropic  which  violates  the  first  principles  of  decency  and 
“  safety.  It  may  be  as  well  to  mention,  that  the  epileptic 
“  patient  alluded  to  as  having  his  hands  fastened  to  his  side 
“is  frequently  visited  by  his  wife,  and  she  declines  to 
“  approach  him  unless  he  is  so  restrained.” 

The  Visitors  added,  that  their  instructions  to  their  medical 
superintendents  are  to  avoid,  as  far  as  possible  to  do  so  with 
safety,  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint ;  but  that  they  agreed 
with  Dr.  Sheppard  in  thinking  that  when  it  becomes  a  choice 
between  some  slight  restraint  and  continuous  struggling 
with  an  attendant,  both  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the 
patient  were  promoted  by  the  adoption  of  the  former  alter¬ 
native. 
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We  felt  called  upon  strongly  to  protest  against* opinions, 
in  our  judgment,  both  erroneous  and  retrograde,  and  which, 
if  allowed  to  prevail,  would  be  subversive  of  the  system  of 
non- restraint  now  happily  so  generally  followed  in  the  asylums 
of  this  country. 

A  letter  was  accordingly  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Visitors,  intimating  that  we  did  not  propose  enter¬ 
ing  upon  the  general  question  as  to  the  employment  of 
mechanical  restraint  in  asylums,  further  than  to  observe  that 
as  a  means  of  treatment  it  is  liable  to  the  greatest  abuse.  Our 
letter  proceeded  to  state  that,  “  if  employed  at  all,  it  should 
u  only  be  in  the  most  exceptional  cases,  and  its  effect  should 
“  be  narrowly  watched  and  tested,  so  that  it  might  not  be 
“  unnecessarily  prolonged.  The  experience  of  the  Commis- 
“  sioners  for  many  years  past  affords,  happily,  no  parallel  to 
“  such  a  case  as  that  of  the  man  who  had  at  Colney  Hatch 
“  been  restrained  everyday  for  nine  months  previous  to  the  last 
“  visit  of  two  members  of  this  Board  ;  and  I  am  instructed 
“  to  observe  that  such  an  uninterrupted  use  of  mechanical 
“  restraint,  if  not  unjustifiable,  is  at  least  indicative  of  great 
“  poverty  of  remedial  resources,  which  is  not  creditable  to 
u  the  superintendent  of  a  county  asylum.  With  regard  to 
“  the  use  of  strong  special  canvas  dresses,  I  am  directed  to 
“  observe  that  such  dresses  must  be  uncomfortable  as  well 
“  as  unsightly,  but  they  are  mainly  objectionable  be> 
“  cause  they  lead  to  the  permanent  degradation  of  the 
u  patient  by  tending  to  confirm  bad  habits,  and  by  accepting 
u  such  habits  as  incurable,  instead  of  attempting  their  im- 
“  provement  or  correction.  Experience  has  shown  the 
“  fallacy  of  the  views  on  this  subject  expressed  in  the  report 
“  of  the  medical  superintendent,  and  the  good  results  which 
“  have,  in  the  best  managed  asylums,  followed  persistent 
cc  efforts  at  treating  and  curing,  even  in  the  most  unfavour- 
“  able  cases,  habits  of  a  destructive  and  dirty  character.” 

In  reply,  the  Visitors  stated  that  they  had  furnished  Dr. 
Sheppard  with  copies  of  the  above  paragraphs,  and  that 
they  had  again  impressed  upon  him  their  desire  that  me¬ 
chanical  restraint  should  only  be  resorted  to  in  cases  where 
he  is  convinced  that  it  is  required  for  the  benefit  of  the 
patient,  “  and  that  during  such  restraint  they  require  him 
u  to  observe  personally  the  progress  and  condition  of  the 
“  patient,  and  to  report  the  same  fully  in  his  diary.” 

The  use  of  “  seclusion  ”  (compulsory  isolation  by  day)  in 
the  treatment  of  the  insane  in  public  asylums  varies  con¬ 
siderably.  In  the  Durham,  Stafford,  Brentwood,  and  Brook- 
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wood  asylums  seclusion  appears  to  be  no  longer  employed. 
At  the  Wakefield,  Oxford,  Northumberland,  Carmarthen, 
Chester,  Dorset,  Glamorgan,  Leicester,  Lincoln,  and  Norfolk 
county  asylums,  and  those  for  the  boroughs  of  Ipswich  and 
Leicester,  and  for  the  City  of  London,  the  records  show  that 
its  use  is  very  rare. 

Without  questioning  the  utility  of  seclusion  in  certain 
cases  of  excitement,  especially  amongst  epileptics,  we  think 
that  in  a  remedial  point  of  view  its  value  has  been  much 
exaggerated,  and  that  in  many  instances  it  is  employed  un¬ 
necessarily  and  to  an  injurious  extent,  and  for  periods  which 
are  quite  unjustifiable. 

By  patients  themselves,  seclusion  is  no  doubt  usually  re¬ 
garded  as  a  punishment,  and  besides  being  most  objection¬ 
able  on  this  ground,  it  is  too  often  resorted  to  in  cases  of 
temporary  excitement,  which  might  be  readily  subdued  by 
treatment  of  a  less  repressive  character.  Upon  the  atten¬ 
dants  themselves  also,  its  frequent  use  has  a  most  injurious 
effect,  by  leading  them  improperly  to  seek  through  its  means 
relief  from  the  duties  and  responsibilities  involved  in  a 
constant  and  vigilant  supervision  of  those  placed  under  their 
charge. 

The  frequent  resort  to  seclusion  in  the  treatment  of  the 
insane  we  can  only  attribute  in  most  cases  to  defective 
organisation  or  management  of  the  asylums,  more  especially 
as  regards  an  adequate  staff  of  properly-trained  and  diligently- 
supervised  attendants,  and  we  think  that  in  all  such  instances 
persevering  efforts  should  be  made  by  improved  arrange¬ 
ments  to  diminish  its  employment,  and  keep  it  within  the 
narrowest  possible  limits. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  there  continues  to  be  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  post-mortem  examinations  which  are  made 
in  these  asylums,  after  notice  to  the  relatives  of  the  deceased. 
During  the  year  18 71,  3,139  patients  died  in  these  insti¬ 
tutions,  and  in  1,576  cases  post-mortem  examinations  were 
made,  being  in  the  ratio  of  50*20  per  cent.  During  the  past 
year  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  2,901,  and  there  were 
1,618  such  examinations  or  55*77  per  cent. 

There  is  still,  however,  the  greatest  variation  in  different 
asylums  in  the  practice  of  making  post-mortem  examina¬ 
tions  ;  in  some  the  omission  to  do  so  being  the  exception, 
while  in  others  the  reverse  is  the  case.  We  continue  to 
attach  the  greatest  importance  to  this  subject,  considering 
that  post-mortem  examinations,  apart  from  their  great 
value  in  a  scientific  point  of  view,  and  in  reference  to 
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detecting  fractures  or  other  injuries,  are  in  many  cases 
absolutely  essential,  in  order  to  enable  the  medical  officers 
of  asylums  accurately  to  certify  the  precise  cause  of  death. 
In  too  many  instances,  when  these  examinations  are  not 
made,  some  general  cause  of  death  is  assigned,  such  as 
tc  exhaustion, 55  and  at  the  last  visit  to  the  Suffolk  Asylum  it 
was  found  that  out  of  7 2  patients  who  had  died,  post-mortem 
examinations  were  only  made  in  2  instances,  and  that  in  as 
many  as  28  cases  the  assigned  cause  of  death  was  “  exhaus- 
u  tion.”  In  the  Kent  Asylum,  where  examinations  were 
made  only  in  5  cases  out  of  the  118  patients  who  died, 
“  exhaustion  after  mania  and  melancholia  ”  was  stated  to 
have  been  the  cause  of  death  in  31  cases.  The  Commis¬ 
sioners  who  visited,  remark  that,  “  had  these  examinations 
“  been  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception,  the  causes  of 
“  death  would  no  doubt  have  been  more  accurately  ascer- 
“  tained,  a  result  alike  desirable  in  the  interests  of  medical 
“  science,  and  as  a  means  of  protection  to  the  living,  by 
“  affording  an  opportunity  of  detecting  the  existence  of 
“  any  injuries  from  violence  which  had  escaped  notice 
“  during  life.” 

The  number  of  epileptics  found  dead  in  bed  during  the 
past  year  lias  been  very  considerable,  and  must  continue  to 
be  so  until  suitable  arrangements  are  made  in  every  asylum 
for  the  proper  supervision  and  care  during  the  night  of  this 
large  class  of  patients. 

So  satisfied  are  we  that  in  a  large  proportion  of  these 
cases  the  fatal  result  is  preventible,  that  we  endeavour  con¬ 
stantly  to  press  the  subject  upon  the  medical  officers  and 
Visitors  of  asylums,  and  in  many  instances  with  good  effect. 
When  special  personal  supervision  during  the  night  over 
the  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients  by  trustworthy  attendants 
shall  have  become  the  rule  in  asylums,  we  may  hope  that 
accidents  amongst  these  classes  will  become  very  rare. 

We  now  proceed  to  review  the  structural  changes  which 
have  taken  place  during  the  past  year  in  county  and  borough 
asylums,  together  with  such  special  occurrences  in  them  as 
may  call  for  particular  comment. 

The  frequent  instances  met  with  in  these  asylums  in  which 
structural  alterations  were  found  to  have  been  made,  without 
the  plans  having  been  submitted  to  us  and  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  obtained,  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  45th  Section  of  the  “  Lunatic  Asylums  Act, 
1853,”  and  the  5th  Section  of  the  25  &  26  Viet.  c.  11 1? 
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induced  us  to  issue  to  the  Committees  of  Visitors  of  Asylums 
the  circular  which  will  be  found  in  Appendix  (D.). 

#  the  Birmingham  Asylum  an  epileptic  patient,  Eli  Ensor, 
died  on  the  19th  of  April  last  under  very  suspicious  cir¬ 
cumstances.  It  appeared  from  the  evidence  taken  before 
the  coroner  that  Ensor,  on  the  day  in  question,  offered  con¬ 
siderable  resistance  when  being  taken  to  the  bath,  and 
Wedgberrow,  the  attendant,  who  was  in  charge  of  him, 
found  it  necessary  to  call  for  assistance  to  enable  him  to 
get  Ensor  into  the  room,  and  lift  him  into  the  bath.  In 
eight  or  ten  minutes  afterwards  another  patient,  who  was 
being  bathed,  noticed  that  Ensor’s  head  was  under  water, 
and  called  an  attendant,  Kite,  who  immediately  went  and 
raised  his  head  out  of  the  water,  and  sent  for  assistance. 
V  hen  got  out  of  the  bath  Ensor  was  found  to  be  dead.  The 
attendant,  Kite,  deposed  that  when  he  raised  Ensor  from  the 
water  he  found  a  scarf  tied  quite  tight  round  his  neck ;  and 
further,  that  he  had  noticed  this  scarf  on  him  when  he 
assisted  in  piacing  him  in  the  bath.  Wedgberrow  also  stated 
that  Ensor  had  a  scarf  on  when  he  was  taken  out  of  the 
water,  but  that  he  did  not  see  it  when  he  was  put  in.  A 
patient,  however,  who  was  examined,  informed  the  jury 
that  he  saw  AY  edgberrow  holding  Ensor  by  the  scarf  when 
bringing  him  into  the  bath-room,  and  that  he  thought  he 
used  him  too  roughly.  AVhen  being  raised  out  of  the  bath 
some  vomited  matter  and  water  came  out  of  Ensor’s  mouth, 
and  upon  making  a  post-mortem  examination  the  immediate 
cause  of  death  was  found  to  be  suffocation  from  a  large 
quantity  of  undigested  food  which  had  found  its  wray  into 
the  larynx  and  bronchi.  Mr.  Green,  the  superintendent  of 
the  Asylum,  who  was  immediately  called  to  Ensor,  noticed  a 
red  streak  upon  his  neck,  which  he  was  told  arose  from  the 
patient  having  got  into  the  water  with  his  scarf  on.  This 
mark  subsequently  became  much  more  apparent,  and  was 
described  by  the  surgeon  who  was  called  in  to  examine  the 
v°W  as  a  distinct  reddish  brown  line  of  discolouration  on 
the  front  of  the  throat,  about  three  inches  in  length  and  half 
an  inch  in  breadth,  around  and  beneath  which  blood  was 
effused  into  the  cellular  tissue.  There  was  also  some  abra¬ 
sion  of  the  skin  on  the  left  side.  A  bruise  as  large  as  a 
five  shilling  piece  was  found  at  the  upper  and  back  part  of 
the  left  ear,  and  an  effusion  of  liquid  blood  covering  the 
whole  of  the  left  hemisphere  of  the  brain.  This  effusion  was 
considered  to  be  the  result  of  a  blow  on  the  head,  but  not  to 
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neck  was  stated  to  be  very  likely  to  produce  vomiting,  and  a 
portion  of  the  vomited  matter  drawn  into  the  windpipe  was 
held  to  be  the  cause  of  death.  A  verdict  of  manslaughter 
against  Wedgberrow  was  returned  by  the  coroner’s  jury,  but 
when  the  charge  was  heard  before  the  stipendiary  magistrate 
a  few  days  afterwards,  he  considered  that  the  discrepancies 
in  the  evidence  were  so  great  that  he  refused  to  commit. 
Wedgberrow  was,  however,  held  in  custody  on  the  coroner’s 
warrant,  and  the  case  was  tried  at  the  Warwick  summer 
assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Blackburn.  No  further  evidence 
was  brought  forward  to  show  that  the  accused  had  placed 
the  scarf  round  the  neck  of  the  deceased,  and  he  was  conse¬ 
quently  acquitted ;  but,  meanwhile,  he  had  been  dismissed 
by  the  Visitors  of  the  Asylum. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  finding  it  necessary  to  provide 
um  lounri.  accommodation  for  the  burial  of  pauper  lunatics 

dying  in  the  Moulsford  Asylum  have,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  purchased  a  piece  of  land  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  parish  churchyard,  of  which,  by  the  removal  of  the 
old  fence  and  the  erection  of  a  wall,  it  will  in  future  form  a 
part.  This  excellent  arrangement  has  been  effected  for  the 
moderate  sum  of  110/. 

Cambridge.  In  a  note  appended  to  the  paragraph  in  our  last  Report 
Water* Supply!'  relative  to  the  Cambridge  Asylum  we  stated  that  a  serious 
fire  had  recently  occurred  there,  doing  considerable  damage 
and  greatly  endangering  the  patients. 

It  subsequently  appeared  that  the  fire  had  been  caused  by 
a  defect  in  the  flues  connected  with  boilers  placed  under 
ground  in  the  centre  of  the  building.  When  the  Asylum  w7as 
built  it  was  contemplated  that  steam  would  be  required  for 
warming,  and  for  the  kitchen  and  laundry  only,  but  as  the 
institution  increased  in  size  a  pumping  engine  became  ne¬ 
cessary,  and  larger  boilers  were  fixed  without  any  corre¬ 
sponding  increase  in  the  dimensions  of  the  flues,  which  were 
not  only  too  small  for  the  purpose,  but  had  been  built  of  bad 
materials. 

At  our  request  Mr.  Rawlinsou,  c.e.,  Chief  Inspector  in  the 
Engineer’s  Department  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  visited 
the  Asylum,  and  reported  that  the  existing  arrangement  of 
having  steam  boilers  in  cellars  within  and  beneath  the  central 
building  and  main  tower,  was  most  objectionable  and  dan¬ 
gerous,  and  he  recommended  that  they  should  be  forthwith 
removed,  and  placed  under  a  shed  roof  with  a  proper  de¬ 
tached  shaft. 
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These  recommendations  we  strongly  urged  the  Visitors  to  County  and 
comply  with  at  once,  and  they  were  adopted  by  the  Quarter  Borough 
Sessions  for  the .  County  and  the  Isle  of  Ely.  The  Town  cZZZe 
Council  ot  Cambridge,  however,  were  of  opinion  that  the  water  Fire  at  Asylum, 
supply  should  be  drawn  from  the  Cambridge  waterworks,  ^  atei  Suppb- 
instead  oi  the  well  on  the  premises,  alleging  that  a  more 
abundant  and  certain  supply  would  thus  be  obtained,  at  less 
cost,  and  that  the  necessity  for  large  boilers  and  a  pumping- 
engine  would  be  avoided.  On  these  grounds,  they  refused 
to  vote  their  share  of  the  necessary  expenditure,  and,  so  far  as 
we  are  aware,  nothing  has  yet  been  done  to  remedy  a  system 
which  Mr.  Rawlinson,  in  his  report,  states  that  he  considers 
to  be  dangerous  to  the  building  and  its  inmates. 

bimilar  difficulties  and  delays  have  occurred  in  respect  to 
the  proposed  and  greatly  needed  enlargement  of  the  Asylum. 

After  much  consideration  and  numerous  alterations  and 
amendments  in  the  plans  originally  submitted,  we  agreed, 
provided  our  suggestions  were  adopted  by  the  Visitors,  to 
recommend  them  for  the  Secretary  of  State’s  sanction,  but 
again  there  was  a  disagreement  between  the  different  bodies 
in  union  ;  the  requisite  vote  of  4,000  /.  has  been  refused,  and 
nothing  further  has  been  done. 

^The  Commissioners  who  visited  the  Asylum  on  the  19th 
of  last  August  recorded  their  opinion  that  “the  Asylum  is 
in  the  same  unsatisfactory  state  as  has  been  noticed  in  pre- 
“  vi°us  reports,  and  is,  in  our  opinion,  inadequate  and  unfit  • 

“  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  the  patients.” 

After  the  occurrence  of  the  fire  at  this  asylum  early  last 
year,  we  again  wrote  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors  to  ascer¬ 
tain  whether  this  event  would  have  the  effect  of  inducing 
them  to  alter  their  determination  as  to  the  appointment  of 
an  assistant  medical,  officer.  To  this  the  Visitors  replied 
that  they  would  consider  the  subject  when  the  enlargement 
of  the  asylum  had  been  decided  upon  by  the  Quarter  Sessions 
of  the  County  and  Isle  respectively,  and  by  the  Town  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  Borough  of  Cambridge. 

At  the  visit  made  in  August  1872,  the  Commissioners 
stated  that  although  the  fire,  which  took  place  in  Dr.  Bacon’s 
absence,  was  providentially  arrested  without  immediate  injury 
to  any  patient,  the  most  serious  results  were  at  one  time  immi¬ 
nent,  and  that  the  occurrence  pointed  with  the  greatest  force 
to  the  risk  of  leaving  an  institution  of  this  magnitude,  even 
for  the  shortest  period,  without  the  presence  of  a  medical 
officer.  It  will  be  seen,  however,  that  there  is  no  immediate 
prospect  of  the  enlargement  of  the  asylum  taking  place ;  and 
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from  this  it  follows  that  the  Visitors  are  content  to  take 
upon  themselves  the  grave  responsibility  of  letting  matters 
remain  in  the  same  very  unsatisfactory  state  as  before. 

A  male  patient  in  the  Carmarthen  Asylum,  with  strong 
suicidal  disposition,  effected  his  purpose  in  November  last 
by  means  of  carbolic  acid,  under  somewhat  peculiar  circum¬ 
stances.  He  had  been  in  the  asylum  rather  more  than  15 
months,  and  had  made  many  attempts  to  destroy  himself 
during  that  period,  and  was  therefore  ordered  never  to  be 
left  out  of  the  sight  of  an  attendant.  The  solution  of  car¬ 
bolic  acid,  marked  “  poison,”  was  used  for  purposes  of  dis¬ 
infection,  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  head  attendant,  who, 
knowing  its  poisonous  nature,  usually  kept  it  in  a  cupboard 
in  his  sitting-room.  On  the  morning  in  question,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  workmen  being  employed  in  this  room,  he 
removed  the  bottle  for  safety  into  his  bed-room,  and  while 
engaged  in  writing  there  the  patient  came  in,  and  asked  him 
for  a  sheet  of  paper.  The  bottle  was  on  the  window  sill, 
and  though  another  patient,  who  was  in  the  room  cleaning 
the  grate,  saw  the  man  put  the  bottle  back,  and  heard  him 
say  that  he  had  taken  some  poison  out  of  it,  he  was  not 
noticed  either  by  the  patient  referred  to,  or  the  head  at¬ 
tendant  to  have  taken  up  the  bottle,  or  drunk  any  of  its 
contents.  The  quantity  he  swallowed  was  supposed  to  have 
been  small,  probably  only  a  mouthful,  but  he  died  in  little 
more  than  half-an-hour.  No  serious  blame  could  be  at¬ 
tached  to  the  head  attendant  in  this  case  ;  but  the  great 
importance  of  keeping  all  such  articles  in  securely  locked 
cupboards  was  impressed  upon  Dr.  Hearder. 

In  the  Chester  Asylum  a  man  with  melancholia,  and  so 
strongly  suicidal,  that  he  was  placed  under  the  special 
surveillance  of  the  attendants  both  by  day  and  night,  never¬ 
theless  managed  to  get  into  one  of  the  bed-rooms  in  the  day 
time  and  hang  himself  by  means  of  his  necktie,  which  he 
had  fastened  to  the  hinge  of  the  shutter.  The  constant 
observation  which  alone  can  prevent  patients  with  known 
suicidal  tendencies  from  effecting  their  purpose,  was  no 
doubt  wanting  in  this  case,  and  the  importance  of  not  allow¬ 
ing  such  patients  to  have  neckties  or  braces,  was  pointed  out 
to  the  superintendent. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Parkside  Asylum  have 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Burial  Board  of  Mac¬ 
clesfield  for  the  interment  in  the  Macclesfield  Cemetery  of 
all  pauper  patients  dying  in  the  asylum,  at  the  same  charge 
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as  paupers  from  the  workhouse,  viz.,  12s.  6  d.  each,  and  the  Cou  NTY  AND 
contract  has  been  duly  approved.  The  Secretary  of  State  asylums. 
has  also  sanctioned  the  purchase,  for  the  sum  of  2,856/.  7  s.  6d .,  Cheshire, 
of  some  additional  land  for  agricultural  purposes,  amounting  (Parkside). 
to  nearly  1/  acres.  This  purchase  includes  a  farm-house, AddltlonSj 
with  outbuildings,  in  which  accommodation  will  be  provided 
for  male  patients.  The  acquisition  of  this  land  will  prove  a 
most  valuable  addition  to  the  somewhat  limited  estate 
belonging  to  this  asylum. 

The  treatment  of  the  case  of  J.  J.,  a  young  man  admitted  Suicide, 
in  January  1872  into  the  Parkside  Asylum,  near  Macclesfield, 
with  very  strong  suicidal  tendencies,  unfortunately  called  for 
animadversion  on  the  part  of  the  Board. 

J.  J.  had,  when  at  home,  tried  to  destroy  himself  by 
hanging,  strangulation,  and  tearing  his  throat ;  and  when 
removed  to  the  workhouse,  twice  attempted  to  strangle  him¬ 
self.  After  his  reception  into  the  asylum  he  tried  to  choke 
himself  with  food,  to  strangle  himself,  to  poison  himself  by 
seizing  a  bottle  of  carbolic  acid  lotion,  to  swallow  cinders,  to 
hang  himself  with  the  cords  of  the  blinds,  to  cut  his  throat 
with  a  small  piece  of  glass  when  in  bed,  to  dash  out  his 
brains  by  knocking  his  head  against  the  wall ;  and  on  one 
occasion  he  hung  himself  by  means  of  a  handkerchief  to  the 
water-tap  in  the  urinal,  and  wras  with  difficulty  restored. 

In  this  instance  another  patient  confessed  that  at  J,  J.’s 
solicitation  he  had  provided  him  with  the  handkerchief, 
knotted  it,  and  attached  it  to  the  tap,  J.  J.  having  for  some 
time  been  restrained  by  means  of  locked  leather  gloves 
without  fingers. 

On  the  day  of  his  death  he  had  twice  attempted  to  strain 
gle  himself  with  the  roller  towel  in  the  lavatory,  and  while 
being  bathed  tried  to  drown  himself.  At  night  he  was 
placed  to  sleep  in  a  dormitory  with  two  other  patients,  and 
upon  the  visit  of  the  night  attendant,  soon  after  eleven 
o’clock,  J.  J.  was  found  hanging,  with  a  handkerchief  round 
his  neck,  attached  to  the  handle  of  a  door  communicating 
with  an  adjoining  dormitory,  and  almost  lying  on  the  floor. 

From  the  way  in  which  the  knot  was  tied,  it  was  suspected 
that  J.  J.  could  not  have  accomplished  his  purpose  without 
assistance,  as  he  still  wore  gloves,  and  had  no  front  teeth  ; 
and  one  of  the  patients  in  the  dormitory  admitted  to  the 
night  attendant  that  he  saw  J.  J.  take  a  handkerchief  from 
under  the  bed,  which  he  asked  him  to  tie  for  him,  and  this 
he  admitted  that  he  did.  The  following  morning  two  more 
0,6o»  handkerchiefs 
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handkerchiefs  and  a  leather  thong,  knotted,  were  found  under 
the  bed  of  the  other  patient. 

This  was  no  doubt  a  very  exceptional  case  of  intense 
suicidal  mania  calling  for  exceptional  treatment,  and  we  felt 
compelled  to  express  our  opinion  that  it  was  a  matter  for 
grave  regret  that  an  attendant  had  not  been  placed  in  con¬ 
stant  charge  of  this  patient  both  by  night  and  day. 

The  Secretary  of  State,  upon  our  Report,  approved  plans 
for  the  erection  of  an  additional  ward  for  32  female  patients 
at  the  Derby  Asylum,  the  estimated  cost  for  which  was 
2,180  /. 

Until  now,  patients  dying  in  the  Dorset  Asylum  have  been 
buried  in  the  parish  churchyard  at  Charminster ;  but  the 
piece  of  land  appropriated  for  asylum  burials  having  become 
filled  up,  and  it  having  been  found  impossible  to  obtain  any 
adjacent  land,  the  Visitors  were  under  the  necessity  of  setting 
apart  about  three-quarters  of  an  acre  of  the  asylum  estate 
for  the  purpose  of  a  cemetery ;  and  the  plans  and  estimates 
for  erecting  a  mortuary  chapel  and  enclosing  wall  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  cost  of  the  chapel  was  estimated  at  300/.,  and  the 
wall  at  120/. 

An  important  addition  has  been  made  to  the  Essex  Asylum 
estate  by  the  purchase,  for  5,000/.,  of  an  adjacent  property, 
consisting  of  a  house  and  30  acres  of  land.  The  ground 
thus  obtained  will  prove  most  valuable  as  a  dairy  farm,  and 
afford  means  for  the  easy  disposal  of  the  sewage  by  irriga¬ 
tion.  The  house  will  give  sufficient  accommodation  for  about 
20  male  patients,  of  the  working  class,  or,  in  the  event  of 
any  contagious  disease  breaking- out,  may  readily  be  con¬ 
verted  into  a  hospital. 

The  additional  wing  for  40  female  patients  at  the  Glamor¬ 
gan  Asylum,  the  plans  of  which  were  under  consideration  at 
the  date  of  our  last  Report,  will  shortly  be  fit  for  occupation. 
The  estimated  cost  of  this  building  was  3,000/.,  besides  620/. 
for  a  new  house  for  the  steward,  the  old  one  having  been 
partly  removed  to  make  way  for  the  new  ward. 

The  new  Asylum  for  the  County  and  City  of  Hereford, 
opened  for  the  reception  of  male  patients  only  on  the  24th 
of  February  18 71,  was  inspected  by  two  members  of  the 
Board  in  March  1872,  when  the  female  side  was  nearly  ready 
for  occupation.  The  following  extracts  from  their  Report 
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on  that  occasion  show  the  character  and  amount  of  accom-  County  and 
modation  provided :  asylums. 

“  The  Asylum  is  situated  at  Burghill,  about  three  miles  H  f  d 
“  from  Hereford,  to  the  north-west.  The  estate  comprises  ’ 
about  110  acres.  The  buildings  are  well  placed  ;  the  prin-  New  Asylum, 
cipal  front  is  towards  the  south-east,  and  the  wards  com- 
“  mand  extensive  and  beautiful  views  of  the  surrounding 
“  country.  The  building,  which  is  of  brick,  is  of  a  pleasing 
“  and  suitable  character,  though  free  from  any  superfluous 
ornament.  With  the  exception  of  one  three-storied  block 
in  each  division,  the  Asylum  is  of  two  storeys.  The  esti- 
“  mated  accommodation  is  for  about  200  of  each  sex. 

“  There  are  on  each  side  four  wards,  besides,  in  connection 
“  with  the  workshops  on  the  male  side  and  the  laundry  on 
the  female,  a  day-room  and  dormitory  for  20  men  and  20 
women  respectively.  The  airing-courts,  two  on  each  side, 
u  are  of  good  size,  and  those  for  the  females  have,  by  the 
“  labour  of  the  patients,  been  levelled,  laid  out  in  walks,  and 
“  partially  sown  with  grass  seed  and  planted.  In  the  courts 
“  last  referred  to,  and  one  on  the  male  side,  there  are  good 
sun-shades,  with  seats.  The  workshops  are  very  good  and 
‘  well-arranged.  There  are  also  a  bakehouse  and  a  brew- 
house,  and  within  a  short  distance  of  the  building,  to  the 
“  north-east,  are  gasworks.  The  water  supply,  from  the 
“  wells  on  the  estate,  has  proved  ample  in  quantity,  and  the 
“  quality  of  the  water  is  stated  to  be  good. 

“  The  internal  walls  throughout  are  plastered,  and  the 
“  floors,  in  all  parts  occupied  by  patients,  are  of  oak. 

u  The  day-rooms  and  corridors  are  remarkably  light  and 
c<  cheerful,  and  for  the  numbers  proposed  to  be  accommo- 
u  dated  will  afford  very  ample  space. 

“  The  dormitories  are  also  good  and  well  arranged,  and 
are,  as  was  recommended  after  the  preliminary  inspection 
by  two  members  of  our  Board  in  1870,  lighted  by  burners 
near  the  ceiling,  the  gas-taps  being  in  the  corridors,  and 
“  inaccessible  to  patients.  Some  slight  alteration  will,  how¬ 
ever,  be  necessary,  in  order  to  secure  the  contemplated  aid 
to  ventilation  without  risk  of  fire.  The  general  dining  and 
recreation  hall  is  spacious,  and  conveniently  situate  in 
“  relation  to  the  kitchen  and  wards.  The  chapel,  which  is 
over  it,  will  contain  upwards  of  250  sittings. 
u  The  principal  furniture  for  both  divisions  has  been  pro¬ 
vided,  and  is  now  on  the  premises.  It  is  generally  of  a 
substantial  and  suitable  character.  All  the  day-rooms  and 
corridors  have  been  provided  with  chairs ;  and  in  two  of  the 
o,6o.  “  male 
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“  male  wards  the  walls,  excepting  in  the  single  rooms,  are 
“  already  painted  below  and  papered  above.  The  beds  are 
“  all  of  horsehair,  and  the  bedding  is  good  and  ample  ; 
“  under-blankets  have  not,  however,  yet  been  generally 
“  provided. 

“  The  arrangements  for  bathing  will  be  very  complete, 
u  each  of  the  four  wards  in  both  divisions  having  two  baths, 
“  and  there  being  also  a  bath  for  the  laundry  and  workshop 
66  departments  respectively.  The  kitchen  and  central  do- 
66  mestic  offices  are  well  arranged,  and  are  convenient  for 
“  administration.” 

Up  to  the  date  of  this  visit  none  but  male  patients  had 
(as  already  mentioned)  been  received,  and  only  three  or  four 
of  the  wards  had  been  occupied ;  but  the  numbers  rapidly 
increased,  and  on  the  1st  of  January  this  year  the  asylum 
contained  251  inmates,  of  whom  2  males  and  3  females 
were  private,  and  127  males  and  119  females  were  pauper 
patients. 

The  institution  is  placed  under  the  superintendence  of 
Dr.  Chapman,  formerly  assistant  medical  officer  at  the  Aber¬ 
gavenny  Asylum. 


Kent*  Notwithstanding  the  large  and  costly  additions  not  long 

secondAsyluii).  since  made  to  the  Kent  County  Asylum  at  Banning  Heath, 
it  has,  as  we  anticipated,  been  found  for  some  time  past  that 
this  provision  was  quite  inadequate  to  meet  the  wants 
of  the  county.  The  Justices  accordingly  resolved  to  erect 
a  second  asylum  in  another  part  of  Kent,  and,  without 
previous  communication  with  this  Board,  contracted  abso¬ 
lutely  for  the  purchase  of  an  estate  of  1 1 3  acres  at  Chartham 
Down,  near  Canterbury,  for  5,586  1.  We  received  notice  to 
this  effect  in  the  month  of  July  last,  and  the  site  was  soon 
after  inspected  by  two  members  of  the  Board,  with  a  view 
of  ascertaining  whether  we  could  recommend  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  give  his  approval  to  the  purchase.  Their  report 
was  an  unfavourable  one,  the  main  objections  being  that  the 
fall  of  the  ground  was  to  the  north,  and  that  the  only  possible 
plateau  upon  which  the  building  could  be  erected  was  on  the 
ridge  close  to  the  southern  boundary,  exposed  to  wind  in 
every  direction,  but  especially  to  the  north  and  east,  and 
where,  owing  to  the  fall  of  the  ground  on  all  sides,  no  shelter 
by  plantations  could  be  obtained, 

'  It  further  seemed  doubtful  whether  an  adequate  supply  of 
water  could  be  procured. 

There  were  advantages,  however,  as  regarded  the  dryness 
of  the  soil  and  the  ready  means  of  access  from  various  parts  of 
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the  county,  but  the  Commissioners  thought  the  objections  County  and 
fatal,  and  strongly  recommended  that  endeavours  should  asylums1. 
be  made  to  secure  the  purchase  of  an  estate  better  suited  for  Kent 

the  purposes  of  an  asylum.  Proposed 

In  reply  to  the  report,  the  Visitors  showed  that  a  good  second  Asylum, 
supply  of  water  could  be  obtained  from  the  Canterbury 
Waterworks,  and  they  impugned  the  accuracy  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners’  statement  as  to  the  levels  of  the  ground. 

Upon  this  we  directed  one  of  our  consulting  architects  to 
visit  the  estate,  and  his  report  having  confirmed  the  opinion 
previously  expressed  by  the  Commissioners,  the  Visitors  were 
informed  that,  consistently  with  our  duty,  we  could  not  re¬ 
commend  the  Secretary  of  State  to  sanction  the  purchase  of 
the  land.  In  the  meantime  the  Justices  had  nominated 
several  architects  to  furnish  competitive  designs  for  an 
asylum,  and,  having  selected  those  prepared  by  Messrs.  Giles 
and  Gough,  forwarded  them  to  this  office  for  examination. 

It  thus  became  necessary  that  a  further  inspection  of  the 
site  should  take  place,  and,  accompanied  by  our  consulting 
architect,  two  Commissioners — one  of  whom  had  not  before 
been  on  the  ground — having  previously  caused  the  lines 
of  the  intended  building  to  be  staked  out  in  the  situation 
proposed  by  the  architect,  made  a  further  very  careful  in¬ 
spection,  with  the  same  result  as  before,  and  all  adhered 
to  the  view  previously  expressed,  as  to  the  unsuitableness 
of  the  land  for  the  site  of  an  asylum. 

After  giving  the  fullest  consideration  to  the  subject,  and 
with  every  wish  to  assist  the  Committee  and  avoid  causing 
unnecessary  delay  in  the  erection  of  the  proposed  asylum, 
we  felt  that  we  could  not  alter  the  decision  we  had  previously 
arrived  at ;  and  the  Justices  having  intimated  their  desire 
that  the  matter  should  be  left  to  the  decision  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State,  the  reports  and  correspondence  have  been  sent 
to  the  Home  Office,  and  are  now  under  consideration.* 

Upon  several  occasions  since  the  additions  to  the  asylum  Kent, 
at  Banning  Heath  have  been  completed,  we  have  strongly  Bai>mingHeath' 
urged  upon  theVisitors  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  medical 
staff,  by  the  appointment  of  a  third  assistant  medical  officer. 

At  the  visit  made  in  187Uthe  Commissioners  stated  that 
such  an  appointment  was  contemplated  by  the  Committee 
themselves  in  1865,  as,  in  their  report  to  Quarter  Sessions, 
they  remarked  that  upon  the  asylum  being  enlarged  to  the 

extent 


*  The  Secretary  of  State  has  since  approved  of  the  site. 
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County  and  extent  they  recommended,  it  could  be  efficiently  conducted 
asylums.  by  the  then  existing  medical  staff  (one  superintendent  and 
Kent.  two  assistants)  until  the  number  of  inmates  should  oxceed 

Banning  Heath.  1,000,  and  then  with  the  addition  of  one  assistant  only.  On 
the  1st  January  1865  there  were  699  patients  in  the  asylum. 
At  the  visit  in  1872  there  wTere  1,217  patients  on  the  books, 
479  of  whom  were  in  the  original  or  “  old  building,”  com¬ 
prising  the  recent  and  acute  cases,  the  more  violent,  refrac¬ 
tory,  and  dangerous  classes,  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients,  and 
the  majority  of  the  sick  and  paralytic.  This  large  number  of 
patients  was  found  to  be  still  left  at  night  without  medical 
assistance,  for  although  this  building  is  considered  to  be 
under  Dr.  Kirkman’s  more  immediate  charge,  he  no  longer 
resides  in  it,  but  in  a  detached  house  between  100  to  200 
yards  from  the  building,  and  separated  from  it  by  a  wailed 
garden  and  a  portion  of  the  asylum  grounds. 

The  following  observations  in  reference  to  this  subject  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  visit  refered  to,  see  App.  (C.)  : 
“  We  should  not  be  doing  our  duty  if  we  did  not  protest  in  the 
“  strongest  manner  against  such  an  arrangement  as  we  have 
described.  We  are  of  opinion  that  there  can  be  no  justi- 
u  fication  for  leaving  the  inmates  of  this  large  building  with- 
u  out  the  possibility  of  obtaining  immediate  medical  aid  in 
££  emergencies,  for  the  want  of  which  life  might  at  any  time 
“  be  sacrificed.  We  accordingly  again  urge  upon  the  Com- 
“  mittee  of  Visitors  the  appointment  of  a  third  assistant 
“  medical  officer,  who  should  reside  in  the  central  part  of  the 
“  building.  When  it  is  considered  that  an  additional  penny 
66  in  the  weekly  charge  for  each  patient  would  produce 
£<r  upwards  of  260  l.  a  year,  it  will  be  seen  at  how  com- 
c£  paratively  trifling  extra  cost  the  services  of  another  officer, 
a  so  essential  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  patients,  could 
££  be  procured.” 

Suicide  afc  The  death  in  this  Asylum  of  a  female  patient  known 

BarmmgHeath.  to  ^  suicida^  py  suspending  herself  by  a  strip  torn 

from  a  sheet,  to  the  gas  pendant  in  a  single  room,  took 
place  in  August  last.  Although  the  pendant  was  made  to 
hook  up  against  the  ceiling,  and  according  to  the  evidence 
of  the  night  attendant  was  properly  fixed,  it  was  ascertained 
that  by  throwing  up  a  pillow  or  sheet  it  could  be  unhooked, 
and  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  patient  resorted  to  some 
such  means  to  get  it  down. 

The  danger  of  placing  suicidal  patients  to  sleep  in  single 
rooms  is  constantly  coming  under  our  notice,  and  we  have 
frequent  occasion  to  direct  attention  to  the  opportunities 

afforded 
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afforded  for  suicide  by  gas-fittings,  especially  brackets,  and  to  county^ano 
suggest  that,  wherever  practicable,  dormitories  should  be  asylums. 
lighted  by  burners  placed  close  to  the  ceilings,  and  com-  Suicide  at 
municating  by  means  of  metal  tubes  either  with  the  chimney  Barming  Heath- 
or  the  external  air ;  and  that  for  single  rooms  they  should 
be  placed  over  the  doors,  properly  protected,  and  accessible 
only  from  the  exterior. 

Owing  to  the  great  distance  and  exposed  situation  of  some  Lancashire, 
of  the  land  belonging  to  the  Prestwich  Asylum,  it  was  con-  Addftion?^ 
sidered  necessary  that  a  cottage  should  be  built  on  the  spot 
for  labouring  men,  and  for  keeping  tools  and  agricultural 
instruments ;  and  also  that  a  room  should  be  provided  for 
the  use  of  working  patients  where  they  could  take  their 
meals,  and  occasionally  find  shelter  in  wet  weather. 

Plans  for  this  purpose  were  accordingly  submitted,  and 
have  been  approved,  the  estimated  cost  being  500/. 

At  the  Rainhill  Asylum  two  new  cottages  have  been  Lancashire, 
erected ;  and  additions  have  been  made  to  some  of  the  Additions.' 
nurses’  rooms,  at  a  cost  of  about  700  /. 

The  new  asylum  at  Whittingham  was  visited  by  two  Lancashire. 
Commissioners  on  the  25th  of  July  last  year,  and  we  print  (WhittinghamJ 
in  the  Appendix  (C.)  amongst  the  entries,  a  copy  of  the  New  Asylum‘ 
memorandum  made  by  them  on  that  occasion.  Since  the 
date  of  their  report,  the  number  of  patients  resident  has 
considerably  increased,  there  being  63  men  and  52  women 
there  on  the  1st  of  January;  but  the  asylum  had  not  been 
formally  opened.  These  patients  remained  on  the  books  of 
the  Prestwich  Asylum,  and  were  considered  to  be  away  on 
trial,  leave  being  given  by  the  Visitors  for  that  purpose. 

The  plans  and  estimates  alluded  to  by  the  Commissioners 
in  their  report,  as  not  having  been  duly  submitted  and  sanc¬ 
tioned,  have  since  been  approved,  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  has  also  given  approval  to  various  other  additions, 
comprising  boiler  and  engine  houses,  mechanics’  shops  and 
sheds,  and  four  cottages.  The  total  estimated  cost  of  these 
buildings  was  8,311  /. 

In  our  last  Report  we  stated  that,  in  view  of  the  continued  Middlesex, 
and  increasing  pressure  for  accommodation  in  this  county,  ^^edattIlird 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  had  at  length  adopted  a  resolu-  Banstead. 
tion,  recognising  the  necessity  of  making  further  provision  for 
the  insane  poor,  and  had  appointed  a  committee  to  negotiate 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  to  procure  plans  and  estimates 
for  the  erection  of  a  third  asylum. 

o.6o.  c  2 
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Borough  ND  We  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  stating  that  both  these 
Asylums.  objects  are  effected.  The  land  has  been  purchased,  and  the 
Middlesex.  plans  for  a  building  to  contain  1,590  patients  have  been  ap~ 
Proposed  third  proved  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Banstead^  The  estate,  which  was  bought  for  10,000  Z.,  consists  of 
100  acres,  and  is  situated  at  Banstead,  in  Surrey.  The 
position  is  elevated,  and  commands  extensive  views.  On 
the  highest  point  there  is  a  good  level  plateau  of  more  than 
30  acres.  The  soil  is  light,  with  a  subsoil  of  chalk.  The 
utmost  confidence  is  felt  that  an  abundant  supply  of  water 
will  be  found  on  the  spot,  but  in  case  of  any  failure  it  can 
he  obtained  from  the  Water  Works  at  Sutton. 

The  only  objection  to  this  site  is  the  existence  of  a  foot¬ 
path  right  across  the  land;  but  as  it  leaves  the  large  plateau 
for  the  building  and  airing  courts  untouched,  and  as  there 


is  good  hope  that  it  may  hereafter  be  diverted,  we  did  not 
think  that  this  should  act  as  a  bar  to  the  purchase  of  an 
estate  in  all  other  respects  exceptionally  good.  We  there¬ 
fore  recommended  the  contract  for  the  approval  of  the 
Home  Secretary. 

The  new  asylum  will  be  built  upon  the  same  general  plan 
as  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylum  at  Leavesden,  but  there 
will  be  more  single  rooms,  and  other  arrangements  suitable 
to  the  different  class  of  patients  to  be  received. 

We  subjoin  in  Appendix  (E.)  extracts  from  instructions 
given  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors  to  the  architect,  showing 
the  character  and  design  of  the  proposed  asylum,  wThich,  it 
will  be  seen,  can  only  be  suitable  for  patients  of  a  chronc  class. 

The  works  will  be  commenced  forthwith,  but  it  is  not 
probable  that  the  buildings  will  be  fit  for  occupation  before 
the  end  of  1875  ;  meanwhile  the  pressure  for  accommodation 
continues,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statement  as  to 
the  number  and  distribution  of  the  pauper  lunatics  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  county,  on  the  1st  of  January  last : —

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Hence  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  726  patients  in  out-  County  and 
county  asylums,  hospitals,  and  licensed  houses  for  whom  no  asylums. 
provision  had  been  made  by  the  county. 


In  compliance  with  suggestions  made  on  several  occasions  Middlesex, 
by  members  of  the  Board  visiting  the  Han  well  Asylum,  Additions? 
plans  have  been  submitted,  and,  upon  our  Report,  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  providing  additional  blocks  of 
lavatories  and  water-closets,  and  otherwise  improving  the 
accommodation,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  5,364/.  8s.  8 d.  Dr. 

Begley,  who  had  for  34  years  filled  the  post  of  medical 
superintendent  of  the  male  department,  retired  from  office 
early  in  18/2.  The  Committee  of  Visitors  have  filled  up 
the  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Henry  Rayner,  then 
resident  assistant  physician  of  Bethlem  Hospital. 


Except  certain  improvements  in  the  kitchen  department,  Middlesex, 
no  structural  alterations  or  additions  have  been  made  at  (ColneyHatch-) 
Coiney  Hatch. 

In  the  Newcastle  Asylum,  Robert  Saint,  a  pauper  patient,  Newcastle, 
was  knocked  down  by  another  patient  named  TR Crate,  who  JSiHnthe* 
stamped  on  his  head,  and  inflicted  severe  injuries  to  the  Asylum, 
brain,  of  which  Saint  ultimately  died.  Two  attendants 
were  in  the  ward  at  the  time,  and  were  instantly  on  the  spot, 
but  the  assault  was  so  sudden  that  they  were  unable  to 
prevent  the  injuries.  A  verdict  of  manslaughter  was  re¬ 
turned  in  this  case. 


a  nurse 


In  the  same  asylum  in  June  last,  one  of  the  nurses  was  Death  of; 
suddenly  knocked  down  by  Margaret  Taylor,  an  epileptic from  .assault  by 
patient,  while  assisting  the  matron  to  lead  her  to  her  bed-  a  patlent* 
room.  In  falling,  the  nurse's  face  came  in  contact  with  a 
chair,  but  the  external  injuries  were  very  slight ;  death,  how¬ 
ever,  was  instantaneous,  being  apparently  the  result  of 
disease  of  the  heart.  A  verdict  of  manslaughter  was  re¬ 
turned  by  the  coroner’s  jury  against  Margaret  Taylor,  who 
was  subsequently  removed  to  the  Criminal  Asylum  at  Broad¬ 
moor. 


Inquiry  into  the  suicide  of  a  woman  in  the  Northum her-  Northumber¬ 
land  Asylum,  who  threw  herself  into  the  river  when  walking  ^ 
out  with  a  party  of  other  patients,  showed  that,  although  Asylum, 
the  attendants  were  aware  of  the  patient  having  been  suicidal, 
no  special  instructions  were  given  them  as  to  watching  her ; 
and  the  importance  in  all  such  cases  of  giving  written 
notice  to  the  attendants  of  the  propensities  of  patients 
placed  under  their  charge,  and  of  passing  this  on  with  them 
o.6o.  c  3  in 
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in  the  event  of  their  ward  being  changed,  was  pointed  out  to 
the  superintendent,  and  will  no  doubt  be  acted  upon. 

The  death  of  an  old  man  in  the  same  asylum,  after  a 
residence  only  of  12  days,  was  fully  inquired  into  by  the 
coroner,  and  also  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors.  In  this 
case,  fractured  ribs  were  discovered  only  the  day  before 
the  patient  died.  Upon  the  post-mortem  examination  five 
on  the  right  side  were  found  to  be  broken,  and  the  result 
had  been  a  considerable  effusion  of  blood  upon  the  brain, 
which  was  considered  to  be  the  immediate  cause  of  death. 
Upon  the  inquest,  this  was  stated  as  having  been  caused  by 
a  blow  on  the  head,  but  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  show 
how  or  by  whom  it  was  given.  No  particular  marks  of 
injury  were  observed  upon  the  man’s  admission,  though  in 
the  order  for  his  reception,  a  fall  from  a  cart  on  the  back  of 
his  head  was  the  assigned  cause  of  his  insanity.  Subsequently 
scratches  on  the  forehead,  a  bruise  on  the  shoulder,  and  a 
slight  wound  at  the  back  of  the  head  were  noticed ;  the 
latter  having  been  caused  by  another  patient  pushing  him 
down,  and  the  former  being  attributed  to  his  restlessness, 
pulling  about  the  furniture,  and  often  taking  hold  of  other 
patients.  On  the  morning  of  his  death  he  got  up  as  usual, 
and  was  out  in  the  airing-court,  and  the  fatal  symptoms, 
which  were  no  doubt  attributable  to  the  effusion  of  blood 
on  the  brain,  were  only  noticed  after  breakfast.  That  he 
had  been  struggling  with  another  patient  either  on  the 
morning  of  or  day  before  his  death,  was  clear  from  the 
evidence  of  one  of  the  attendants,  and  at  the  post-mortem 
examination.  The  assistant  medical  officer  noticed  a  bruise 
on  the  right  side  of  the  head,  above  and  in  front  of  the  ear, 
which  he  had  not  seen  before,  and  which  he  stated  was,  in 
his  opinion,  of  recent  date  and  the  real  cause  of  death.  The 
fractures  of  the  ribs,  he  considered,  could  hardly  have  been 
of  less  than  a  week’s  standing,  and  might  have  been  of 
older  date.  No  fractures,  however,  were  detected  upon  the 
patient’s  admission,  nor  upon  an  examination  of  the  chest 
made  by  Dr.  Merson  a  week  before  his  death.  It  is  difficult 
to  agree  in  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Committee  of 
Visitors,  that  this  man  did  not  receive  any  severe  injury  or 
improper  treatment  after  his  admission  into  the  asylum. 

The  death  in  November  last  in  the  Nottingham  Asylum 
of  a  man  labouring  under  suicidal  melancholia  from  injuries 
he  received  by  throwing  himself  upon  the  fly-wheel  of  the 
steam  engine,  shows  the  importance  not  only  of  casing  or 
boxing  off  steam  engines  in  such  institutions,  but  also  the 

danger 
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danger  of  allowing  suicidal  patients  to  have  access  to  shops  county  and 
in  which  dangerous  tools  are  used.  asylums 

In  consequence  of  the  limited  extent  of  the  airing-courts 
in  this  asylum,  it  is  found  necessary  to  use  the  front  grounds  Ncttinghan 
for  the  exercise  of  as  many  as  100  patients  of  all  classes,  in  Asylum m  the 
which  are  the  engine-house  and  smith’s  shop,  under  charge 
of  an  engineer,  and  two  patients  as  firemen.  According  to 
the  evidence  given  before  the  coroner,  patients  were  con¬ 
stantly  in  the  habit  of  going  into  this  shop  to  light  their 
pipes,  and  in  it  dangerous  tools  and  implements  were  neces¬ 
sarily  lying  about,  and  the  light  was  so  defective,  that  when 
the  door  was  shut,  the  engineer  stated  that  he  could  not  do 
his  work.  At  the  time  of  the  accident  the  engineer  had  gone 
out  to  repair  a  lock  in  one  of  the  wards,  leaving  the  door 
open,  and  one  of  the  firemen  in  charge  of  the  shop.  The 
jury  added  to  their  verdict  their  opinion,  “  That  the  engine* 

“  house  and  smith’s  shop,  as  now  used,  are  most  dangerous 
to  the  patients,  and  recommend  that  some  satisfactory 
means  be  at  once  adopted  to  protect  such  premises,  and 
f  thereby  render  the  exercise  of  the  patients  in  the  front 
grounds  free  from  their  present  danger.”  Upon  this  the 
Committee  ordered  an  iron  gate  to  he  fixed  to  the  smith’s 
shop  ;  but  how  far  this  will  afford  sufficient  security  against 
similar  accidents  is  doubtful. 


(( 
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Two  somewhat  remarkable  deaths  occurred  during  the  Salop,  Sussex, 
year,  one  in  the  Salop,  and  the  other  in  the  Sussex  Asylum,  Deaths  from 
from  patients  being  allowed  to  indulge  in  the  habit,  so  con-  p01S0n’ 
stantly  met  with  amongst  the  insane,  of  eating  rubbish  and 
injurious  substances.  In  the  case  at  the  Salop  Asylum,  the 
man  died  from  drinking  an  infusion  of  aconite  and  other 
herbs  wdiich  he  had  gathered,  but  without  any  intention  of 
destroying  himself.  From  the  same  cause  he  had  been 
seriously  ill  some  time  before.  In  that  at  the  Sussex  Asylum 
the  patient  was  accustomed  to  work  in  the  grounds,  and 
was  known  to  be  very  degraded  in  his  habits,  though  not 
suicidal.  Three  days  previous  to  his  death  he  had  to  pass 
a  barrel  containing  gas  tar,  and  the  attendant  in  charge  of 
him  subsequently  found  that  his  face  and  hands  were  covered 
with  the  tar.  He  was  afterwards  engaged  for  three  days  in 
digging  up  an  old  path  made  of  sand,  cinders,  and  tar ;  and 
both  the  attendant  and  gardener  more  than  once  noticed 
him  chewing  something,  but  unfortunately  paid  no  attention 
to  the  circumstance.  On  the  morning  of  his  death,  a  tin 
containing  the  remains  of  some  crude  carbolic  acid  used  by 
the  gardener,  was  very  carelessly  placed  among  some  cabbages, 
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about  1 0  yards  from  the  spot  where  the  patient  was  at  work, 
and  though  he  was  not  seen  to  go  near  it,  he  was  found  the 
same  afternoon  in  a  state  of  collapse  and  insensibility,  and 
vomited  a  dark  liquid,  smelling  of  tar  or  carbolic  acid. 
Death  took  place  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours.  Upon  the 
post-mortem  examination  there  were  found  in  the  stomach 
four  nails,  four  pebbles,  five  pieces  of  tobacco-pipe,  some 
small  cinders  and  sand  ;  and  in  the  intestines  a  mixture  of 
tar,  cinders,  and  carbolic  acid,  three  pieces  of  tobacco-pipe, 
two  buttons,  and  two  nails. 

In  both  these  instances  we  considered  that  blame  attached 
to  the  attendants.  The  Visitors  of  the  Salop  Asylum  did  not 
concur  with  us  in  this  view.  But  the  superintendent  of  the 
Sussex  Asylum  promptly  issued  an  order,  calling  upon  all 
the  attendants  and  servants  to  exercise  the  utmost  vigilance 
over  patients  disposed  to  swallow  noxious  substances,  and  to 
report  at  once  any  case  in  which  this  occurs,  and  also  any 
sickness  taking  place  in  patients  having  these  propensi¬ 
ties. 

An  addition  of  22  single  rooms  has  been  made  to  the 
accommodation  at  the  Somerset  Asylum,  by  raising  the 
north  wings  one  storey.  The  plans  were  submitted  in  April 
last  year,  and.  after  various  changes  made  in  compliance  with 
our  suggestions,  were  approved  by  Mr.  Secretary  Bruce  on 
the  27th  of  May. 

The  estimated  cost  of  both  wings  was  866/. 

The  Quarter  Sessions  have  also  voted  money  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  field  of  three  acres,  two  acres  of  which  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  convert  into  a  special  cemetery  for  the  use  of  the 
asylum  ;  but  various  questions  have  arisen  relative  to  the 
fencing  of  the  ground  and  the  erection  of  a  mortuary  chapel, 
and  the  matter  is  still  under  consideration. 

In  the  County  of  Surrey  the  justices  have  taken  active 
steps  to  provide  increased  accommodation  for  the  lunatic 
poor,  and  plans  have  been  submitted  for  considerable  addi¬ 
tions  at  the  Wandsworth  and  the  Brookwood  Asylums. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  and  distribution  of 
the  Surrey  pauper  lunatics  on  the  1st  of  January  last.

It  will  thus  he  seen  that  the  number  of  pauper  patients  in 
out-county  asylums,  licensed  houses  and  hospitals,  but  who 
should  be  provided  for  in  the  Surrey  County  Asylums,  was, 
at  the  above-named  date,  216. 

The  plans  submitted  to  us  for  additional  accommodation  ?^rey- 
by  the  Visitors  of  the  Asylum  at  Wandsworth,  proposed  the  iddi'uonT^10 
construction  of  long  galleries,  with  rooms  on  both  sides, 
after  the  plan  of  the  old  corridors,  of  which  they  were  to 
form  a  continuation.  Being  strongly  opposed  to  this  mode 
of  construction,  we  communicated  with  the  Visitors,  suggest¬ 
ing  that  an  equal  amount  of  accommodation  might  be  ob¬ 
tained  by  providing  wide  galleries,  with  rooms  on  one  side 
only ;  and  after  some  interviews  with  their  architect,  we 
obtained  from  him  sketches  for  an  entirely  different  design, 
which  the  Committee  ultimately  adopted ;  and  we  have  in¬ 
formed  them  that  when  the  plans  are  completed  we  shall  be 
prepared  to  recommend  them  as  proper  to  receive  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  number  of  patients 
provided  for  by  the  amended  scheme — 8  males  and  67  females 
in  dormitory,  51  males  and  37  females  in  single  rooms. 

Owing  to  the  removal  of  279  chronic  harmless  patients  to 
the  Caterham  District  Asylum,  there  has  been  a  large  in¬ 
crease  here  of  patients  of  a  more  violent  and  impulsive  class, 
the  majority  of  whom  were  transferred  from  licensed  houses. 

It  consequently  became  necessary  to  provide  a  larger  number 
of  single  rooms  ;  and  when  the  plans  now  under  consideration 
are  carried  out,  they  will  be  in  the  large  proportion  of  32 
per  cent,  in  the  male,  and  37  per  cent,  in  the  female  divi¬ 
sion. 

The  additions  proposed  to  be  made  at  Brookwood  consist  Surrey, 
of  a  detached  block  for  300  women,  with  a  separate  kitchen,  (Brookwood)* 
dining-hall,  &c. ;  a  block,  attached  to  the  main  building,  Addltl0ns* 
for  100  men  ;  a  dormitory  ward  specially  designed  for  epi- 
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leptics  ;  and  considerable  additions  to  the  workshops,  and  the 
washhouse  and  laundry.  The  plans  for  these  works  were 
submitted  in  October  last,  and,  after  some  discussion  and 
amendment,  were,  upon  our  report,  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  early  in  the  present  year. 

The  total  additional  accommodation  wThich  will  be  obtained 
here  will  be  for  104  males  and  300  females,  making,  with 
the  59  male  and  300  female  patients,  provided  for  by  the 
new  wards  at  Wandsworth,  a  total  for  the  County  of  Surrey, 
of  567  additional  beds. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  and  correspondence  be¬ 
tween  the  Committee  of  Visitors  and  this  Board  relative  to  the 
position  of  a  proposed  new  dining  and  recreation-hall  at  the 
Brookwood  Asylum,  where  the  want  of  a  suitable  room  of 
that  description  had  long  been  felt. 

When  the  plans  for  the  asylum  were  originally  sub¬ 
mitted  in  the  year  1862,  we  strongly  recommended  that 
a  hall  should  be  provided,  but  with  this  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  refused  to  comply.  We  then  suggested  that  the 
architect  should  be  instructed  so  to  arrange  the  plans  that 
such  a  room  might  be  erected  at  any  future  time,  in  a  con¬ 
venient  position,  to  the  south  of  the  building,  without  inter¬ 
fering  with  the  central  department,  or  seriously  obstructing 
light  and  air  from  the  adjoining  wards.  Nothing,  however, 
was  done  ;  and  the  result  is  that  the  utmost  difficulty  has  now 
been  experienced  in  selecting  a  suitable  site  for  the  addition. 

The  Committee  determined  to  place  the  building  on  the 
north  of  the  asylum,  opposite  the  main  entrance.  It  was  to 
be  approached  by  a  covered  corridor  100  feet  long,  with 
coach  doors  on  each  side  to  admit  vehicles  coming  to  the 
asylum.  To  this  arrangement  we  objected,  because,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  coach  doors,  access  to  the  asylum  would  be 
materially  interfered  with,  and  to  reach  the  dining-room  the 
patients  must  go  through  the  public  entrance  hall,  and 
because  there  was  only  one  means  of  approach  for  both 
sexes,  whilst  the  distance  from  the  kitchen  was  too  great  for 
the  convenient  serving  of  the  dinners. 

Several  inspections  were  subsequently  made  by  members 
of  this  Board,  and,  assisted  by  one  of  the  consulting  archi¬ 
tects,  they  pointed  out  two  other  sites  which,  in  their  opinion, 
would  prove  more  convenient,  and  avoid  the  obstruction  and 
unsightliness  likely  to  be  occasioned  by  the  adoption  of  the 
Visitors’  scheme,  but  they  failed  to  induce  them  to  consent 
to  any  change  of  the  position  they  originally  selected.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  could  not  consistently  recommend  the 
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Secretary  of  State  to  sanction  plans  which  we  believed  to  be  County  an  b 
m  many  points  so  objectionable,  and  for  some  time  no  further  asylums. 
progress  was  made ;  but  on  the  20th  of  April  two  of  our  Surrey, 
members  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Visitors  at  the  asylum  to  (Brookwood-) 
consider  certain  changes  proposed  by  the  architect  in  order  Additions, 
to  meet  some  of  the  principal  objections  raised  by  us. 

Amongst  other  improvements,  the  new  plans  provided  a 
separate  approach  for  each  sex,  and  the  entrance  hall  was 
changed  and  entirely  cut  off  from  the  corridors,  which  were 
reduced  in  length.  In  these  circumstances  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  did  not  feel  justified  in  recommending  the  Board  to 
offer  further  opposition  to  the  scheme.  At  the  same  time  they 
stated  that  their  own  views  were  unchanged ;  that  in  their 
opinion  the  position  chosen  would  be  found  very  objection¬ 
able  ;  and  that  so  large  a  building  100  feet  long  and  40  feet 
high,  could  not  fail  materially  to  obstruct  both  light  and  air, 
and  greatly  to  disfigure  the  northern  part  of  the  asylum. 

The  whole  projection  to  the  north  will  be  nearly  200  feet. 

There  will  be  a  basement,  partly  lighted  from  an  area,  with 
slopes.  Some  portion  of  this  basement  will  be  available  as 
a  billiard  and  smoking  room  for  the  men.  A  scullery  will 
be  provided,  but  the  dinners  will  come  from  the  central 
kitchen,  distant  86  yards  from  the  hall. 

The  estimated  cost  for  this  addition  was  5,500  /.,  but,  in 
the  opinion  of  our  consulting  architect,  the  work  cannot  be 
executed  under  6,128  /. 

The  plans  were  approved  in  May  last,  and  the  building  is 


in  progress. 

In  June  the  Secretary  of  State’s  sanction  was  obtained  for 
the  purchase  of  a  small  piece  of  land  and  two  cottages  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  asylum  estate,  to  be  converted  into  a  residence  for 
the  chaplain. 


In  the  Wandsworth  Asylum,  a  man  who  had  attempted  to  suicide  in  the 
destroy  himself  on  the  morning  of  his  admission  by  throwing  A^yiumT°rth 
himself  over  the  railing  on  to  some  stone  steps  in  the  work- 
house,  by  which  he  seriously  injured  his  head,  effected  his 
purpose  the  same  evening,  by  strangling  himself  with  the 
bandage  used  to  secure  a  wet  pad  on  his  head  while  in  a 
single  room.  In  this  case  we  expressed  ,our  opinion  that, 
considering  the  man’s  strong  suicidal  disposition,  if  it  was 
thought  desirable  to  place  him  in  a  single  room  some  person 
should  have  been  appointed  to  take  special  charge  of  him, 
and  should  not  have  left  him  during  the  night. 

The  death  in  the  same  asylum  of  a  man  named  Mountain,  Homicide  in 
in  March  last,  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder  against  worth  AsyVum 
0.6  o.  Edward 
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Edward  Dainty,  another  patient.  These  two  men  belonged 
to  a  party  of  six  patients  employed  in  the  coal-cellar,  under 
charge  of  the  coal  porter.  The  latter,  it  appeared,  had 
taken  the  four  other  patients  with  him  to  deliver  coals  into 
the  ward  immediately  adjoining,  and  on  his  return  Dainty 
met  him,  and  said,  Ci  1  have  killed  Mountain.”  The  porter, 
upon  going  into  the  cellar,  found  Mountain  lying  on  the 
floor,  his  head  and  face  covered  with  blood,  and  motionless. 
He  immediately  took  Dainty  into  the  ward,  and  on  his 
return  he  found  Mountain  dead.  Upon  examination,  very 
extensive  injuries  were  found  on  the  head  and  face.  The 
skull  was  fractured,  and  also  the  cheek  and  nasal  bone,  and 
both  upper  and  lower  jaw  bones,  and  there  was  no  doubt 
that  these  injuries  were  inflicted  with  a  shovel,  which  was 
found  close  by  stained  with  blood.  Mountain  had  been  a 
patient  in  the  asylum  since  1849,  and  was  59  years  of  age. 
He  wTas  in  a  demented  state,  rambling  and  incoherent,  but 
harmless.  Dainty  wras  a  young  man  who  had  been  less  than 
a  year  in  the  asylum,  having  been  transferred  from  the 
Somerset  Asylum,  and  on  his  admission  there  was  stated  to 
be  both  suicidal  and  dangerous.  In  October  18/1  he  was 
stated  in  the  case-book  to  be  getting  worse,  to  be  sulky,  re¬ 
fusing  to  work,  and  having  delusions,  but  shortly  afterwards 
he  became  quieter,  and  went  out  to  work  with  the  coal  gang. 
The  head  attendant  stated  that  he  was  generally  harmless, 
but  if  interfered  with  had  fits  of  violence,  and  would  strike 
persons  interfering  with  him.  The  porter  was  not  an  ordi¬ 
nary  attendant,  or  subject  to  the  rules  drawn  up  for  their 
guidance.  He  stated  to  the  jury  that  he  had  not  been  told 
not  to  leave  patients  by  themselves,  and  admitted  that  he  had 
frequently  left  two  or  more  together,  under  similar  circum¬ 
stances. 

After  careful  review  of  the  case,  we  were  unable  to  arrive 
at  any  other  conclusion  than  that  this  sad  event  was  due  to 
very  grave  neglect,  not  only  in  selecting  such  a  patient  as 
Dainty  for  employment  of  this  description,  but  also  in 
placing  patients  so  engaged  under  the  charge  of  a  man 
having  no  rules  for  his  guidance,  unacquainted  with  the 
patients,  and  not  even  informed  that  they  were  never  to  be 
left  alone.  This  opinion  was  communicated  to  the  Committee 
of  Visitors,  who  promptly  made  a  full  inquiry  into  the  case, 
and  took  all  necessary  steps  to  guard  against  the  recurrence 
of  a  similar  event.  Orders  were  made  that  copies  of  the 
rules  should  in  future  always  be  given  to  servants  as  well 
as  attendants  ;  that  a  second  coal  porter  should  be  appointed, 
and  that  they  should  rank  as  attendants  ;  that  a  second  atten¬ 
dant

dant  should  always  he  within  call  of  an  attendant  employed  couwty  and 
in  the  supervision  of  patients  ;  and  that  the  head  attendants 
should  have  access  to  that  part  of  the  female  division  where 
the  coal-cellar  is  situate,  and  exercise  a  vigilant  superinten¬ 
dence  over  all  working  parties. 

The  serious  consequences  of  any  deviation  on  the  part  of  Death  from 
attendants  in  asylums  from  the  rules  drawn  up  for  their  Brookwood^6 
guidance  was  strongly  illustrated  in  the  ease  of  a  male  Asylum, 
patient,  who  died  from  scalding  in  the  Surrey  Asylum  at 
Brook  wood.  It  appears  that  the  ward  attendant  very 
improperly  filled  a  bath  with  hot  wader,  for  the  purpose  of 
cleansing  the  floors  of  the  w7ard,  and  upon  going  to  the  charge 
attendant’s  room  to  procure  some  flannel,  pulled  the  door  to 
after  him,  but  without  locking  it.  The  patient  alluded  to  made 
his  way  unperceived  to  the  bath-room,  and  wras  shortly  after¬ 
wards  found  undressed,  and  in  the  act  of  sitting  down  in  the 
bath.  His  legs,  arms,  hands,  and  lower  part  of  the  back 
were  extensively  scalded,  and  he  died  1 1  hours  afterwards. 

The  rules  expressly  state  that  when  the  bath  is  being  used 
an  attendant  shall  always  be  present,  and  that  at  all  other 
times  the  door  of  the  room  is  to  remain  locked.  The  attend¬ 
ant  was  suspended  by  Dr.  Brushfield,  and  we  expressed  to  the 
Visitors  our  opinion  that,  for  the  sake  of  example,  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  discipline,  and  the  strict  observance  of  the  rules 
of  the  asylum,  he  should  be  dismissed.  The  Committee, 
howrever,  taking  into  consideration  the  length  of  time  he 
had  been  at  Brookwood,  and  the  character  given  him  by 
Dr.  Brushfield,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  u  the  welfare  of 
“  the  Asylum  would  be  best  promoted  by  reinstating  him  in 
u  tus  situation,  after  admonishing  him,  he  having  been  sus- 
“  pended  for  three  weeks.” 

We  stated  in  our  last  Report  that  we  had  received  a  pro-  Yorkshire, 
posal  for  the  erection  of  a  new  laundry  and  washhouse  atS^?^** 
the  Wakefield  Asylum,  but,  objecting  to  the  position  in  which  Additions.’ 
it  was  intended  to  build  it,  had  referred  the  matter  back  to 
the  Visitors  for  further  consideration.  The  decision  to  be 
arrived  at  was  very  important,  as  it  involved  the  question  of 
easy  and  ready  supervision  of  a  department'  in  which  a  large 
number  of  patients  and  attendants  of  both  sexes  are  con¬ 
stantly  employed,  and  an  expenditure  of  about  8,00(H.  We 
had  strongly  recommended  that,  if  possible,  the  laundry 
should  be  retained  in  its  old  position ;  but  there  were  diffi¬ 
culties  in  arranging  how  this  department  was  to  be  carried 
on  during  the  progress  of  the  work.  We  are  now  glad  to 
report  that,  owing  to  the  care  and  attention  given  to  the 
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subject  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors  and  Dr.  Crichton 
Browne,  these  difficulties  have  been  overcome,  and  amended 
plans  have  been  approved.  These  include  a  new  laundry, 
washhouse,  boiler-house,  blacksmith’s  shop,  engineer’s  resi¬ 
dence,  clerk’s  office,  and  additions  to  other  workshops,  the 
estimated  cost  being  8,000 1. 

The  South  Yorkshire  Asylum,  at  Wadsley,  near  Sheffield, 
has  so  far  been  completed,  since  the  date  of  our  last  Report, 
that  patients  of  both  sexes  have  been  admitted,  and  1 24  men 
and  1/4  women  were  resident  on  the  1st  of  January. 

There  will  ultimately  be  accommodation  for  752  patients, 
333  of  the  male  and  419  of  the  female  sex;  but  large  as  is 
the  provision  thus  made,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  it  will  not 
long  suffice  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Riding ;  and  when  two 
members  of  the  Board  visited,  in  February  18/2,  they  found 
that  the  visitors  were  considering  whether  it  would  not  be 
desirable  to  build  at  once,  and  whilst  the  contractor’s  plant 
was  on  the  ground,  for  200  additional  patients.  In  this 
respect,  however,  nothing  has  yet  been  done ;  but  plans  for 
farm  buildings  and  residences  have  been  submitted  and 
approved,  and  also  the  designs  for  a  chapel  to  accommodate 
630  patients.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  former  was  3,000/., 
and  of  the  latter  5,000/. 

In  Appendix  (F.)  will  be  found  the  usual  details  of  the 
weekly  cost  of  maintenance,  medicine,  clothing,  and  care  of 
patients  in  the  various  county  and  borough  asylums.  The 
weekly  cost  per  head  averaged  in  county  asylums,  9  s.  8  d. ; 
in  borough  asylums,  11s.  2-f-  d.  ;  in  both,  taken  together, 
9  s.  lOf/Z.  This  latter  sum  exceeds  the  average  cost  per 
head  per  week  for  the  previous  year  by  d.*

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In  reference  to  the  several  boroughs  noticed  in  our  last  boroughs 
.Report,  as  not  having  asylums  for  their  pauper  lunatics,  we  asylums. 
have  to  state  as  follows: 

The  Council  of  the  borough  of  Norwich,  it  is  to  be  remem-  BO  Norwich, 
bered,  was,  by  special  legislation,  permitted  to  take  upon 
itself  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Justices,  many  years 
after  the  expiration  of  the  period  limited  by  the  Lunatic 
Asylums  Act,  1853,  for  the  exercise  of  that  option  by 
Town  Councils.  Upon  various  dilatory  pleas,  however, 
the  Norwich  Council  has  hitherto  persistently  delayed  and 
evaded  the  fulfilment  of  the  statutory  requirements  thus 
voluntarily  undertaken,  to  provide  a  proper  borough 
asylum.  Notwithstanding  the  approval  by  the  Secretaiy  of 
State  of  the  purchase  of  a  site,  and  of  the  prepared  plans, 
the  Council,  by  whom  the  site  was  purchased  and  the  plans 
submitted,  has  neglected  to  take  any  actual  steps  towards 
the  erection  of  the  building,  to  wdiich  it  had  thus  pledged 
itself.  The  resistance  made  to  all  appeals  and  remonstrances 
on  the  part  of  the  Home  Secretary  and  our  Board  has  been 
most  vexatious,  and  the  result  is  that  a  rule  nisi  has  been 
granted  for  a  mandamus ;  wdiich,  as  we  are  informed,  the 
Council  intend  to  oppose,  mainly  on  the  ground  that  the 
existing  buildings  known  as  the  “  Infirmary  Asylum”  are 
capable,  by  additions,  alterations,  and  an  extension  of  the 
land,  of  being  converted  into  a  satisfactory  borough  asylum. 

The  case  is  about  to  come  on  shortly  for  argument.  Our 
opinion  of  the  entire  unsuitableness  of  the  “  Infirmary 
Asylum”  for  the  purposes  of  an  asylum  for  the  borough 
remains  unchanged. 

As  respects  Maidstone  and  the  other  Kentish  boroughs,  it  (20  Maidstone 
is  sufficient  to  report  that,  upon  the  erection  of  the  second  ^Boroughs^" 
County  Asylum,  elsewhere  referred  to,  statutory  provision  is 
intended  to  be  therein  made  for  all  the  borough  pauper 
lunatics.  A  contract  for  the  reception,  for  one  year  from 
May  last,  of  those  belonging  to  Maidstone  into  the  Sussex 
County  Asylum,  has  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

We  are  not  as  yet  enabled  to  report  any  definitive  pro-  (3*)  South* 
ceedings  on  the  part  of  the  Justices  of  Southampton  for  the  ampton' 
erection  of  the  promised  asylum.  After  a  good  deal  of 
correspondence,  we  withdrew  our  opposition  to  the  approval 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  a  contract  with  the  Visitors  of 
the  Dorsetshire  Asylum,  whereby  provision  is  made  for  the 
reception  of  the  Southampton  paupers  until  August  1875. 

We  shall  in  the  interval  do  all  in  our  power  to  induce  the 
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Justices  of  this  borough  to  take  active  measures  for  providing 
permanent  asylum  accommodation  nearer  home. 

No  steps  have  been  taken  towards  providing  a  borough 
asylum  by  the  Town  Council  of  Portsmouth,  and  we  have 
accordingly  resolved  to  report  their  default  to  the  Secretary 
of  State,  with  a  view  to  his  making  a  peremptory  order  on 
the  subject.  We  have  stated  in  detail  elsewhere,  that 
on  the  1st  of  January  last,  the  Portsea  Island  pauper  lunatics 
were  236  in  number;  viz.,  82  males  and  149  females.  Ot 
these  81  were  in  asylums  and  licensed  houses,  130  in  the 
workhouse,  and  25  maintained  as  out-door  paupers. 

The  Justices  of  Plymouth  inform  us  that  they  are  taking 
measures  for  the  fulfilment  of  their  statutory  obligations, 
but  have  not  yet  finally  selected  the  site  for  the  intended 
borough  asylum.  The  contract  with  Dorset  has  been  extended 
for  a  further  period. 

It  is  probable  that  provision  will  be  made  in  the  Plymouth 
Asylum  for  the  Exeter  pauper  lunatics,  for  whose  permanent 
care  and  maintenance  the  arrangements  are  at  present  in 
abeyance. 

The  Council  of  the  City  and  Borough  of  Bath  have  re¬ 
solved,  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  their  special  com¬ 
mittee,  to  erect  an  asylum  ;  and  we  are  led  to  expect  that  a 
contract  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  us  for  the  purchase  of  an 
eligible  site.  We  are  assured  that  all  practicable  expedi¬ 
tion  is  being  used.  In  the  meantime  the  Bath  pauper 
lunatics  will  continue  to  be  sent,  under  annual  agreements, 
the  males  to  the  Somersetshire  Asylum,  and  the  females  to 
Fisherton  House. 

The  hospitals  for  the  insane  are  now,  including  the  two 
idiot  asylums  at  Earls  wood  and  Lancaster,  16  in  number. 
The  patients  resident  therein  on  the  1st  of  January  last  were 
2,648,  of  whom  2,297  were  of  the  private  class  and  351 
paupers  ;  all  but  70  of  the  latter  being  in  the  Northampton 
Hospital.  The  total  recorded  admissions  into  the  hospitals 
in  1872  were  923,  the  recoveries  286,  and  the  deaths  168. 

In  comparing  the  recoveries  of  the  year  with  the  admis¬ 
sions  it  becomes  necessary,  on  the  ground  of  the  comparative 
incurability  of  their  inmates,  to  exclude  from  consideration 
the  idiot  asylums.  At  the  remaining  14  Hospitals  the  ad¬ 
missions  were  781  and  the  recoveries  285,  giving  a  per¬ 
centage 
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centage  of  36’49.#  The  deaths  at  the  same  14  hospitals  Hospitals. 
(144)  were,  as  compared  with  the  average  number  resident 
(1,890),  at  the  rate  of  7*01  per  cent.,  and,  taken  upon  the 
total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  (2,646),  the 
mortality  was  5*44  per  cent.f  The  details  of  expenditure 
and  average  weekly  cost  are  tabulated  in  Appendix  (G.) 

The  Reports  on  the  condition  of  the  Hospitals  during  the 
past  year  were  generally  favourable.  They  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  (H),  and  we  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  make 
any  further  observations  in  reference  to  them,  except  in  the 
cases  of  the  Manchester  and  Northampton  Hospitals. 

In  our  Twenty-sixth  Report  we  stated  that  the  Committee  Northampto 
of  Visitors  for  the  County  and  Borough  of  Northampton  had 
taken  steps  for  the  building  oh  an  asylum  for  the  reception 
of  their  insane  paupers  when  their  contract  with  the  North¬ 
ampton  Lunatic  Hospital  should  terminate ;  that  they  had 
purchased  an  estate  of  180  acres  of  land  two  miles  from  the 
town,  and  had  submitted  plans  of  the  building,  which  upon 
our  report  had  received  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Having  regard  to  the  large  number  of  patients  of  the 
pauper  class,  who  will  be  removed  from  the  Northampton 
Lunatic  Hospital  on  the  completion  of  the  asylum,  the 
Committee  of  the  Hospital  have  made  extensive  alterations, 
and  others  are  still  in  progress  with  the  view  of  adapting  it 
for  the  ultimate  reception  of  private  patients  only.  When 
completed  the  Institution  will  afford  increased  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  a  cheerful  and  superior  kind  for  patients  of  the  middle 
class,  at  low  rates  of  payment.  From  the  Report  of  the 
Commissioners  who  visited,  Appendix  (H.),  and  wrhich  is 
most  favourable  as  regards  the  condition  and  management 
of  the  hospital,  it  appears  that  there  were  at  that  time  out  of 
122  private  patients  then  in  the  hospital,  30  paying  not  more 
than  15s.;  eight  from  15s.  to  20s.;  and  44  from  20s.  to  25s. 
a  week. 

The  Manchester  Lunatic  H  ospital  was  inspected  by  Manchester, 
two  members  of  this  Board  in  February  of  last  year. 

Their  Report  of  its  condition  and  of  the  personal  appearance 
and  demeanour  of  the  patients  was  favourable.  They  did 
not  hear  a  complaint  from  any  one,  and  many  of  the  patients 
spoke  in  grateful  terms  of  the  comforts  and  kindness  they 

enjoyed.

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enjoyed.  The  Commissioners  had,  however,  to  report  a 
grave  dereliction  of  duty  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Mould,  the 
medical  superintendent,  in  regard  to  the  case  books  and 
other  statutory  records,  the  nature  of  which  is  given  in  the 
following  extract  from  their  Report : — u  It  is  with  much 
“  regret  that  we  have  again  to  report  that  the  case  hooks  are 
“  greatly  in  arrear.  We  have  further  to  state  that,  with  the 
“  exception  only  of  the  insertion  of  the  patients’  names, 
“  the  registers  of  admissions,  discharges,  and  deaths  have 
“  been  neglected  to  be  filled  up  ever  since  the  end  of  Sep- 
“  tember,  and  that  the  same  observation  applies  to  the  medi- 
“  cal  visitation  book.  These  omissions  involve  a  serious 
“  violation  of  the  express  requirements  of  the  Act  8  &  9 
“  Yict.  c.  100,  ss.  50,  51,  54,  and  59.” 

On  considering  this  Report  the  Board  directed  their  Secre¬ 
tary  to  prosecute  Mr.  Mould  for  neglect  to  make  the  statu¬ 
tory  entries  in  the  books  of  the  hospital,  and  to  inform 
the  Committee  of  Management  of  the  hospital  of  this 
order.  In  reply,  the  Committee,  through  their  chairman, 
appealed  for  a  further  consideration  on  the  part  of  the 
Commissioners  of  their  intention  to  take  legal  proceedings 
against  Mr.  Mould.  The  Committee  urged,  in  extenuation 
of  his  offence,  that  u  the  omissions  alluded  to  were  the  only 
“  part  of  his  duties  in  which  he  had  failed that  they  “  could 
u  not  excuse  themselves  from  blame  in  not  earlier  relieving 
“  Mr.  Mould  from  these  duties,”  by  the  appointment  of  an 
officer  possessing  the  necessary  qualifications  to  assist  him  (an 
appointment  which  the  Commissioners  had  recommended 
on  several  preceding  visits,  but  had  failed  to  Induce  the 
Committee  to  make),  and  that  the  increase  and  improvement 
of  the  hospital,  and  its  successful  management,  were  due  to 
Mr.  Mould.  In  the  letter  containing  this  appeal  the  Com¬ 
mittee  announced  their  determination  to  appoint  a  clerk  to 
make  statutory  entries  in  the  books,  and  carry  on  the  offi¬ 
cial  correspondence.  To  this  the  Commissioners  replied, 
that,  in  compliance  with  the  hope  expressed  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  they  had  decided  to  withdraw  the  prosecution ;  but 
in  announcing  this  decision  they  stated,  u  that  it  was  only 
“  after  much  discussion,  and  not  without  considerable  hesi- 
“  tation,”  as  “  the  neglect  of  Mr.  Mould  had  been  so  persistent, 
“  and  related  to  a  matter  of  such  extreme  importance  as 
c.  regards  the  due  management  of  the  hospital  and  the  safety 
“  and  welfare  of  the  inmates.” 
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The  State  Criminal  Asylum,  at  Broadmoor,  was  visited  on  State 
8th  November  1872,  by  two  members  of  our  Board,  whose  asylumAL 
Report  will  be  found  in  Appendix  (I.)  With  our  Statutory 
Report  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  under  the  Act  23  &  24 
Viet.  c.  75,  for  the  year  1872,  we  transmitted  a  copy  of  this 
document. 


In  Appendix  (J.)  is  printed  the  Report  of  the  Commis-  military 
missioners  who  visited  this  Hospital  in  November  last.  hospital.

In  the  houses  licensed  for  the  reception  of  the  insane  we  licensed 
continue  to  observe  a  general  improvement.  As  may  easily  Houses. 
be  understood,  the  houses  themselves  vary  in  their  style  of 
building,  in  the  character  of  their  management,  and  in  the 
degree  of  accommodation  which  they  alford.  However  fre¬ 
quently  the  houses  may  be  inspected  by  ourselves  or  by  the 
Visitors,  the  amount  of  comfort  enjoyed  by  the  patients,  and 
the  provision  for  the  proper  treatment  of  their  malady,  must 
still  to  a  great  extent  depend  upon  the  special  aptitude  of  the 
resident  licensee  for  his  post,  upon  the  ability  and  willingness 
of  the  proprietor  to  incur  liberal  outlay,  and  upon  the 
numerical  strength  and  efficiency  of  the  staff  of  attendants 
employed  by  him. 

Thus,  in  the  proprietary  establishments  of  the  best  class, 
where  the  scale  of  payment  is  high,  a  corresponding 
amount  of  comfort  is  enjoyed  by  the  patients.  In  some 
instances,  individual  patients  occupy  well  furnished 
villas  in  the  pleasure  grounds,  detached  from  the  principal 
building.  They  are  attended  by  their  own  servants,  make 
use  of.  their  own  equipages,  and,  indeed,  are  debarred  from 
no  enjoyments,  however  luxurious,  which  are  compatible 
with  their  own  welfare  and  not  liable  to  endanger  other 
persons.  Others  of  less  affluence  jointly  occupy  the  main 
building.  Usually,  in  houses  of  this  class,  each  person  has 
his  separate  bedroom,  and  where  his  means  justify  it,  his 
private  sitting-room.  But  in  those  establishments  where 
the  rate  of  payment  is  more  moderate,  the  patients,  classified 
according  to  their  mental  condition,  occupy  associated 
dormitories  and  day-rooms. 

o.6o. 
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For  a  long  time  both  out-door  exercises  and  in-door  occu¬ 
pation  have  been  encouraged  more  or  less  in  all  licensed 
houses.  Such  of  the  patients  as  can  be  trusted  not  to  abuse 
these  privileges  enjoy  a  considerable  amount  of  freedom,, 
many  being  even  permitted  to  extend  their  walks  beyond 
the  grounds  unattended.  The  airing- courts,  formerly  bare 
gravel  yards,  are  now  changed  for  pleasant  gardens,  contain-  ■ 
ing  conservatories  for  the  supply  of  flowers  to  the  decora¬ 
tion  of  the  interior  of  the  house. 

In  the  treatment  Gf  the  insane,  much  depends  on  sufficient 
means  of  amusement  and  employment  ;  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  us  to  be  able  to  report  that  this  fact  appears  at  the  present 
day  to  be  freely  admitted  by  the  proprietors  of  licensed 
houses  both  in  town  and  in  the  country.  In  most  of  them,, 
daily  gatherings  of  the  patients  take  place  at  family  prayers,, 
at  meal  times,  and  for  out-door  games.  The  inmates  are; 
also  periodically  assembled  for  dramatic  and  musical  enter¬ 
tainments. 

Our  aim  has  always  been,  and  still  is,  to  take  from 
these  houses,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  appearance  of  mere; 
receptacles  for  the  insane,  to  do  away  with  ail  unnecessary 
mechanical  contrivances  for  security,  and  to  assimilate5 
their  arrangements  to  those  of  a  well-regulated  boarding¬ 
house  or  family  residence.  To  a  certain  extent  we  have 
been  successful.  The  sexes  are  now  in  many  licensed  houses? 
brought  into  more  frequent  association,  to  Their  mutual! 
advantage.  The  patients’  relatives  are  occasionally  induced! 
to  become  boarders  for  days,  and  even  weeks,  and  so  to) 
alleviate  the  distress  incident  to  compulsory  residence  within 
an  asylum  ;  lady  companions  are  also  provided  to  amuse; 
female  patients  of  the  first-class;  and  trips  to  the  seaside; 
break  the  monotony  of  routine  life.  Reading,  drawing,, 
music,  and  needlework  are  among  the  amusements  of  the;, 
ladies,  and  for  the  gentlemen’s  recreation,  books  and  news¬ 
papers,  and  billiard  tables,  continue  to  be  supplied. 

In  fact,  licensed  houses  are  at  the  present  day  very  different 
institutions  from  what  they  were  within  the  memory  off 
many  members  of  our  Board,  and  the  difference  would,  we 
believe,  astonish  those  who  only  remember  the  old  state  oft 
things,  and  have  not  watched  the  gradual  alteration  since 
this  Commission  was  first  appointed.  The  defects  whichi 
remain  are  chiefly  those  inherent  in  establishments  kept  for 
profit;  and  it  is  therefore,  we  think,  of  the  first  importance  that 
the  selection  of  the  licensees  should  be  carefuly  considered.. 
We  fear  that  in  some  instances  the  grants  of  licences  by  the; 
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Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  have  been  rather  too  much  matters  ^c^sNSED 
of  course  ;  hut  in  that  direction,  also,  we  observe  gradual  UteES' 
amendment. 

There  is  yet,  beyond  question,  great  room  for  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  description  of  attendants  employed  in  licensed 
houses.  They  should  always  be  selected  from  a  very 
superior  grade,  and  we  frequently  remind  licensees  that  such 
can  only  be  attracted  by  good  wages.  It  must,  however,  be 
borne  in  mind,  that  patients  are  in  some  houses  received  at 
too  low  a  scale  of  payment  to  admit  of  a  high  rate  of  remu¬ 
neration  for  those  who  take  personal  charge  of  them,  or, 
indeed,  of  much  outlay  in  other  directions. 

It  should  be  more  generally  known  that  where  circum¬ 
stances  do  not  admit  of  the  payment  of  more  than  1 1.  weekly, 
there  are  comforts  to  be  had  in  lunatic  hospitals,  which  at 
that  rate  can  scarcely  be  obtained  in  any  licensed  house. 

We  now  advert  to  some  of  the  material  improvements  Metr°- 
which  have  taken  place  (chiefly  structural)  in  the  licensed  licensed 
houses  since  our  last  Report,  at  the  same  time  noticing  any  Houses- 
occurrences  in  these  establishments  which  appear  to  us 
worthy  of  special  comment. 

In  Bethnal  House,  the  old  drying-room  has  been  con-  Bethnal, 
verted  into  three  single  rooms ;  bedside  lockers  have  been 
supplied  to  very  many  of  the  patients,  and  spring  laths  have 
been  substituted  for  the  dangerous  corded  sacking  in  all  the 
bedsteads  appropriated  to  the  private  class ;  the  laundry 
arrangements  have  also  been  perfected,  by  fencing  off  the 
steam  engine. 

At  Blacklands  House,  the  licensee  has  at  length  under-  Blaeklands. 
taken  to  add  a  padded  room,  long  since  recommended  by  us 
as  necessary. 

Improvements  and  additions  are  in  progress  at  Camber-  Cambemeii. 
well  House.  They  include  the  provision  of  a  new  infirmary 
and  a  recreation  hall,  the  enlargement  of  the  second  class 
gentlemen’s  dormitories  and  the  appropriation  of  a  large 
sleeping  apartment  in  the  main  building  to  the  female 
patients,  that  room  having  hitherto  been  devoted  to  men. 

Two  needle-rooms  here  are  also  to  be  converted  into  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  women.  The  new  kitchen  is,  we  are  glad 
to  say,  approaching  completion.  The  attention  of  Dr.  Paul, 
the  proprietor,  has  also  been  called  to  the  necessity  for  better 
water-closets  in  the  second-class  gentlemen’s  division.  We 
may  likewise  notice  that  the  licence  has  been  varied,  to  allow 
o  do  d  3  the 
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the  reception  of  159  males  and  294  females,  instead  of  184 
of  the  former  and  269  of  the  latter  sex.  A  male  patient  in 
this  house,  not  previously  thought  to  harbour  any  inclination 
to  suicide,  nevertheless  put  an  end  to  his  existence. 
Having  contrived  to  escape  from  the  observation  of  his 
attendants,  he  succeeded  in  hanging  himself  by  a  bed 
sheet,  which  he  had  made  fast  to  the  top  of  a  door.  It  did 
not  appear,  upon  inquiry  made  by  us  into  the  circumstances, 
that  there  was  that  laxity  of  supervision  which  we  could 
properly  censure ;  nor  did  the  jury,  at  the  inquest,  attri¬ 
bute  blame  to  any  person. 

At  Colville  House,  we  had  occasion  to  find  fault  with 
too  frequent  resort  to  restraint  in  the  case  of  a  young 
gentleman  of  destructive  habits,  and  also  of  the  insufficiency 
of  record  of  that  restraint.  These  matters  have  since  been 
rectified. 

Derwentwater  House  has  been  closed  by  the  death  of 
the  licensee,  and  the  patients  have  been  transferred  else¬ 
where. 

All  the  female  patients  have  been  removed  from  Grove 
Hall,  Bow,  in  order  to  make  room  for  an  additional  number 
of  insane  soldiers.  And  here  we  cannot  refrain  from 
again  expressing  our  regret,  that  there  is  still  no  Govern¬ 
ment  Asylum  for  the  insane  officers  and  men  of  the  British 
Army,  such  as  has  been  provided  at  Ealing  for  the  East 
Indian  Military,  and  at  Yarmouth  for  the  Naval  Ser¬ 
vice.  We  may  specify,  as  improvements  at  Grove  Hall, 
the  decoration  of  the  large  room  used  for  entertain¬ 
ments,  and  the  conversion  of  the  central  dormitory  into  an 
excellent  dayroom.  Some  of  the  attendants’  rooms  have 
also  been  enlarged,  and  the  patients  have  been  usefully 
employed  in  the  laying  out  of  the  grounds  in  front  of  the 
house.  A  soldier  attempted  to  escape  from  an  airing  court 
here,  and  while  scaling  the  wall  he  fell,  sustaining  injuries, 
so  severe  that  he  shortly  afterwards  died.  We  investigated 
the  matter  and  ascertained  that  the  attempt  was  made  at  a 
moment  when  the  attendant’s  notice  was  attracted  moment¬ 
arily  to  another  patient,  and  that  lack  of  vigilance  could 
scarcely  be  brought  home  to  those  in  charge  of  the  deceased. 
We  may  mention  that  Dr.  Mickle’s  name  has  been  substituted 
in  the  licence  of  Grove  Hall  for  that  of  Dr.  Stocker  ;  the 
latter  gentleman  having  removed  to  Peckham  House.  The 
licence  of  Grove  Hall  has  been  altered  so  as  to  allow  the 
reception  of  452  patients,  all  of  the  male  sex. 
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At  Halliford  House,  the  only  improvement,  which  it  occurs  Metro- 
to  us  to  notice,  is  in  the  bathroom  used  by  the  ladies,  where  licensed 
the  supply  of  hot  water  is  now  much  better  than  before.  Houses. 

In  our  last  (26th)  Report  we  mentioned  the  circumstance  ^1iJ'Sg0rd 
of  our  having  requested  from  proprietors  of  metropolitan  Attendants, 
licensed  houses,  returns  of  particulars  respecting  their  staff 
of  attendants,  with  the  view  of  forming  a  register.  Dr.  Seaton, 
the  proprietor  of  Halliford  House,  having  declined  to  furnish 
us  with  all  the  information  we  wished  for,  particularly  as  to 
the  rate  of  wages  and  length  of  service  of  his  attendants,  we 
deemed  it  expedient  to  direct  the  members  of  the  Board  who 
should  next  visit  Halliford  House,  to  repeat  the  inquiries, 
under  Section  64  of  the  Act  8  &  9  Viet.,  c.  100. 

Acting  on  what  we  must  characterise  as  a  mistaken  view, 
both  of  the  character  of  the  inquiries,  and  of  the  Commissioners’ 
right  to  make  them,  Dr.  Seaton  deliberately  refused  to  answer 
the  questions  as  to  the  wages  and  services  of  attendants,  which 
the  Visiting  Commissioners  put  to  him. 

After  some  correspondence,  however,  he  withdrew  his 
opposition  and  supplied  the  desired  particulars,  thereby  re¬ 
lieving  us  from  the  very  disagreeable  duty  of  taking  proceed¬ 
ings  at  law,  a  step  which,  on  public  grounds,  we  should 
otherwise  have  felt  compelled  to  take. 

The  name  of  Mr.  E.  W.  A.  Seaton,  son  of  Dr.  Seaton, 
has  been  inserted  in  the  present  licence  of  Halliford  House. 

At  Hayes  Park,  a  lady  died  in  March  last  from  exhaus-  Hayes  Park, 
tion,  consequent  on  extensive  burns.  She  was  specially  in  Suiclde- 
charge  of  an  attendant  who  was  perfectly  aware  of  her  ex¬ 
treme  suicidal  tendency.  She  had  been  removed  to  the 
cottage  from  the  house  for  better  supervision.  On  the 
morning  after  that  removal,  the  attendant,  deceived  by  the 
patient’s  calm  and  composed  manner,  imprudently  left  her 
for  a  short  period  to  get  her  own  breakfast ;  in  that  interval 
the  lady  set  fire  to  her  clothing  with  lucifer  matches,  which 
the  attendant  had  not  put  away.  She  died  from  the  self- 
inflicted  burns  within  a  week.  The  attendant  was  dismissed. 

At  Hoxton  House,  the  out-door  and  in-door  watercloset  Hoxton. 
accommodation  has  been  increased,  the  gaslighting  has  been 
improved,  a  new  bathroom  for  the  women  in  the  lower  wards 
is  in  course  of  construction,  and  the  long  day-room  in  the 
female  ward  has  been  made  more  cheerful  by  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  window  towards  the  east. 

The  lease  of  Kensington  House  having  expired,  the  patients  Kensington, 
have  been  transferred  by  Dr.  Wood  to  his  new  establishment  House  closed 
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at  Roehampton,  which  we  shall  presently  notice.  The  house 
itself,  a  long  established  private  asylum,  has  since  been  pulled 
down. 

No.  2,  Knowle  Road,  Brixton,  is  a  small  house,  to  which 
we  granted  a  licence,  in  order  to  legalise  the  charge  of  two 
young  persons,  brother  and  sister. 

The  licence  to  Mr.  Elliott  for  Munster  House  has  expired, 
and  a  new  licence  has  been  granted  to  Dr.  Blandford,  and 
Messrs.  Hemming  and  Williams.  We  understand  that  plans 
are  about  to  he  submitted”  to  our  Board  by  the  present 
licensees,  for  alterations  on  a  large  scale,  and  for  much -needed 
improvements. 

Normansfield,  not  long  since  opened  for  the  reception  of 
idiots  and  imbeciles  of  both  sexes,  has  been  considerably 
enlarged,  and  four  acres  of  land  have  been  annexed  to  the 
pleasure  and  kitchen  gardens.  When  the  buildings  shall 
have  been  completed  and  the  rooms  suitably  furnished,  a 
considerable  extension  of  the  licence  will  be  practicable. 

The  licence  of  Peckham  House  has  been  transferred  to 
Mr.  Byas  and  Dr.  Stocker,  upon  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Arm¬ 
strong,  and  has  been  extended  so  as  to  admit  of  the  recep¬ 
tion  of  120  male  and  250  female  patients,  of  whom  as  many 
as  190  may  be  of  the  private  class.  We  have  sanctioned 
extensive  alterations  in  this  house  which,  we  think,  will 
greatly  improve  the  patients’  accommodation.  -A  larger 
part  of  the  private  residence  will  henceforward  be  devoted 
to  patients  of  the  female  sex.  The  water-closets,  baths, 
sculleries,  and  other  offices  will  be  re-arranged,  and  the  de 
fects  of  the  laundry  department  are  also  to  be  remedied. 
The  airing-courts  have  already  been  improved  and  well  laid 
out  with  walks  and  flower-beds. 

An  inquiry  by  us  into  the  death  of  a  male  patient  here 
prompted  a  letter  from  our  office  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  upon  the  delay  which  occurred  in  his  removal  from 
a  workhouse.  Such  delays  are  always  to  he  regretted  as 
depriving  the  patient  of  the  chance  of  recovery  which  im¬ 
mediate  treatment  in  an  asylum  affords. 

In  this  case,  it  appeared  that  on  the  night  of  January  7th, 
the  man,  who  was  then  an  inmate  of  the  Little  Chelsea  Work- 
house,  became  suddenly  violent,  and  for  that  reason  was  placed 
by  the  medical  officer  in  a  strait  waistcoat,  and  his  removal 
to  the  insane  ward  at  Mount  Street  Workhouse  was  ordered* 
He  was  not,  however,  taken  thither  till  the  9th  or  10th  of 
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the  month,  when  he  was  removed,  still  wearing  the  waistcoat.  Metho- 
Although  at  Mount  Street  he  refused  solid  food  and  was  f0LITAN 
evidently  unfit  for  detention  there,  further  delay  took  place  h““ 
m  securing  proper  treatment  for  him.  At  last,  on  the  29th  Peckham. 

January,  he  was  taken  to  Peckham  House,  where  his  death 
ensued  on  February  15th. 

liie  suiciae  of  a  female  patient  at  Peckham  House  has  Suicide, 
been  the  subject  of  a  coroner  s  inquest.  She  escaped 
through  an  unfinished  window  by  removal  of  a  hoarding, 
then  climbed  over  a  roof,  and  dropped  from  a  considerable 
height  to  the  ground  outside  the  asylum. 

For  the  Priory,  Roehampton,  we  have  given  to  Dr,  Wood,  Priory, 
late  of  Kensington  House,  a  licence  to  receive  30  gentlemen  RoehamPton. 
and  33^1adies.  Fie  has  since  removed  thither  his  patients  New  Licence' 
from  Kensington,  ihe  Priory,  once  the  private  residence 
of  an  eminent  judge  not  long  deceased,  is  a  very  large  man¬ 
sion,  standing  In  its.  own  grounds  of  about  10  acres,  and  in 
a  most  agreeable  situation.  Dr.  Wood  has  made  consider¬ 
able  additions  to  its  accommodation  in  conformity  with 
plans  submitted  by  him  to  our  Board. 

The  two  ladies  hitherto  the  sole  insane  inmates  of  South  South  Lodge 
Lodge,  Southall,  have  been  removed  elsewhere  and  4-j,  p  closed, 
licence  has  dropped.  ’ 

,  A*; Sussex  and  Brandenburgh  Houses  an  additional  carriage  Sussex  and 
nas  been,  at  our  recommendation,  provided  by  Drs.  Wrinslow  Brandenbursh 
for  the  patients.  The  licence  of  the  latter  house' has  been  H°USe’’ 
extended  for  the  reception  of  two  more  ladies. 

In  consequence  of  a  communication  to  our  office  that 
three  months’  notice  of  removal  was  necessary  prior  to  the 
transfer  of  a  gentleman  from  this  house,  we  made  inquiry 
into  the  matter,  and  were  informed  by  Dr.  Lyttleton  Winslow 
that  no  notice  had  been  held  necessary  in  the  case  in  question 
nor  had  it  ever  been  the  practice  to  require  such  notice  of 
removal,  or  any  payment  in  default  of  such  notice.  Be¬ 
lieving  that  such  a  practice  would  have  a  tendency  to  delay 
the  dischai  ge  of  a  patient  by  his  friends,  so  soon  as  his  mental 
recovery  might  require  it,  we  were  exceedingly  glad  to  receive 
from  Sussex  Plouse  the  answer  which,  however,  was  only 
what  might  properly  have  been  expected.  J 

In  another  case,  however,  we  were  compelled  to  censure  the 
conduct  of  Dr.  Lyttleton  Winslow,  who,  notwithstanding  the 
cautions  contained  in  our  circular  of  July  1864  (printed 
in  the  Nineteenth  Report,  p.  95),  took  upon  himself  the 

grave  responsibility  of  allowing  a  gentleman  in  advanced 
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years  and  of  unsound  mind  to  execute  two  powers  of 
attorney  for  the  sale  of  a  large  amount  of  stock.  It  is  true 
that  the  patient’s  interest  in  the  money  was  alleged  to  be 
that  of  a  bare  trustee.  Still  it  seems  to  us  quite  clear, 
first,  that  a  person  confined  under  order  and  certificates 
ought  never  to  be  called  upon  to  do  any  legal  act  involving 
the  exercise  of  discretion ;  and,  next,  that  even  if,  under 
special  circumstances,  a  formal  signature  might,  in  the 
opinion  of  some,  be  justifiably  taken  from  a  patient  of 
sufficient  intelligence  to  understand  what  he  was  about 
yet  that  it  is  most  unadvisable  that  the  person  in  whose 
charge  the  patient  is  placed  should  constitute  himself  the 
judge  of  the  question  whether  in  any  particular  instance 
such  circumstances  do  or  do  not  exist. 

At  Wyke  House  we  had  occasion  to  inquire  into  the 
treatment,  by  “  dry  packing,”  of  a  male  patient.  For 
this  treatment  what  was  really  a  strait  waistcoat  was 
employed  on  three  occasions,  and  the  patient  was  also  con¬ 
fined,  by  means  of  a  sheet,  to  his  bedstead.  We  recom¬ 
mended  Dr.  Willett  not  to  leave  this  waistcoat,  or  any 
means  of  mechanical  restraint,  in  the  hands  of  an  attendant, 
and  we  also  intimated  our  opinion  that  the  so-called  “  dry 
packing  ”  should  always  be  considered  as  restraint,  and,  as 
such,  duly  entered  in  the  medical  journal,  with  full  par¬ 
ticulars  of  the  duration  of  the  treatment  on  each  occasion. 

A  patient  on  the  books  of  Wyke  House,  but  absent  on 
leave  at  Worthing,  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the 
attendant  in  charge,  threw  himself,  or  accidentally  fell, 
out  of  the  window  of  his  bedroom,  and  was  killed.  This 
patient  had  previously  shown  no  signs  whatever  of  any  dis¬ 
position  to  self-destruction,  and  we  are  therefore  inclined  to 
regard  the  event  as  an  accident.  We  could  not,  in  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  discover  that  blame  was  attributable  to  any 
person, 

Ashwood  House,  near  Kingswinford,  has  been  opened 
under  a  licence  to  Dr.  Bodington  for  the  reception  of  12 
gentlemen  and  16  ladies.  This  house  is  about  four  miles 
from  Stourbridge  railway  station,  and  is  in  a  retired  and  pic¬ 
turesque  situation,  with  pleasing  views.  There  are  about 
40  acres,  all,  except  seven,  being  in  turf,  plantation,  and 
gardens.  The  house  is  roomy  and  in  good  and  substantial 
condition. 

For  enlargement  of  the  kitchen  at  Brislington  House, 
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plans  have  been  considered  and  approved  by  us.  In  this  provincial 
asylum  the  want  of  a  general  dining-room  has  long  been  felt,  h™D 
and  we  have  been  now  assured  by  Dr.  Fox,  the  resident  li-  Brisiington 
censee,  that  as  soon  as  possible,  measures  will  be  taken  to  House* 
supply  this  defect.  We  have  also  called  his  special  attention 
to  the  expediency  of  lighting  the  rooms,  offices,  and  passages 
throughout  the  building  with  gas. 

A  gentleman  here  destroyed  himself  by  hanging.  He  Suicide, 
effected  his  object  by  using  the  cord  of  another  patient’s 
dressing  gown.  He  was  known  to  be  suicidal,  and  we 
expressed  our  opinion  that  he  was  not  sufficiently  watched  ; 
a  coroners  jury,  however,  declared  “  that  there  was  no 
“  blame  to  be  attached  to  anybody.”  It  is  only  natural  that 
the  amount  of  vigilance  required  in  those  to  whom  the  im¬ 
mediate  charge  of  the  insane  is  entrusted  should  be  measured 
differently  by  persons  called  upon  suddenly  to  judge  of  the 
merits  of  an  isolated  case,  and  by  those  who  have  similar 
cases  constantly  under  their  notice,  and  who  know  what 
precautions  can  and  ought  to  be  used  in  order  to  prevent 
misadventures  of  this  nature.  I  he  verdict  of  the  jury  in  the 
present  case  is  quoted  simply  as  an  example  of  the  diver¬ 
gence  of  opinions  as  to  “  preventible  accidents.” 

Dinsdale  Park  Retreat  is  now  held  by  Dr.  Eastwood,  Dinsdaie  Park, 
for  a  period  of  two  years,  or  thereabouts,  but  he  has  not 
been  able  to  obtain  a  renewal  of  his  tenure.  Under  these 
circumstances,  we  have  refrained  from  making  those  re- 
quii  ements  for  improvement  which  we  should  otherwise 
have  done. 


Driffold  House  has  now  ceased  to  be  occupied  by  pa- Driffoid  House 
tients,  and  the  licence  will  not  be  renewed.  The  patients  c^ose^* 
have  been  removed  by  the  licensee  to  Ashwood  House

.Fiddington  House  has  been  greatly  improved  by  alter-  Fiddington 
ations  in  that  portion  of  the  building  appropriated  to  ^use>  alter“ 
ladies.  A  staircase  has  been  thrown  out  into  a  glazed  recess 
or  hall,  and  an  opening  has  been  effected  from  the  end  of  a 
passage  into  a  greennouse  \  by  these  means,  much  additional 
light  is  afforded  to  the  interior,  and  the  ladies’  division  is 
rendered  more  cheerful.  The  corridor  in  that  division  has 
also  been  re-floored  with  tiles. 


Several  wards  at  Fisherton  House,  Salisbury,  have  beer 
closed,  and  when  the  Asylum  was  last  visited,  consider 
able  structural  alterations  were  in  progress  •  those  in  th< 
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female  department  had  been  already  completed  ;  a  large 
garden  had  also  been  newly  laid  out,  and  two  courts  and  the 
old  laundry-yard  had  been  thrown  together.  A  new  sum¬ 
mer-house  and  range  of  out- door  closets  were  in  course  of 
construction.  The  old  wash-house  is  to  be  converted  into  a 
day-room,  and  a  change  is  proposed  to  be  made  in  the 
drying  closets,  which  will  conduce  to  the  health  of  the 
patients  employed  there. 

The  death  of  a  patient  occurred  here  from  bronchitis,  com¬ 
plicated  by  fracture  of  the  ribs.  Careful  inquiry  into  the 
circumstances  induced  us  to  acquit  the  attendants  of  blame 
for  not  preventing  the  injury,  which  was  occasioned  by  a  very 
sudden  and  violent  assault  by  another  insane  inmate. 

At  The  Grove,  Catton,  we  commented  on  the  inadequate 
arrangements  for  supply  and  discharge  of  water  to  the  bath 
in  the  male  division,  and  have  received  a  promise  from 
Mr.  Rackham,  that  he  will  at  once  remedy  this.  There  is 
still  no  fixed  bath  in  the  female  division,  and  the  house  when 
last  visited  was  not  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition  in  some 
respects.  On  this  occasion,  a  female  attendant  attempted  un¬ 
successfully  to  deceive  theVisiting  Commissioners,  by  showing 
them  a  bedroom  which  she  untruly  alleged  to  be  that  occupied 
by  a  female  patient  of  faulty  habits.  The  attendant,  when 
detected  in  her  deceit,  admitted  the  untruth.  Coming  to  the 
conclusion  that  she  was  totally  unfit  to  hold  a  situation  in 
this  or  any  other  asylum,  we  insisted  upon  her  dismissal,  and 
she  was  dismissed  accordingly. 

A  fire  broke  out  at  Haydock  Lodge,  about  five  o’clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  15th  September,  and  burnt  all  the 
front  part  in  which  the  first  class  patients  were  lodged.  The 
accommodation  of  about  30  patients  was  thus  destroyed,  but 
fortunately  no  one  was  injured.  The  difficulty  of  providing  for 
these  persons  was  met  to  some  extent  by  the  grant  of  leave 
of  absence.  Some  of  the  Visiting  Justices  and  their  clerk 
resident  in  the  neighbourhood,  were  on  the  spot  soon  after 
the  fire  was  discovered,  and  gave  much  assistance.  The 
origin  of  the  fire  is  uncertain,  though  attributed  by  some  to 
neglect  on  the  part  of  a  workman  employed  in  repairs  about 
the  roof. 

An  occurrence  which  contributed  to  the  death  at  this 
house  of  a  gentleman  patient,  the  fractures  of  his  ribs  at 
this  house,  have  been  under  our  consideration.  The  justices 
held  an  inquiry  into  the  circumstances.  At  our  suggestion 
they  made  a  further  investigation  ;  but  neither  they  nor  we

ourselves  could  find  sufficient  evidence  to  justify  the  insti-  provincial 
tution  or  criminal  proceedings  against  any  person.  Besides  houses. 
general  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  in  charge, 
it  was  elicited  that  they  had  allowed  this  gentleman  to 
wander  away  from  his  room,  and  thence  to  proceed  to  a 
staircase,  down  which  he  fell,  or  was  thrown ;  that  they  had 
failed  to  report  to  the  medical  officer  either  this  matter  or  a 
previous  scuffle  or  fight  between  this  patient  and  another 

The  inquiry  did  not  favourably  impress  us  with  the 
character  of  the  arrangements  at  Haydock  Lodge  in  regard 
to  the  supervision  of  the  patients.  We  strongly  expressed 
our  opinion  upon  that  subject  to  Dr.  Lister,  and  urged  the 
dismissal  of  two  attendants  about  whose  misconduct  we 
had  no  doubt. 

It  is  proposed  to  add  a  dormitory  for  infirm  ladies  to  the  Heigham  Hail, 
existing  accommodation  at  Heigham  Hall,  near  Norwich. 

Plans  have  been  prepared,  and  we  have  reported  favourably 
°  upon  them  to  the  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  county  of 
Norfolk. 

We  have  communicated  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  Hoiiingworth 
Cheshire  our  opinion  that  the  arrangements  of  H oiling-  HalL 
worth  Hall,  Mottram,  near  Manchester,  are  not  at  present 
suitable  for  the  treatment  of  patients  of  the  violent  class, 
and  have  expressed  a  hope  that  the  Justices  will  endorse 
the  licence  with  a  limitation  of  the  patients  to  be  admitted 
to  persons  of  tractable  and  harmless  disposition  and  quiet 
habits. 

A  licence  for  Hurst  House  at  Henley -in- Arden  has  been  Hurst  House, 
issued  to  Mr.  Fayrer,  in  the  place  of  Mrs.  Phillips. 

Kingsdown  House  has  been  much  improved  by  the  Kingsdown 
completion  of  a  new  laundry,  and  by  the  conversion  of  the  Movements, 
old  laundry  into  one  sitting  and  two  bedrooms.  The  im¬ 
provement  was,  however,  carried  out  without  regard  to  the 
15th  section  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1862. 

We  therefore  called  Dr.  Nash’s  attention  to  the  matter,  and 
now  have  his  assurance  that  the  irregularity  occurred  through 
misapprehension  on  his  part  of  the  law  upon  the  subject, 
and  he  has  promised  for  the  future  more  carefully  to  observe 
the  law. 

The  proprietorship  of  Lawrence  House,  York,  has  passed  Lawrence 
from  Mr.  Pumphrey  to  Dr.  Baker,  who  has  obtained  from  House‘ 
Quarter  Sessions  a  licence  in  his  own  name. 

o.6o. 
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Since  the  death  of  Mrs.  Hewitt,  the  resident  licensee,  in 
August  1871,  Mr.  Sells,  the  surviving  licensee,  has  taken  up 
his  abode  at  Lea  Pale  House,  Guildford.  The  house  has 
been  made  much  more  comfortable  by  converting  the  hall 
into  a  sitting  and  dining-room,  and  other  alterations. 

A  licence  has  been  granted  for  the  reception  of  three 
patients  at  Longeroft  House,  New  Shoreham ;  but  since 
the  date  of  the  grant  no  patient  has  been  received  there  by 

Dr.  Fuller. 

The  house  stands  in  its  own  pleasure  grounds,  which  are 
not  overlooked  from  any  quarter,  and  has  a  good  conserva¬ 
tory  and  billiard-room.  The  rooms  appropriated  for  patients 
are  on  the  first  and  second  floors,  well  furnished  and  cheer¬ 
ful,  and  the  house  throughout  is  warmed  by  hot  water  pipes. 
It  is  situate  in  a  district  affording  good  country  walks. 

The  licence  of  Marfleet  Lane  Retreat,  Hull,  has,  at  our 
suggestion,  been  limited  to  the  reception  of  quiet  and  harm¬ 
less  cases. 

At  Marsden  Hall,  near  Burnley,  two  attendants,  a  man 
and  woman,  have  been  dismissed  at  our  suggestion.  At  the 
last  visit  to  this  house  we  made  inquiry  into  assaults  alleged 
against  them  by  patients,  one  of  whom  had  a  black  eye,  and 
the  other  had  sustained  the  same  injury  and  had  also  a  bruise 
on  her  chest ;  the  former  was  a  lady  of  troublesome  habits, 
who  told  us  that  the  male  attendant  had  struck  her  with  a 
spoon  at  the  dinner-table.  The  latter  appeared  to  have 
been  assaulted  by  the  female  nurse  upon  her  refusal  to  clean 
up  “  a  mess  ”  she  had  made  on  the  floor.  After  hearing  the 
attendants  in  their  own  defence,  we  decided  that  the  patients’ 
statements  were  substantially  correct. 

The  licence  to  Mount  Stead,  near  Leeds,  has  expired,  and 
the  patients  have  been  removed. 

At  Northwoods,  near  Bristol,  one  of  the  lady  patients, 
previously  known  to  be  strongly  suicidal,  was  found  dead  on 
a  Sunday  morning  in  March  last.  She  was  hanging  by  a 
piece  of  bed  cord  to  a  curtain  rod  fixed  over  the  doorway 
between  her  own  sleeping  apartment  and  the  bed-room  of 
another  patient.  We  have  no  doubt,  from  the  evidence  we 
collected,  that  her  death  was  attributable  to  the  culpable 
neglect  of  an  attendant,  who,  to  get  her  own  breakfast,  left 
the  patient  alone.  The  attendant  left  her  situation  imme¬ 
diately  after  the  inquest,  and  we  have  therefore  recorded  her 
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departure  as  a  dismissal,  but  the  coroner’s  jury  expressed  no  provincial 
opinion  upon  the  conduct  of  the  attendant,  who  left  her  Licensed 
situation  immediately  after  the  inquest.  Under  the  circum-  House8, 

stances  we  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  institute  a  prose¬ 
cution. 

Plympton  House  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Messrs.  Plympton 
Aldridge,  the  new  licensees.  These  gentlemen  seem  to  be  fcr°ofLicInce.3' 
quite  aware  that  a  great  deal  requires  to  be  done  in  order  to 
bring  this  old  establishment  up  to  the  modern  standard  of 
convenience,  comfort,  and  cheerfulness. 

The  licensees  of  St.  George’s  Retreat,  near  Brighton,  st.  George's 
applied  at  Michaelmas  to  Quarter  Sessions,  not  only  for Retreat* 
renewal  of  the  licence,  but  its  extension  so  that  they  might 
receive  a  few  more  gentlemen  and  ladies,  but  the  application 
for  extension  was  refused.  We  are  of  opinion  that  there  is 
sufficient  accommodation  to  justify  the  increase  to  the  extent 
of  four  males  and  six  females.  We  had  previously  inspected 
a  detached  building  called  St.  Joseph’s,  proposed  to  be  sanc¬ 
tioned  as  an  enlargement  of  the  Retreat,  and  had  expressed, 
with  some  modifications,  our  approval  of  the  building. 

At  Sandywell  Park,  near  Cheltenham,  a  new  heating  sandyweii  Park 
apparatus  has  been  set  up,  whereby  all  the  passages  in  the  imProvements. 
main  building  are  effectually  warmed  ;  a  most  comfortable 
and  ornamental  oath-room  is  now  provided  in  the  cottage, 

and  a  portable  billiard,  table  has  been  introduced  into  the 
conservatory. 

St.  Mary’s  House,  Whitchurch,  has  been  licensed  by  st.  Mary's 
the  Salop  Justices  for  the  reception  of  one  male  and  five  House\ 

female  patients.  It  is  in  the  town,  but  with  easy  access  to 
the  country. 

A  licence  has  been  granted  by  the  Kent  Justices  to  Springcroft. 
Hr.  Robert  Stilwell  for  Springcroft,  at  Beckenham,  for  New  Licence, 
reception  of  three  ladies,  quiet  and  not  suicidal.  The  house 
is  pleasantly  situated,  and  within  five  minutes’  walk  of  the 
new  Beckenham  station  of  the  Mid-Kent  Branch  of  the 
South  Eastern  Railway  ;  it  is  detached,  and  has  at  the  back 
a  croquet  la,wn  and  pleasure  and  kitchen  gardens  of  good 

,  AfW  Wily  the  main  building  at  Ticehurst,  Sussex,  Ticehurst. 
has  been  completed  and  furnished,  and  it  is  now  occupied 
by  patients.  r 
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Resort  to  seclusion  of  patients  at  Westbrook  House, 
Alton,  had  been  so  frequent,  and  the  staff  of  attendants 
so  inadequate  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases,  that  we 
obtained  an  assurance  from  the  Justices  that  they  will  at 
their  visits  pay  special  attention  to  the  instances  of  seclu¬ 
sion,  and,  if  the  staff  be  not  increased,  consider  whether  the 
licence  should  not,  on  renewal,  exclude  acute  cases  from 
reception  here.

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  referred  to  in  our 
Seventeenth  Report,  which  had  received  the  express  approval 
of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  we  have,  ever  since  the  passing  of 
the  “  Lunacy  Regulation  Act,  1862,”  discontinued  visiting 
single  patients  found  lunatic  by  inquisition,  as  rendered  quite 
unnecessary  by  the  20th  section.  Of  the  single  patients  on 
the  1st  January  last,  118,  viz.,  55  of  the  male  and  63  of 
the  female  sex,  came  within  the  class  of  lunatics  under  com¬ 
mission,  leaving,  as  patients  to  be  regularly  visited  by  us,  305, 
viz.,  115  of  the  male  and  190  of  the  female  sex. 

During  the  last  10  years  the  single  patients  regularly 
visited  by  us  have  trebled  in  number.  At  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  that  period  the  total  number  of  single  patients 
was  only  150,  of  whom  very  nearly  one-third  were  found 
lunatic  by  inquisition. 

The  accessions  from  time  to  time  have  no  doubt  been  in 
great  measure  attributable  to  the  prosecutions  instituted  by 
our  Board  for  illegal  reception  of  patients  without  certificates, 
to  the  wider  promulgation  of  the  law  by  these  criminal  pro¬ 
ceedings,  and  to  the  circulars  and  papers  of  instructions 
published  and  generally  disseminated  by  us  with  that 
viewu 
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In  illustration  of  this  statement  we  may  refer  specially  to  Single 
the  fact,  that  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1864,  pending  Patient8‘ 
the  prosecution  (adverted  to  in  our  Nineteenth  Report)  of 
a  medical  man,  as  many  as  16  notifications  were  received 
by  us  from  parties  having  charge  of  uncertified  patients, 
with  requests  to  he  furnished  with  such  forms  and  papers  as 
would  then  enable  the  applicants  to  comply  with  all  the 
statutory  requirements.  After  the  conviction  of  this  per- 
so,  who  was  fined  50  and  before  the  end  of  the  same 
year,  a  period  of  less  than  three  months,  no  less  than  37  fresh 
returns  were  made  to  this  office. 

We  continue  to  receive  frequent  voluntary  communications 
from  medical  men  and  others,  disclosing  their  reception  of 
insane  persons,  or  persons  of  questionable  sanity,  placed 
under  their  charge  by  relatives.  In  such  cases  generally, 
we  are  satisfied  by  immediate  and  due  compliance  with  the 
statutory  requirements. 

The  results  of  inquiry  and  correspondence,  and  the  in¬ 
formation  collected  by  us  in  the  course  of  official  circuits, 
satisfy  us  that  there  are  throughout  the  country  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  insane  persons  who  are  not,  but  ought 
to  be,  placed  under  orders  and  medical  certificates  as  single 
patients.  In  many  instances,  no  doubt,  ignorance  of  the  law 
applicable  to  such  cases  might  fairly  be  pleaded  by  non¬ 
professional  persons,  but  we  cannot  admit  such  a  plea  on  the 
part  of  medical  men,  who  assuredly  ought  to  be  aware  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Acts  relative  to  lunatics,  idiots,  and 
persons  of  unsound  mind. 

There  are  other  reasons  for  concealment  and  non-com¬ 
pliance  with  the  law  which,  we  have  reason  to  think,  mainly 
actuate  parties  thereto.  We  refer  amongst  others,  to  a 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  relatives,  by  disclosing  the  circum¬ 
stances,  to  brand  the  family  with  the  taint  of  insanity.  In 
this  point  of  view,  they  object  to  submitting  the  patients  to 
our  jurisdiction  and  visitation.  When  influenced  by  such 
considerations,  the  parties  are  possibly  not  aware,  or  fail  to 
bear  in  mind,  that  every  one  in  this  department  is  sworn  to 
secrecy,  and  consequently  that  publicity  through  the  medium 
of  our  Office  is  out  of  the  question. 

Another  actuating  motive  for  evading  the  fulfilment  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  is,  we  cannot  doubt,  a  fear  of 
inquiry  into  the  sources,  amount,  and  administration  of  the 
patient’s  property  and  available  income,  a  subject  which  w^e 
invariably  investigate. 

In  our  Fourteenth  Report  we  stated  at  length  our  general 
o.oo.  E  views 
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views  on  the  subject  of  single  patients,  their  care  and  treatment, 
the  payments  made  for  them,  the  question  of  management 
and  application  of  their  property,  and  the  mental  state  of 
those  who  had  come  under  our  notice. 

In  order  that  single  patients  may  have  all  the  benefit  of 
medical  care  and  treatment  intended  by  the  Legislature,  we, 
as  a  rule,  even  where  the  patient  is  residing  under  the  charge 
of  a  professional  man  (physician  or  surgeon),  decline  to 
sanction  any  dispensation  of  the  statutory  medical  fortnightly 
visits,  until  the  Board  shall  have  received  a  report  of  a  visit 
to  the  patient  by  one  of  their  number. 

The  visits  which,  as  a  rule,  we  make  annually  to  patients 
of  this  class,  now  upwards  of  300  in  number,  necessarily 
entail  a  great  expenditure  of  time,  money,  and  labour.  These 
patients  are  scattered  over  all  parts  of  England  and  Wales, 
and  frequently  reside  in  remote  country  districts,  many  miles 
distant  from  railway  stations.  In  fact,  the  visit  to  one  patient 
in  some  cases  occupies  an  entire  day,  and  of  course  involves 
proportionate  travelling  and  personal  expenses. 

The  inmates  of  unsound  mind  in  workhouses  throughout 
England  and  Wales,  including  those  in  the  Metropolitan 
District  Asylums  at  Leavesden  and  Caterham  (also  declared 
to  be  workhouses  within  the  meaning  of  the  Lunacy  Acts), 
were  on  the  1st  January  last  14,343,  being  an  increase  of 
735  upon  the  numbers  on  the  1st  of  January  18/2.  Con¬ 
currently  with  this  increase,  we  have,  however,  to  report  a 
decrease  of  366  in  the  recorded  cases  of  the  out-door  pau¬ 
pers  who,  on  the  1st  January  last,  were  7670,  whereas  on 
the  1st  January  1872  the  numbers  were  7,436. 

During  the  year  1872  the  workhouses  visited  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  were  345  in  number,  and  the  patients  seen  and 
examined  therein  were  11,525.  A  list  of  these  workhouses, 
together  with  the  number  of  insane  inmates  found  in  each! 
is  printed  in  Appendix  (M). 

Although  we  have  still  very  frequently  to  complain  of  an 
insufficient  dietary  and  defective  supervision,  the  condition 
of  these  patients,  and  the  arrangements  for  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  and  care  of  such  as  are  proper  cases  for  workhouse 
treatment,  are  generally  less  unsatisfactory  than  they  were 
a  few  years  ago. 

Though  we  have  no  power  to  compel  compliance  with  our 
recommendations,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  supervision 
exercised,  and  the  reports  made  in  all  cases  by  the  Visiting 
Commissioners  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  have  proved 
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of  the  highest  importance  in  cheeking  abuses,  and  in  pro¬ 
moting  better  treatment  for  this  class  of  workhouse  in¬ 
mates. 

One  of  the  abuses  most  frequently  met  with  is  the  undue 
detention  of  patients  labouring  under  dangerous  or  curable 
forms  of  insanity,  and  requiring  care  and  treatment  in  an 
asylum.  In  such  cases  there  has  generally  been  entire 
neglect  of  the  provisions  of  the  6/th  section  of  the  Lunatic 
Asylums  Act.  In  many  instances  this  is  the  result  of  the 
action  of  Boards  of  Guardians  improperly  interfering  with 
the  independent  statutory  duty  of  relieving  officers.  These 
Boards  are  anxious  to  save  the  difference  between  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  patient  in  the  asylum  and  in  the  work- 
house,  but  unhappily  they  are  either  ignorant  or  heedless  of 
the  risk  incurred  in  the  custody  and  charge,  without  proper 
means,  of  dangerous  patients,  and  they  are  unmindful  of  the 
injustice  as  well  as  false  economy  of  depriving  those  who  are 
curable  of  the  chance  of  recovery,  which  is  usually  lost  by 
withholding  from  them  early  asylum  treatment. 

In  some  counties  where  the  public  asylum  accommodation 
is  inadequate,  and  where  preliminary  inquiries  by  letter  are 
made  at  more  than  one  institution  before  the  patient  can  be 
removed,  a  delay  of  several  days  frequently  occurs,  and 
relieving  officers  are  apt  in  such  instances  to  look  upon  de¬ 
tention  in  the  workhouse  during  the  interval  of  patients 
labouring  under  the  most  urgent  forms  of  insanity,  as  a 
necessary  and  proper  proceeding.  This,  however,  is  a  most 
erroneous  and  unjustifiable  course,  for  now  that  telegraphic 
communication  has  become  so  general,  there  is  no  valid 
reason  why  all  such  inquiries  should  not  be  completed  in  one 
day.  Two  cases  of  suicide,  and  one  fatal  casualty,  which  will 
be  hereafter  mentioned,  have  occurred  during  the  past  year 
in  patients  suffering  from  acute  insanity,  received  into  work- 
houses,  and  whose  removal  therefrom  to  asylums  had  been 
unduly  delayed. 

The  Commissioners  at  their  visits  have  very  frequently 
to  urge  the  removal  to  asylums  of  patients  improperly  de¬ 
tained.  These  suggestions  are  usually  complied  with  ;  but 
where  it  has  appeared  that  there  would  be  danger  in  further 
delay,  or  that  opposition  to  the  recommendation  would  be 
offered,  they  have  themselves  made  orders  for  immediate 
removal  under  the  statutory  power  vested  in  them  by  the 
31st  section  of  the  25  &  26  Viet.  c.  111.  During  the  past 
year  15  patients  have  been  so  removed  from  workhouses  to 
asylums  under  these  statutory  orders. 
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in1  \york-NE  With  the  view  of  guarding  against  too  prolonged  detention 
houses.  in  workhouses  of  patients  requiring  asylum  treatment,  and, 
where  the  workhouse  accommodation  is  insufficient  or  un¬ 
suitable,  of  altogether  preventing  the  retention  therein  of  any 
insane  person,  the  20th  section  of  the  Act  just  mentioned 
was  passed,  by  which  it  is  provided  that  “No  person  shall  be 
“  detained  in  any  workhouse,  being  a  lunatic  or  alleged 
“  lunatic,  beyond  the  period  of  fourteen  days,  unless  in  the 
“  opinion,  given  in  writing,  of  the  medical  officer  of  the  union 
“  or  parish  to  which  the  workhouse,  belongs,  such  person  is 
“  a  proper  person  to  be  kept  in  a  workhouse,  nor  unless  the 
“  accommodation  in  the  workhouse  is  sufficient  for  his  recep- 
“  tion,  and  any  person  detained  in  a  workhouse  in  contraven- 
“  tion  of  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  proper  person 
“  to  be  sent  to  an  asylum  within  the  meaning  of  Section  67 
“  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  chapter  97,  &c.,  &c.” 

As  the  Commissioners  in  the  course  of  their  official  visita¬ 
tion  of  workhouses  found  that  the  provisions  of  this  section 
were  very  frequently  neglected  by  the  medical  officers,  it 
became  necessary  to  address  the  Local  Government  Board 
on  the  subject,  and  in  August  last  they  directed  the  circular 
letter,  printed  in  Appendix  (N.),  to  be  issued. 

It  is  important  to  observe,  that  though  the  20th  section 
referred  to  appears  to  contemplate  the  possible  retention  in 
a  workhouse  for  a  period  short  of  14  days,  of  a  person  unlit 
for  workhouse  care,  it  does  not,  and  was  not  intended,  to 
authorise  such  detention,  and  ought  not  to  be  considered  as 
in  any  way  dispensing  with,  or  over-riding  the  6 /  th  section 
of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  which  prescribes  the 
steps  to  be  taken  by  medical  officers  and  relieving  officers 
respectively  for  referring  promptly  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
the  propriety  of  immediate  removal  to  an  asylum  of  pauper 
lunatics  of  whom  they  have  knowledge.

At  the  City  of  London  Workhouse,  at  Bow,  the  Com¬ 
missioner  last  visiting  found  that  it  was  the  practice,  as 
specially  directed  by  the  guardians,  for  all  cases  of  insanity 
occurring  in  the  union  to  be  brought,  under  orders  from  the 
relieving  officers  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  workhouse,  and 
that  there  was  very  frequent  neglect  by  these  officers  of  the 
provisions  of  the  67th  section,  by  which  consequences  of  a 
serious  kind  might  happen.

If  having  been  reported  to  us  in  June  last  by  the  medical 
officer  of  the  Evesham  Union  Workhouse  that  he  was  unable 
to  procure  the  removal  to  an  asylum  of  a  patient  whom  he 

had 
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liad  reported  to  the  relieving  officer  (Mr.  Wadams)  aS  Unfit  The  Insane 
for  care  in  the  workhouse,  a  special  visit  was  made  by  two  house£k" 
members  of  our  Board,  who,  finding  the  facts  to  be  as  stated,  Evesham 
ordered  the  immediate  removal  of  the  patient  to  the  Wor-  Union  Wor¬ 
cester  Asylum.  It  further  transpired  that,  owing  to  similar  neglect  by  a 
neglect  by  the  same  relieving  officer  of  his  duties  under  the 
aoove  section  a  patient  suffering  from  violent  mania  had,  in  °  cer" 

April  last,  been  detained  in  the  same  workhouse  for  more 
than  a  week  after  the  medical  officer  had  reported  her  case 
as  one  urgently  requiring  removal.  During  the  interval  in 
question  she  became  so  severely  bruised  in  the  workhouse, 
and  so  exhausted  from  refusal  to  take  food,  that  she  died 

from  these  causes  in  four  days  after  her  admission  into  the 
asylum. 

Other  grave  cases  of  delay  or  neglect'by  relieving  officers 
have  occurred,  during  the  past  year,  in  the  unions  of 
Rochford  (Essex),  Bury  (Lancashire),  and  that  of  the 
City^  of  London.  These  we  have  also  brought  under  the 
special  notice  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  requesting 
their  assistance  in  enforcing  greater  attention  on  the  part  of 
relieving  officers  to  their  duties  under  the  Lunacy  ‘Acts.  We 
na\  e  indeed  long  been  satisfied  that  much  of  the  present 
permanent  pauper  lunacy  of ,  the  country  is  the  result  of 
delay  in  procuring  early  curative  treatment  in  asylums,  and 
we  feel  assured  that,  if  boards  of  guardians  generally  could 
oe  impressed  with  this  view,  and  instead  of  struggling  to 
keep  down  immediate  expenditure  by  retaining  recent  cases 
in  their  union  workhouses,  would  encourage  the  medical 
men  and  relieving  officers  in  their  efforts  to  procure  imme¬ 
diate  asylum  treatment  for  all  such  cases,  a  few  years  would 
show  a  gratifying  decrease  in  the  numbers  of  pauper 

lunatics,  and  a  consequent  diminution  of  charge  on  the  poor 
rate. 

The  question  of  taking  legal  proceedings  against  the  re¬ 
lieving  officers  in  some  of  the  more  flagrant  of  the  above 
cases  has  been  under  our  consideration,  but,  owing  to  special 
cii cumstances  in  each  case  unfavourable  to  conviction,  no 
prosecution  has  been  directed. 

The  two  following  instances  of  suicide,  previously  alluded 
to,  are  strongly  illustrative  of  the  danger  of  retaining  in 
workhouses,  even  for  short  periods  of  time,  patients  requir¬ 
ing  asylum  care  and  treatment. 

A  middle-aged  woman  named  Ellen  Heaton,  labouring  Suicide  of  a 
under  melancholia,  was  admitted  into  the  Chorlev  Union  i)at*ent 

n  -vxt  .  ,  Chorley  Union 

°  U0*  E  3  Workhouse  Workhouse. 
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Workhouse  on  the  16th  of  July  last,  upon  the  order  of  a 
relieving  officer.  She  was  seen  on  the  following  day  by  the 
medical  officer,  who  gave  directions  that  she  should  be 
“  carefully  watched.”  This  duty  was  assigned  to  two  pauper 
women,  there  being  no  paid  attendant  for  the  insane. 

When  the  workhouse  was  officially  visited  by  a  member 
of  our  Board,  on  the  24th  of  July,  the  woman  Heaton  was 
still  there,  “  in  a  state  of  acute  melancholia,  very  much 
“  agitated  and  distressed,  believing  she  heard  the  voices  of 

her  children  under  the  floor,”  &c. 

The  Commissioner  made  an  entry  in  the  visitors’  book,  to 
the  effect  that  the  case  was  a  most  improper  one  for  deten¬ 
tion  in  the  workhouse  ;  that  the  patient  should  forthwith  to 
be  sent  to  the  asylum  ;  and  that  she  ought,  when  first 
attacked,  have  been  sent  thither  direct  from  her  own  home. 
This  entry  was  sent  off  at  once,  by  special  messenger,  to  be 
shown  to  the  relieving  officer. 

The  two  pauper  women  were  in  constant  charge  of  the 
patient  by  day,  but  at  night  it  appears  that  they  merely 
occupied  beds  in  the  same  room.  On  the  night  immediately 
following  the  Commissioners’  visit,  whilst  they  “  had  fallen 
u  asleep,”  she  hung  herself  by  means  of  a  towel,  in  a  closet 
adjoining  the  bedroom. 

The  case  was  fully  reported  to  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and,  in  the  inquiry  instituted  by  them,  it  was  elicited 
that  it  had  been  the  practice  of  the  Chorley  guardians  to 
direct  all  lunatics  to  be  brought,  in  the  first  instance,  to 
the  workhouse,  for  preliminary  observation  and  treatment. 
No  steps  had  been  taken  for  the  removal  of  the  woman 
Heaton  to  an  asylum,  notwithstanding  the  urgency,  from  the 
first,  of  the  symptoms,  until  the  case  had  been  reported  to 
the  guardians,  at  their  board  meeting,  on  the  23rd  of  July, 
after  which  an  application  wras  made  for  her  admission  into 
one  of  the  county  asylums.  This  was  at  once  acceded  to, 
and  she  was  to  have  been  removed  to  Lancaster  on  the  very 
day  that  she  committed  suicide. 

In  the  course  of  the  correspondence  arising  upon  the  case, 
we  stated  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  that  u  without 
“  questioning  the  position  that  a  relieving  officer  may  pro- 
“  perly  give  an  order  for  admission  into  the  workhouse  to  a 
“  destitute  person,  although  also  insane,  the  giving  of  such 
“  order,  or  procuring  of  such  admission,  could  not  exempt 
u  the  relieving  officer  from  his  duty  under  the  67th  section 
“of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  of  1853,  as  amended  by  the 
“  Act  of  1862,  of  bringing  the  destitute  person  before  a 
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”  justice  within  three  days  after  obtaining  knowledge  that 
“  he  or  she  is,  or  is  deemed  to  be,  a  lunatic.” 
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The  Local  Government  Board  have  since  communicated  suicide  of  a 
to  the  Guardians  of  the  Choiiev  Union  their  opinion,  that  £ttieint 
whenever  it  is  practicable  to  do  so,  the  relieving  officer  workhouse. 
cc  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  apply  for  an  order  for  the 
<e  removal  of  a  lunatic  pauper  to  an  asylum  instead  of  to  the 
“  workhouse.” 


The  other  suicide  referred  to  was  that  of  a  man  named  Suicide  of  a 
Henry  Hill,  who  made  his  escape  from  the  Lambeth  Workhouse,  ^e^LambeUi 
and  drowned  himself  in  the  Thames.  He  was  admitted  into  Workhouse, 
the  workhouse  on  Friday  the  19th  of  December  last;  and 
the  medical  officer,  considering  him  to  be  suicidally  disposed, 
procured,  on  Monday  the  23rd,  the  attendance  of  a  magis¬ 
trate,  when  the  necessary  order  and  certificate  for  his  removal 
to  an  asylum  were  made  out,  and  handed  to  the  relieving 
officer.  Delay  howrever  took  place  in  carrying  out  the 
order,  owing,  as  was  stated,  partly  to  the  time  occupied  in 
obtaining  replies  to  letters  of  inquiry  as  to  whether  he  could 
be  received  at  either  of  the  County  Asylums,  and  partly  to 
the  relieving  officer  being  engaged  on  the  24th,  attending 
the  weekly  meeting  of  the  Guardians.  The  25th  was  Christ¬ 
mas  Day,  and  on  the  26th  the  patient  made  his  escape 
from  the  workhouse.  Directions  had  been  given  by  the 
medical  officer  that  the  patient  should  be  “  closely  watched;” 
but  he  is  said  to  have  taken  advantage  of  the  temporary 
absence,  on  leave,  of  the  paid  attendant,  to  elude  the  vigi¬ 
lance  of  the  pauper  deputy  left  in  charge. 

W  orkhouse  arrangements  can  never  be  relied  upon  as  safe 
in  such  cases ;  and  had  the  telegraph  been  used  instead  of 
the  post,  this  patient  might  have  been  removed  to  an  asylum 
on  the  23rd,  and  the  casualty  prevented. 

In  the  Bury  Union  (Lancashire)  frequent  and  systematic  Bury  union 
evasion  of  the  lunacy  law  continues  to  be  reported,  all  insane  (Lancashire), 
paupers  being  sent  by  the  relieving  officers  to  the  work- 
house,  and  no  patient,  however  curable,  being,  as  a  rule, 
sent  for  treatment  to  the  county  asylum,  unless  violent  and 
dangerous  propensities  have  been  exhibited. 

The  Commissioners,  at  a  visit  early  in  last  year,  finding 
two  patients  suffering  from  recent  insanity,  as  to  whom  there 
was  no  intention  of  giving  the  opportunity  for  curative  treat¬ 
ment  in  the  asylum,  themselves  made  statutory  orders  for 
their  immediate  removal  to  the  Prestwich  Asylum. 

At  this  workhouse  also  a  fatal  casualty  occurred  later  in 
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the  year.  A  young  man  was  admitted  on  the  9tli  of  August 
labouring  under  melancholia;  instead  of  being  forthwith 
sent  to  the  asylum  he  was  retained  in  the  workhouse ;  and, 
on  the  1st  of  September,  in  attempting  to  make  his  escape 
by  climbing  up  a  rain  water-pipe,  he  fell  down  on  to  the 
stone  pavement,  and  fractured  his  skull  so  severely  that  he 
died  almost  immediately. 

The  want  of  statutory  provision  for  the  care  of  the  lunatic 
poor  of  the  Borough  of  Portsmouth  is  referred  to  elsewhere 
in  this  Report. 

Upon  the  official  visit  to  the  workhouse  of  the  Portsea 
Island  Union,  in  November  last,  of  two  members  of  our  Board, 
the  insane  inmates  were  135  in  number,  47  of  the  male 
and  88  of  the  female  sex.  The  Commissioners  reported 
that  they  found  in  both  divisions,  but  especially  among  the 
females,  many  cases  quite  unfit  to  be  retained  in  the  work- 
house  :  that,  for  want  of  statutory  provision  for  the  insane 
of  the  borough,  the  lunatic  wards  of  the  workhouse  were 
illegally  made  use  of  as  an  asylum  :  that  the  provisions  of 
the  67th  section  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  were  systema¬ 
tically  disregarded,  all  lunatics  being,  by  order  of  the 
Guardians,  brought  to  the  workhouse,  and  not  unfrequently 
detained  there,  contrary  to  the  express  advice  of  the  medical 
officer,  often  to  the  injury  of  the  patients,  and  at  a  greater 
ultimate  cost  to  the  ratepayers.  It  was  recommended  that 
there  should  be  a  strict  compliance  by  the  medical  officer 
with  the  20th  section  of  the  Act  of  1862,  and  that  he  should 
at  once  give  notice  to  the  relieving  officer  as  to  any  case 
deemed  by  him  unfit  for  detention. 

The  Commissioners  made  statutory  orders  for  the  imme¬ 
diate  removal  to  Fisherton  Plouse,  Salisbury,  of  9  patients, 
and  recommended  that  the  special  attention  of  the  medical 
officer  should  be  given  to  7  other  insane  inmates,  some  of 
whom,  they  were  of  opinion,  might  receive  benefit  by  asylum 
treatment. 

One  of  the  9  patients  ordered  to  be  removed,  hut  who  was 
taken  away  by  her  husband  on  the  day  after  the  visit,  proved, 
on  inquiry,  to  be  the  wife  of  a  member  of  the  board  of 
guardians.  She  had  been  for  several  months  in  the  work- 
house,  was  in  a  state  of  melancholia,  and  had  attempted  to 
destroy  herself,  both  previously  and  subsequently  to  her 
reception.  It  was  therefore  a  case  urgently  requiring  care 
and  treatment  in  an  asylum.  The  medical  officer  had  long 
previously  filled  up  a  certificate,  with  a  view  to  her  removal 
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to  an  asylum,  but  no  further  action  had  been  taken  in  the  The  insane 
matter. 

The  whole  of  these  irregularities  were  set  forth  in  the  Portsea  island 
Report  to  the  Local  Government  Boards  and  special  attention  jrrT^iarfties 
was  also  directed  to  the  extraordinary  abuse  which  rendered  g 
the  workhouse  a  receptacle  for  a  lunatic  clearly  not  of  the 
pauper  class. 

The  instances  of  ascertained  ill-treatment  of  insane 


inmates  of  workhouses  have,  during  the  past  year,  been  very 
few,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Circular  Letter 
issued  on  our  recommendation  by  the  late  Poor  Law  Board, 
on  1st  August  18/0,  directing  a  careful  examination  to  be 
made  by  medical  officers  of  the  persons  of  all  such  inmates 
on  their  admission  into  and  removal  from  workhouses,  and  a 
record  to  be  kept  of  any  bruises  or  injuries  discovered,  has 
tended  to  fix  responsibility,  and  thus  indirectly  to  give 
greater  protection  to  the  insane  in  workhouses. 

In  the  following  case  of  ill-treatment,  the  medical  officer 
had  omitted  to  comply  with  the  order  referred  to. 


On  the  26th  of  October  last,  a  man  named  James  Port,  ill-treatment 
was  admitted  into  the  Hampshire  County  Asylum,  from  the  of  a  Patient  in 
Alton  Union  Workhouse,  having  numerous  bruises  on  the  UntonWork- 
back,  arms,  and  legs,  evidently  showing  that  he  had  recently  houae- 
been  severely  beaten  with  a  strap.  The  patient  was  suffer¬ 
ing  from  general  paralysis,  and  his  mental  faculties  were  too 
much  impaired  for  him  to  say  how  he  had  been  ill-treated, 
nor  could  the  master  of  the  workhouse,  who  took  the  patient 
to  the  asylum,  in  any  way  account  for  the  injuries.  Their 
existence  was  indeed  unknown  to  him,  until  they  were 
pointed  out  to  him  at  the  asylum. 

The  matter  was  at  once  fully  investigated  by  the  Hamp¬ 
shire  Visiting  Justices  and  the  Alton  Guardians,  and  it  was 
ascertained  that  the  injuries  had  been  inflicted  during  the 
night  of  the  23rd  (three  days  previous),  by  two  pauper 
inmates,  named  Adams  and  ‘Holland,  who  had  charge  of 
the  patient  in  the  workhouse.  The  man  had  become  sud¬ 
denly  violent  in  the  night,  and  the  two  paupers  admitted 
having  beaten  him  with  a  strap  and  piece  of  rope.  The 
patient  had,  it  seems,  been  detained  in.  this  workhouse  for 
four  months,  notwithstanding  that  there  was  no  paid  atten¬ 
dant  upon  the  insane. 

The  matter  having  been  brought  by  us  before  the  notice 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  they  addressed  a  communi¬ 
cation  to  the  Alton  Guardians  as  to  the  impropriety  of 
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having  detained  the  patient  so  long  in  the  workhouse,  and 
urging  the  appointment  of  a  paid  attendant  for  the  insane. 
A  caution  was  also  given  to  the  medical  officer  as  to  the 
necessity  for  a  more  careful  discharge  of  his  duties  for  the 
future. 

The  grave  defects  of  structure  and  arrangement  at  the 
Crickhowell  Union  Workhouse,  and  its  unsuitability  for 
patients  of  unsound  mind,  have  repeatedly  been  the  subject 
of  comment  by  the  Visiting  Commissioners. 

In  March  last  year  we  received  an  intimation  from  the 
Local  Government  Board  to  the  effect  that  they  had  been 
compelled  to  issue  an  order  to  close  the  workhouse  at  the 
end  of  the  month,  as  they  considered  it  unfit  to  be  any 
longer  used  for  the  purpose,  and  the  guardians  had  declined 
to  make  such  alterations  as  the  Board  deemed  absolutely 
necessary.  The  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  was  desired 
as  to  the  state  of  the  insane  inmates  in  relation  to  the 
existing  condition  of  the  workhouse.  A  special  visit  thereto 
was  accordingly  made  by  two  members  of  this  Board,  who 
found  all  the  old  defects  unremedied,  and  the  evils  aggra¬ 
vated  by  there  being  no  longer  a  master,  and  by  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  able-bodied  inmates  capable  of  keeping  the  rooms 
in  cleanliness  and  order.  They  quite  concurred  in  the 
views  entertained  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  con¬ 
sidered  the  house  with  its  existing  arrangements  to  be 
unfit  for  the  residence  and  care  of  any  persons  of  unsound 
mind.  They  thereupon  made  statutory  orders  for  the  imme¬ 
diate  admission  into  the  county  asylum  of  four  out  of  the 
nine  patients,  and  informed  the  Local  Government  Board 
that  they  should  be  prepared  also  to  order  the  removal  of 
the  remaining  five  insane  inmates,  unless  arrangements 
satisfactory  to  that  Board  were  made  for  their  proper  care. 

We  have  since  learnt  that  the  guardians  have  at  length 
consented  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  workhouse. 

The  following  is  another  illustration  of  the  great  delay 
which  sometimes  takes  place  in  obtaining  improved  arrange¬ 
ments  in  workhouses  for  the  temporary  care  of  insane  pauper 
lunatics. 

After  a  visit  to  the  Wandsworth  and  Clapham  Union 
Workhouse,  in  November  187U  the  very  objectionable 
character  of  the  arrangements  of  the  ward  for  the  temporary 
reception  of  the  insane  was  brought  before  the  notice  of  the 
Local  Government  Board.  The  Visiting  Commissioner  stated 
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in  his  report  that  this  accommodation  consisted  of  rooms  for  The  Insane 
both  sexes  in  the  female  division  of  the  new  infirmary,  there  h*u&es!k~ 
being  two  small  dormitories  capable  of  holding  two  beds  Defective 
each,  and  a  padded  room  between,  all  opening  into  one  short  J"a^fee^gane 
corridor,  leading  out  of  which  there  was  besides,  a  small  in  the 
kitchen,  which  appeared  to  serve  also  as  the  only  day-room,  an^ckpham 

There  were  no  proper  means  of  separating  the  sexes,  and,  at  union  work- 
the  time  of  the  visit,  a  male  and  female  sane  pauper,  acting  house’ 
under  the  occasional  supervision  of  the  paid  nurse  of  the  in¬ 
firmary,  were  together  in  immediate  charge  of  the  two  insane 
patients  of  each  sex  then  in  the  ward.  The  two  female  patients 
were  in  bed,  one  being  a  young  girl  suffering  from  hysterical 
mania ;  and  though  the  male  pauper  assistant  was  expected 
not  to  go  into  the  bed  room  of  the  females,  there  would  be 
little  difficulty  in  his  doing  so  if  he  felt  disposd.  This  state 
of  things  existed  also  at  night,  when  there  would  be  neces¬ 
sarily  still  less  supervision  by  the  paid  attendant. 

In  the  month  following  that  in  which  this  visit  was  made, 
the  guardians  informed  the  Local  Government  Board  that 
the  remarks  as  to  the  objectionable  arrangements  in  the 
accommodation  for  the  temporary  reception  of  the  insane 
and  the  alterations  recommended  in  the  Report  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  had  been  referred  to  the  house  committee.  Find¬ 
ing,  however,  in  May,  and  again  in  September,  that  nothing 
had  been  done  to  remedy  these  grave  defects,  we  renewed 
our  representations  to  the  Local  Government  Board;  but  when 
the  workhouse  was  visited  on  the  31st  of  October  matters 
remained  precisely  as  above  described,  and  were  as  strongly 
condemned  by  the  then  Visiting  Commissioner  as  they 
had  been  by  his  colleague  a  year  previously.  It  was  again 
urged  that  accommodation  for  males  should  be  provided 
elsewhere,  the  existing  ward  being  retained  for  the  use  of 
females,  and  improved  by  the  setting  apart  of  a  proper  day- 
room,  and  the  addition  of  a  bath-room  and  lavatory. 

The  patients  in  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  for  The  Metropo- 
chronic  and  harmless  insane  at  Leavesden  and  Caterham 
were,  on  the  1st  of  June  last,  3,363  :  namely,  at  Leavesden  Leavesden  and 
743  males  and  1,009  females,  total,  1752;  and  at  Caterham, Caterham* 
701  males  and  9i0  females,  total,  1611.  These  numbers 
show  an  increase  over  those  on  the  1st  of  January  1872  of  95 
at  Leavesden  and  59  at  Caterham.  The  names  of  the  several 
unions  to  which  the  patients  were  chargeable  are  shown  by 
a  Table  at  the  end  of  Appendix  (A.) 

Each  of  these  establishments  was  visited  by  two  members 
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of  our  Board  in  November  last.  The  reports  to  the  Local 
Government  Boards  which  are  printed  at  length  in  Ap¬ 
pendix  (O.),  are,  as  will  be  observed,  generally  favour¬ 
able  to  the  condition  and  management  of  these  institutions. 
Various  defects  were,  however,  noticed,  and  in  the  respective 
reports  made  subjects  of  recommendation  and  suggestion. 
The  asylums  were  both  full,  and  further  enlargements  were 
in  progress  and  in  contemplation,  which  would  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Visiting  Commissioners,  render  essential  at  each  an 
addition  to  the  medical  staff. 

In  October  last  it  came  to  the  knowledge  of  our  Board  that 
a  proposal  was  under  the  consideration  of  the  Metropolitan 
Asylums  Board  for  the  appropriation,  after  disinfection,  of 
the  disused  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Hampstead  to  the  recep¬ 
tion,  for  preliminary  observation  and  treatment,  of  a  certain 
number  of  paupers  in  the  early  and  acute  stages  of  insanity, 
but  with  respect  to  whom  there  was  to  be  no  previous 
examination,  with  medical  assistance,  by  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  of  course  no  statutory  order  or  certificate. 

The  alleged  object  of  the  proposal  was  to  provide  one 
general  receiving-house  for  the  lunatics  of  the  metropolis, 
so  as  to  dispense  with  the  services  in  the  various  London 
workhouses  of  attendants  for  casual  insane  paupers. 

We  felt,  however,  that  if  the  proposed  course  was  adopted, 
not  only  would  early  asylum  treatment,  so  important  in  a 
remedial  point  of  view,  be  unduly  delayed,  but  that  an 
official  sanction  would  be  given  to  a  proceeding  which 
would,  deprive  these  lunatics  of  the  immediate  protection 
and  care  it  was  the  object  of  the  Legislature  to  secure  to 
them. 

We  accordingly  addressed  the  Local  Government  Board  on 
the  subject,  stating  our  strong  objections  to  the  scheme,  and 
pointing  out  the  impossibility  of  its  adoption  consistently 
with  the  due  observance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Lunacy 
Acts. 

We  have  since  had  the  satisfaction  of  learning  that  the 
particular  proposal  has  been  abandoned,  as  we  have  been 
informed  by  the  managers  that  they  have  been  directed  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  to  prepare  the  hospital  for  the 
reception  of  chronic  and  harmless  imbeciles. 

We  have  continued  whenever  the  occasion  seemed  to 
demand  it,  to  make  inquiries  into  the  nature  and  amount  of 
the  property  of  persons  of  unsound  mind,  with  the  view  of 
ascertaining  that  it  was  duly  protected,  and  that  the  income 
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arising  from  it  was  properly  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  Inquiries 
owner.  Where  it  appeared  to  us  that  these  objects  could  peIty  R°* 
be  attained  without  resort  to  proceedings  under  the  Lunacy 
Regulation  Acts,  we  have  deemed  it  our  duty  not  to  press 
for  inquisitions.  In  fourteen  cases,  however,  we  have  thought 
it  advisable  to  report  the  circumstances  to  your  Lordship,  in 
order  that  proper  steps  might  be  taken,  either  by  inquisitions 
or  under  the  special  clauses  of  the  Lunacy  Regulation  Acts, 
applicable  to  small  estates. 

It  is  gratifying  to  us  that  we  can  report  that  the  result  of 
our  action  has,  in  general,  conduced  to  the  material  benefit  of 
the  persons  concerned,  but  we  think  it  unnecessary  on  this 
occasion  to  give  the  details  of  any  particular  cases. 

in  the  course  of  the  past  year  wTe  have  been  engaged  in  Prosecutions. 
several  prosecutions,  upon  which  we  were  compelled  to 
enter,  in  order  to  punish  breaches  of  the  Lunacy  Laws. 

The  principal  cases  in  which  we  have  thus  resorted  to  legal 
proceedings  are  the  following  : 

In  November  1871,  we  received  a  communication  direct-  Lunatic 
ing  our  attention  to  the  case  of  Mr.  E.  W.,  alleged  to  he  charge!llegal 
insane,  and  under  the  charge,  as  a  patient,  of  a  Mr.  George  Reg  *  Burn. 
Burn,  at  Whalley  Bank,  near  Ilkley.  No  return  having 
been  made  respecting  him  to  this  office  by  Mr.  Burn,  we 
obtained  from  your  Lordship  a  statutory  order,  pursuant  to 
which  Mr.  W.  was  visited  and  examined  by  two  members  of 
this  Board  at  another  house  in  Ilkley,  whither  Mr.  Burn  had 
removed  him. 

The  result  of  their  examination  of  Mr.  W.,  was  to  satisfy 
them  that  he  was,  as  reported  by  them  to  your  Lordship, 
beyond  all  doubt  of  unsound  mind,  and  they  ascertained 
that  he  was  wholly  dependent  upon  his  mother,  who  paid 
for  his  maintenance  and  care.  All  suitable  arrangements 
were  found  to  be  made  for  his  comfort,  and  he  was  domesti¬ 
cated  with  the  family. 

There  appeared  no  reason  to  suppose  that  he  was  other¬ 
wise  than  kindly  treated,  and  the  proceedings  subsequently 
taken  by  us  against  Mr.  Burn  were  for  violation  of  the  Act 
in  receiving  Mr.  W.  without  the  necessary  order  and 
medical  certificates. 

It  is  material  here  to  state  that  Mr.  Burn  was  for  some 
years  licensee  of  a  large  private  asylum  at  Gate  Helmsley, 
near  \ork,  and  subsequently  of  a  house  at  Hull,  and  could 
not,  therefore,  but  be  well  acquainted  with  the  provisions  of 
the  law  of  lunacy. 
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In  these  circumstances  we  felt  specially  called  upon  to 
institute  a  prosecution,  and  we  accordingly  instructed  our 
solicitor  to  prefer  an  indictment,  which  came  on  for  trial  at 
the  spring  assizes  at  Leeds,  when  Mr.  Burn  pleaded  guilty, 
and  was  sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice  Quain  to  one  month’s 
imprisonment. 

We  regret  to  have  to  report  a  complete  failure  of  justice 
in  a  case  of  undoubted  ill-treatment  detected  at  Bracken- 
th waite,  near  Wigton.  Joseph  Elliott,  the  defendant  in  this 
case,  was  the  son  (illegitimate,  we  were  informed)  of  a  de¬ 
mented  woman,  aged  73,  living  in  his  house.  In  October 
1872,  the  superintendent  of  police  visited  Elliott’s  house, 
and  found  his  mother  shut  into  a  room  with  a  wet  flagged 
floor,  no  fire,  and  little  light,  for  the  window  had  been 
boarded  up.  Her  condition  was  excessively  filthy,  and 
evidenced  utter  neglect.  With  the  exception  of  a  nightcap, 
she  was  naked,  and  was  found  crouched  on  her  bed ;  the 
bedding  consisting  of  a  ticking  with  a  little  chaff,  and  one 
blanket.  How  long  the-  woman  had  been  kept  in  this  state 
did  not  appear.  She  had  been  found  wandering  in  a  state 
of  nudity  in  Wigton,  in  February  or  March  preceding  the 
visit  of  the  superintendent,  and  had  then  been  brought  back 
to  her  son’s  house.  The  police  took  proper  steps  for  lodging 
the  lunatic  in  the  Cumberland  Asylum  with  due  expedition, 
and  charged  the  son  before  the  local  bench  with  cruelty 
and  neglect  under  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  96.  He  was 
committed  for  trial  to  the  Quarter  Sessions,  and,  on  hearing 
what  had  occurred,  we  ordered  our  secretary  to  prosecute. 

At  the  Cumberland  Quarter  Sessions  Elliott  surrendered 
to  his  bail,  and,  on  arraignment,  pleaded  “  Not  Guilty.” 

For  the  prosecution  the  ill-treatment  and  neglect  were 
abundantly  proved,  but  evidence  was  not  given  of  the 
nature  of  the  relationship  between  the  lunatic  and 
her  son.  Counsel  for  the  defence  quoted  the  case  of 
Regina  v.  Rundell,  where  it  was  held  by  the  Court  of  Cri¬ 
minal  Appeal  that  an  indictment  under  the  Lunacy  Acts  did 
not  lie  against  a  husband  for  ill-treatment  of  his  lunatic 
wife.  In  giving  judgment  in  this  case  the  late  Mr.  Baron 
Parke  remarked  that  “  the  section  of  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet. 
“  c.  96,  only  applies  to  such  persons  as  have  the  care  and 
“  charge  of  lunatics  otherwise  than  in  consequence  of 
“  natural  obligation  arising  from  the  relation  of  husband 
“  and  wife,  or  parent  and  child.”  The  Cumberland  justices 
conceived  themselves  bound  by  this  dictum  and  directed  an 
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acquittal  accordingly,  refusing  (no  doubt  very  properly)  to  Prosecutions. 
admit  at  that  stage  of  the  proceedings  the  evidence,  which  iu-treatment. 
might  have  been  previously  produced,  that  the  defendant  Joseph 
was  illegitimate.  Elll0tt 

t  ^ e  think  it  unfortunate  that  the  court  did  not  rather 
direct  an  acquittal  and  reserve  the  point  of  law.  Had  this 
been  done  wTe  cannot  believe  but  that  the  Court  of  Criminal 
Appeal,  as  in  the  case  of  a  Regina  v.  Porter,”  mentioned  in 
our  Eighteenth  Report,  would  have  refused  to  extend  the 
exception  established  in  Regina  v.  Rundell,”  to  other  re¬ 
lationships  than  that  of  husband  and  wife. 

On  Saturday  November  4th  18/ 1  a  married  woman,  named  ill-treatment  of 
M.  B.,  was.  admitted  to  the  workhouse  of  the  Eccleshall a pauperk^natlc 
Bierlow  Enion  in  a  state  of  mania,  and  within  a  few  weeks 
of  her  confinement.  She  was  violent,  and  was  placed  under 
mechanical  restraint,  and  in  charge  of  three  pauper  nurses, 
who  acted  under  the  supervision  of  Mary  Madeley,  the  head 
nurse.  The  master  of  the  workhouse,  on  the  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing,  found  the  patient  marked  with  two  black  eyes,  and 
having  in  consequence  made  inquiry,  he  suspended  Mary 
Madeley .  It  was  afterwards  proved  that  she  had  entered 
the  ward  very  early  in  the  morning  in  a  state  of  intoxi¬ 
cation,  Finding  the  patient  noisy,  she  ordered  her  to  be 
quier,  and  proceeded  to  enforce  obedience  by  smacking 
Mrs.  B.  on  the  face,  beating  her  about  the  head  with  her 
fists,  and  twisting  her  arms  backwards.  One  of  the  pauper 
nurses  was  then  sent  for  water  ;  several  canfuls  were  dashed 
by  Madeley  over  the  patient,  followed  by  the  contents  of  a 
chamber  utensil  and  a  bottle  full  of  vinegar.  Madeley  then 
tied  the  woman’s  hair  into  a  knot,  and  by  means  of  rags 
wrapped  round  the  knotted  hair,  secured  her  to  the  bed¬ 
stead  and  fastened  her  body  down  by  ropes. 

In  this  state  the  patient  remained  for  half  an  hour  and 
more,  the  three  pauper  nurses  being  apparently  quite  cowed 
by  the  head  nurse,  and  not  daring  to  venture  beyond  verbal 
remonstrance  at  her  conduct  and  entreaties  that  she  would 
desist  from  it.  Subsequently  the  poor  woman  having  called 
for  water  to  drink,  Madeley  thrust  a  quantitv  of  wet  tea 
leaves  into  her  mouth. 

%  the  evening  the  medical  officer  of  the  workhouse 
visited  the  ward,  and  one  of  the  nurses  informed  him  of 
what  had  taken  place.  His  examination  showed  that  the 
patient  was  suffering  from  erysipelas  from  the  thumb  to  the 
shoulder  of  one  arm  with  an  open  sore  at  one  place,  not 
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attributable,  as  he  thought,  to  the  violent  treatment  she  had 
undergone,  but  proving  a  very  debilitated  state  of  body,  and 
that  she  was  altogether  in  a  precarious  condition.  It  may 
be  mentioned  here  that  on  November  21st  Mrs.  B.  gave 
birth  to  a  child,  and  that  it  was  not  until  January  1872 
that  her  health  had  recovered  sufficiently  to  enable  her  to 
be  removed  to  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum. 

The  Board  of  Guardians  on  hearing  of  this  serious  occur- 
pence  in  their  workhouse,  at  once  dismissed  Mary  Madeley, 
and  instructed  their  solicitor  to  proceed  against  her  for  a 
common  assault.  She  was  accordingly  charged  before  the 
stipendiary  magistrate.  At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings 
the  case  wTas  reported  to  us,  and  fearing  that  a  failure  of 
justice  might  otherwise  ensue,  we  at  once  authorised  our 
secretary  to  prosecute  for  cruelty  and  ill-treatment,  under 
the  Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  96. 

The  defendant  was  committed  for  trial;  and  at  the 
spring  assizes  at  York  in  April  1872,  she  was  arraigned 
before  Mr.  Justice  Quain,  and  found  guilty  of  unlawfully 
assaulting.  Evidence  was  given  for  the  defence  to  the  effect, 
that  Madeley  had  been  six  years  in  the  workhouse,  and  had 
always  borne  a  good  character  there.  The  jury  taking  this 
into  consideration,  strongly  recommended  her  to  mercy,  and 
the  judge  passed  sentence  of  imprisonment  for  three  calendar 
months. 

Our  attention  has  on  several  occasions  been  called  to 
medical  certificates  signed  by  practitioners  not  registered 
under  the  Medical  Act  of  1858.  Four  years  after  that  Act 
passed,  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1862,  made  regis¬ 
tration  essential  for  the  validity  of  a  certificate  in  lunacy,  by 
confining  the  meaning  of  the  words  “  physician,  surgeon,  and 
apothecary,”  wherever  occurring  in  the  Lunacy  Acts,  to  “  a 
u  person  registered  under  the  Medical  Act,”  while  under  the 
older  Acts  signature  of  a  certificate  by  a  person  calling 
himself  “  a  physician,  surgeon,  or  apothecary,”  not  being 
in  fact  such,  is  a  misdemeanour.  On  detecting  such  irre¬ 
gular  certificates,  we  have  invariably  required  that  the 
patient  should  not  be  detained,  except  on  fresh  certifi¬ 
cates,  with  fresh  notice  of  admission. 

In  several  cases  where  the  person  giving  the  certificate 
was  in  possession  of  a  legal  qualification,  and  convinced  us 
that  he  erred  through  ignorance  of  the  law,  and  at  once 
expressed  his  regret,  we  have  thought  it  sufficient  to  require 
that  he  should  register  his  name  forthwith. 
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In  two  cases  we  have  required  an  expression  of  regret  Prosecutions. 
drawn  up  by  our  solicitor  to  be  signed  and  published  in  ered 

the  newspapers,  as  an  advertisement,  at  the  charge  of  the  Practitioners, 
offender. 

In  two  instances  however,  the  particulars  of  which  follow, 
we  have  felt  compelled  to  institute  prosecutions. 

Having  received  in  July  last  a  statutory  copy  of  a  medical  Reg* v-  Ogiivie. 
certificate  in  the  case  of  C.  M.,  a  patient  in  Peckham  House, 
signed  “  Alexander  Ogiivie,  Surgeon,  r.n,,  1830,”  and  con¬ 
taining  in  the  body  of  the  certificate  no  statement  of 
qualification,  we  returned  the  document  to  the  licensee  of 
Peckham  House,  pointing  out  this  omission,  and  directing 
the  certificate  to  be  returned  to  Mr.  Ogiivie  for  amend¬ 
ment.  This  gentleman  then  added,  after  the  word  sur- 
“  geon,”  in  the  body  of  the  certificate,  “  m.d.,  St.  Andrews, 

1828;”  but  still  stated  no  legal  qualification  for  practice. 

On  inquiry,  which  was  then  set  on  foot,  we  found  that  Mr. 

Ogiivie  was  not  registered  under  the  Medical  Act,  and  that, 
in  fact  he  was  not  in  possession  of  any  legal  qualification  as 
a  “  physician,  surgeon,  or  apothecary.”  Had  he  been  qua¬ 
lified,  we  might,  as  in  other  cases,  have  been- satisfied  with 
registration  and  an  apology,  for  the  insanity  of  the  patient 
was  beyond  question,  and  the  sending  of  the  patient  to  an 
asylum  was  a  perfectly  proper  step.  Finding,  however,  not 
merely  that  Mr.  Ogiivie  had  no  legal  qualification,  but  that 
no  person  of  this  name  was  admitted  in  the  year  1828  to 
the  degree  of  m.d.  in  the  University  of  St.  Andrews,  and 
being  informed  that  no  person  of  the  name  appeared  to  have 
been  on  the  list  of  medical  officers  of  the  Royal  Navy,  we  felt 
bound  to  disregard  the  appeals  of  this  gentleman,  and  of  his 
friends  who  urged  his  age  (being  upwards  of  70),  good  reputa¬ 
tion  among  his  neighbours,  medical  skill,  and  absence  of 
mala  fides  in  his  signature  of  the  certificate,  and  to  order 
our  secretary  to  prosecute  him  for  a  misdemeanour,  under 
Section  13  of  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  96. 

The  result  of  this  was,  that  in  September  1 872,  Mr.  Ogiivie 
was  brought  up  before  Mr.  Justice  Lush  at  the  Central 
Criminal  Court.  He  pleaded  guilty  to  the  indictment,  and 
was  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  50/. 

This  being  the  first  case  of  the  kind  which  has  been  pro¬ 
secuted  to  conviction,  it  may  be  proper  to  give,  from  the 
shorthand  writer’s  notes,  the  observations  of  Mr.  Justice 
Lush  in  passing  sentence.  They  afford  an  admirable  expo¬ 
sition  of  a  law  which  is  not  yet  sufficiently  understood. 
o.Oo.  p 
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Prosecutions.  Mr.  Justice  Lush  ;  There  is  no  doubt,  I  think,  that  this  is  the 

Reg.  V.  Ogilvie.  first  case  in  which  a  court  has  been  called  upon  to  pronounce  sentence 
for  a  breach  of  this  provision  of  the  Act  of  Parliament.  If  there  has 
been  any  such  case  I  am  not  myself  aware  it ;  and  if  there  had,  the 
learned  gentleman  who  instructs  Mr.  Poland  would,  no  doubt,  have 
been  aware  of  it.  Therefore  I  have  now,  for  the  first  time,  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  is  a  proper  amount  of  punishment  for  such  a  violation  of 
the  Act,  as  has  been  proved  before  me.  The  Statute  itself  leaves 
the  punishment  entirely  at  large.  Speaking  of  this  particular 
offence,  it  says  that  any  person  who  shall  sign  any  certificate  under 
this  Act  in  which  he  shall  be  described  as  a  physician,  surgeon,  or 
apothecary,  not  being  a  physician,  surgeon,  or  apothecary  respec¬ 
tively,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
It  gives  me  no  measure  whatever  of  punishment,  either  maximum  or 
minimum  ;  it  merely  classifies  it  as  a  crime  for  which  the  punishment 
may  be  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  and  to  any  amount ;  and 
therefore  I  am  left  without  anything  to  guide  me  in  the  Act  itself, 
and  without  any  precedent  arising  from  former  decisions.  One  has, 
therefore,  to  consider  what  it  is  that  the  Statute  intended  by  this  ; 
what  was  the  mischief  intended  to  be  suppressed;  what  is  the  pro¬ 
bability  of  its .  being  practised  to  the  detriment  of  the  public"  for 
whose  protection  the  Act  was  passed.  Looking  at  the  particular 
circumstances  here,  I  do  not  doubt  that  Mr.  Ogilvie’s  intention  was 
that  which  I  may  describe  as  entirely  free  from  any  moral  blame. 
It  is  not  a  case  in  which  he,  for  any  bad  purpose  of  his  own,  sought 
to  imprison  this  gentleman  at  the  time,  or  lent  himself  to  any  bad 
motives  of  other  persons.  I  cannot  doubt  that  when  he  acted  as  he 
did,  he  acted  under  the  belief,  and  it  appears  to  have  been  a  well- 
founded  belief,  that  this  gentleman  whom  he  certified  to  be  in  a  state 
requiring  confinement,  was  really  in  a  condition  in  which,  for  his  own 
sake,  and  for  his  own  welfare,  it  was  necessary  he  should  be  put 
under  surveillance,  and  had  Mr.  Ogilvie  been  a  person  competent  to 
certify,  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  he  would  have  been  per¬ 
fectly  right.  .  It  is,  therefore,  a  case  in  which  there  is  the  smallest 
degree  of  criminality  which  one  can  suppose  to  be  involved  in  the  viola¬ 
tion  of  this  clause  of  the  Act  of  Parliament.  Had  it  been  otherwise, 
of  course  I  must  have  exercised  my  discretion  by  inflicting  a  serious 
amount  of  punishment  in  the  shape  of  imprisonment.  But  as  the 
motive  was  anything  but  a  bad  one,  and  the  object  to  be  attained 
was  one  for  the  benefit  of  the  patient,  and  done  at  the  instance  of 
those  friends  of  his  who  had  the  charge  of  him,  done,  therefore,  with¬ 
out  any  purpose  of  doing  injury  to  another  or  benefiting  himself,  it 
does  appear  to  me  to  be  a  crime  of  a  very  mitigated  character. 
Still  it  is  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  I  must  regard 
the  purpose  for  which  this  clause  was  put  in.  The  Act  itself  is one 
which  was  intended  to  provide,  first  of  all,  for  the  good  treatment  of 
those  unhappy  persons  who  are  deprived  of  their  mental  powers,  and 
also  for  the  protection  of  the  public;  of  those  who  are  not  in  that 
case,  but  who  may  by  some  interested  persons  be  treated  as  such. 
It  was  to  guard  such  persons  from  oppression,  under  the  colour  of 
the  Act,  that  this  particular  clause  was  inserted.  The  law  requires 
before  any  person  can  be  deprived  of  his  liberty  and  shut  up  in  a

lunatic  asylum,  not  being  a  pauper,  that  that  act  shall  be  done  at  the  Prosecutions. 
request  of  some  near  relative,  and  also  that  there  shall  be  the  Reg.  v.  Ogilvie. 
guarantee  of  two  qualified  medical  practitioners  who  can  certify  that 
they  have  examined  him,  and  upon  their  own  responsibility  and  pro¬ 
fessional  reputation  shall  certify  as  to  his  unsoundness  of  mind.  I 
therefore  consider  that  the  Act  is  one  which  cannot  be  allowed  to  be 
violated  with  impunity,  and  however  laudable  the  motive  may  have 
been  under  which  the  particular  act  was  done,  it  still  must  be 
treated,  I  am  bound  to  treat  it,  as  a  breach  of  the  law  which  was 
designed  for  the  public  good,  and  which  may  be  abused  very  much 
to  die  detriment  and  oppression  of  individuals.  .Looking  at  all  these 
circumstances,  and  considering  that  the  clause  leaves  it  open  to 
punishment,  either  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  and  not  thinking  it  a 
case  in  which  imprisonment  is  needful,  (I  should  be  very  sorry 
to  be  obliged  to  put  Mr.  Ogilvie  in  that  position),  I  think  the 
justice  of  the  case  will  be  satisfied  by  a  pecuniary  fine  ;  but  I  must 
impose  a  fine,  and  that  I  do  not  think  ought  to  be  less  than  a  fine  of 
50/.  1  he  sentence  of  the  Court,  therefore,  is  that  Mr.  Ogilvie 

do  pay  for  this  offence  the  fine  of  50  /.,  and  I  must  add  that  he  be 
imprisoned  until  the  fine  is  paid. 

In  December  18/1,  a  pauper  lunatic,  named  E.  B.,  was  Reg.  v.  Tor- 
admitted  into  the  Hants  County  Asylum  on  a  certificate  bock* 
signed  by  William  Hall  Torbock.  This  person  was  acting 
as  assistant  to  one  of  the  medical  officers  to  the  New 
Forest  Union,  and  in  this  capacity  was  called  upon  to 
examine  the  patient,  as  to  whose  insanity  no  doubt 
existed.  He  merely  added  after  his  name  the  words 
“  Factor  of  Medicine,  m.d.”  and  when  in  due  course  the 
certificate  was  returned  for  amendment  by  his  insertion  of 
the  qualification,  he  declined  to  comply  with  this  requisition. 

It  then  appeared  that  Mr.  Torbock  was  not  registered,  and 
it  was  subsequently  proved  that  he  had  no  legal  qualification 
for  practice  in  this  country.  Having  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  was  our  duty  to  institute  proceedings  in  this  case,  we 
directed  the  necessary  information  to  be  laid,  and  a  summons 
was  issued.  The  defendant,  however,  absconded,  and  it  was 
not  until  21st  December  1872,  that  he  was  apprehended  in 
London,  on  a  warrant,  and  conveyed  to  Southampton  in 
custody.  His  committal  to  the  Quarter  Sessions  at  Win¬ 
chester  ensued,  and  on  31st  December  he  was  found  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanour  in  signing  the  certificate.  The  court 
sentenced  him  to  pay  a  fine  of  5  /.,  with  imprisonment  until 
the  fine  should  be  paid. 

The  only  other  prosecution  which  we  need  mention,  Reg.  r.  Clark, 
arose  under  what  we  will  hope  are  very  exceptional  circum¬ 
stances. 

A  woman,  named  S.  F.,  had  for  some  time  been  an  in- 
°-6°.  mate 
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Prosecutions,  mate  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  as  a  private  patient.  Circum- 
Reg.  v.  Clark,  stances  rendering  her  stay  in  that  institution  no  longer 
advisable,  it  was  decided  to  remove  her  to  the  Surrey  County 
Asylum  at  Brookwood,  her  chargeabiiity  being  accepted  by 
the  guardians  of  the  Farnham  Union. 

An  order  of  transfer  under  Section  77  of  the  Lunatic 
Asylums  Act,  1853,  was  accordingly  obtained,  signed  by  two 
justices,  being  Visitors  of  the  Asylum,  upon  which  the 
patient  on  August  9th  1872,  was  admitted  into  the  asylum 
at  Brookwood. 

For  a  reason  into  which  we  need  not  enter,  the  authorities 
of  St.  Luke’s  declined  to  furnish  the  relieving  officer  who 
effected  the  transfer,  with  copies  of  the  order  and  certificate 
under  which  S.  F.  was  admitted  to  the  hospital. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors,  in  consequence  of  this,  desired 
to  obtain  a  fresh  order  and  certificate,  and  directed  the  clerk 
to  write  to  the  Farnham  Union  to  procure  it. 

An  order  and  certificate  were  consequently  procured  at 
Farnham  and  forwarded  to  the  asylum  on  or  about  September 
7th,  and  copies  were  duly  sent  to  our  office. 

The  certificate  wTas  signed  by  Mr.  Robert  Oke  Clark,  of 
Farnham,  a  medical  officer  of  the  union,  and  the  order  by  the 
Rev.  G.  E.  Fox,  vicar  of  Hale,  near  Farnham,  and  by  the 
relieving  officer.  Each  of  these  documents  professed  to 
record  a  personal  examination  of  the  patient  at  Farnham  on 
August  9th,  on  which  day  the  patient  was  not  at  Farnham 
at  all,  and  was  not,  in  fact,  examined  by  either  the  clergy¬ 
man  or  Mr.  Clark. 

It  was  true  that  each  of  the  three  persons  who  joined  in 
signing  the  papers  containing  these  false  statements,  well 
knew  the  case,  was  assured  of  the  existence  of  insanity,  and 
conceived  himself  to  be  merely  complying  with  a  form  to 
satisfy  some  scruple  of  the  asylum  authorities,  and  (as  one  of 
them  expressed  it)  “  antedating  the  certificate  and  order.” 

We  could  not,  however,  overlook  so  serious  an  irregularity, 
and,  accordingly,  we  caused  Mr.  R.  O.  Clark  to  be  summoned 
before  the  magistrates  at  Farnham,  who  convicted  him 
summarily  under  Section  122  of  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  97, 
fining  him  10/.  We  must  express  our  regret  that  we  could 
not  proceed  against  the  clergyman  and  the  relieving  officer, 
whose  culpability  was  certainly  not  less  than  that  of  the 
medical  man  ;  but  no  pecuniary  penalty  is  imposed  by  the 
Lunacy  Acts  upon  a  person  who  signs  an  order  of  admission 
containing  false  statements,  and  an  indictment  at  common 
law  seemed  unadvisable. 


Besides 
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Besides  the  cases  in  which  prosecutions  have  been  under-  lunatics  not 
taken,  we  have  received  information  in  many  instances  of 
lunatics  detained  without  legal  authority,  or  not  under 
proper  care  and  control.  In  order  to  arrive  at  the  facts,  we 
have  occasionally  solicited  and  obtained  from  your  Lordship 
statutory  orders  to  visit  and  report.  Where  lunacy  was 
clearly  found  to  exist,  we  have  caused  proper  orders  and  cer¬ 
tificates  to  be  procured. 

Two  cases  may  here  he  particularised.  Our  attention  was  Be  f.  m.,  an 
drawn  by  the  quarterly  report  of  one  of  the  medical  officers  ldl0t'  ne&lected* 
of  a  poor-law  union  in  Essex  to  the  case  of  F.  M.,  the  son  of 
poor  parents,  an  idiot  aged  27,  who  had  been  kept  for  years 
locked  up  in  an  attic  in  his  father’s  house,  not  absolutely  ill- 
treated,  but  still  by  no  means  properly  attended  to. 

After  a  long  correspondence,  and  considerable  opposition 
on  the  part  of  the  father,  we  succeeded  in  causing  this  per¬ 
son  to  be  removed  to  the  Essex  Asylum,  as  a  lunatic  not 
under  proper  care  and  control.  His  condition,  we  are  glad 
to  know,  has  thus  been  very  much  amended. 

Under  an  order  obtained  from  the  Lord  Chancellor,  Dr.  Re  &  a 

J  T  i'  /  • 

Blandford  was  authorised  to  visit  and  report  upon  the  case  legaf charge m 
of  an  alleged  lunatic,  S.  S.,  resident  in  a  house  near  Gray’s 
Inn.  It  proved  that  this  man,  aged  53,  entitled  to  an  income 
of  about  300  l.  a  year,  had  been  living  in  one  room  for  about 
eight  years,  the  greater  part  of  which  time  he  had  passed  in 
bed.  Here  he  spent  his  days,  eating,  drinking,  and  smoking, 
inattentive  to  and  neglectful  of  the  calls  of  nature.  He  had 
persuaded  himself  of  his  inability  to  move,  and  indeed 
through  long  disuse,  the  muscles  of  the  legs  had  become 
contracted,  causing  what  seemed  to  be  permanent 
flexure  of  the  lower  extremities  upon  the  thighs.  The  people 
of  the  house — a  small  tradesman  and  his  wife — who  had 
found  him  lodging  there  when  they  hired  the  premises,  sup¬ 
plied  him  with  necessaries,  spending  his  money  which  he 
placed  in  their  charge,  and  accounting  to  him  for  the  expendi¬ 
ture  weekly.  They  contrived  to  prevent  him  from  lapsing  into 
a  state  of  absolute  filth,  though  it  was  with  great  difficulty 
that  he  was  induced  to  submit  to  any  kind  of  ablution.  No 
doubt  being  entertained  of  this  man’s  unsoundness  of  mind, 
certificates  of  insanity  were  procured ;  and,  very  much  to 
the  patient’s  advantage,  he  was  placed  in  a  metropolitan 
licensed  house.  When  last  seen  by  members  of  this  Board, 
his  condition  was  much  improved.  He  occupies  himself 
o.6o.  not 
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Lunatics  not  not  irrationally,  is  cleanly  in  his  habits,  and  has,  to  a  con- 
charge.L  siderable  extent,  recovered  his  powers  of  locomotion. 

In  most  of  these  cases  of  illegal  charge,  no  cruelty  or  ill- 
treatment  being  proved,  and  the  parties  expressing  proper 
regret  at  their  infringement  of  the  law,  we  have  not  directed 
prosecutions.  In  two  or  three  instances,  however,  we  have 
required  apologies  to  be  signed,  and,  where  the  circumstances 
demanded  it,  the  publication  of  such  apologies  in  the  news¬ 
papers. 

Instructions  In  proportion  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
upRordersG  P^ced  under  certificates,  the  labour  of  examining  the 
and  Certifi-  originals  or  copies  of  the  statutory  documents  autho- 
cates.  rising  their  detention  has  become  heavier.  The  time  con¬ 
sumed  and  trouble  caused  both  to  the  staff  of  our  office  and 
to  the  persons  concerned  in  each  case  by  defective  or  in¬ 
formal  originals,  and  by  careless  copies,  are  at  the  present 
time  very  considerable.  Last  year,  out  of  12,176  notices  of 
admission  accompanying  copies  of  orders  and  certificates 
sent  up  to  us,  no  less  than  2,314  were  returned  for  amendment 
of  one  or  more  of  the  documents.  The  defects  requiring 
amendment  most  frequently  are  defects  occasioned  by 
non-observance  of  the  requisite  particularities  in  regard  to 
the  relative  dates  of  documents  and  such  like  points,  some 
substantial,  others  merely  formal. 

With  the  view  of  assisting  those  concerned  to  surmount 
the  difficulties  often  felt  (more  particularly  in  the  case  of 
private  patients),  in  filling  up  the  statutory  forms,  we  have 
caused  to  be  prepared  the  paper  of  instructions,  of  which  a 
copy  will  be  found  in  Appendix  (P.) . 

While  on  the  subject  we  may  notice  that  even  among  the 
proprietors  of  licensed  houses  we  do  not,  as  a  rule,  find  that 
amount  of  acquaintance  with  the  details  of  the  Lunacy  Acts 
which  might  be  expected  from  persons  whose  interests  they 
so  very  seriously  affect. 

Changes  in  Early  in  the  year  Mr.  Forster,  who  after  five  years’  service 
-enc™  as  Secretary  had  been  appointed  a  Commissioner  in  1860, 
finding  his  health  unequal  to  the  continuance  of  the  active 
duties  of  visitation,  resigned  his  office ;  and  was  thereupon 
appointed,  by  your  Lordship’s  predecessor,  Lord  Hatherley, 
an  honorary  Commissioner.  His  colleagues  may  be  allowed 
to  express  their  satisfaction  with  an  arrangement  which 
preserves  to  the  Board  and  to  the  public  the  advantages  of 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Forster’s  experience  and  service.  About  the  same  time  Changes  in 
Colonel  Clifford  retired  from  the  Commission,  of  which  he  CoMMIS 
had  been  an  unpaid  member  since  1853.  Mr.  Charles  Palmer 
Phillips  was  appointed  by  Lord  Chancellor  Hatherley  as  a 
Commissioner  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Forster.  The  office  of 
Secretary,  previously  held  by  Mr.  Phillips,  was,  with  his 
Lordship’s  approval,  conferred  by  us  on  Mr.  Charles  Spencer 
Perceval,  barrister- at-law.

Beds,  Herts,  and  Hunts  (Three  Counties)  Asylum. 

21  November  1872. 

Since  the  visit  last  year  on  the  27  th  of  May,  272  patients  have  been 
admitted,  of  whom  118  were  men  and  154  women,  these  numbers 
include  16  women  brought  back  from  Fisherton  House,  and  13  men 
and  21  women  from  the  Burnt  wood  Asylum,  where  they  had  been 
boarded  whilst  the  recent  structural  additions  were  in  progress.  The 
discharges  in  the  above  interval  amounted  to  37  in  the  male,  and 
43  in  the  female  division,  and  there  have  been  92  deaths — 52  males, 
and  40  females,  attributed  to  the  following  causes,  viz. 


Paralysis  ------  -  -26 

Pulmonary  consumption  -  -  -  -  -  19 

Epilepsy  -------  -  13 

General  debility  -----  22 

Other  causes  -  -  -  -  -  -  -12 
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In  one  of  the  cases  of  epilepsy  the  patient  is  reported  to  have  died 
from  “  asphyxia,”  having  been  found  dead  in  a  single  room  by  the 
night  attendant.  There  were  post-mortem  examinations  in  53  cases. 
No  fatal  accidents  are  reported,  and  no  inquests  have  been  held  by 
the  coroner.  .  Apart  from  the  somewhat  numerous  classes  of  para¬ 
lytics  and  epileptics,  the  general  health  is  now  good,  and  we  found 
only  8  men  and  9  women  in  bed  yesterday. 

The  number  of  patients  on  the  books  is  now  624,  of  whom  283  are 
males  and  341  females.  Of  these  11  of  the  former  and  2  of  the 
latter  are  absent  on  trial.  During  our  inspection  we  personally 
examined  each  of  the  patients  resident,  and  visited  all  the  wards 
and  offices.  Our  report  of  the  general  condition  of  this  institution 
and  its  inmates  is  a  very  favourable  one.  The  patients  were  well 
clothed,  and  clean  in  their  persons,  and  unusually  free  from  excite¬ 
ment.  This  orderly  behaviour  was  especially  observable  in  No.  6 
ward  on  the  women’s  side,  where  the  most  violent  and  impulsive 
patients  are  placed.  This  change  from  the  excitement  formerly 
existing  here,  is  we  think,  in  a  great  measure  to  be  attributed  to  the 
improvements  which  have  been  effected  in  the  furnishing  and  decora¬ 
tions  of  the  day  room,  which  is  now  in  every  respect  as  good  as  in 
the  wards  used  by  the  most  favourable  cases.  Throughout  the 
Asylum  we  noticed  a  variety  of  improvements  as  regards  comfort¬ 
able  furniture,  and  the  increased  supply  of  books,  papers,  games, 
and  other  matters  calculated  to  occupy  and  engage  the  attention  of 
the  patients. 
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The  new  wings  are  now  finished  and  occupied.  The  bed-rooms  Appendix  (C) 

are  as  yet  insufficiently  supplied  with  washstands,  chairs,  or  box-  - 

seats  between  the  beds,  &c.,  but  we  are  informed  these  things  have  and  Hunt3tS:’ 
been  ordered.  Asylum. 

The  two  dining-rooms  are  now  in  use,  and  the  large  parties  of 
patients  who  were  dining  there  yesterday,  behaved  with  great  pro¬ 
priety.  The  food  consisted  of  soup  and  dumplings,  and  was  very 
good,  and  although  a  portion  of  inmates  refused  to  eat  their  soup, 
the  meal  seemed  to  be  generally  relished.  In  the  hall,  on  the 
women’s  side,  associated  entertainments  arc  given  in  the  way  of 
music,  dances,  and  occasional  dramatic  representations,  when  both 
sexes  are  present,  although  they  do  not  mix  at  meal  times.  The 
numbers  attending  on  these  occasions  are  said  to  be  about  70  of  the 
male,  and  131  of  the  female  sex.

The  profit  on  the  farm  during  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  last 
September,  was  734/.  16  5.8c/.,  after  making  due  allowance  for  rent 
of  land,  and  the  labour  of  the  patients.  In  connection  with  the 
labour  of  the  inmates,  we  have  to  call  attention  to  the  laundry  de¬ 
partment,  which  has  become  inadequate  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
increased  number  ol  patients.  The  hot  closets  especially  are  too 
small,  and  the  temperature  cannot  be  raised  sufficiently  to  ensure 
the  rapid  and  perfect  drying  of  the  clothes.  Divine  service  is  per¬ 
formed  by  the  chaplain  as  usual.  There  are  two  services  on 
Sunday,  and  daily  prayers  in  the  morning.  At  the  former  140  men 
and  210  women  arc  usually  present.  Bible  and  singing  classes  are 
held,  but  no  schools  have  yet  been  attempted. 

I  he  bedding  was  found  to  be  good  and  sufficient,  and  quite  clean. 
There  aie  at  present  08  straw  beds  for  males,  and  28  for  females. 
4\  e  aie  glad  to  find  that  a  second  night  attendant  has  been  appointed 
for  the  women’s  wards.  This  will  no  doubt  during  the  night  afford 
additional  security  to  ordinary,  patients,  but  having  regard  to  the 
recent  death  here  from  “  asphyxia”  during  a  fit,  no  one  being 
present,  and  to  the  numerous  similar  cases  occurring  in  other  asylums, 
we  suggest  for  consideration  the  establishment  of  a  special  ward  in 
each  division,  in  which  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients  shall  be  placed 
under  the  charge  of  an  attendant  having  no  other  night  duty,  and 
where  arrangements  are  made  so  that  every  inmate  is  brought  under 
their  immediate  observation.  Wards  of  this  kind  have  already  been 
organised  in  several  asylums  with  the  best  effect.

The  instances  of  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  have  been  chiefly 
on  the  men’s  side :  29  male  patients  having  been  secluded  on  319 
occasions,  and  17  women  on  54  occasions  only.  The  cases  of  seclu¬ 
sion  amongst  the  former  had  reference  principally  to  three  men. 

We  have  made  all  statutory  inquiries  and  examined  the  books 
and  registers. 

The  “  case  books”  are  now  fully  entered  up  ;  but  in  the  register 
of  admissions  since  the  2nd  of  last  August,  no  record  is  made  under 
the  heads  of  “  mental  disorder,”  (i  supposed  cause,5'  or  “ bodily 
condition”  of  the  patients  on  admission. 

Since  the  last  visit,  Dr.  Dyer  has  been  appointed  as  second  assist¬ 
ant  medical  officer,  and  the  Rev.  J.  D.  ITawksley  has  succeeded  Mr. 
Butt,  as  chaplain  ;  Mrs.  Denne  has  retired  from  the  office  of  matron, 
and  Miss  Webb  now  holds  that  office.  Mr.  Lester  now  acts  as  both 
steward  and  clerk  of  the  asylum. 

We  have  been  pleased  to  notice  the  great  improvements 
which  have  been  effected  here  since  our  last  visit,  and  think  the 
condition  of  the  establishment  very  creditable  to  those  engaged  in 
its  management.  In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Denne  yesterday,  we 
received  all  necessary  information  and  assistance  from  the  medical 
officers. 


Berks  County  Asylum. 

5  June  1872. 

Berks  Asylum.  We  have  inspected  this  asylum,  and  seen  and  spoken  to  all  the 
patients,  who  are  now  260  in  number,  120  men  and  140  women. 
They  are  generally  in  a  very  satisfactory  state ;  clean^  and  well 
clothed,  and  quiet  and  orderly  in  both  divisions.  We  have  also  a 
very  good  report  to  make  of  the  condition  of  the  wards,  which  were 
clean,  properly  ventilated,  and  comfortably  furnished.  The  bedding 
is  of  the  best  quality  and  was  well  attended  to  throughout ;  there  is 
a  custom,  however,  of  placing  the  lower  blankets  under,  instead  of 
over  the  mackintosh  sheeting,  which  should  be  given  up. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  painting  and  colouring  the  inside 
walls,  and  we  notice  various  additions  to  the  furniture,  framed 
prints  on  the  walls,  looking  glasses.  Sic.  Belts  and  clumps  of  trees 
have  been  planted  near  the  boundary  of  the  land,  and  the  airing 
courts  have  been  laid-out  and  levelled,  but  they  still  are  quite  bare, 
and  we  trust  that  large  trees  as  well  as  shrubs  will  be  planted  in 
them  as  soon  as  possible. 

There  is  a  small  sunshade  in  the  women’s  court,  but  none  on  the 
male  side. 

We  saw  100  men  and  105  women  assembled  together  at  dinner 
in  the  hall.  The  food  consisted  of  pie  made  with  both  English  and 
Australian  meat,  in  the  proportion  of  one-third  of  the  former  to  two- 
thirds  of  the  latter.  On  two  other  days  when  the  dinners  are  soup 
and  Irish  stew,  Australian  meat  forms  three-fourths  of  the  whole 
allowance,  and  is  said  to  be  liked  by  the  patients,  from  whom  we 
had  no  complaints  on  the  score  of  food  to-day. 

i.  The  hall  was  quite  full,  indeed  overcrowded  on  the  women’s  side, 
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and  100  patients  of  each  sex,  seems  to  be  the  largest  number  the  Appendix  (c.) 
room  will  comfortably  accommodate.

A  shoemaker  and  a  tailor  attendant  have  been  engaged,  and  it  is 
expected  that  in  future  all  the  clothes  and  shoes  will  be  made  in 
the  asylum. 

The  attendance  at  the  chapel  comprises  180  patients  of  both 
sexes  on  Sunday,  and  125  on  week  days. 

Fortnightly  dances  are  given,  at  which  114  patients  are  usually 
present,  and  there  are  other  associated  amusements  attended  by 
about  the  same  number. 

^  The  following  changes  have  taken  place  since  the  Commissioners’ 
visit  a  year  ago; — admitted,  86  men  and  79  women;  discharged, 
13  men  and  9  women,  of  whom  17  were  recovered,  and  died  14  of 
each  sex ;  one  of  the  deaths  was  a  case  of  suicide  by  drowning. 
There  was  an  inquest  on  the  body,  and  full  particulars  were  for¬ 
warded  to  our  Board  at  the  time.  All  the  other  deaths  were  from 
ordinary  causes.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  held  in  18  cases. 

The  general  health  is  now  good,  10  patients  of  each  sex  are  under 
medical  treatment,  and  2  men  and  3  women  were  in  bed  to-day. 
We  have  made  inquiry  regarding  the  use  of  restraint  and  seclusion. 
Ther  e  is  no  record  of  any  instances  of  the  former,  but  seclusion  has 
been  employed  on  23  occasions,  in  the  cases  of  4  men  and  9  women. 
We  find  that  a  “  plunge  bath”  has  been  employed  in  the  women’s  divi¬ 
sion  on  two  occasions  ;  and  we  had  a  complaint  of  this  treatment  from 
one  of  the  women  who  is  now  working  in  the  laundry.  She  asserted 
that  last  Sunday,  because  she  was  noisy,  she  was  given  a  cold  bath ; 
that  her  head  was  held  under  water  four  times  by  three  of  the 
nurses,  the  housekeeper  being  also  present;  and  that  her  feet  were 
tied  together  by  a  towel. 

We  have  made  special  inquiries  into  the  matter.  It  is  admitted 
that  this  bath  was  given,  and  by  the  direction  of  the  medical  super¬ 
intendent,  but  it  is  denied  that  her  head  was  held  under  water.  The 
explanation  given  by  the  matron  being  that  the  patient  was  only 
ducked  four  times.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  use  of  the  plunge 
bath  for  the  purpose  of  allaying  excitement  is  very  objectionable, 
however  carefully  given.  It  must  ever  be  associated  with  the  idea  of 
cruelty  and  punishment  in  the  patient’s  mind,  and  is  extremely  liable 
to  abuse  in  the  hands  of  the  attendants. 
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Appendix  (C.)  The  name  of  the  woman  referred  to  is  entered  in  the  patients’ 

Beiks  Asylum.  ^}ie  patients  now  resident  belong  to  the  county  of  Berks, 

except  2  males,  and  1  female  of  the  private  class. .  For  these  last 
the  weekly  charge  is  16  s.,  and  for  the  county  patients,  12  s.  4  he 
latter  sum  being  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost. 

We  are  glad,  in  conclusion,  to  record  our  opinion  that  very  cre¬ 
ditable  progress  has  been  made  since  our  last  visit  in  the  organisa¬ 
tion  of  the  asylum,  its  present  condition  being  sufficient  proof 
that  Dr.  Gilland  gives  his  best  attention  to  its  management.  He 
lias  recently  been  assisted  by  Mr.  John  Hasard. 

During  our  inspection  we  made  recommendations  that  more  games 
and  a  much  larger  stock  of  books  should  be  provided,  that  metal 
wire  should  be  substituted  for  rope  in  the  drying  yard;  and  that  the 
engineer  should  no  longer  be  entrusted  with  a  key  admitting  him 
to  the  female  wards. 


Bucks  County  Asylum. 

11  November  1872. 

Bucks  Asylum.  Since  the  last  visit,  about  a  year  ago,  33  men  and  37  women 
have  been  admitted,  22  men  and  27  women  have  been  discharged, 
and  15  men  and  13  women  have  died,  leaving  on  the  books  this 
day  the  names  of  350  patients,  of  whom  138  are  males  and  212 
females. 

During  our  inspection  of  the  asylum,  we  have  seen  all  these  per¬ 
sons  except  3,  who  were  away  on  probation.  Their  condition  was 
in  all  respects  satisfactory,  and  they  were  remarkably  free  from 
excitement.  There  was  no  one  restrained  or  in  seclusion,  and  from 
the  record  in  the  medical  journal,  it  appears  that  the  numbers 
secluded  in  either  division  has  been  very  small,  comprising  only 
6  men  and  12  women.  The  former  having  been  secluded  on  8,  and 
the  latter  on  40  occasions.  We  have  made  the  usual  statutory 
inquiries,  and  find  that  all  the  arrangements  of  the  establishment 
are  the  same  as  before  reported. 

About  the  usual  numbers,  viz.,  83  men  and  120  women  are 
employed  regularly;  68  males  and  72  females  attend  the  services  in 
the  chapel,  and  of  both  sexes  about  85  are  present  at  the  entertain¬ 
ments  in  the  hall.  Thirty-nine  males  and  57  females  have  the 
privilege  of  walking  beyond  the  asylum  precincts.  The  staff  of 
attendants  has  been  reduced  by  one  in  the  male  division.  The 
nurses  remain  as  before,  and  on  either  side  the  proportion  to  the 
number  of  patients  is  large. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  paupers  is  10  s.  6  d. ;  the  private 
patients,  of  whom  there  are  7  in  the  male  and  7  in  the  female  divi¬ 
sion,  paying  from  12  s.  to  21s.  To-day  there  are  vacancies  for  44 
men  and  39  women. 

The  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  generally  good,  and  no  special 
or  epidemic  disease  has  prevailed  during  the  past  year.  Brain 
disease  proved  fatal  in  11  cases;  7  patients  died  from  exhaustion,

of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy . 

3  from  epilepsy ;  the  same  number  from  lung  disease,  3  from  Appendix  (C.) 
senile  decay,  and.  1  from  erysipelas;  no  inquest  was  held  in  any 
case.  At  present  12  men  and  23  women  are  registered  as  under  Bucks  AsyIum‘ 
medical  treatment. 

We  thought  the  condition  of  the  wards  very  good.  The  bedding 
has  been  entirely  remade,  and  is  very  clean  and  comfortable. 

The  dinners  to-day  consisted  of  meat  and  vegetables,  and  were 
good  and  abundant.  There  has  been  an  alteration  in  the  dietary 
by  the  introduction  of  Australian  in  lieu  of  fresh  meat  on  two  days 
in  the  week  ;  we  had  no  complaints  on  the  score  of  food,  nor  indeed 
on  any  other  matter ;  and  it  will  be  seen  by  the  above  report  that 
the  condition  of  the  asylum  continues  to  be  creditable  and  satis¬ 
factory. 


Cambridge  County,  &c.,  Asylum. 

19  August  1872. 

We  have  this  day  visited  the  asylum,  inspected  it  in  all  its  de-  Cambridge 
partments,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  women  absent  on  trial.  Asylum, 
seen  all  the  patients.

All  but  eight  of  the  patients  (males)  are  chargeable  to  unions  in 
the  County,  Borough,  and  Isle  of  Ely. 

The  eight  men  referred  to  are  mostly  from  Thetford. 

The  ordinary  weekly  rate  for  maintenance  is  10  5.  4J  d. ;  that  for 
out  county  patients  145. 

The  assigned  causes  of  death  were  as  follows :  gangrene  of  the 
arm  2  ;  phthisis  and  other  disease  of  the  lungs  7  ;  general  paralysis 
and  other  brain  disease  7  ;  exhaustion  after  mania  3 ;  epilepsy  4 ; 
diarrhoea  2 ;  senile  decay  and  other  ordinary  causes  6. 

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  only  six  cases. 

In  reference  to  the  case  of  one  of  the  epileptics,  who  was  found 
dead  in  bed  last  night,  a  little  before  1 1  o’clock,  having  been  seen 
by  the  night  attendant  two  hours  previous,  we  recommend  that 
the  visits  of  the  night  attendant  be  made  every  hour,  and  that 
means  be  adopted  to  check  those  visits  in  the  male  division,  as  now 
in  the  female ;  also,  that  whenever  practicable,  epileptics  be  placed 
in  dormitories  under  special  supervision. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit,  8  males 
and  5  females  have  been  secluded,  the  former  altogether  on  20,  and 
O.Go.  n  3  the 
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(C.)  the  latter  on  9  occasions ;  several  once  only.  There  has  been  no 
case  of  restraint. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Institution  is  at  present  very  good ;  the 
patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  five  on 
the  male  side,  and  nine  on  the  female.  We  found  no  patient  of 
either  sex  in  bed. 

We  have  much  satisfaction  in  reporting  most  favourably  of  the 
personal  condition  and  demeanour  of  the  patients  generally,  no  one 
of  whom  at  the  time  of  our  visit  was  under  excitement. 

Divine  service  is  at  present  performed  in  the  room  on  the  male 
side,  used  as  the  general  recreation  hall,  but  will  very  shortly  be 
resumed  in  the  chapel,  the  restoration  of  which  is  nearly  com¬ 
pleted. 

From  35  to  40  of  the  male  patients  are  employed  on  the  farm  and 
land ;  5  as  shoemakers,  7  as  tailors,  5  assisting  the  painter  and 
engineer,  and  about  35  in  the  wards.  Of  the  females  55  are  usually 
engaged  in  needlework  and  knitting,  from  21  to  24  in  the  laundry 
department,  6  in  the  kitchen  and  offices,  and  45  in  the  wards. 

The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise,  recreation,  and  amuse¬ 
ments,  and  otherwise  generally,  continue  as  heretofore. 

We  found  the  several  corridors  and  day-rooms,  the  dormitories 
and  single  sleeping-rooms,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  throughout 
the  asylum  clean  and  in  the  best  order,  and  the  wards  of  both  divi¬ 
sions  are  rendered  cheerful  by  suitable  decorations. 

The  airing-courts  are  very  well  kept,  and  enlivened  with  flower 
beds. 

Amongst  the  more  important  improvements  since  the  last  visit, 
we  have  to  enumerate  the  following: — 

The  raising  the  roofs  of  the  airing-court-rooms ;  the  painting  and 
colouring  many  of  the  wards  ;  the  formation  of  a  watercloset  m 
female  ward  No.  1  (containing  about  60  patients)  with  three  pans  in 
lieu  of  one  ;  proper  ventilation,  where  required,  to  soil  pipes. 

We  desire  to  draw  attention  to  the  want  of  a  room  for  needle¬ 
women,  and  a  suitable  shop  for  upholsterers,  both  of  which  are  much 
needed. 

The  ventilation  of  both  the  laundry  and  wash-house  is  defective, 
and  we  recommend,  as  means  of  improving  it,  louvres  and  skylights 
in  the  roofs. 

In  consequence  of  the  fire  which  occurred  in  March  last,  and 
which  at  a  later  hour  might  have  been  attended  with  most  disastrous 
consequences,  we  would  urge  upon  the  Committee  the  great  im¬ 
portance  of  adopting  all  practicable  means  for  the  earliest  extinction 
of  fire.  So  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  no  additional  precautions  have 
as  yet  been  taken. 

Although  the  fire  which  took  place  during  Dr.  Bacon’s  absence 
in  London,  was  providentially  arrested  without  immediate  injury  to 
any  patient,  the  most  serious  results  were  at  one  time  imminent, 
and  the  occurrence  points  with  the  greatest  force  to  the  great  risk 
of  leaving  an  institution  of  this  magnitude  even  for  the  shortest 
period  without  the  presence  of  a  medical  officer. 

We  are  informed  that  the  Committee  propose  reconsidering  the 
question  of  appointing  an  assistant  medical  officer  when  the  intended 
alterations  and  additions  shall  have  been  effected.  We  much 

regret 
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regret  that  the  carrying  out  of  this  most  important  requirement  APPeri(llx  (c)« 

should  be  made  contingent  upon  the  enlargement  of  the  asylum, 

more  especially  as  there  is  at  present  little  hope  of  this  taking  place,  Asylum*^ 

inasmuch  as  at  the  last  Sessions  the  scheme  was  withdrawn,  money 

being  voted  only  for  the  removal  of  the  boilers.  So  far,  therefore, 

as  respects  the  insufficient  day-room  accommodation,  the  want  of 

additional  water-closets  and  bath-rooms,  and  also  of  a  general  dining 

and  recreation-hall,  all  which  are  urgently  required,  the  asylum  is 

in  the  same  unsatisfactory  state  as  has  been  noticed  in  previous 

reports,  and  is  in  our  opinion  inadequate  and  unfit  for  the  proper 

accommodation  of  the  patients. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  wages  of  the  attendants  in  both 
divisions  have  been  recently  raised ;  those  on  the  male  side  now 
commencing  at  25  /.,  and  advancing  to  35 1. ;  and  those  on  the  female 
commencing  at  15/.,  and  rising  to  22/. 

We  had  no  complaints  made  to  us  by  any  of  the  patients,  and  we 
are  of  opinion  that  their  treatment  and  the  management  of  the 
asylum  continue  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 


Jo  i nt  County  Asylum,  Carmarthen. 

18  October  1872. 

In  the  course  of  our  official  visitation  of  this  asylum  to-day  we  Carmarthen 
have  inspected  every  part  of  the  building,  and  seen  all  the  resident  Asylum, 
patients.  There  are  on  the  books  the  names  of  286  patients,  of 
whom  145  are  men,  141  women.  Of  these  one  of  each  sex  are 
absent  on  trial,  and  a  woman  was  out  for  the  day  and  we  did  not 
see  her.

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Appendix  (c.)  It  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rate  has  been  remarkably  low,  and 
- -  amongst  the  females  there  has  been  no  death  since  the  4th  of  April. 

Carmarthen  Post-mortem  examinations  were  held  in  all  but  one  case  in  the 

Asylum.  male  division,  where  the  friends  objected.  There  was  an  inquest 

on  the  body  of  a  woman  who  ee  died  from  inflammation  of  the 
bowels.”  This  patient  was  admitted  on  the  2nd  of  April,  when 
various  wounds  and  bruises  were  discovered  on  her  person,  and  she 
died  on  the  4th.  Upon  the  post-mortem  examination  it  was  found 
that  several  of  her  ribs  were  broken  which  had  not  been  detected 
previous  to  death. 

The  present  state  of  the  inmates  is  healthy.  Last  week  17  men 
and  38  women  were  taking  medicine,  but  only  3  men  and  2  women 
were  in  bed  to-day.  No  one  was  in  seclusion.  Only  3  of  each  sex 
have  been  secluded  for  the  last  fifteen  months ;  the  males  on  7  and 
the  females  on  4  occasions.  There  has  been  no  restraint. 

Regarding  the  occupations  of  the  patients  it  is  stated  that  of  the 
men  105,  and  of  the  women  113,  are  regularly  employed  in  various 
ways.  Thirty  of  the  former  work  at  trades,  and  all  the  clothes  and 
shoes  are  made  in  th©  shops.  There  are  42  gardeners  and  agricultural 
labourers. 

Of  the  women,  the  majority  are  engaged  in  needlework,  but  12 
work  in  the  laundry  and  27  assist  the  attendants  in  the  wards. 

Prayers  continue  to  be  read  as  usual,  and  the  chaplain  has  meet¬ 
ings  for  scholastic  training  twice  a  week.  We  were  very  glad  to 
notice  a  large  increase  in  the  means  of  occupation  and  amusement 
distributed  in  the  wards,  and  to  observe  the  great  improvements 
which  have  been  effected  in  the  appearance  of  the  rooms  by  means 
of  new  paper  hanging,  painting,  and  the  supply  of  pictures  and 
objects  of  interest.  The  beneficial  effect  of  these  improvements  has 
been  proved  in  the  case  of  the  women  of  the  most  refractory  and 
impulsive  class,  who  now  occupy  a  new  day  room  (No.  5),  which  is 
in  every  respect  as  well  furnished  as  those  for  the  quiet  inmates. 
Since  they  have  been  removed  to  it  a  marked  improvement  has  taken 
place  in  their  conduct,  there  has  been  less  excitement,  and  no  injury 
whatever  has  been  done  to  anything  in  the  room. 

The  new  wards  are  now  finished  and  conqfieted,  and  we  have  to 
speak  highly  of  the  excellent  way  in  which  they  have  been  finished 
and  furnished.  The  enlargement  of  the  dining-hall  has  also  been 
completed,  and  it  now  forms  a  very  fine  apartment,  in  which  we  saw 
250  out  of  the  286  present  inmates,  assembled  at  dinner.  Nothing 
could  have  been  better  behaved  than  they  were.  The  food  consisted 
of  stew,  the  meat  being  Australian  mutton,  apparently  well  cooked. 

Reverting  to  the  changes  and  additions  made  since  the  last  visit, 
we  have  to  mention  the  following: — The  new  general  bath-rooms 
and  lavatories  have  been  finished ;  sunshades  have  been  put  up  in 

the  airing-courts,  and  a  green-liouse  built  to  rear  plants  for  the 
wards. 

A  new  oven  has  been  erected. 

Notwithstanding  the  new  baths,  it  has  not  yet  been  found  prac¬ 
ticable  to  give  every  patient  fresh  water,  and  two  patients  are  still 
put  into  the  same  bath.  YVe  understand,  however,  that  means  will 
shortly  be  taken,  by  increasing  the  hot-water  supply,  to  remedy 
this  defect.  W  e  have  recommended  that  the  shower  bath  be 

properly 
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properly  ventilated,  by  the  insertion  in  the  door  of  a  large  sheet  of  Appendix  (C ) 
perforated  glass.  _ 

During  our  inspection  there  was  little  or  no  excitement,  and  no  Carmarthen 
one  was  secluded.  As  regards  the  clothing  of  both  sexes  we  can  AsyIum' 
speak  very  favourably,  but  we  should  be  glad  if  arrangements  could 
be  made  to  change  the  men’s  shirts  twice  a  week.  The  bedding  was 
throughout  in  proper  order,  and  the  means  for  personal  washing 
have  been  greatly  increased.  With  few  exceptions,  all  the  patients 
now  wash  in  their  dormitories. 

From  the.  above  report  it  will  be  seen  that  much  progress  has 
been  made  in  carrying  out  the  necessary  improvements  in  this 

asylum,  and  we  are  glad  to  record  the  satisfaction  we  have  derived 
from  our  visit.

The  only  inquest  held  was  in  the  case  of  a  man  found  dead  in  bed, 
the  verdict  being,  t£  Death  from  natural  causes.”  The  patients 
secluded  since  the  last  visit,  as  appears  by  the  medical  journal,  have 
been  two  of  each  sex  ;  the  men  altogether  on  six  occasions,  and  the 
women  once  each.  There  has  not,  during  that  period,  been  any  case 
of  restraint.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  to  the  several  wards  there 
was  a  remarkable  absence  of  excitement.  The  patients  of  both 
sexes  and  all  classes  were  quiet  and  orderly  in  demeanour,  and  their 
personal  condition  was  in  every  respect  satisfactory.  On  the  Sunday 
before  our  visit.  Divine  service  in  the  chapel  was  attended  by  116 
males  and  108  females.  On  the  week  days  the  morning  prayers  in 
the  hall  are  attended  by  upwards  of  70  patients  of  each  sex.

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  at  present  good.  The  patients 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment  are  14  of  each  sex. 

Satisfactory  provision  continues  to  be  made  for  the  recreation  and 
amusement  of  the  patients,  who  also  are  taken  out  daily  for  walks 
as  before. 

We  saw  the  patients  in  the  large  female  ward  at  dinner,  which 
was  good  and  ample,  and  comfortably  served.  The  patients  con¬ 
tinue  to  dine  in  their  several  wards.  We  regret  that  the  recom¬ 
mendation  made  at  the  last  and  previous  visits  that  the  patients 
should  dine  and  take  their  other  meals  in  the  recreation  hall  has  not 
been  carried  out,  and  we  trust  the  subject  will  receive  the  further 
consideration  of  the  Committee. 

We  gave  special  attention  to  the  subject  of  clothing  and  the 
materials  in  store,  and  found  the  same  of  very  good  quality  and 
the  supply  ample.  The  male  patients  have  recently  been  furnished 
with  substantial  and  comfortable  overcoats  for  walking  out  and  going 
to  the  chapel  services. 

The  wards  throughout  at  the  time  of  our  visit  were  vjry  clean 
and  in  good  order,  and  the  ventilation  everywhere  was  excellent. 

There  was  not  in  the  closets  or  any  other  part  perceptible  an 
offensive  odour. 

The  patients  now  all  have  hair  mattresses  and  pillows.  In  the 
female  division  there  are  under  blankets,  as  recommended  at  the 
last  visit,  on  all  the  beds,  and  blankets  are  now  interposed  between 
the  sheets  and  mackintosh  coverings  on  the  beds  of  patients  of 
faulty  habits.  On  the  male  side,  however,  the  recommendations  on 
the  subject  were  noticed  by  us  not  to  have  been  carried  out,  of  which 
Dr.  Davidson  stated  to  us  that  he  had  not  been  aware.  It  is  right, 
however,  to  observe  that  all  the  beds  were  clean  and  in  proper  order, 
and  furnished  each  with  three  good  blankets,  of  which  there  is  an 
abundant  store. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  beds  have,  as  then  suggested,  been  removed 
from  the  corridor  of  No.  2  ward. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  we  have  to 
record  the  following  : — 

1.  The  old  reception-room  has  been  converted  into  a  dispensary, 
which  is  conveniently  situate,  of  good  size,  and  well  lighted  and 
fitted  up. 

<  2.  The  dangerous  steps  from  No.  1  to  No.  5  ward  in  the  male 
division  have  been  removed  and  replaced  by  a  safe  inclined  plane. 

3.  The 
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3.  The  principal  male  airing-court  has  been  greatly  improved  by  Appendix  (c.) 

the  substitution  of  asphalt  for  rough  gravel  on  the  walks.  — * 

4.  The  day-room  of  male  ward  No.  6  has  been  generally  renovated,  Cheshire 

and  in  the  same  ward  the  old,  offensive  urinals  have  been  removed,  Asylums, 
and  the  lavatory  has  been  refitted.  (Chester.) 

5.  Cocoa  matting  of  a  superior  kind  and  neat  pattern  has  been 
laid  down  in  all  the  wards  excepting  Nos.  4  and  5  in  the  male  divi¬ 
sion,  and  5  in  the  female. 

6.  Lockers,  forming  also  comfortable  settees,  have  been  introduced 
into  the  day-rooms  of  Nos.  2  and  3  wards  on  each  side,  of  which 
the  attendants  keep  the  keys,  for  the  safe  custody  of  all  articles  of 
a  dangerous  kind,  as  shovels  and  scullery  utensils,  &c.,  by  means  of 
which  patients  might  injure  each  other. 

7.  The  dining-room  of  No.  6  female  ward  is  no  longer  occupied 
as  a  dormitory,  but  has  been  restored  to  its  original  purposes. 

8.  In  the  laundry,  sliding  doors  have  been  introduced  to  confine 
the  hot  air  to  the  drying-room.  The  temporary  male  building  is 
about  immediately  to  be  pulled  down,  and  the  bricks  will  be  used 
for  walling  in  the  farm-yard,  and 'the  wood  for  seats  and  sunshades 
on  the  boundary  walk.  The  female  temporary  building  is,  at  the 
same  time,  to  be  converted  into  an  open  shed  freely  accessible  from 
the  airing-ground,  and  in  connexion  with  the  glazed  corridor.  The 
distribution  of  the  patients  as  to  chargeability  is  as  follows: —

The  staff  of  attendants  is  now  as  follows: — Male  side,  21,  in¬ 
cluding  the  farm  bailiff  and  artizans.  Female  side,  18,  including  the 
laundry  maids. 


During  the  past  year  5  male  attendants  were  discharged  for  mis¬ 
conduct,  9  left  voluntarily,  and  12  have  been  engaged. 

On  the  female  side  6  left  voluntarily  (3  of  them  to  be  married), 
and  4  have  been  engaged. 

The  frequent  changes  among  the  male  attendants  calls,  we  think, 
for  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

We  have  only  to  add  that  Dr.  Davidson  continues  to  superintend 
and  manage  the  institution  with  great  zeal  and  careful  attention. 


Cheshire  Asylums® — ~2.  Macclesfield. 

15  July  1872. 

Since  the  last  visit,  on  the  11th  September  1871,  the  patients  in  Cheshire 
this  asylum  have  increased  in  number  from  244  to  368.  Of  these.  Asylums. 

153  are  men,  and  215  women.  There  have  been  183  admissions,  (Macclesfield0 
viz.,  57  men  and  126  women,  and  11  of  the  former  and  28  of  the 
latter  have  been  discharged  recovered,  besides  1  man  and  3  women 
relieved,  and  1  woman  found  to  be  not  insane.

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  21  eases,  and  2  inquests 
were  held  on  the  bodies  of  male  patients,  1  of  whom  died  suddenly 
from  disease  of  the  heart,  and  the  other  committed  suicide  by  stran¬ 
gulation.  There  was  also  a  death,  included  amongst  those  assigned 
to  lung  and  chest  disease  in  the  above  list  which  was  quite  sudden, 
and  attributed  in  the  register  to  ce  asphyxia  from  vomited  food.”  In 
connection  with  this  case  we  made  some  inquiries  as  to  the  mode  in 
which  the  notices  to  the  coroner  were  drawn  up,  and  found  that 
they  were  not  in  accordance  with  the  44th  section  of  the  Lunacy 
Acts  Amendment  Act  of  1862.  We  have  pointed  out  this  omission 
to  Dr.  Deas,  who  will  in  future  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
are  strictly  complied  with. 

Amongst  the  patients  are  1  male  and  5  females  of  the  private 
class,  25  males  and  32  females  from  out-counties,  and  20  women 
who  are  received  under  a  contract  from  the  Derby  Asylum.  The 
charge  for  the  Cheshire  patients  is  now  9  s.  11  d.  a  week.  The  out- 
counties  pay  14  s.9  the  Derby  patients  10  s.}  and  the  private  patients 
from  18  s.  to  20  s.  As  regards  the  Derby  patients,  it  is  stipulated 
that  they  shall  all  be  of  a  quiet,  harmless  class. 

The  asylum  is  now  furnished  and  fitted  so  as  to  be  capable  of  at 
once  receiving  450  patients,  and,  according  to  an  estimate  recently 
made,  there  is  space  for  the  accommodation  of  700. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  levelling  and  laying  out 
the  grounds  and  airing-courts,  and  we  are  glad  to  find  that  the  Com  ¬ 
mittee  have  purchased  a  farmhouse  and  11  acres  of  land  adjoining 
the  asylum  estate,  by  which  the  arrangement  for  the  disposal  of  the 
sewage  will  be  rendered  more  complete.  This  addition  will  also 
prove  a  source  of  profit  to  the  asylum. 

Inside  the  building  we  noticed  that  painting  and  colouring  has 
been  commenced,  and  there  is  more  furniture  and  more  means  of 
amusement  and  occupation.  Everywhere  to-day  we  found  the  air 

pure, 
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pure,  and  the  rooms  in  excellent  order,  the  bedding  also  was  well  Appendix  (c.) 
attended  to,  and  of  good  quality. 

We  have  a  good  report  to  make  of  the  condition  of  the  patients, 
who  were  generally  free  from  excitement,  and,  both  as  regards  (Macclesfield.) 
clothing  and  personal  cleanliness,  in  a  very  satisfactory  state. 

We  saw  68  men  and  94  women  at  dinner,  but  as  yet  the  sexes  are 
not  associated  at  their  meals. 

The  men  dine  in  an  apartment  intended  hereafter  for  a  reading- 
room,  and  the  women  use  the  large  recreation  hall.  There  were  no 
complaints  regarding  the  food,  which  consisted  of  beef  and  bacon, 
with  potatoes,  bread,  and  beer. 

We  thought  the  provisions  very  good,  and  the  allowances  abun¬ 
dant.  The  hall  is  also  made  use  of  weekly  for  associated  entertain¬ 
ments,  consisting  of  dances,  with  singing,  card-playing,  &c.  There 
have  also  been  dramatic  performances,  conjuring,  amateur  concerts 
with  readings,  and,  last  Christmas,  a  grand  ball,  Christmas- 
tree,  &c.  &c. 

A  good  library  has  been  commenced,  and  there  is  a  fair  supply  of 
daily  and  weekly  papers,  and  illustrated  periodicals. 

The  numbers  present  at  the  weekly  associated  meetings  are  about 
160  of  both  sexes,  and,  on  an  average,  76  men  and  85  women  attend 
the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel,  the  number  not  being  much 
smaller  on  week  days.

A^yiums.  an(j  epileptics,  the  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  good,  and  we  only 

(i  aeces  e  pounq  2  men  and  1  woman  in  bed  to-day.  One  of  the  former  was 

in  seclusion,  and,  according  to  the  register,  9  men  and  11  women 
have  been  secluded  since  the  last  visit,  the  former  altogether  on  44, 
and  the  latter  upon  60  occasions. 

One  woman  had  her  hands  tied  on  9  occasions  for  surgical  reasons, 
and  a  man  has  worn  gloves  with  a  view  to  prevent  his  indulging  in 
bad  habits.  This  restraint  has  been  imposed  during  the  last  fort¬ 
night.  To-day  we  noticed  a  woman  wearing  gloves  for  surgical 
reasons,  to  prevent  self-injury.  This  kind  of  restraint  has  been  in 
use  for  several  weeks,  but  has  not  been  recorded  in  the  medical 
journal. 

We  find  15  males  and  22  females  registered  as  under  medical 
treatment. 

We  have  made  all  the  usual  statutory  inquiries,  and  signed  and 
examined  the  various  books  and  registers. 

A  second  visit  to  the  asylum  has  confirmed  our  first  impression  as 
to  its  excellent  structural  arrangement  and  suitability  for  its  pur- 
pose. 

We  think  good  progress  has  been  made,  considering  the  short 
time  the  institution  has  been  opened,  and  that  its  present  condition 
and  management  is  very  creditable. 


Cornwall  County  Asylum. 

6  and  7  May  1872. 

Cornwall  Except  one  man,  who  is  away  on  trial,  we  have  seen  every 

Asylum.  patient  on  the  books  of  this  asylum,  and  have  visited  all  the  wards 
and  offices.  The  numbers  on  the  books  are  as  follows : — Private 
males,  21  ;  private  females,  25  ;  pauper  males,  184  ;  pauper  females, 
236  ;  total,  466. 

Since  the  28th  Feb]  :u ary  1871,  when  the  Commissioners  last 
visited,  26  private  and  90  pauper  patients  have  been  admitted,  and 
17  private  and  34  pauper  patients  have  been  discharged.  Of  the 
whole  number  discharged  34  were  recovered,  8  of  them  being  of  the 
private  class. 

The  deaths  of  7  private  and  39  pauper  patients  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  above  interval,  all  appear  to  have  been  from  ordinary 
causes,  except  that  of  a  man  who  hanged  himself  whilst  he  was  away 
on  triaL  On  his  body,  and  that  of  an  old  man,  who  died  suddenly 
from  apoplexy,  inquests  were  held.  There  have  been  only  8  post¬ 
mortem  examinations.  Only  10  instances  of  seclusion,  having 
reference  to  8  patients,  are  reported,  the  total  duration  of  this  seclu¬ 
sion  being  but  9  hours  and  6  minutes. 

I  here  is  record  of  3  males  and  4  females  whose  hands  have  been 
restrained  for  surgical  reasons,  and  last  week  10  patients  in  the  male 
and  16  in  the  female  division  were  under  medical  treatment. 

Notwithstanding 
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Notwithstanding  a  somewhat  large  proportion  ol  feeble  paralyzed 
cases,  the  general  bodily  health  of  the  inmates  is  good. 

In  both  divisions  the  patients  were  remarkably  quiet  and  orderly, 
and  they  were  personally  in  a  most  satisfactory  state.  We  have 
also  a  very  good  report  to  make  relative  to  the  cleanliness  and  good 
order  of  the  wards,  all  of  which  were  well  ventilated. 

Various  structural  improvements  have  recently  been  effected. 
The  remainder  of  the  old  iron  windows  in  the  corridors  and  dormi¬ 
tories  ot  the  women’s  wards  have  been  removed,  and  replaced  by 
ordinary  wooden  sashes.  Some  of  the  bath-rooms  and  closets  have 
been  improved,  in  many  instances,  indeed,  reconstructed. 

The  enlargement  of  the  laundry  has  been  completed,  and  a  pro¬ 
posed  increase  in  the  wash-house  accommodation  will  soon  be 
finished. 

There  has  been  painting  and  papering  in  wards  X  and  Y,  and  in 
the  private  patients’  building  very  judicious  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  furniture  and  decoration  of  the  rooms  and  galleries. 

Improvements  similar  to  these  will  gradually  be  carried  out  when 
needful,  in  other  parts  of  the  asylum. 

The  matter  requiring  the  earliest  attention  seems  to  be  the 
improvement  of  the  baths  and  closets  in  the  high  building,  where 
these  offices  are  very  confined  and  inconvenient. 

We  inspected  the  new  building,  which  has  made  good  progress, 
and  could  soon  be  rendered  fit  for  occupation,  so  soon,  indeed,  that 
no  time  should  be  lost  in  ordering  the  necessary  furniture.  There 
is  urgent  need  to  open  this  building  as  soon  as  possible,  for  the 
men’s  wards  are  quite  full ;  so  overcrowded,  in  fact,  that  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  hire  a  small  house  in  the  town,  where  7  of 
the  men  now  sleep. 

We  thought  the  new  wards  very  w^ll  arranged,  and  they  will, 
when  finished  and  completed,  afford  accommodation  of  a  very 
superior  description. 

We  find  nothing  new  to  report  as  to  the  occupations  of  the 
patients,  or  their  attendance  at  the  chapel  services.  Employment 
of  a  useful  description  is  found  for  140  men  and  about  160  women, 
and  the  congregation  at  the  chapel  is  said  to  vary  from  230  in 
summer  to  180  in  winter,  a  somewhat  small  proportion  of  the  total 
inmates. 


Owing  to  the  want  of  a  large  room,  the  paupers  of  both  sexes 
cannot  be  associated  at  the  dinner  hour :  nor  is  it  yet  the  custom 
here  to  allow  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  to  dine  together. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  a  further  advance  has  been  made  in 
the  wages .  of  the  attendants  and  nurses.  Any  of  the  former,  who 
have  been  in  the  service  of  the  asylum  12  years,  receive  an  increase 
of  50  s.  per  annum,  and  those  who  have  been  15  years  get  5  /. 

The  nurses,  instead  of  the  annual  increase  of  10  6-.,  formerly 
allowed,  now  get  20  s.9  and  an  addition  of  2  a  year  after  15  years’ 
service. 

W e  have  derived  pleasure  from  our  visit,  owing  to  the  excellent 
order  in  which  we  found  everything,  and  the  evident  care  and 
attention  given  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients  by  Dr.  Adams,  who 
is  now  assisted  by  Dr.  Neal,  who  has  succeeded  Mr.  Derby,  resigned. 
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Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Asylum. 


Cumberland 
and  Westmor¬ 
land  Asylum. 


20  February  1872. 

Upon  our  visit  to  the  asylum  this  clay,  we  have  inspected  all  the 
wards,  offices,  workshops,  and  airing-courts,  and,  with  the  exception 
of  one  woman,  absent  on  trial,  have  seen  and  examined  all  the 
patients,  407  in  number;  viz.:  223  of  the  male  and  184  of  the 
female  sex.  Of  the  former,  11,  and  of  the  latter,  9,  are  of  the  private 
class;  and  of  the  paupers,  10  males  and  16  females  are  Lancashire 
patients. 

The  ordinary  weekly  rate  for  maintenance  is,  at  present,  95.  0 id., 
and  that  for  out-county  and  private  patients,  14  s. 

Since  the  21st  April  1871,  the  date  of  the  last  visit  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners,  59  males  and  39  females  have  been  admitted,  and  38  males 
and  29  females  discharged,  21  of  the  former  and  21  of  the  latter 
being  recovered,  and  25  males  and  14  females  have  died,  all  from 
causes  ordinary  in  asylums.  In  no  case  has  an  inquest  been  held. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  satisfactory.  There  has  not 
been  therein,  since  the  last  visit,  any  diarrhoea  of  an  epidemic 
character,  or  other  epidemic  disorder.  The  patients  last  registered 
as  under  medical  treatment  were  21  on  the  male  side,  and  31  on  the 
female. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  the  patients  since  the  last  visit 
subjected  to  mechanical  restraint,  all  for  surgical  reasons,  have  been 
2  males  and  1  female.  We  found  the  latter  in  bed,  and  so  restrained,  * 
her  hands  being  confined  in  order  to  prevent  her  removing  surgical 
appliances. 

During  the  same  period  12  males  and  2  females  are  recorded  as 
having  been  secluded,  the  former  altogether,  on  60  occasions,  and 
the  latter,  once  each.  One  woman,  who  was  ill  in  bed,  and  who,  as 
stated,  would  otherwise  wander  about,  was  at  the  time  of  our  visit 
locked  into  her  room.  As  this  was  not  on  account  of  mental  excite¬ 
ment  she  had  not  been  considered  as  secluded  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act.  We  are  clearly  of  opinion,  and  so  intimated  to  Dr. 

(  louston,  that  her  case  ought  properly  to  be  entered  in  the  journal 
as  one  of  seclusion.  Upon  this  question  we  desire  to  refer  to  the 
report  by  two  of  our  Board  of  1870,  wherein  it  was  stated,  that 
wherever  a  patient  is  locked  up  alone  during  the  day,  the  fact 
ought  to  be  recorded  under  the  head  of  seclusion.

Divine 
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Divine  service,  on  Sundays,  is  attended  by  108  male  and  63 
female  patients,  and  70  males  and  46  females  are  usually  present  at 
daily  morning  prayers. 

i  he  male  patients  unable  to  work  on  the  farm  are,  as  a  general 
rule,  taken  out  for  walks,  sometimes  into  the  country,  three  times  a 
week,  and  the  farm  labourers  on  Sundays. 

1  he  female  patients  able  to  walk,  excepting  those  working  in  the 
laundry  and  kitchen,  are  taken  out  once  or  twice  a  week,  and  the 
latter  on  Sundays,  for  walks  on  the  estate;  and  all  the  latter  class 
ot  females  walk  in  parties  beyond  the  grounds  on  Wednesdays. 

The  patients  enjoy,  on  Wednesday  evenings,  weekly  entertain¬ 
ments,  consisting  of  dances,  concerts,  lectures,  &c.  The  men  play 
at  cricket,  quoits,  bagatelle,  and  other  games. 

Hi  ere  is  a  good  supply  of  books,  newspapers,  and  periodicals. 
A  bi-weekly  local  paper  is  sent  into  every  "ward. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  at  the  time 
ot  our  visit,  was  quite  satisfactory. 

In  No.  1  female  ward  there  was  much  noise  and  excitement,  as  on 
the  occasion  of  the  last  visit,  and  no  doubt,  we  think,  from  a  similar 
cause,  viz. :  the  congregation,  under  the  charge  of  only  four  atten¬ 
dants,  of  nearly  50  patients  of  a  violent  and  troublesome  class.  W e 
again  suggest  the  subdivision  of  this  ward,  and  we  think  that  further 
efforts  should  be  made  to  reform  the  habits  and  conduct  of  the 
patients  of  the  class  referred  to,  by  the  removal  of  some  of  the  worst 
into  other  wards,  which  elsewhere  we  have  found  to  be  attended 
with  successful  results. 

We  saw  the  patients  assembled  at  dinner  in  the  hall  and  female 
work-room  ward.  Their  demeanour  was  most  orderly,  and  the 
dinner,  consisting  of  excellent  potatoe  hash,  with  milk  for  drink, 
was  comfortably  served. 

e  have  again  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  condition  of  the 
several  wards  and  rooms,  which  were  clean  and  in  good  order.  The 
atmosphere  also  throughout  was  untainted,  excepting  in  one  instance, 
onf  female  side,  of  the  temporary  escape  of  gas. 

I  he  bedding  is  substantial  and  abundant,  and  the  beds,  which  are 
ail  of  hair  on  canvas  stretchers,  are  generally  good.  We  noticed, 
however,  in  the  male  division  two  or  three  bed  ticks,  and  in  some 
othei  cases,  blankets,  soiled.  W  e  also  observed,  in  No.  1  female  ward, 
one  bed,  which  consisted  of  hair  enclosed  in  very  strong  painted 
canvas  (occupied  by  a  dirty  and  destructive  patient),  unyielding  and 
hard  as  a  board,  and  which  should  be  at  once  disused. 

The  small  basement  wards  on  the  female  side,  referred  to  in  the 
last  report,  have  been  brought  into  occupation.  .  A  boarded  floor  has 
not  been  substituted  for  that  of  stone  in  the  large  dormitory,  as 
therein  recommended,  which  we  again  strongly  urge. 

iwro  patients  still  continue  to  sleep  in  the  old  lavatory,  in  No.  2 
female  ward,  without  the  range  of  basins  having  been  removed,  as 
suggested. 

.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  female  general  airing-court  has, 
since  the  last  visit,  been  planted  with  trees  and  shrubs.  We  assume 
that  the  fences  of  iron  rails,  which  now  protect  those  in  the  three 
central  beas,  will  be  removed  as  soon  as  they  are  no  longer  required 
for  that  purpose. 

o.6o.  O  The 
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The  female  infirmary  airing-court  has  recently  been  improved 
by  the  covering  the  walks  with  asphalte,  made  on  the  premises,  and 
an  upper  layer  of  crushed  quartz,  thus  rendering  them  available  in 
wet  weather. 

We  learn,  with  satisfaction,  that  the  fund  derived  from  the  pay¬ 
ments  for  out-county  and  private  patients,  by  which  the  cost  of  the 
erection  of  a  detached  chapel  is  proposed  to  be  defrayed,  already 
amounts  to  1,500  /.,  whilst  the  estimate  is  2,000  l.  We  trust,  there¬ 
fore,  that  the  building  will  shortly  be  commenced. 

We  again  recommend,  for  further  and  early  consideration,  the 
question  of  increasing  the  number  of  single  rooms. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  changes  in  the  attendants,  during 
the  past  year,  have  been  unfrequent. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  completed  or 
in  progress,  we  may  also  mention  the  repainting  and  newly  papering 
the  walls  of  the  dormitories  in  No.  6  male  wing,  and  No.  3  ward  in 
the  same  division,  and  the  levelling  of  the  ground  to  the  north  of 
No.  6  male  ward,  for  the  formation  of  a  bowling  green. 

The  vacant  beds  now  are  in  number  14  in  the  male,  and  7  in 
the  female  division. 

We  have  made  the  statutory  inquiries,  and  examined  the  medical 
records,  which  are  carefully  kept.  From  these,  as  well  as  from  the 
satisfactory  condition  of  the  patients  generally,  and  the  asylum, 
we  think  that  there  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  great  and  active 
interest  shown  by  Dr.  Clouston  in  the  medical  and  moral  treatment 
of  the  inmates. 


Denbigh,  Anglesha,  &c.,  County  Asylum. 

4  May  1872. 

Denbigh  We  have  this  day  visited  the  asylum,  inspected  its  several 

wards,  offices,  and  workshops,  and  seen  all  the  patients  on  the 
books,  397  in  number,  viz.,  194  of  the  male  sex  and  203  of  the 
female.  Of  these,  13  males  and  12  females  are  private  patients  (all 
but  one  of  the  former  being  of  the  second  class),  160  males  and  177 
female  paupers  belonging  to  the  counties  in  union,  and  the  remainder, 
21  men  and  14  women,  paupers  from  Lancashire. 

The  weekly  charge  for  private  patients  of  the  first  class  is  21.  2  s., 
and  for  those  of  the  second,  II.  1  s.  The  ordinary  weekly  rate  for 
paupers  is  at  present  8  s.  2  d.,  and  that  for  out-county  patients,  from 
12  s.  10  d.  to  14  s.

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The  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes,  the  chief  being,  general  Appendix  (c.) 
paralysis  13  (all  in  the  male  division),  epilepsy  7,  and  phthisis  5. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  seven  cases.  There  has  Denbigh 
not  been  any  inquest.  Asylum. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  now  very  good,  the  patients 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  2  males  and  9 
females,  the  latter  taking  merely  sedatives.  There  are  in  the 
asylum  a  large  number  of  aged  and  feeble  cases,  and  we  found  11 
men  and  14  women  in  bed. 

The  patients  secluded  since  the  last  visit,  for  reasons  duly  recorded, 
have  been  5  males  and  4  females,  the  former  altogether  on  seven 
and  the  latter  on  10  occasions. 

According  to  the  latest  ward  returns,  125  males  and  107  females 
are  usefully  employed,  of  the  former;  41  work  on  the  land  and  16  at 
trades,  and  of  the  latter,  47  are  engaged  in  sewing  and  knitting,  18 
in  the  laundry  department,  and  9  in  the  kitchen.  Dr.  Jones 
assured  us  that  all  patients  capable  of  occupation  are  employed. 

The  numbers  attending  Divine  Service  on  Sundays,  morning  and 
afternoon,  are  about  70  from  the  male  and  60  from  the  female 
division,  and  on  week  days  between  30  and  40  men  and  upwards  of 
40  women. 

The  arrangements  for  associated  amusements,  including  weekly 
dances,  and  tne  number  of  patients  who  partake  of  them,  continue 
as  previously  reported;  and  good  provision  is,  as  we  are  informed 
by  Dr.  Jones,  made  for  the  enjoyment,  by  the  patients  of  both  sexes, 
of*  in-door  and  out-door  games. 

The  croquet  ground,  noticed  in  the  last  report  as  in  process  of 
formation,  has  be  completed.  Parties  of  female  patients,  to  the 
number  ol  50,  are  taken  out  for  country  walks  twice  a  week,  and 
from  60  to  70  males  are  similarly  taken  out  on  Sundays. 

In  passing  through  the  wards,  we  observed  very  few  books  or 
illustrated  papers,  and  we  think  it  very  desirable  that  more  should 
be  supplied,  and  immediately  accessible  to  the  patients. 

The  male  private  patients  have,  since  the  last  visit,  been  provided 
with  a  bagatelle  board.  W e  again  recommend  the  introduction  of 
a  similar  means  of  amusement  on  the  pauper  side. 

W e  found  the  male  patients,  generally,  quiet  and  orderly.  The 
dress,  however,  of  many,  was  in  an  unsatisfactory  state  as  to  cleanli¬ 
ness  and  repairs. 

Several  of  the  females  in  No.  4  ward  were  violently  excited  and 
noisy..  In  reference  to  the  inmates  of  this  ward,  we  suggest  the 
adoption  of  less  strict  classification,  so  as  to  avoid  the  congregation 
of  so.  large  a  proportion  of  the  worst  cases.  The  clothing  of  several 
was  in  very  indifferent  condition,  and  calls  for  more  attention  on  the 
part  of  the  attendants. 

The  corridors  and  day  rooms  of  this  ward,  and  the  corresponding 
one.  No.  9,  on  the  male  side,  are  most  cheerless,  and  we  strongly 
advise  the  introduction  therein  of  some  simple  decorations  and 
objects  of  interest  to  relieve  the  monotony  which  cannot  but 
injuriously  affect  the  patients;  and,  amongst  other  means  of  enliven¬ 
ing  them,  we  suggest  valances  to  the  windows  of  a  bright  colour. 

All  the  corridors  and  day-rooms  in  the  asylum  would  be  greatly 
improved  in  aspect  and  comfort  by  flowering  plants. 
o.6o.  O  2 
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Some  of  the  dormitories  are  over-crowded,  containing^  less  than 
510  cubic  feet  per  head.  We  found  the  beds  and  bedding  clean, 
but  we  noticed  that  many  of  the  sheets  were  much  worn,  and  some 
ragged,  and  a  considerable  dumber  of  beds  were  without  under- 
blankets. 

The  lavatories  are  inadequate  for  the  present  numbers  no  where, 
and  we  strongly  recommend  that  ranges  of  ordinary  basins  be  placed 
in  the  female  dormitories,  and  that  an  ample  supply  of  combs  and 
brushes  be  provided  in  the  lavatories  of  both  divisions.  Much 
requires  to  be  done  throughout  in  the  way  of  painting,  colouring, 
and  papering,  and  providing  matting,  carpets,  or  linoleum  for  the 
day-rooms  and  corridors,  especially  those  on  the  ground  floor,  which 
are  flagged.  The  single  rooms  with  flagged  floors  also  require 
recovering.  The  state  of  the  stucco  in  the  quadrangle  of  the 
old  building  calls  for  immediate  attention,  and  we  have  most  strongly 
to  urge  upon  the  visitors  the  construction  of  a  covered  Avay  from  the 
main  building  to  the  detached  day-room  of  No.  5  female  ward  and 
work-room,  the  want  of  which  is  greatly  felt  in  winter  and  rainy 
weather,  and  also  the  plastering  the  walls  of  the  rooms  referred  to. 

A  proper  dining-room  for  the  male  patients  is  much  needed,  and, 
we  think  that  a  very  suitable  one,  easily  accessible  from  the 
kitchen,  might  be  erected  at  a  little  expense  in  the  men’s  court, 
between  the  bath-room  and  existing  shed.  The  floor  of  the  latter  is 
in  a  very  bad  state,  and  should  be  relaid  with  quarries  or  some 
other  desirable  material.  We  also  submit  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Committee,  the  question  of  providing  large  and  better  workshops. 

We  saw  the  patients  in  several  wards,  at  dinner,  which  consisted 
of  meat  pie  and  rice,  of  very  good  quality.  We  regret,  however,  to 
say  that  the  small  quantity  of  beer  formerly  allowed  to  the  patients, 
generally,  has  been  withdrawn  from  the  dietary,  and  is  now  given 
only  to  the  working  men. 

The  chief  structural  improvements  which  we  have  to  notice  is  the 
completion  of  the  Turkish  bath,  which  has  been  in  full  operation  for 
upwards  of  six  months,  and  is  stated  to  be  much  liked  by  the 
patients,  who  use  it  generally,  in  lieu  of  baths  in  wards. 

The  water-closets  are  now  in  course  of  reconstruction  in  more 
convenient  positions,  in  male  wards  Nos.  9  and  10,  and  female, 
Nos.  3  and  4. 

The  additional  nurse,  suggested  at  the  last  visit,  has  been 
appointed,  but  there  is  still  no  chief  attendant.  We  are  of  opinion 
that  the  greatest  benefit  would  arise  from  the  appointment  of  a  chief 
attendant  in  each  division,  and  wre  further  recommend  that  the 
experiment  be  tried  of  employing  married  men  and  their  wives  in 
certain  of  the  male  wards,  an  arrangement  which  has  been  found  to 
work  very  satisfactorily  in  other  asylums. 

The  laying  out  and  planting  of  the  male  airing-courts  are  in 
progress,  and  the  female  courts  which  are  now  principally  turfed, 
are  about  at  once  to  be  laid  out  in  flower  beds. 

rihe  erection  of  a  sunshade,  or  summer-house,  in  the  female  court 
is,  as  we  are  informed,  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Edwards  has  lately  succeeded  Mr.  James  as  assistant  medical 
officer,  and  we  must  direct  his  attention  to  the  case  books,  which,  in 
many  instances,  are  not  dulv  entered  up.

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We  have  no  doubt  of  the  kindness  and  consideration  with  which  Appendix  (C.) 
the  patients  are  treated,  and  great  credit  continues  to  be  due  to  Dr. 

Jones  for  his  successful  management  of  the  institution. 


Derby  County  Asylum. 


26  April  1872. 

W  E  h  ave  to-day  visited  the  asylum,  inspected  all  its  wards,  Derby  Asylum, 
workshops,  offices,  and  premises,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  of 
each  sex  absent  on  trial,  and  a  male  criminal  who  escaped  about  six 
months  ago,  have  seen  all  the  patients. 

The  changes  in  the  patients  since  the  22nd  February  1871,  the 
date  of  the  last  visit  bv  members  of  our  Board,  have  been  as

The  deaths  were:  from  general  paralysis  6,  other  diseases  of  the 
brain  10,  epilepsy,  with  paralysis  7,  disease  of  heart  and  lungs  15, 
senile  decay,  &c.,  10.  Inquests  were  held  in  two  cases,  one,  that 
of  a  man  who  was  found  dead  in  bed  from  heart  disease  and  epilepsy, 
and  tne  other,  also  of  a  male,  who  died  a  few  hours  after  admission, 
irom  exhaustion  after  mania.  Post-mortem  examinations  were 
made  in  both  instances. 

The  patients  on  the  books  are  now  388  in  number,  viz.  181 
males  and  207  females.  This  number,  however,  includes  20  female 
patients  who  were  in  January  last  transferred  under  contract  to  the 
Macclesfield  Asylum,  and  who  were  not  discharged  from  the  books 
of  this  asylum  as  they  ought  to  have  been. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes  were  found  by  us,  on  the  whole,  in  a 
very  tranquil  state,  and  the  only  complaints  we  had  made  to  us  were 
of  their  detention. 

They  were  clean  in  person  and  well  dressed.  All  the  men  have 
special  suits  for  Sundays,  and  the  only  suggestion  we  have  to  make 
is  that  the  shirts  of  all  the  men  should  be  changed  twice  a  week. 

Ihe  general  health  of  the  patients  is  good,  and  we  found  only  two 
of  each  sex  in  bed. 

The  patients  registered .  as  under  medical  treatment  are  47  in 
number,  20  in  the  male  division  and  27  in  the  female. 

No  one  was  in  seclusion,  and  it  appears  by  the  medical  journal 
that,  since  the  last  visit,  1 1  males  and  10  females  have  been  secluded, 
the  former  altogether  on  25,  and  the  latter  on  15  occasions.  There 
has  not  been  any  restraint. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service,  and  the  arrangements  for 
°*6o.  O  3  exercise, 
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Appendix  (c.)  exercise,  recreation,  and  amusement  continue  as  previously  re- 
ported. 

Derby  Asylum.  qqie  ward  returns  show  that,  of  the  male  patients,  31  are 
employed  on  the  land,  10  as  artizans,  and  39  in  the  wards;  and 
that,  of  the  females,  60  are  engaged  in  needle-work,  knitting,  &c., 
and  22  in  the  laundry. 

No  patients  are  employed  as  shoemakers,  all  the  repairs  and  new 
work  being  done  by  one  paid  man,  and  the  number  who  work  in  the 
tailor’s  shop  are  very  few ;  but  the  greater  part  of  the  clothes  are 
made,  and  all  the  repairs  are  done,  in  the  asylum. 

The  several  wards  and  rooms  were  found  by  us  clean  and  in 
excellent  order;  and  the  beds  (which  were  all  of  horse  hair),  were 
in  a  very  creditable  state,  and  the  bedding  ample. 

The  chief  structural  improvement  we  have  to  notice  as  effected 
since  the  last  visit,  has  been  the  conversion  in  the  ground  floor  and 
upper  wards  in  each  side,  of  the  central  of  three  adjoining  bath¬ 
rooms  into  a  dressing-room,  with  openings  into  the  bath-rooms,  the 
floors  being  covered  with  linoleum. 

Orders  have  been  given  for  the  erection  of  sun-shades  in  the  back 
airing-courts  on  each  side,  and  we  hope  that  this  want  will  be 
supplied  also  in  the  front  courts. 

More  planting  is  required  in  several  of  them,  and  we  strongly 
recommend  the"  enlargement  of  that  connected  with  No.  2  male 
ward,  which  can  be  readily  effected,  and  also  the  removal  of  the 
division  wall  between  the  two  back  female  courts,  and  lowering  the 
walls  of  that  attached  to  the  new  building. 

We  trust  by  degrees  the  slate  floors  of  the  single  rooms  in  male 
ward  No.  2,  and  female  ward  No.  9,  will  be  replaced  by  boards. 

An  additional  attendant  has  recently  been  appointed  in  female 
ward  No.  7,  and  a  special  night  attendant  in  each  division.  The 
important  question  of  raising  the  scale  of  wages  is,  we  are  glad 
to  find,  about  to  be  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Committee. 

Dr.  Hitchman,  who  so  zealously  acted  as  Superintendent  from  the 
opening  of  the  Asylum  in  1851,  resigned  his  appointment  in 
February  last,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Lindsay,  formerly 
of  Hanwell,  who  we  feel  satisfied  will  make  every  effort  to  sustain 
the  reputation  of  the  Institution. 


Devon  County  Asylum. 

1  May  1872. 

Devon  Asylum.  Yesterday  and  this  day  we  have  been  engaged  in  the  inspection 
of  this  asylum,  which  we  visited  in  all  its  departments,  examining  all 
the  resident  patients,  and  making  the  usual  statutory  inquiries  as  to 
their  care  and  treatment.  On  the  books  yesterday  there  were  the 
names  of  272  men  and  444  women;  total,  716.  Of  these  7  men  and 
8  women  were  away  on  trial;  three  of  the  latter  being  only  removed 
to  cottages  in  the  village,  and  these  last  we  saw.

Since  our  colleagues’  visit  on  the  24th  February  1871,  212  patients 
have  been  admitted,  111  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  77  were 
reported  as  recovered,  and  70 — 36  men  and  34  women— have  died. 
The  deaths  seem  to  have  been  from  ordinary  causes ;  but  there  was 
one  death  from  suicide  by  drowning,  which  formed  the  subject  of  a 
coroner’s  inquest,  the  particulars  of  which  were  duly  reported  to 
our  Board.  Accepting  the  accommodation  on  the  footing  of  the 
present  overcrowded  dormitories,  we  learn  that  there  are  now  20 
vacant  beds  for  men,  and  that  there  is  one  woman  too  many  in  the 
female  division. 

The  South  Cottage,  no  doubt,  affords  very  good  accommodation 
for  women,  but  the  men  are  still  deprived  of  hospital  accommodation 
and  the  comforts  which  the  sick  can  alone  obtain  in  a  well-organised 
infirmary  ward. 

Some  comprehensive  plan  of  enlargement  must,  no  doubt  be 
adopted  ere  long,  as  there  are  now  only  60  borough  patients  on  the 
books.  Of  these  25  belong  to  Exeter,  14  to  Tiverton,  3  to  Bideford, 
8  to  Dartmouth,  9  to  Barnstaple,  and  1  to  Plymouth.  We  observe 
that  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  in  their  report  for  the  year  1871, 
recognise  the  inadequacy  of  the  chapel  and  bathing  accommodation, 
but  they  do  not  seem  to  have  taken  into  consideration  the  numerous 
other  most^  needful  additions  and  improvements  which  have  been 
suggested  in  former  entries,  nor  the  necessity,  ere  long,  of  providing 
for  more  patients.  It  is  not  the  custom  in  this  county,  as  is  the 
case  in  most  others,  to  publish  the  Commissioners’  reports  with  the 
annual  report  of  the  asylum  to  Quarter  Sessions.  The  new  mortuary 
recommended  to  be  provided  at  the  last  visit  has  been  completed, 
and  is  well  designed  and  suitable  ;  but  we  find  that,  in  regard  to  its 
erection,  the  same  course  has  been  followed  which  was  adopted  in 
1868,  when  new  wards  were  provided  in  connection  with  the  farm 
buildings.  The  works  have  been  begun  and  finished  without  any 
notice  being  given  to  us,  nor  the  plans  being  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  It  is  now  proposed  to  build  a 
general  bath-room,  and  to  add  to  the  farm  buildings,  and  the  works 
have  been  commenced  in  the  same  manner  without  notice.  The 
provisions  of  the  30th  and  45th  sections  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums 
Act,  1853,  are  very  clear  and  precise,  and  we  are  at  a  loss  to  un¬ 
derstand  wdiy,  in  this  respect,  they  should  have  been  twice  evaded. 

In  the  present  case  we  have  to  request  that  the  plans  and  esti¬ 
mates  for  the  dead-house  may  be  sent  up,  so  that  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  may  be  obtained.  As  regards  the  plans  for  the 
new  bath-rooms,  these  also  must  be  forwarded;  but  we  think  it  right 
o.Oo.  O  4  to 
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to  state  that  we  shall  not,  in  their  present  condition,  feel  justified  in 
recommending  their  approval.  We  have  carefully  considered  them, 
and  visited  the  site,  and  see  various  objections,  which  will  be  duly 
set  forth  when  the  plans  are  submitted. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  the  condition  in  which 
we  found  the  patients  of  both  sexes.  They  were  very  free  from 
excitement,  and  no  one  restrained  or  secluded.  Of  the  former,  there 
has  been  no  instance  since  the  last  visit,  and  seclusion  has  been  so 
sparingly  used  that  only  4  men  and  6  women  are  registered  as 
having  been  subjected  to  it,  the  former  on  four,  and  the  latter  on 
seven  occasions.  The  general  health  is  good,  although  there  are 
many  very  feeble  cases,  and  37  males  and  57  females  were  last  week 
under  medical  treatment.  We  thought  the  clothing  in  both  divisions 
very  good  and  judiciously  varied,  and  the  persons  of  the  patients 
were  clean,  a  fact  much  to  the  credit  of  the  attendants  and  nurses, 
when  we  consider  how  utterly  inadequate  are  the  means  for  personal 
washing.  The  rule  is  now,  that  not  more  than  four  patients  shall  be 
bathed  in  the  same  water.  The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is 
now  17  of  the  former,  and  27  of  the  latter.  We  think  these  num¬ 
bers  are  still  too  small  for  the  due  care  of  the  patients,  many  of 
whom  are  of  a  very  unfavourable  class.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
patients  seem  to  be  usefully  employed,  the  return  we  have  received 
comprising  247  men  and  267  women.  x4t  the  chapel  there  are  usually 
100  men  and  112  women,  numbers  which  by  no  means  represent  the 
proportion  of  patients  who  could  attend,  and  who  ought  properly  to 
be  provided  with  facilities  for  associated  worship.  There  are  weekly 
entertainments  in  the  day-room  of  the  detached  ward  for  women,  but 
the  125  patients  who  are  usually  present  might  be  doubled  in  num¬ 
ber  were  there  the  means  of  accommodating  them.  Walking  beyond 
the  grounds  is  allowed  to  about  50  patients  of  each  sex  on  two  days 
in  the  week,  and  we  saw  a  large  party  of  women  starting  this  after¬ 
noon  for  this  purpose.  The  dinners  on  both  days  were  excellent. 
The  dietary  remains  as  before  reported.  Notwithstanding  the 
improvement  we  notice  in  the  clothing,  we  hear  that  there  was  last 
year  a  saving  of  773  7.  upon  this  item  alone,  whilst  the  total  saving 
has  been  about  1,800/.,  and  the  weekly  charge  has  been  reduced 
irom  9  s.  6  c/.  to  85.  6  c/.  Since  the  dismissal  of  the  late  clerk  and 
steward,  a  different  system  of  keeping  the  accounts  has  been  adopted, 
and  a  clerk,  a  storekeeper,  and  an  auditor  have  been  appointed, 
apparently  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  asylum  funds.  There  has 
aiso  been  a  change  in  the  medical  staff,  Dr.  Burman  having  resigned 
on  obtaining  an  appointment  at  the  Wakefield  Asylum.  Dr.  Rees- 
Phillips  has  succeeded  him,  and  appears  to  be  very  efficient  and 
diligent  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  good  condition  in  which  we  found  the  asylum,  and  the  gene¬ 
rally  contented  state  of  the  patients,  afford  the  best  proof  that  Dr. 
Saunders  continues  to  exercise  both  skill  and  judgment  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  responsible  duties. 
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28  October  1872. 

W E  have  this  day  brought  to  a  conclusion  our  inspection  of  the  Dorset 
asylums  at  Charminster  and  Forston,  which  we  began  on  the  26th  Asylums* 
instant. 

The  patients  are  12  less  in  number  than  they  were  at  the  date  of 
our  colleagues’  visit  in  August  of  last  year;  they  are  now  490,  L  e.f 
222  men  and  268  women;  of  these  15  males  and  9  females  belong 
to  the  private  class. 

Two  men  and  4  women  are  absent  on  leave,  and  2  men  recently 
made  their  escape,  and  have  not  yet  been  retaken.  The  patients 
upon  the  books  are  distributed  thus  :  at  Charminster,  164  men  and 
186  women,  total  350;  at  Forston,  58  men  and  82  women,  total 
140. 

At  Charminster  every  bed  in  the  female  division  is  occupied,  but 
there  are  seven  vacant  beds  on  the  male  side.  At  Forston  it  is 
stated  that  accommodation  could  be  found  for  22  additional  patients  ; 
but  we  doubt  whether  this  is  possible  without  overcrowding.

The  Southampton  and  Poole  contracts  have  been  the 
subject  of  recent  correspondence  with  our  office.

There  has  been  no  coroner’s  inquest  upon  the  death  of  any  patient. 
Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  of  6  patients  only.  Al¬ 
though  small-pox  prevailed  in  the  neighbourhood*  no  patient  or 
servant  in  the  asylum  was  attacked.  The  possibility  of  a  recurrence 
of  that  or  some  other  contagious  and  epidemic  disease  suggests  the 
expediency  of  some  arrangement  whereby  patients  affected  might* 
in  separate  buildings*  be  isolated.  W e  understand  that  every  pre¬ 
caution*  as  regards  vaccination,  was  taken  by  the  superintendent. 

The  general  health  of  the  asylum  inmates  is  now  good;  13  men 
and  17  women  are  registered  as  taking  medicine.  We  visited  all 
the  wards,  offices*  and  workshops*  and  examined  every  patient  in 
residence. 

At  Charminster  the  patients  were,  with  one  or  two  exceptions, 
quiet  and  orderly*  generally  clean  in  person*  and  very  suitably 
dressed.  The  dinner  here  on  Saturday  last,  and  to-day*  consisted 
of  hashed  beef*  with  vegetables  of  two  kinds;  the  food  was  of  excel¬ 
lent  quality,  and  appeared  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  patients.  The 
only  complaint  made  to  us  on  the  score  of  diet  was  on  the  women’s 
side*  where  objection  was  expressed  to  the  gruel,  with  bread  only, 
given  for  breakfast.  We  suggest  for  consideration  by  the  Visitors 
the  substitution  of  tea,  with  bread  and  butter*  at  that  meal. 

At  Charminster  the  number  of  patients  in  bed  in  various  wards 
was  5  men  and  3  women.  There  is  no  infirmary  here.  We  think  it 
important  for  the  comfort  and  proper  nursing  of  the  infirm  and  sick, 
that  special  wards  should  be  set  apart  for  this  purpose ;  No.  2  ward 
in  each  division  would  be  convenient  and  suitable  for  infirmaries. 

In  some  of  the  wards  on  the  female  side  at  Charminster*  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  patients  to  attendants  is  very  large,  and*  particularly  at 
certain  periods*  the  staff  on  that  side  appears  to  us  as  insufficient. 
In  No  4  ward  there  are  52  patients*  and  in  No.  5  ward  there  are 
42*  several  of  them  epileptic*  and  in  each  of  those  wards  there  are 
only  two  attendants.  On  Sundays*  in  two  wards  together  contain¬ 
ing  68  patients*  it  seems  that  with  the  present  staff  two  attendants 
only  are  available  for  charge  of  all  there. 

The  wards  at  Charminster  were,  at  our  visit*  in  excellent  order. 
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The  corridors,  as  well  as  the  day-rooms,  have  been  greatly  improved 
by  painting-  and  papering  in  bright  and  well-chosen  colours  ;  more 
furniture  of  a  suitable  description  has  been  introduced ;  and  addi¬ 
tional  means  of  washing  have  been  provided,  though  in  some  of  the 
female  dormitories  some  further  provision  of  this  sort  appears  desir¬ 
able.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  throughout  in  good  order  ;  we, 
however,  recommend  the  supply  of  a  limited  number  of  low  padded 
bedsteads  for  the  use  of  epileptic  patients,  some  of  whom  now  sleep 
in  beds  placed  upon  the  floor. 

The  associated  bath-rooms  referred  to  in  the  last  entry  of  our 
colleagues  as  then  in  course  of  construction,  are  now  completed. 
Each  room  contains  four  baths,  and  separate  compartments  for 
dressing ;  the  arrangement  for  rapidly  filling  and  emptying  the  baths 
is  very  perfect ;  each  patient  is  now  bathed  here  in  clean  water. 
The  gas  brackets  in  the  water-closets,  which  were  unsafe,  as  afford¬ 
ing  facility  for  suicide,  have  been  removed,  but  some  secure  mode 
of  lighting  these  closets  is  now  much  needed. 

At  Forston,  where,  as  heretofore,  chronic  patients  only  are  placed, 
we  found  the  wards  throughout  very  clean,  and  the  patients  person- 
ally,  as  regards  dress  and  appearance,  in  a  satisfactory  condition, 
notwithstanding  many  are  of  faulty  habits.  We  were  glad  to  observe 
that  an  important  improvement  has  been  effected  there  since  the  last 
visit  by  members  of  our  Board.  We  allude  to  the  conversion  of  two 
dormitories  into  separate  bath-rooms,  each  containing  two  baths  of 
superior  construction  and  arrangement.  The  circular  lights  in  these 
rooms,  and  in  two  dormitories,  have  been  replaced  by  ordinary  sash 
windows.  These  appear  to  be  the  only  structural  changes  here  since 
last  visit.  As  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Committee  to  retain  Forston  as  part  of  the  permanent  asylum  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  county,  we  trust  that  the  necessary  structural 
alterations  already  recommended  by  the  Commissioners  in  the  last 
and  previous  entries,  will  now  be  energetically  pushed  forward.  We 
understand  that  the  lavatories  will  be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
the  old  bath-rooms,  and  that  sash  windows  will  there  also  be  intro¬ 
duced.  Pending  this  improvement,  the  water  supply  to  the  shower 
baths  should  be  placed  beyond  the  control  of  attendants.  At  this 
branch  asylum  we  have  again  to  press  for  the  appointment  of  a  night 
watch,  and  to  urge  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Visitors  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  lighting  the  wards  with  gas ;  the  present  lighting  arrange¬ 
ment  is,  we  think,  inconvenient  and  unsafe. 

No  one  was  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion  during  our  visit  at 
either  Charminster  or  Forston. 

Since  the  8th  August  1871,  according  to  the  medical  journal,  1 
woman  has  been  restrained  for  surgical  reasons  for  seven  hours,  and 
6  men  and  2  women  only  have  been  secluded,  the  former  upon  14 
and  the  latter  upon  10  occasions,  altogether. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service  at  Charminster  is  still  very 
small,  especially  among  the  women,  the  average  number  present  on 
the  Sunday  being  72  men  and  42  women;  and  at  daily  morning 
prayers,  33  men  and  25  women. 

The  records  of  employment  show  that  at  both  asylums,  besides 
those  engaged  as  ward  cleaners,  about  90  men  and  104  women  are 
usefully  occupied. 
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Appendix  (C.)  There  are  out-door  games  in  summer,  and  associated  entertain- 

-  ments  are  occasionally  given  in  the  excellent  recreation-hall ;  but 

Dorset  Asylums.  we  wish  that  they  were  more  frequent,  and  that  a  larger  number  of 
patients  were  submitted  to  their  influence  than  the  50  to  70  of  each 
sex  usually  present. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books  and  registers. 
The  entries  in  the  Forston  case-book  are  much  in  arrear,  having 
been  neglected  by  the  late  assistant  medical  officer,  Mr.  Stewart,  who 
has  since,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Symes,  resigned  ;  his  post  is 
temporarily  filled  by  Mr.  Barker.  Dr.  Pierce,  late  assistant  medical 
officer  at  Charminster,  has  also  resigned  by  desire  of  the  Committee, 
and  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Gillespie. 

We  have,  as  on  former  occasions,  pleasure  in  recording  our 
opinion  that  the  asylum  continues  to  be  ably  and  successfully  con¬ 
ducted.

20  and  21  February  1872. 

During  an  inspection  yesterday  and  this  day,  we  have  seen  and 
spoken  to  all  the  patients  in  both  divisions,  except  3  men  and 
7  women,  who  are  away  on  trial,  and  2  male  patients  who  have 
escaped,  and  have  not  yet  been  retaken. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  yesterday,  including  2  males  and 
5  females  of  the  private  class,  were  331  of  the  former,  and  281  of 
the  latter;  total,  612.  Allowing  a  proper  amount  of  cubical  space 
for  each  patient,  there  is  now  accommodation  for  620  inmates;  but 
the  vacant  beds  are  all  in  the  female  division;  and  notwithstanding 
the  completion  of  the  new  wing,  the  overcrowding  on  the  male  side 
is  very  great  everywhere,  and  especially  in  the  day-rooms.  This 
arises  from  the  occupation  by  35  men  of  a  large  sleeping-room 
belonging  to  the  female  wards,  with  no  corresponding  increase  in 
the  day  space,  and  also  because  one  of  the  male  galleries  is  still 
undergoing  repairs.  The  necessity  for  immediate  enlargement  of 
on  the  men’s  side,  is  most  urgent,  and  we  hope  that  steps  will  be 
taken  to  complete  the  male  wing  without  further  delay.  In  the 
meantime  we  are  informed  that  applications  are  shortly  to  be  made 
for  the  reception  of  about  20  men  into  some  other  asylum.  It 
should  be  observed,  when  the  wing  is  completed,  there  will  only  be 
accommodation  for  3/6  men,  exclusive  of  the  temporary  building, 
which  provides  for  /2,  but  which  is  now  in  such  a  bad  state  that  it 
must,  evidently,  ere  long  become  unfit  for  habitation. 

Since  our  colleagues’  last  visit,  in  November  last,  32  men  and 
25  women  have  been  admitted,  9  men  and  7  women  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  and  15  men  and  8  women  have  died.  Of  the  patients 
discharged  13  were  recovered.  The  chief  cause  of  death  was  general 
pai  alysis,  which  proved  fatal  in  9  cases ;  4  patients  died  of  phthisis, 
anc  3  from  asphyxia.  On  the  bodies  of  those  patients  who  were 
found  dead  in  bed  inquests  were  held. 

We  have  had  some  conversation  with  Dr.  Smith,  and  have  made 
some  suggestions  to  him,  with  a  view  of  making  special  provision 
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for  the  prevention  of  accidents  of  this  description,  and  for  the  better  Appendix  (C.) 
watching  of  suicidal  patients  during  the  night.  The  proportion  of 
old,  feeble,  and  paralysed  cases  is  large,  and  17  men  and  18  women  Durham 
were  in  bed;  and  82  men  and  69  women  are  registered  as  under  Asylum* 
medical  treatment.  No  instances  of  restraint  or  seclusion  are 
reported  since  the  last  visit. 

The  arrangements  for  occupation  and  recreation  remain  as  last 
reported. 

As  on  former  occasions,  we  thought  the  supply  of  books,  news¬ 
papers,  and  illustrated  periodicals  quite  inadequate. 

A  ith  some  few  exceptions  the  patients  were  free  from  excite¬ 
ment.  The  clothing  of  some  of  the  men  was  open  to  objection. 

Doth  as  regards  neatness  and  cleanliness ;  but  the  women  were  par¬ 
ticularly  well  dressed,  and  we  were  glad  to  see  a  number  of  new 
winsey  gowns  amongst  them,  and  were  told  that  this  number  would 
be  gradually  increased.  For  the  men  we  again  recommend  that 
Sunday  suits  should  be  provided.  Excepting  the  rooms  in  the 
temporary  building  for  men,  which,  owing  to  the  dilapidated  con¬ 
dition  of  the  structure,  presented  a  most  uncomfortable  appearance, 
the  wards  were  in  a  very  satisfactory  state,  the  whole  of  the 
women’s  new  wing  being  exceptionally  good.  It  is  to  be  hoped, 
when  finished,  the  male  wing  will  be  brought  up  to  this  hioffi 

Besides  again  pressing  upon  the  attention  of  the  Visitors  the 
necessity  for  enlargement  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  it  is  our  duty 
to  direct  their  attention  to  the  insufficient  size  of  the  chapel,  the 
dining-hall,  and  the  laundry,  all  of  which  were  constructed  for  an 
asylum  for  300  patients,  and  are  necessarily  inadequate  for  the 
wants  of  an  establishment  which  must  ere  long  contain  nearly  800 
inmates. 

W e  desire  also  to  suggest  that  the  dormitories,  wherever  possible, 
and  especially  in  the  wing  about  to  be  erected,  should  be  Indited 
by  sunlights  or  burners  near  the  ceiling:  that  the  gas  brackets 
should  be  removed  from  the  water  -closets  and  single  rooms ;  that 
all  benches  should  have  backs ;  and  that  there  should  be  a  larger 
supply  of  easy  chairs,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  Windsor  chairs. 

That  the  means  for  personal  washing  should  be  increased,  and  that 
under-blanxets  should  be  supplied,  and  more  especially  where  the 
beds  are  covered  with  mackintosh  sheeting. 

It  was  satisfactory  to  hear  so  few  complaints,  and  to  find  so  many 
patients  speaking  gratefully  of  the  kindness  they  had  received,  both 
from  the  medical  men  and  the  matron.  Much  praise  is  due  to  the 
latter  for  the  very  excellent  state  of  the  wards  arid  patients  under 
her  more  immediate  charge. 

Whatever  defects  we  have  noticed  in  the  male  division  may  fairly 
be  attributed  to  the  overcrowding,  and  to  the  difficulty  of  getting 
this  department  into  proper  order  until  the  new  buildings  are  com¬ 
pleted.  Dr.  Loive  has  been  appointed  as  second  assistant  medical 
officer,  which  places  the  medical  staff*  on  a  very  efficient  footing. 

The  condition  of  the  asylum  continues  to  reflect  much  credit  on 
Dr.  Smith’s  management. 
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Essex  County  Asylum.

Essex  Asylum.  In  the  course  of  yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  inspected  the 
asylum,  and,  with  the  exception  of  2  men,  absent  on  trial,  have 
seen  all  the  patients. 

The  changes  in  the  patients  since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues, 
14th  October  last,  have  been  as  follows  :  —

The  principal  causes  of  death  were:  general  paralysis,  3  ;  ordinary 
paralysis,  14 ;  epilepsy,  3  ;  diseases  of  heart  and  lungs,  8  ;  exhaustion 
after  mania,  4. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  23  cases.  There  has 
not  since  the  last  visit  been  any  inquest  held. 

The  patients  recorded  as  having  been  secluded  have  been  7  in 
the  male  division  and  10  in  the  female,  the  former  altogether  on  9 
and  the  latter  on  29  occasions. 

The  patients  on  the  books  are  at  present  710  in  number,  viz.  i 
315  of  the  male  sex,  and  395  of  the  female.  Of  the  latter  189  are 
in  the  new  building,  which  contains  accommodation  for  248. 

There  are  now  in  the  asylum  92  vacant  beds,  30  in  theTnale  and 
62  in  the  female  division. 

The  weekly  rate  is  10  s. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  asylum  a  large  and  gradually  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  old  and  feeble  cases.  We  found  in  bed  9  males  and 
23  females.  The  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment 
are  29  of  the  male  and  39  of  the  female  sex. 

The  patients  attending  Divine  Service  on  Sundays  average  in 
number  320,  and  on  week  days  260.  The  question  of  extending 
the  chapel  will,  in  all  probability,  have  to  be  considered  within  no 
long  period. 

The  records  relative  to  employment  show  that  85  men  work  on 
the  land,  28  at  trades  and  in  the  shops,  and  54  in  the  wards  and 
offices  ;  and  that,  of  the  women,  129  are  engaged  in  needlework  and 
knitting,  34  in  the  laundry  department,  13  in  the  kitchen,  and  65  in 
cleaning  the  wards  and  otherwise. 

All  the  clothes,  but  not  the  shoes,  are  made  in  the  asylum.  We 

suggest,  as  very  desirable,  that  more  men  should  be  instructed  in 
shoemaking. 

Associated  entertainments,  consisting  of  dances,  concerts,  and 
di  amatic  performances,  continue  to  be  attended  by  about  the  same 
number  ol  patients  as  heretofore,  and  take  place  on  an  average  once 
a  fortnight. 
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The  recreation  hall,  however,  is  very  limited  in  size,  and  insuffi-  Appendix  (C.) 
cient  for  its  purpose ;  and  we  have  pointed  out  to  Dr.  Campbell  a 
ready  and  inexpensive  way  in  which  we  think  that  it  might  be  Essex  Asylum, 
considerably  extended,  and  also  made  available  as  a  general  dining 
hall. 

The  patients  generally  were  found  by  us  quiet,  and  personally  in 
a  satisfactory  state.  With  the  exception  of  a  man  just  admitted,  in 
a  state  of  acute  mania,  and  who  was  in  seclusion,  there  was  little  or 
no  excitement  amongst  the  males ;  but  in  two  of  the  female  wards 
several  patients  were  very  noisy  and  excited,  and  disorderly  in  their 
dress. 

Upon  the  whole,  however,  the  clothing  of  the  patients  of  both 
sexes  was  good,  the  majority  of  the  women  having  warm  linsey 
dresses,  and  the  men  special  suits  for  Sundays.  We  think  it 
desirable  that  the  men’s  shirts  should,  as  a  rule,  be  changed  twice 
in  the  week. 

We  are  enabled  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  general  condition 
of  the  asylum,  as  to  cleanliness  and  good  order,  and  the  comfortable 
way  in  which  the  wards  are  furnished.  Nothing  can  exceed  the 
cheerfulness  of  the  accommodation  provided  for  the  female  patients 
in  the  new  building,  which  we  found  in  excellent  order. 

As  respects  the  old  building,  blinds  or  curtains  are  wanting  in 
many  of  the  dormitories ;  and  we  think  it  would  be  found  advan¬ 
tageous  to  paint  the  walls  of  the  single  rooms  for  three  or  four  feet 
from  the  floor,  and  colour  or  paper  the  upper  portions. 

New  earthenware  baths  are  in  progress  of  being  substituted  in 
the  old  building  for  those  of  metal,  inconveniently  placed  in  the 
corners  of  the  bath-rooms.  They  are  furnished  with  supply  and 
waste  pipes  of  dimensions  admitting  of  a  rapid  change  of  water. 

In  about  half  of  the  wards  the  improved  baths  have  already  been 
introduced. 

We  desire  to  repeat  the  observation  in  a  previous  report,  in 
reference  to  the  insufficient  number  of  water-closets  in  the  old 
wards,  generally  there  being  one  only  in  each. 

The  present  staff  of  attendants  is  as  follows : — 

Male  division :  a  head  attendant,  an  inspector,  24  day  attend¬ 
ants,  with  wages  rising  28/.  to  32/.,  and  a  night  attendant,  who 
receives  32  L 

Female  division:  a  head  attendant,  30  day  and  3  night  attend¬ 
ants,  the  ordinary  wages  commencing  at  18/.  and  rising  to  22/. 

One  of  the  female  night  attendants  is  always  sitting  up,  by  turn,  in 
a  dormitory  specially  appropriated  to  patients  with  suicidal  pro¬ 
pensities.  This  last  appears  to  us  so  desirable  an  arrangement,  that 
we  strongly  recommend  its  adoption  on  the  male  side,  and  for  that 
object  the  engagement  of  a  second  night  attendant. 

We  have  much  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  the  Justices  in 
Quarter  Sessions,  on  Tuesday  last,  came  to  a  vote  authorising  the 
purchase  of  the  adjoining  Brentwood  Hall  estate  for  4,650/.  The 
estate  is  30  acres  in  extent,  and  upon  it  is  a  substantial  house, 
which  would  be  of  great  use,  if  needed,  as  a  hospital  for  infectious 
or  contagious  diseases,  or  for  a  class  of  working  men.  The  land 
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abuts  upon  the  asylum  property,  and  is  no  doubt  a  most  valuable 
and  important  acquisition. 

The  question  of  appointing  a  second  assistant  medical  officer  is, 
we  understand,  under  the  consideration  of  the  Visitors,  and  we 
would  strongly  urge  the  making  this  appointment  without  delay, 
as  it  was  always  contemplated  that  such  an  officer  should  reside  in 
the  new  female  building. 

The  case-books  are  carefully  kept  by  Dr.  Amsden,  and  Dr. 
Campbell  continues  to  conduct  this  large  Institution  with  great 
energy  and  success. 


Glamorgan  County  Asylum. 

16  October  1872. 

We  have  officially  inspected  this  asylum,  and  have  seen  and 
spoken  to  all  the  patients,  who  are  now  451  in  number — 233  men 
and  218  women ;  86  males  and  62  females  have  been  admitted  since 
the  last  visit  in  July  1871,  and  in  the  same  interval  43  males  and 
29  females  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  54  were  recovered.  The 
death-rate  has  been  rather  above  the  average,  45  men  and  24 
women  having  died  in  the  last  15  months. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  the  following  : — 


General  paralysis  -  -  -  -  -  -11 

Other  diseases  of  the  brain  »  -  -  -  18 

Phthisis  -------  -  13 

Epilepsy  --------5 

Maniacal  exhaustion  -----  4 


Inquests  were  held  on  the  bodies  of  5  men  and  3  women.  In 
3  of  these  cases  the  patients  had  been  found  dead,  1  having  died 
from  epilepsy,  and  2  from  disease  of  the  heart.  Two  of  the  women 
died  from  choking  during  dinner ;  and  as  to  a  man  who  died  from 
pneumonia,  the  cause  was  a  fractured  rib  produced  by  falling  out  of 
bed. 

There  was  1  case  of  inflammation  of  the  bowels  which  seemed  to 
have  been  produced  by  natural  causes  ;  and  in  the  last  case  the  patient 
died  from  syncope  from  exhaustion,  the  result  of  old  lung  disease, 
accelerated  by  injury  to  the  throat.  This  injury  had  been  inflicted 
with  a  knife,  most  improperly  given  to  the  patient  by  an  attendant, 
who  must  have  been  well  aware  that  he  was  suicidal. 

For  this  misconduct  the  attendant  was  dismissed. 

Ihe  present  bodily  health  of  the  inmates  is  satisfactory,  and  only 
6  patients  of  each  sex  were  in  bed.  Eighteen  men  and  16  women 
are  under  medical  treatment. 

We  have  again  a  favourable  report  to  make  as  to  the  personal 
condition  of  the  patients  in  both  divisions,  amongst  whom  to-day 
there  was  little  or  no  excitement.  What  little  there  was  we  noticed 
in  the  women’s  lower  ward,  and  this  was  probably  occasioned  by  its 
overcrowded  state.  This  evil  will  be  remedied  when  the  new  wing, 
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now  raised  to  the  first  story,  is  completed,  and  these  women  have  Appendix  (C.) 
again  the  use  of  their  airing  court.  - 

In  this  ward  we  did  not  observe  the  usual  means  of  occupation  Glamorgan 
and  amusement,  but  in  every  other,  books,  games,  and  employment  UW1* 
were  abundantly  supplied,  and  evidently  in  constant  use.  We  were 
piesent  in  the  hall  at  dinner  time,  where  everything  was  quiet  and 
orderly.  Eighty-seven  men  and  78  women  were  assembled.  The 
dinner  consisted  of  puddings,  made  from  Australian  mutton,  with 

potatoes,  and  excellent  crust,  and  seemed  to  be  well  liked* by  nearly 
all. 

The  wards  were  all  very  clean  and  cheerful,  and  the  bedding  in 
good  order,  and  of  excellent  quality. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries  as  regards  the  use 
or  mechanical  restraint ;  we  find  that  it  has  been  resorted  to  in  the 
cases  of  5  patients  of  the  male,  and  4  of  the  female  sex.  With  2 
pf ,  men  and  ail  of  the  women  it  was  used  to  prevent  self- 

^  __  ^  ^  ^  men,  for  destructiveness,  and  in 

one  instance  ror  dangerous  violence.  The  means  employed  were 
gloTv  es  and  sleeved-jackets.  In  the  last-named  case,  seclusion  had 
been  resorted  to  on  49  occasions,  and  often  for  many  hours  at  a 
time,  without  any  beneficial  effect,  and  until,  in  Dr.  Yellowlees’ 
opinion,  it  became  injurious  to  the  patient.  He  was  then  restrained 
fiom  the  8th  to  the  14th  of  August,  since  when  it  has  not  been  em¬ 
ployed,  and  he  has  been  only  once  secluded. 

Besides  this  case,  5  other  patients,  2  men  and  3  women,  have  also 
been  secluded  on  27  occasions. 

.  There  is  nothing  new  to  report  respecting  the  employment  of  the 
inmates,  or  as  to  their  attendance  at  Divine  Service.  The  numbers 
aie  about  as  usual  as  regards  these  matters,  and  also  in  respect  to 
associated  amusements. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  to  report  that  we  consider  the  condition 
ot  the  asylum  in  every  respect  most  satisfactory. 


Gloucester  County  Asylum. 


21  March  1872. 

We  have  in  the  course  of  yesterday  and  this  day  made  our  Gloucester 
annual  visitation  of  this  asylum,  inspected  all  its  wards,  offices.  Asylum, 
workshops,  and  premises,  including  the  cottage  and  the  new  build¬ 
ings  in  the  course  of  construction,  and,  with  the  exception  of  6  men 
and  7  women  absent  on  trial,  have  seen  and  examined  all  the 
patients  on  the  books,  597  in  number,  namely,  278  of  the  male  and 
319  of  the  female  sex. 

Since  the  18th  of  March  1871,  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  95  males 
and  98  females  have  been  admitted,  and  51  males  and  56  females 
have  been  discharged,  all  but  two  of  the  former  being  entered  as 
recovered;  and  39  men  and  36  women  have  died.  Oflhe  patients 
referred  to  as  admitted,  16  males  and  22  females  had  been  previously 
in  the  asylum.

In  56  cases  post-mortem  examinations  were  made. 

The  coroner  held  an  inquest  only  in  the  case  of  the  woman 
referred  to,  who  attempted  suicide  by  cutting  her  throat  the  day 
before  admission,  and  died  in  consequence  on  the  18th  day.  The 
rate  of  mortality  has  been  rather  high,  being  as  much  as  12'3  per 
cent,  on  the  average  number  resident,  and  9 ‘4  per  cent,  upon  the 
total  number  treated.  There  has  not,  howe  ver,  been  in  the  asylum 
any  disorder  of  an  epidemic  character. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  institution  is  at  present  good.  We 
found  only  3  men  and  5  women  in  bed  from  all  causes ;  and  the 
patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  were  only  9  in 
the  male  and  10  in  the  female  division.  Since  the  last  visit  12  men 
and  36  women  have  been  secluded  for  violence  or  excitement,  the 
former  altogether  upon  58  and  the  latter  on  123  occasions. 

Other  patients  have  been  from  time  to  time  locked  in  their  rooms 
during  the  day  whilst  suffering  from  illness,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
intrusion  of  others.  All  these  cases  are  very  properly  recorded  in 
the  medical  journal.  Mechanical  restraint  has  not  been  employed 
in  any  instance. 

Divine  Service  is  attended  on  Sundays  by  100  men  and  110 
women,  being  as  many  as  the  present  old  chapel  will  hold. 

The  ward  returns  show  that  145  men  and  150  women  are  usefully 
employed.  Of  the  former  55  work  on  the  land  and  31  at  trades  and 
in  the  shops.  Of  the  latter  50  are  engaged  at  needlework,  and  30 
in  the  laundry  and  in  the  wash-house. 

The  arrangements  for  extended  outdoor  exercise  have  been 
greatly  increased  by  the  completion  since  the  last  visit  of  a  good 
walk  of  nearly  half  a  mile  in  length  on  the  estate,  which  is  regu¬ 
larly  used  by  large  numbers  of  both  sexes.  In  addition  to  this, 
about  60  men  and  40  women  are  taken  out  weekly  for  walks  in  the 
country.  Owing  to  the  progress  of  the  new  works,  some  of  the 
airing-courts  have  been  for  a  time  rendered  less  available  than  usual. 

Good 
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Good  provision  continues  to  be  made  for  the  associated  amusement  Appendix  (C.) 

of  the  patients  indoors.  The  recreation-hall  has  lately  been  much  - 

increased  in  size,  and  now  affords  ample  space  for  all  who  can  Gloucester 
attend.  During  the  winter  there  are  weekly  dances,  and  occasion-  Asylum, 
ally  concerts,  readings,  and  other  entertainments  ;  and  during  the 
summer  there  were  two  outdoor  gatherings,  at  which  above  400  of 
both  sexes  were  present. 

We  found  the  male  patients  generally  very  quiet  and  orderly, 
and  their  personal  condition  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise  was  quite 
satisfactory.  There  was  considerable  excitement  and  noise  in  two 
of  the  female  wards,  wherein  at  present  too  many  patients  of  violent 
and  troublesome  character  are  congregated,  a  defect  in  classification 
which  no  doubt  will  be  remedied  on  the  completion  of  the  alterations 
in  progress.  In  the  other  wards  of  this  division  good  order  and 
tranquillity  prevailed.  We  were  glad  to  observe  that  since  the  last 
visit  the  patients  of  both  sexes  have  been  better  provided  with  warm 
winter  clothing,  the  necessity  for  which  we  then  suggested.  A  more 
general  supply  of  woollen  gowns  for  the  women  in  cold  weather  is, 
however,  still  required.  In  other  respects  their  personal  condition 
was  good,  and  creditable  to  the  attendants.  We  found  the  wards 
in  both  divisions  clean  and  in  proper  order,  and  the  air  everywhere 
was  untainted.  .  The  flock  and  hair  beds  are  good  and  comfortable; 
we  have  ascertained,  however,  that  but  little  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  disuse  of  coir,  of  which  objectionable  material  there  are  still 
as  many  as .240  beds  on  the  men’s  side,  and  85  on  the  women’s; 
many  of  which  in  use  for  patients  of  faulty  habits  were  found  by  us 
lumpy  and  uncomfortable.  No  material  improvement  has  taken 
place  in  the  bathing .  arrangements,  two,  and  sometimes  three, 
patients  .being  bathed  in  the  same  water.  This  defect  in  a  county 
asylum  is  of  so  exceptional  a  character  that  we  recommend  the 
subject  to  the  special  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

The  number  of  water-closets  is  insufficient  in  wards  7,  8,  13,  and 
15  on  the  men’s  side;  and  in  bios.  11  and  12  on  the  women’s.  As 
respects  the  two  male  wards  first  referred  to,  the  defect  is  about  to 
be  remedied  by  the  introduction  of  earth  closets.  We  have  satis¬ 
faction  in  reporting  that  since  the  last  visit  a  second  night  attendant 
has  been  engaged  for  each  division,  with  great  advantage,  as  we  learn, 
not  only  with  reference  to  the  night  nursing  of  the  sick,  but  also  as 
to  the  diminution  of  the  number  of  wet  and  dirty  cases.  We  have 
to  add  that  the  wages. of  the  ordinary  female  attendants  have,  during 
the  past  year,  been  increased.  The  new  buildings,  and  the  addi¬ 
tions  and  alterations  referred  to  at  the  last  visit  as  about  to  be  com¬ 
menced,  the  plans  for  which  were  duly  sanctioned,  will,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  tne  chapel,  shortly  be  completed  and  brought  into  use,  and 
will  constitute  most  important  improvements  as  regards  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  treatment  of  the  patients.  As  yet  very  little  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  erection  of  the  new  chapel,  but  it  will  now  be 
rapidly  proceeded  with.  The  total  accommodation  in  the  asylum 
will,  when  the  works  above  referred  to  are  finished,  be  for  320  male 
and  330  female  patients. 

We  have  further  to  record  as  improvements  since  the  last  visit, 
the  enlargement  of  the  front  male  airing-court,  and  substitution  at 
o.6o.  P  2  the 
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the  north- east  end  of  neat  iron  paling  for  the  old  brick  wall*  and  the 
erection  of  a  larger  green-house,  for  the  propagation  of  flowering 
plants  for  the  wards. 

As  the  gas  fittings  are  not  yet  fixed  in  the  new  buildings,  we 
recommend  that  the  large  dormitories  be  lighted  by  burners  near 
the  ceiling,  under  openings  to  aid  ventilation,  and  secured  from  risk 
of  fire  ;  the  gas-taps  also  being  rendered  inaccessible  to  patients. 

We  trust  that,  on  the  completion  of  the  additions  and  alterations 
now  in  progress,  advantage  will  be  taken  to  set  apart,  as  has  already 
been  recommended  in  previous  reports,  in  each  division  an  infirmary 
ward,  with  special  conveniences  and  hospital  comforts  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  sick.  We  attach  great  importance  to  this  as  an 
arrangement  which  should  exist  in  all  asylums  of  this  magnitude. 
We  h  ave  again  to  bear  testimony  to  the  able  and  zealous  manner  in 
which  Mr.  Toller  discharges  his  duties  as  medical  superintendent, 
and  to  the  efficient  aid  which  he  continues  to  receive  from  Dr. 
Buck  and  Dr.  Phillip  the  assistant  medical  officers. 


Hants  County  Asylum. 

21  November  1872. 

We  yesterday  visited  and  inspected  the  Hants  Asylum,  and  saw 
all  those  detained  there,  634  in  number,  consisting  of  302  men  and 
332  women,  including  5  private  and  6  criminal  patients.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  those  seen  by  us  there  are  on  the  books  2  men  and  1  woman 
absent  on  leave. 

Since  our  colleagues’  visit  on  the  8th  June  1871  the  number  under 
treatment  has  been  826  ;  the  average  number  in  the  asylum  has 
been  622  ;  and  the  following  changes  among  the  patients  have  taken 
place: —

Of  the  77  patients  who  have  died  during  the  last  18  months,  general 
paralysis  has  been  fatal  in  20  cases  ;  epilepsy  and  convulsions  in  15; 
pulmonary  consumption  in  13  ;  general  debility  and  age  in  10.  One 
female  died  of  coma,  the  result  of  suffocation,  during  dinner  ;  another 
somewhat  suddenly  from  disease  of  the  heart.  One  man,  an  epileptic, 
was  found  dead  in  bed  in  the  day  time.  An  inquest  was  held  in  the 

first 
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first  case  only.  In  the  remaining  cases  death  was  the  result  of  Appendix  (Ct) 
ordinary  causes.  - 

,  During  the  current  year  the  mortality  has  been  at  the  rate  of  Hants  Asylum, 
about  9  per  cent,  upon  the  numbers  resident. 

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  held  in  21  cases. 

One  female  has  been  restrained  on  one  occasion  by  means  of 
gloves,  and  7  males  and  9  females  have  been  secluded ;  the  former 
for  63  and  the  latter  for  60  hours. 

Several  casualties  have  occurred,  but  none  with  fatal  results. 

One  man  fell  in  a  fit  and  fractured  his  clavicle,  and  3  other  men 
received  fractures,  each  of  one  rib;  one  of  these  patients  was 
admitted  on  the  4th  instant,  and  during  the  night  became  so  excited 
that  he  was  obliged  to  be  removed  to  a  single  room,  and  to  have  a 
locked  dress  put  on  r  he  struggled  violently,  and  wa3  subsequently 
found  to  have  a  slight  bruise  on  the  right  side,  and  fracture  of  a 
rib.  We  had  an  interview  with  this  patient,  but  he  was  unable  to 
throw  much  light  upon  the  affair,  admitting  that  he  had  been  very 
restless  and  excited,  and  alleging  that  he  had  been  struck  upon  the 
side  and  knelt  upon,  but  by  whom  he  could  not  say.  We  think 
that  whenever  a  patient  becomes  greatly  excited,  and  offers  much 
resistance,  the  attendants  present  should  be  required  to  summon  the 
head  attendant,  or  assistant  medical  officer ;  such  a  practice  would 
check  unnecessary  violence  in  the  handling  of  the  patient. 

The  general  health  is  fairly  good,  and  we  found  only  3  males  and 
5  females  in  bed;  29  men  and  34  women  were  entered  as  under 
medical  treatment. 

With  the  exception  of  Wards  I  and  T,  in  which  there  was  some 
noise  and  excitement,  the  patients  were  very  quiet  and  orderly.  In 
the  latter  ward,  containing  57  patients  of  the  most  troublesome  and 
excited  class,  with  five  attendants,  the  day-room  space  is  quite  in*» 
sufficient,*  and  we  think  that  much  advantage  would  result  from  the 
diminution  of  numbers  in  this  ward.  If  Ward  B  could  be  given 
up  for  the  accommodation  of  half  these  patients  it  would  be 
desirable. 

The  patients  throughout  were  very  clean  and  well  clothed,  but 
there  was  no  variety  in  colour  or  material  of  dress.  We  were  glad 
to  find  that  both  males  and  females  have  a  change  of  body-linen 
twice  a  week. 

There  was  no  exception  to  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  bedding 
in  any  part  of  the  asylum,  and  the  ventilation  and  temperature  of 
the  building  were  excellent. 

In  both  divisions,  however,  the  dormitories  continue  to  be  much 
overcrowded,  and  we  think  that  either  by  discharging  some  of  the 
out-county  patients,  or  providing  additional  sleeping  accommodation, 
the  beds  should  be  reduced  in  number,  so  as  to  give  500  cubical 
feet  in  the  dormitories  to  each  patient.  In  accordance  with  our 
colleagues’  recommendations  at  last  visit,  the  gas-taps  in  the  dor¬ 
mitories  have  been  secured  against  interference  therewith  by 
patients,  and  low  bedsteads  have  been  provided  for  the  feeble  and 
epileptic,  but  have  not  yet  been  padded. 

The  rooms  and  corridors  continue  to  be  very  cheerful,  and  were 
extremely  clean. 

o.6o.  p  3 
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We  were  present  during  dinner  time  in  several  of  tlie  wards.  The 
food  which  we  tasted  was  excellent,  and  well  served. 

The  numbers  attending  Divine  Service  are  very  much  the  same 
as  at  last  visit,  being  234  on  Sundays  and  239  on  Wednesdays.  We 
are  sorry  to  learn  that  there  is  no  present  intention  of  extending 
chapel  accommodation. 

The  patients  usefully  employed  are  128  males,  of  whom,  however, 
42  are  only  ward  helpers;  and  162  women,  39  being  ward  helpers. 

The  amusements  since  last  visit  have  been  65  weekly  general 
parties,  17  picnics,  15  dramatic  and  4  other  entertainments;  191 
male  and  175  female  patients  take  walking  exercise  beyond  the 
asylum  grounds. 

Since  June  1871  two  of  the  day-rooms  on  the  male  side  have  been 
enlarged,  and  we  hope  that  no  time  will  be  lost  in  carrying  out  this 
most  essential  improvement  in  other  wards.  Some  addition  has  been 
made  to  the  hot-water  apparatus;  but  even  now,  in  consequence  of 
the  insufficient  size  of  the  supply  pipes,  it  is  not  found  practicable, 
as  a  rule,  to  give  to  each  patient  fresh  water  in  the  baths. 

The  enlargement  of  the  kitchen,  also  of  the  laundry  and  wash¬ 
house,  will  no  doubt  be  found  presently  necessary,  and  we  strongly 
urge  upon  the  committee  the  lowering  of  the  floor  and  extension  of 
the  recreation  hall,  which  hall  is  at  present  quite  inadequate  to  the 
requirements  of  the  patients ;  this  can  be  readily  effected,  and  at  a 
trifling  cost. 

There  are  at  present  no  hydrants  or  other  means  of  putting 
out  fire  in  this  asylum,  a  subject  to  which  we  beg  to  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  committee. 

We  noticed  with  pleasure  that  the  female  court  to  the  south-east, 
and  the  male  infirmary  court  to  the  west,  have  been  laid  out  with 
much  taste,  and  supplied  with  flowers  and  shrubs. 

No  increase  has  been  made  to  the  number  of  night  attendants, 
who  are,  in  our  opinion,  too  few  for  the  welfare  of  the  patients. 
Besides  the  supernumerary  nurse  recommended  by  our  colleagues  as 
necessary  on  the  female  side,  another  has  been  since  engaged  ;  and  an 
additional  male  attendant  has  been  appointed  to  Ward  F.  The 
wages  of  the  attendants  are  on  a  low  scale. 

The  weekly  charge  made  for  patients  chargeable  to  unions  in 
the  county  and  to  Southampton  is  9  s.  4  d.\  to  others,  exclusive  of 
the  private  patients,  for  whom  the  charge  is  still  14  s.,  it  varies 
from  11  s.  4  cl.  to  12  s.  4  d. 

Our  visit  has  satisfied  us  that  the  patients  are  well  cared  for,  and 
kindly  treated,  and  that  the  asylum  continues  to  be  under  very 
efficient  management. 


Hereford  (County  and  City)  Asylum. 

16  March  1872. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  asylum,  and  made  a  thorough  inspec¬ 
tion  of  all  the  wards,  offices,  workshops,  and  premises,  and  have  seen 
all  the  patients.  The  asylum  is  situated  at  Burghill,  about  three 

miles 
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miles  from  Hereford  to  the  north  west.  The  estate  comprises  about  Appendix  (C.) 

110  acres.  The  buildings  are  well  placed  ;  the  principal  front  is  - 

towards  the  south  east,  and  the  wards  command  extensive  and  Hereford 
beautiful  views  of  the  surrounding  country.  The  building,  which  Asylum‘ 
is  of  brick,  is  of  a  pleasing  and  suitable  character,  though  free  from 
any  superfluous  ornament.  With  the  exception  of  one  three* 
storeyed  block  in  each  division,  the  asylum  is  of  two  storeys.  The 
estimated  accommodation  is  for  about  200  of  each  sex. 

There  are  on  each  side  four  wards,  besides,  in  connection  with 
the  workshops  on  the  male  side,  and  the  laundry  on  the  female,  a 
day-room  and  dormitory  for  20  men  and  20  women,  respectively. 

The  airing-courts,  two  on  each  side,  are  of  good  size,  and  those  for 
the  females  have,  by  the  labour  of  the  patients,  been  levelled,  laid 
out  in  walks,  and  partially  sown  with  grass  seed  and  planted. 

In  the  courts  last  referred  to,  and  one  on  the  male  side,  there  are 
good  sunshades  with  seats.  The  workshops  are  very  good,  and  well 
arranged.  There  are  also  a  bakehouse  and  a  brewhouse,  and, 
within  a  short  distance  from  the  building  towards  the  north  east, 
are  gasworks.  The  water  supply  from  the  wells  on  the  estate  has 
proved  ample  in  quantity,  and  the  quality  of  the  water  is  stated  to 
be  good. 

The  farming  arrangements  are  not  yet  matured,  a  portion  of  the 
estate  on  which  the  old  buildings  stand  not  coming  into  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  Visitors  until  May  next.  The  entrance  lodge  is  com¬ 
pleted,  but  there  is  not  as  yet  any  adequate  boundary  fence  to  the 
estate. 

Considerable  and  unexpected  delay  has  taken  place  in  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  building  by  the  contractor,  but  the  whole  of  the  works 
appear  to  be  well  executed,  and  his  workmen  will  not,  after  to-day, 
be  occupied  in  the  wards.  The  internal  walls  throughout  are 
plastered,  and  the  floors  in  all  parts  occupied  by  patients  are  of 
oak. 

The  day-rooms  and  corridors  are  remarkably  light  and  cheerful, 
and,  for  the  numbers  proposed  to  be  accommodated,  will  afford  very 
ample  space. 

The  dormitories  are  also  good  and  well  arranged,  and  are,  as  was 
recommended  after  the  preliminary  inspection  by  two  members  of 
our  Board  in  1870,  lighted  by  burners  near  the  ceiling,  the  gas-taps 
being  in  the  corridors,  and  inaccessible  to  patients.  Some  slight 
alterations  will,  however,  be  necessary,  in  order  to  secure  the  con¬ 
templated  aid  to,  ventilation  without  risk  of  fire.  The  general  dining 
and  recreation  hall  is  spacious,  and  conveniently  situate  in  relation 
to  the  kitchen  and  wards.  The  chapel,  which  is  over  it,  will  con¬ 
tain  upwards  of  250  sittings. 

The  principal  furniture  for  both  divisions  has  been  provided,  and 
is  now.  on  the  premises.  It  is  generally  of  a  substantial  and  suitable 
character.  All  the  day-rooms  and  corridors  have  been  provided 
with  chairs,  and  in  two  of  the  male  wards  the  walls,  excepting  in 
the  single  rooms,  are  already  painted  below  and  papered  above. 

The  beds  are  all  of  horsehair,  and  the  bedding  is  good  and  ample; 
under-blankets  have  not,  however,  yet  been  generally  provided. 

The  arrangements  for  bathing  will  be  very  complete,  each  of  the 
o.6g.  p  4  four 
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Appendix  (C.)  four  wards  in  both  divisions  having  two  baths,  and  there  being  also 
a  bath  for  the  laundry  and  workshop  departments  respectively, 
Hereford  The  kitchen  and  central  domestic  offices  are  well  arranged,  and 

S}  um'  are  convenient  for  administration. 


The  patients  hitherto  received  have  all  been  of  the  male  sex,  the 
first  admissions  having  been  on  the  24th  February  last  year,  since 
which  the  total  number  received  has  been  126,  of  whom  10  have 
been  discharged,  15  being  recovered,  and  4  have  died,  leaving  at 
present  in  the  asylum  112  patients.  Three  of  the  four  wards  are 
only  as  yet  occupied,  and  the  patients  are  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  eight  attendants,  including  a  man  and  his  wife.  There  are 
also  a  head  and  a  night  attendant  in  this  division. 

Arrangements  are  made  to  receive  female  patients  on  Monday 

next,  the  18  th  instant,  a  head  and  other  attendants  being  already 
engaged. 

1  he  patients  at  the  time  of  our  visit  were,  with  two  or  three  ex¬ 
ceptions,  quiet  and  orderly,  and  their  clothing  generally  was  of  a 
good  description ;  68  are  recorded  as  being  employed,  and  about  60 
attend  Divine  Service  on  Sundays  and  week-days. 

The  patients  generally  appear  to  be  in  fair  bodily  health;  but 
there  are .  a  considerable  proportion  of  epileptics  and  paralytics. 

Eight  patients  are  at  present  registered  as  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  asylum,  9  men  have  been  placed  in  se¬ 
clusion,  altogether  on  18  occasions,  all  for  short  periods. 

We  have  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  good 
order  of  the  several  wards. and  beds  now  in  occupation;  and  we 
have  no  doubt  that  when  this  asylum  shall  have  been  fully  opened, 
and  thoroughly  furnished,  and  the  wards  enlivened  by  simple  dev¬ 
iations  and  objects  of  interest,  it  will  be  very  cheerful  and  comfort¬ 
able,  and  well  adapted  to  its  object. 

We  have,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute, 
made  inquiry  into  the  visitation  and  management,  and  have  to 
r e P E1  f  fEe  General  Committee  of  Visitors  meet  quarterly ;  that 

;.ie  House  Committee  make  monthly  visits  to  the  asylum,  and  at  these 

times  see  all  the  patients ;  and  further,  that  one  of  their  number 
attends  weekly. 

The  asylum  is  under  the  charge,  as  medical  superintendent,  of 
Dr.  Chapman,  formerly  at  the  Abergavenny  Asylum,  who  appears 
to  be  very  zealous  and  energetic  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.

The  discharges  include  all  but  two  of  the  patients  belonging  to 
the  borough  of  Maidstone  ;  of  whom  there  were  47  here  at  the  date 
of  the  last  visit.  All  but  five  of  the  present  patients  belong  to  the 
county  of  Kent,  for, whom  the  weekly  charge  is,  9s.  11  d.  The 
out-county  patients  paying  14  s. 

The  total  estimated  accommodation  of  the  asylum  is  for  522 
males  and  742  females,  leaving  with  the  present  numbers,  17  vacant 
beds  in  the  male  and  24  in  the  female  division. 

The  deatn-rate  tor  the  past  year  has  been  below  the  average. 
There  has  been  one  suicide,  that  of  a  woman  who  hanged  herself 
from  the  gas  pendant  in  her  bed-room.  This  was  the  only  case  in. 
which  an  inquest  was  held,  and  it  formed  the  subject  of  a  correspond¬ 
ence  between  our  Board  and  the  asylum  authorities.  We  were 
Sony  to  Unci,  on  examination  of  the  room  where  the  occurrence  took 
place,  that,  nothing  had  been  done  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  a 
similar  accident. 

The  gas  burners  in  the  new  building  are  unsuitable  and  unsafe 
for  bed-rooms,  as.  they  afford  ready  means  for  the  commission  of 
suicide,  and  no  time  should  be  lost  in  making  such  alterations  as 
will  render  them  secure  and  inaccessible  to  the  patients.  Of  the 
remaining  107  deaths,  the  following  are  the  assigned  causes  : _

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Appendix  (c.)  It  will  be  seen  that  an  unusual  proportion  of  the  deaths  are  attri- 
-  buted  to  (S  exhaustion  after  mania  and  melancholia  ” ;  but  it  is 

Kent  Asylum.  material  to  remark  that  post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in 
only  five  of  the  108  cases.  Had  these  examinations  been  the  rule 
rather  than  the  exception,  the  causes  of  death  would,  no  doubt,  have 
been  more  accurately  ascertained  ;  a  result  alike  desirable  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  medical  science,  and  as  a  means  of  protection  to  the  living, 
by  affording  an  opportunity  of  detecting  the  existence  of  any  injuries 
from  violence,  which  had  escaped  notice  during  life. 

Of  the  present  inmates,  278  men  are  in  the  additional  building,” 
460  women  in  the  “  new  building,”  and  224  men  and  253  women 
in  the  “  old  building.”  The  patients  in  the  cc  additional  building  ” 
are  all  of  the  working  class,  and  generally  orderly,  well-conducted 
men.  They  almost  all  dine  in  the  general  hall.  When  seen  by  us, 
they  were  free  from  excitement,  and  personally  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  clean,  and  in  good  order; 
but  in  many  instances  the  blankets  are  old  and  thin,  and  as  only 
cotton  coverlets  are  used  throughout,  we  think  that  in  such  cases 
the  present  allowance  of  two  upper-blankets  is  not  sufficient  for 
the  winter  months.  The  bathing  arrangements  here  are  still  unsatis¬ 
factory,  as,  owing  to  the  want  of  sufficient  hot  water,  two  patients 
have  to  use  the  same  bath.  The  senior  assistant  medical  officer, 
Mr.  Spencer,  resides  in  this  block ;  and  the  staff  consists  of  one 
head  attendant,  20  ordinary  day  attendants,  and  a  night  watch. 

The  «  new  building  ”  is  appropriated  entirely  to  patients  of  the 
female  sex,  now  460  in  number.  The  patients  employed  in  the 
laundry,  of  whom  there  are  40,  occupy  one  of  the  wards  ;  the  other 
inmates  are  of  a  mixed  character,  but  include  54  epileptics  and  55 
patients  having  suicidal  propensities.  The  junior  assistant  medical 
officer,  Mr.  Hughes,  is  resident  here,  and  there  is  a  staff  of  one  head 
attendant,  28  day,  and  two  night  nurses.  The  patients  in  this 
building  were  quiet  and  orderly,  with  some  few  exceptions,  and 
their  clothing  was  good  and  suitable,  the  gowns  for  the  most  part 
consisting  of  linsey ;  but  somewhat  greater  care  was  needed  on  the 
part  of  the  nurses  to  induce  more  generally  habits  of  personal 
neatness.  The  whole  of  the  wards  were  very  clean,  and  the  beds, 
all  of  which  are  of  horse  hair,  and  the  bedding,  wTere  in  excellent 
order.  The  furniture  of  the  day-rooms  is  as  yet  somewhat  scanty, 
and  box  bed-side  seats  would  be  desirable  in  the  dormitories.  The 
rooms  have  a  cheerful  aspect,  and  the  whole  building  is  convenient 
and  suitable  for  its  purpose.  The  bathing  here  is  satisfactory,  and 
each  patient  is  allowed  fresh  water.  The  bath  and  dressing-rooms 
are  convenient ;  but  it  would  be  well  if  the  hot-water  pipes,  which 
are  now  exposed,  were  boxed  off  to  the  height  of  about  5  feet. 

Nearly  all  the  water-closets  in  this  building  are  out  of  order,  and 
require  immediate  attention.  The  ground  to  the  north-east,  appro¬ 
priated  as  an  airing-court,  is  extensive,  and  is  capable  of  being  made 
very  attractive ;  but  as  yet  it  has  only  been  partially  laid  out,  and 
the  walks  are  rough  and  scarcely  fit  for  use.  No  time  should  be 
lost  in  putting  this  ground  in  good  order,  and  enclosing  it  with  some 
light  fencing.  There  is  some  land  on  the  south-west  of  the  building 
which  requires  attention — properly  enclosed  and  laid  out,  it  would 
form  a  good  second  airing  court  for  this  department. 
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The  original  or  old  building  ”  is  occupied  by  both  sexes,  now 
479  in  number;  viz.,  224  men  and  255  women.  All  patients  when 
first  received  are  placed  here;  it  also  contains  the  majority  of  the 
sick  and  paralytic,  and  all  the  most  violent,  dangerous,  and 
refractory  patients.  Of  the  present  inmates,  96  are  epileptics,  and 
105  have  exhibited  suicidal  tendencies. 

For  the  male  patients  there  are  1  head  attendant,  25  day  atten¬ 
dants,  and  2  for  night  duty.  The  women  have  1  head  attendant, 
26  day  nurses,  and  2  night  attendants. 

Notwithstanding  the  class  of  patients  placed  in  this  building, 
comprising  the  recent  and  acute  cases,  the  violent  and.  re¬ 
fractory,  and  the  large  number  of  epileptics  and  patients  disposed 
to  suicide,  there  is  still  no  resident  medical  man.  This  department 
is,  at  night,  regarded  as  under  the  medical  charge  of  Dr.  Kirkman, 
who,  however,  resides  in  a  detached  house  between  100  and  200 
yards  distant  from  the  entrance  door,  and  separated  from  it  by  a 
walled  garden  and  a  portion  of  the  asylum  grounds.  AVe  should 
not  be  doing  our  duty  if  we  did  not  protest  in  the  strongest  manner 
against  such  an  arrangement  as  we  have  described.  We  are  of 
opinion  that  there  can  be  no  justification  for  leaving  the  inmates  of 
this  large .  building  without  the  possibility  of  obtaining  immediate 
medical  aid  in  emergencies,  for  the  want  of  which  life  might  at  any 
time  be  sacrificed. 

We  accordingly  again  urge  upon  the  Committee  of  Visitors  the 
appointment  of  a  third  assistant  medical  officer,  who  should  reside 
in  the  central  part  of  this  building. 

V  hen  it  is  considered  that  an  additional  penny  in  the  weekly 
charge  for  each  patient,  would  produce  upwards  of  260/.  a  year,  it 
will  be  seen  at  how  comparatively  trifling  an  extra  cost  the  services 
of  another  officer,  so  essential  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the 
patients,  could  be  procured. 

From  the  generally  favourable  report  we  have  to  make  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  this  building  and  its  inmates,  we  must  except  wards 
9  and  13  in  both  divisions  ;  among  the  men  there  was  much  noise,  dis¬ 
order  and  dissatisfaction.  They  complained  of  not  getting  sufficient 
food,  and  of  beinoj  denied  all  privileges  and  amusements.  As  regards 
the  alleged  deficiency  of  food,  we  found  that  the  third  meal  in  the 
day,  consisting  of  6  oz.  of  bread,  2  oz,  of  cheese,  and  half-a-pint  of 
beer,  is  given  at  5  o’clock,  nothing  more  being  allowed  until  breakfast 
the  following  morning,  at  8  o'clock,  an  interval  of  15  hours  ;  too  long, 
we  think,  for  any  patient,  and  especially  for  those  of  this  class, 
who,  as  a  rule,  require  an  extra  quantity  of  food. 

The  women  were  less  noisy  and  excited  than  the  men,  but  there 
was  an  almost  equal  amount  of  dissatisfaction,  and  we  had  numerous 
complaints  of  harsh  and  repressive  treatment  on  the  part  of  the 
nurses.  We  thought  the  clothing  of  the  women  in  No.  13  better 
than  on  former  occasions,  and  there  was  only  one  of  them  dressed 
in  bed  ticking.  In  No.  9  six  women  were  wearing  these  objection¬ 
able  dresses.  As  regards  the  treatment  and  classification  of  this 
class  of  patients  in  both  divisions,  we  have  only  to  express  our  entire 
concurrence  in  the  remarks  made  by  our  colleagues  on  this  subject 
at  their  last  visit. 

In  the  other  wards  the  patients  were  well  behaved,  and  personally 
o.6o,  in 
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Appendix  (c.)  in  a  satisfactory  state.  In  the  male  paralytic  ward  we  found  12 

-  hoys,  and  there  are  others  in  different  parts  of  the  asylum  for  whose 

Kent  Asylum,  care  and  treatment  we  think  that  a  separate  room  should  be  pro¬ 
vided,  with  ready  access  to  the  open  air,  furnished  in  a  suitable  way 
for  children,  and  provided  with  children’s  toys,  and  where  they 
could  be  attended  by  a  female. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  satisfactory.  29  men  and 
37  women  are  at  present  under  medical  treatment.  W e  found  a 
man  in  bed,  suffering  from  severe  burns  on  the  face  and  arm.  It 
appeared  that  he  had  suddenly  thrown  himself  on  the  fire  in  the 
gallery  ;  but  from  inquiries  we  made  it  did  not  appear  that  any 
negligence  could  be  attributed  to  the  attendants  in  charge. 

We  were  present  during  the  dinner  in  the  hall  yesterday,  where 
about  300  patients  of  each  sex  were  assembled.  Their  conduct  was 
most  orderly,  and  the  food,  consisting  of  beef  and  cabbage,  with,  for 
the  women,  half-a-pint  of  beer,  and  for  the  men,  three-quarters  of  a 
pint,  was  excellent  and  neatly  served.  Boxes  are  provided  at  each 
table  for  the  knives,  which  are  collected  and  counted  by  the 
attendants,  and  similar  boxes  have  been  ordered  for  use  in  the 
wards  ;  arrangements  of  a  like  character  are  needed  in  the  kitchen, 
one  of  the  male  patients  employed  there  having  recently  secreted  a 
knife,  which  could  not  be  discovered  for  some  time. 

The  hall  is  used  for  associated  amusements,  and  four  balls  are 
given  during  the  winter  season.  There  was  a  theatrical  entertain¬ 
ment,  the  first  of  the  season,  on  Friday  last.  The  average  number 
of  patients  present  on  these  occasions  is  stated  to  be  555  of  both 
sexes. 

We  think  that  the  number  of  these  meetings  should  be  increased, 
and  that  dances  or  some  other  amusements  should  be  given  weekly. 

Divine  service  is  conducted  as  usual;  217  men  and  334  women 
are  present  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday,  and  192  men  and  291  women 
attend  on  week  days. 

With  respect  to  out-door  exercise,  we  are  informed  that  121  males 
and  70  females  have  occasional  country  walks ;  but  no  organisation 
exists  for  giving  patients  daily  walks  on  the  estate,  and  there  are  72 
males  and  179  females  who  never  pass  beyond  the  walls  of  their 
airing-courts.  These  numbers  include  many  for  whom  extended 
exercise  would  afford  the  best  means  of  allaying  excitement,  and  we 
again  very  strongly  recommend  the  formation  of  a  walk  round  the 
asylum  property.

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Nearly  all  the  male  clothing  and  the  shoes  for  both  divisions  are  Appendix  (C.) 

purchased  ;  the  repairs  only  being  done  by  the  patients.  The  land  - 

under  cultivation  consists  of  185  acres,  and  is  worked  by  one  bailiff  Kent  Asylum‘ 
and  fi v  e  paid  labourers,  assisted  by  the  patients.  The  profit  on  this 
farm,  last  year,  amounted  to  1,680  charging  for  the  paid  labour  ; 
but  not  the  work  of  the  patients,  nor  any  rent  for  the  land. 

T^e  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries  relative  to  the  use  of 
instrumental.  coercion,  and  find  that  no  patient  has  been  restrained 
in  either  division.  Seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of 
14  males  and  81  females,  the  former  having  been  secluded  on  21 
and  the  latter  on  122  occasions. 

The  detached  hospital  for  contagious  diseases  has  been  completed 5 
a  high  wire  fence  has  been  erected  round  the  reservoir,  and  an  im¬ 
proved  filtering  bed  has  been  constructed  in  connection  with  it.  A 
poition  of  land  on  the  north  has  been  enclosed  as  an  airing-court  for 
the  patients  in  No.  13  female  ward ;  but  a  much  better  court  might 
have  been  obtained  by  diverting  the  cart  road  on  the  west,  and 
enlarging  the  existing  yard  beyond  it.  Open  fire-places  have  been 
constructed  in  wards  7,  8,  and  9,  on  each  side  of  the  old  building. 

A  very  great  improvement  has  been  effected  by  the  substitution  of 
wood  for  the  stone  floors  in  all  the  dormitories  in  both  divisions. 

Tnc  number  of  horsehair  mattresses  has  been  largely  increased, 
and  improved  ward  lists  have  been  made  out. 

The  superintendent  and  medical  officers  evidently  continue  to 
devote  themselves  with  much  zeal  to  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Dr.  Kirk  man  has  lately  drawn  up  a  scheme,  in  order  to  secure 
the  visitation  by  himself,  or  one  of  the  medical  officers,  of  every 
ward  twice  a  day ;  such  visitation  is,  no  doubt,  desirable ;  but  as, 
in  order  to  effect  it,  he  himself  is  obliged  to  take  an  equal  share  in 
the  work,  little  or  no  time  is  left  him  to  exercise  that  general  super¬ 
vision  over  the  whole  establishment  which  his  position  as  superin¬ 
tendent  should  necessitate.  This  offers  another  reason  for  the 
appointment  of  a  third  assistant  medical  officer. 

In  making  the  above  observations  and  suggestions  relative  to  the 
condition  and  management  of  this  asylum,  we  have  not  lost  sight  of 
the  great,  improvements  which  have  been  effected,  and  we^have 

pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  generally  good  condition  in 
which  it  is  maintained. 


Lancashire  Asylums.— -1.  Lancaster  Moor.

M  E  have  yesterday,  and  this  day,  visited  the  asylum,  inspected  Lancashire 
it  throughout,  and  seen  and  examined  all  the  patients— 1.Q19  in  Asylums 
number,  viz.,  531  males  and  488  females.  (Lancaster.) 

Since  the  25th  April  1871,  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  64  males 
and  72  females  nave  been  admitted,  and  39  males  and  46  females 
discharged  34  of  the  former  and  40  of  the  latter  being  recovered, 
and  27  males  and  25  females  have  died. 

0.60. 
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The  principal  causes  of  death  were,  from  cerebral  disease  21,  of 
which  13  were  cases  of  general  paralysis,  and  from  thoracic  disease 
24,  including  12  from  pulmonary  consumption,  and  9  from  other 
diseases  of  the  lungs. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  appears  to  be,  at  present,  satis¬ 
factory.  The  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  during 
the  two  weeks  ending  the  10th  instant  were  64  in  the  male  and  63 
in  the  female  division. 

According  to  the  medical  journals,  since  the  last  visit,  49  males 
and  64  females  have  been  secluded,  the  former,  altogether,  on  135, 
and  the  latter  on  174  occasions.  We  found  2  men  in  seclusion, 
one  on  account  of  maniacal  excitement,  and  the  other  kept  in  bed  for 
surgical  treatment. 

The  patients  generally  were  quiet  and  orderly,  and  their  personal 
condition  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise  was  most  satisfactory,  and 
highly  creditable  to  the  attendants  in  charge  of  them. 

One  patient  only,  a  man,  complained  of  cruel  treatment  on  the 
part  of  the  attendants.  We  made  special  inquiry  into  his  allega¬ 
tions,  and  examined,  amongst  others,  a  patient,  to  whom  he  referred 
as  having  witnessed  what  occurred,  and  from  whose  statement  it  was 
evident  that  the  charges  were  unfounded,  and  that  the  attendant 
accused-  had  properly  interfered  to  protect  a  patient  from  violent 
assault  by  the  complainant. 

In  reference  to  the  suggestion  made  on  the  occasion  of  the  last 
visit  of  the  engagement  of  an  additional  night  attendant  on  each 
side,  we  have  to  report  that  one  was  accordingly  engaged  on  the 
male  side,  but  that  it  was  found,  after  a  short  trial,  that  his  services, 
as  such,  we  are  informed,  were  not  required,  and  that  for  a  similar 
reason,  a  second  night  attendant  has  not  been  appointed  in  the 
female  division. 

In  the  course  of  our  visitation  of  the  male  side  we  observed  that, 
in  ward  No.  4,  there  was  1  attendant  only  in  charge  of  20  pa¬ 
tients  ;  in  No.  3,  containing  36,  of  whom  a  large  number  are  epilep¬ 
tics,  there  were  only  2  attendants;  and  that  in  No,  11  there  was 
1  attendant  only  for  34  patients,  some  also  being  epileptics.  We 
think  that,  although  these  three  wards  are  in  immediate  connec¬ 
tion,  and  capable  of  being  worked  together,  four  is  quite  an 
insufficient  number  of  attendants  for  the  90  patients. 

While  on  this  subject,  we  would  advert  to  the  suggestion  made  at 
the  last  visit  of  the  employment,  in  some  of  the  male  wards,  of  mar¬ 
ried  attendants  and  their  wives,  an  arrangement  which  we  take 
leave  again  to  recommend  as  on  many  accounts  very  advisable. 

According  to  the  ward  returns  the  patients  usefully  employed  are 
313  men  and  338  women;  of  the  former,  96  work  on  the  land  and  50 
at  trades  ;  of  the  latter,  205  are  engaged  in  sewing,  14  in  knitting, 
and  61  in  the  laundry, 

Divine  Service  is  attended  on  Sundays  by  about  300  of  the  males 
and  250  of  the  female  patients,  and  on  week-days  by  the  same  num¬ 
ber  of  males  and  about  130  females. 

About  200  patients  of  each  sex  are  assembled  for  evening  amuse¬ 
ments  in  the  hall,  consisting  of  dances,  concerts,  dramatic  represen¬ 
tations,  coffee  parties,  &c.  There  is  in  the  wards  a  good  supply  of 
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books,  newspapers,  illustrated  periodicals,  drafts,  dominoes,  cards,  Appendix  (C.) 
&c. 

charge  for  maintenance  is  the  same  as  before,  viz.,  ^gyjC^ire 

(Lancaster.) 

There  are  at  present,  we  are  informed,  only  19  vacant  beds,  7  in 
the  male  and  12  in  the  female  division. 

The  dormitories  generally  continue  to  be  overcrowded.  W e  have 
especially  to  call  attention  on  this  subject  to  the  three-bedded  rooms 
on  the  male  side,  wherein  the  cubical  space  per  bed  is  only  about  350 
feet.  They  ought,  we  think,  to  be  restored  to  their  original  use  as 
single  rooms. 

We  found  the  wards  and  rooms  throughout  very  clean,  and  in 
the  best  order,  and  the  ventilation,  with  few  exceptions,  good.  The 
exceptions  were  some  water-closets  on  the  male  side,  to  which  we 
directed  attention. 

The  beds  and  bedding  in  all  the  wards  were  in  their  usual  good 
order,  and  well  supplied  with  blankets. 

The  unprotected  state  of  the  steam-pipes  noticed  in  the  last  report 
has  been  considered  by  the  Committee,  and  is  receiving  attention. 

Tenders  for  carrying  out  the  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  male 
hospital  have  been  advertised  for. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  Mr.  Morrish,  who  has 
succeeded  Dr.  Mercer  as  one  of  the  assistant  medical  officers,  now 
sleeps  in  the  new  detached  male  building,  ward  No.  14. 

Since  the  last  visit  a  new  general  bathroom  of  ample  size,  well 
lighted,  and  containing  six  baths,  has  been  erected  in  the  female 
division,  connected  with  which  are  two  large  dressing-rooms.  The 
means  of  washing  also  have  been  considerably  extended  and  im¬ 
proved  in  wards  Nos.  1,  3,  5,  11,  and  12  on  the  male  side,  and  No.  5 
on  the  females. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  made  at  the  last  visit  the 
portions  of  No.  14  female  ward  occupied  respectively  as  dormitory 
and  dayroom  have  been  separated  by  a  dwarf  partition. 

We  recommend  the  removal  from  the  dining-room  of  No.  5  male 
ward  of  the  range  of  fixed  partitioned  wooden  seats,  of  which  no 
use  is  made,  and  which  inconveniently  encroach  on  the  room. 

In  the  temporary  absence  of  Mr.  Broadhurst  we  were  accompanied, 
during  our  inspection,  by  the  two  assistant  medical  officers,  Dr. 

Bussell  and  Mr.  Morrish,  who  are  evidently  zealous  and  efficient, 
and  from  whom,  as  well  as  from  the  matron,  Mrs.  Proctor,  we  re¬ 
ceived  everv  information  and  assistance.

Lancashire  Asylums. — 2.  Bainhill.

Since  the  last  visit,  about  ten  months  ago,  75  men  and  65  women  Lancashire 
have  been  admitted ;  49  men  and  42  women  have  been  discharged,  Asylums.1*6 
of  whom  91  were  reported  recovered,  and  26  men  and  22  women  (Rainhili.); 
have  died.  This  rate  of  mortality  is  very  low,  being  about  2  per

The  suicide  was  that  of  a  female  patient,  who  died  two  days  after 
an  attempt  at  strangulation,  from  effusion  of  blood  on  the  brain.  In 
this  case,  and  in  five  others  where  the  deaths  were  sudden  and  no 
one  was  present,  coroners’  inquests  were  held,  and  the  verdicts  and 
other  particulars  duly  forwarded  to  our  office  at  the  time.  Post¬ 
mortem  examinations  were  made  on  the  bodies  of  16  male  and  18 
female  patients.  The  general  health  is  good  at  the  present  time, 
although  there  is  a  large  proportion  of  feeble  cases,  and  the  general 
paralytics  are  numerous.  From  all  causes,  5  men  and  12  women 
were  in  bed  yesterday,  and  41  men  and  59  women  were  under  medical 
treatment. 

The  present  number  of  patients  is  682,  322  men  and  360  women. 
The  asylum  is  full,  indeed  overcrowded,  and  since  the  last  visit,  73 
males  and  98  females  have  been  refused  admission  for  want  of  room. 
The  weekly  charge  for  the  current  quarter  has  been  raised  to 

9  s.  11  d. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  yesterday  and  this  day,  we  have 
seen  every  patient,  except  a  man  who  is  absent  on  trial,  and  a 
woman  who  is  boarded  out  in  the  village.  With  some  few  excep¬ 
tions,  the  patients  were  well  behaved  and  free  from  excitement, 
and  the  clothing  of  the  women  was  excellent.  We  thought,  how¬ 
ever,  that  more  attention  was  needed  to  the  personal  condition  of 
the  men,  many  of  whom  were  very  untidy  in  their  dress.  We 
saw  98  men  and  126  women  at  dinner  in  the  hall  on  both  days  of 
our  visit,  and  everything  was  most  comfortable  and  orderly.  The 
food  was  good  and  abundant,  and  well  and  cleanly  served. 

There  were  yesterday  one  patient  of  each  sex  in  seclusion,  but 
no  one  under  restraint ;  nor  has  there  been  any  instance  of  instru¬ 
mental  coercion  since  the  last  visit.  The  recorded  instances  of 
seclusion  are  35  in  the  male  and  46  in  the  female  division,  the 
former  having  been  secluded  on  287  and  the  latter  on  332  occasions. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  the  amount  of  seclusion 
here  is  still  large.

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The  arrangements  for  occupation  are  the  same  as  usual,  and  the  Appendix  (0.) 

numbers  usefully  employed  average  207  in  the  male  and  230  in  - - 

the  female  division.  Lancashire 

Not  more  than  110  men  and  107  women  appear  to  attend  the  /^inhill*) 
chapel  services,  and  the  proportion  of  patients  at  the  Catholic  services 
is  still  smaller,  although  there  are  more  Roman  Catholics  than  Pro¬ 
testants  now  in  the  asylum. 

1  he  average  numbers  going  beyond  the  asylum  for  exercise  are 
the  same  as  usual ;  and  there  seems  to  have  been  no  change  as 
regards  associated  meetings  for  recreation  and  amusement.  There 
was  a  ball  last  week,  but  there  has  not  yet  been  a  pic-nic. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  the  same  as  at  the  date  of  the  last  visit, 
one  of  the  men  being  now  away  on  sick  leave,  and  there  being  one 
vacancy  in  the  male  staff.  We  were  sorry  to  learn  that  several  of 
the  old  male  attendants  have  recently,  owing  probably  to  the  rapid 
rise  in  the  rate  of  wages,  suddenly  resigned  their  situations,  and  it 
is  probably  owing  to  the  loss  of  these  men  that  the  less  favourable 
appearance  of  the  male  patients  maybe  attributed.  We  are  glad 
to  learn  that  the  committee  have  recently  sanctioned  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  second  paid  night  attendant  in  both  divisions. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  the  condition  of  the 
warns,  both  as  regards  the  day  rooms  and  dormitories ;  although  some 
of  the  latter  contain  too  many  beds.  Attached  to  ward  16  is  a  row 
of  earth-closets  and  urinals,  where  the  ventilation  seemed  to  be  in¬ 
sufficient,  and  to  which  we  draw  attention.  It  was  with  regret  that 
we  noticed  the  very  neglected  state  of  the  airing  courts,  which  at 
the  last  visit  were  so  well  kept,  and  that  the  practice  of  exposing 
soiled  mattresses  in  them  has  not  been  given  up.  WTrkmen  are 
engaged  in  building.  six  single  rooms,  three  on  each  floor,  being  an 
addition  to  an  existing  spur  from  wards  10  and  11  on  the  women’s 
side,  and  it  is  proposed  to  make  a  similar  addition  to  the  male  side. 

The  plans  and  estimates  for  these  alterations  have  not  been  sub¬ 
mitted  for  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  required  by  the 
statute,  the  provisions  of  which  have  been  equally  neglected  in  the 
erection  of  some  cottages  near  the  boundary  of  the  estate.  The 
plans,  &c.,  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Home  Office  without  further 
delay,  and  care,  should  be  taken  in  future  to  submit  them  before 
any  works  of  this  description  are  commenced. 

e  have  made  ,  inquiry  as  to  the  general  rules,  alterations  and 
amendments  in  which  have  for  some  time  past  been  under  the  consi¬ 
deration  of  the  committee.  We  trust  that  no  further  delay  will  take 
place  in  submitting  the  revised  rules  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
his  approval,  as  the  present  rules  are  in  many  points  not  applicable 
to  the  existing  staff. 

Except  as  regards  the  several  matters  which  we  have  had  occa¬ 
sion  to  refer  to  above,  we  consider  that  the  condition  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  asylum  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  and  creditabhTto 
Dr.  Rogers  as  the  superintendent.

The  present  numbers  on  the  books  of  this  asylum  are  as  follows :

In  the  course  of  our  inspection,  which  occupied  the 
whole  of  yesterday  and  a  portion  of  this  day,  we  have  examined 
every  inmate,  and  visited  all  the  wards  and  offices.  The  following

From  these  numbers  it  will  be  seen  that  the  death-rate  during 
the  last  ten  months  has  been  lower  than  usual.  The  causes  of 
death  were  of  the  ordinary  kind  in  asylums  ;  but  the  proportion  of 
cases  of  general  paralysis  was  unusually  large. 

The  suicide  was  that  of  a  paralytic  man,  who  had  strangled  him¬ 
self  in  a  bedroom,  not  being  at  the  time  suspected  of  suicidal  pro¬ 
pensities. 

The  case  of  accidental  drowning  was  that  of  a  demented  male 
patient,  who  was  endeavouring  to  make  his  escape.  In  both  these 

instances 
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instances  coroners’  inquests  were  held,  and  the  particulars  duly  Appendix  (C.) 
reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time.  - 

There  were  post-mortem  examinations  in  only  30  cases,  being  all  Lancashire 
in  which  the  consent  of  the  relatives  could  be  obtained.  Asylums. 

The  numbers  now  resident  leave  10  vacant  beds  in  the  male  and  '  ies  W1C 
four  in  the  female  division ;  but  these  vacancies  are  caused  by  the 
removal  of  the  patients  to  Whittingham,  and  there  had  previously 
been  much  pressure  for  accommodation,  and  74  men  and  46  women 
have  been  refused  admission.  The  present  weekly  charge  for 
patients  is  9  s.  4  d. 

.We  were  glad  to  notice  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  con¬ 
dition  and  demeanour  of  the  worst  class  of  patients  in  both  divisions, 
whilst  the  state  of  the  more  favourable  clases  was  throughout  very 
satisfactory.  They  were  free  from  excitement,  and  their  persons 
and  clothing  well  attended  to.  The  same  remark  may  be  made  in 
regard  to  the  bedding,  which  we  found  in  excellent  order. 

We  saw  the  patients  at  dinner  in  the  recreation-hall  on  both  days, 

160  of  each  sex  being  present.  The  most  perfect  order  and  quiet 
prevailed,  and  the  meals  seemed  to  give  general  satisfaction.  The 
food  yesterday  consisted  of  pies  made  with  Australian  meat,  rice, 
bread  and  cheese,  and  beer;  and  to-day  there  was  bacon  and 
cabbage,  with  bread  and  cheese  and  beer.  Since  the  last  visit, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  accommodation  of  60  more 
women  in  this  hall,  and  the  crowding  noticed  in  the  female  dining¬ 
room.  has  .  been  proportionably  relieved.  The  numbers  now 
associated  in  their  respective  dining-halls  are  211  men  and  268 
women.  The  rest  of  the  patients  dine  in  their  own  wards.  The 
collection  of  rooms  converted  into  the  male  dining-hall  are  still  over¬ 
crowded  by  the  numbers  assembled  there;  they  are  very  deficient 
in  the  means  of  lighting  and  ventilation,  and  otherwise  inconvenient. 

The  only  satisfactory  remedy  would  be  the  erection  of  a  room 
similar  in  all  respects  to  the  one  on  the  women’s  side.  This  addition 
would  afford  an  opportunity  of  converting  the  existing  dining-rooms 
into  workshops,  and  a  lavatory  for  working  patients,  both  of  which 
are  much  needed. 

There  were  yesterday  5  men  and  1  woman  in  seclusion ;  and  2 
men,  for  surgical  reasons,  were  wearing  padded  gloves,  not,  however, 
restraining  the  arms.  This  is  the  only  find  of  restraint  which  has  been 
used  since,  the  last  visit,  and,  including  these  2  men,  it  has  only  been 
employed  in  four  cases  in  the  male  division,  and  two  on  the  female 
side,  the  reasons  being  in  consequence  of  destructive  habits,  or 
for  the  prevention  of  self-injury.  As  regards  seclusion,  we  find* 
record  of  214  instances  in  the  male,  and  197  in  the  female  division, 
applicable  to  77  men  and  86  women,  all  of  whom  were  secluded  for 
excitement  or  violence.  For  medical  and  other  reasons,  and  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  intrusion  of  other  patients,  26  men  and  11  women  had 
their  room  doors  locked,  the  former  on  31  and  the  latter  on  14 
occasions.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  numbers  that  the  amount 
of  seclusion  for  violence  and  excitement  has  been  large,  and  although 
the  class  of  patients  admitted  is  frequently  of  a  very  unfavourable 
character,  we  think  that  it  may  be  found  practicable  materially  to 
diminish  the  use  of  this  description  of  treatment.

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We  have  had  returns  of  the  numbers  usefully  employed,  and 
attending  Divine  service,  which  show  about  the  same  average  as 
before.  There  are  weekly  associated  entertainments,  at  which  286 
men  and  290  women  are  usually  present. 

The  condition  of  the  wards  as  regards  cleanliness,  order,  and  com¬ 
fort  was  very  creditable.  Some  of  the  day-rooms  in  the  male 
division  are  being  painted  and  decorated  in  excellent  taste,  and  in  a 
very  superior  manner,  but  at  the  same  time  very  economically,  as 
everything  is  done  by  the  labour  of  the  patients.  The  infirmaries 
in  both  divisions  are  inadequate  in  size,  and  we  found  some  of 
the  rooms  overcrowded  and  imperfectly  ventilated.  We  are 
glad  to  learn  that  Mr.  Ley  has  under  consideration  a  scheme  for 
re-arranging  and  improving  the  accommodation  for  the  sick,  and 
also  alterations  in  Nos.  2  and  3  wards  in  each  division,  which  will 
facilitate  the  better  supervision  of  the  patients. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  Committee,  acting  upon  the 
suggestion  made  in  the  last  entry,  are  now  negotiating  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  portion  of  the  field  at  back  of  the  asylum.  The  acquisition 
of  this  land  as  a  means  for  extending  the  now  most  inadequate 
airing-courts,  and  generally,  of  affording  space  and  light  on  this 
side,  is  so  very  important  that  we  trust  no  effort  will  be  wanting  to 
secure  it. 

Mr.  Holland,  having  been  appointed  superintendent  of  the  new 
asylum  at  Whittingham,  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Ley,  whose 
able  management  of  the  Salop  Asylum  gives  every  assurance  that 
he  will  efficiently  and  successfully  conduct  this  large  and  important 
establishment. 


Lancashire  Asylums.  — 4.  Whittingham. 

Memorandum. 

25  July  1872. 

Being  at  Preston,  we  took  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  new 
asylum  for  the  county  of  Lancaster,  now  building  at  Whittingham. 
Mr.  Holland,  the  future  superintendent,  who  has  now  been  resident 
for  about  three  months,  accompanied  us  during  our  inspection,  and 
afforded  us  all  needful  explanations. 

The  Board  will  remember  that  when  the  site  was  proposed  for 
the  Secretary  of  State’s  approval,  it  was  stated  that  a  right  of  way 
could  be  purchased  through  an  adjoining  property,  whereby  the 
distance  from  a  neighbouring  railway  station  would  be  materially 
lessened.  This  right  has  now  been  obtained,  and  a  road  made  from 
the  south.  A  lodge  will  shortly  be  built,  and  the  distance  from 
thence  to  the  Grimsargh  station  will  be  about  one  mile  and  a 
quarter. 

The  portions  of  the  building  now  roofed  in,  consist  of  the  super¬ 
intendent’s  house;  the  two  large  adjacent  three  storey  blocks;  the 
two  blocks  for  excited  patients  ;  and  one  of  the  reception  wards ; 
together  with  the  whole  of  the  dining  halls,  kitchens,  and  central 
administration  department,  including  the  officers’  residences,  and 
also  the  detached  laundry  and  workshops. 
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he  superintendent’s  house  is  entirely  finished  and  furnished,  and  Appendix  (C.) 

e  IV0  adjoining  blocks  are  almost  completed;  and  they  are  now  - 

partially  occupied  by  33  men  and  3  women,  who  have  been  sent  Lancashire 

employed  ;'12,Pj ™8twie^  ^sylum  °n  trial.  The  men  are  regularly 
[loyed  m  laying  out  the  grounds,  and  the  women  in  cooking 

and  washing  for  them.  There  are  2  male  and  1  female  attendants. 

e  remaining  blocks  (and  the  church)  are  in  various  stages  of 
progress,  but  two  of  them  have  not  yet  been  raised  beyond  the 
oundations.  The  whole  of  the  works  were  to  have  been  delivered 
up  by  the  contractor  in  May  last,  but  owing  to  the  difficulty  which 
nas  oeen  experienced  in  obtaining  workmen  at  so  great  a  distance 
rom  the  town  of  Preston,  and  the  want  of  accommodation  on  the 
spot,  [it  is  now  feared  that  two  years  must  yet  elapse  before  the 
asy  um  will  be  completed.  This  delay  will  not,  however,  render 
necessary  the  refusal  of  patients  during  that  long  period  ;  as,  owing 
to  the  construction  of  the  asylum  in  separate  blocks,  arrangements 
might,  we  think,  be  easily  made  for  the  reception  of  a  moderate 
number  of  cases  ;  especially  those  of  a  quiet,  orderly- class,  whilst 
tne  building  operations  are  going  on. 

A  considerable  stock  of  clothing  and  bedding  made  at  the  Prest- 
wich  Asylum,  is  already  in  store ;  and  also  a  large  quantity  of 
ward  furniture  and  other  necessaries. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Longridge  Water  Com¬ 
pany  for  an  unlimited  supply  0f  water  at  the  rate  of  6  d.  per 

,  00  gallons,  and  the  Visitors  have  laid  down  their  own  mains,  at 
an  expense  of  1,200  l 

,  T'°nnd  that  stables,  and  several  cottages  had  been  built;  and 
that  gasworks  were  in  progress,  the  plans  and  estimates  for  which 
had  not  oeen  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  his  approval. 

It  appeared  also  that  the  contract  for  the  purchase  of  the  right  of 
way,  and  a  quarter  of  an  acre  of  land  for  the  lodge,  had  not  been 
sanctioned  by  the  Home  Office. 


Leicester  and  Rutland  County  Asylum. 

5  December  1872. 

Upon  our  visit  to-day  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  all  its  Leicestershire 
departments,  and,  with,  the  exception  of  two  males  (one  of  the  pri-  and  Rutland 
vate  and  the  other  of  the  pauper  class),  absent  on  leave,  have  seen  Asylums- 
all  the  patients. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues,  1st  March  1871,  the  admissions 
have  been  164,  discharges  160,  and  deaths  81. 

Of  the  patients  admitted  7  males  and  6  females  were  private,  and 
89  males  and  62  females  pauper.  Of  those  discharged,  88  of  the 
male  and  77  of  the  female  sex,  57  (27  males  and  30  females)  had 
recovered.  Of  the  deaths,  which  were  all  from  ordinary  causes, 

45  were  on  the  male  and  36  on  the  female  side.  In  two  cases  only,  of 
sudden  death  from  epilepsy,  were  inquests  held. 

The  patients  on  the  books  are  now  422  in  number;  viz.,  private 
patients,  17  males  and  21  females  ;  and  paupers,  198  males  and  186 
females. 
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The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  at  present  very  good,  the 
patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  9  on  the 
male  side  and  two  on  the  female.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  7  males 
and  no  females  were  in  bed. 

The  only  instance  of  restraint  since  the  last  visit  has  been  in  the 
case  of  a  female  pauper  for  a  few  hours,  and  for  surgical  reasons. 
During  the  same  period  the  patients  recorded  as  having  been 
secluded  were  5  in  number,  all  females,  and  altogether  on  13  occa¬ 
sions.  We  found  one  woman,  a  violent  and  dangerous  patient,  in 
seclusion. 

With  this  exception  the  patients  of  both  sexes  and  all  classes 
during  our  passage  through  their  wards,  were  remarkably  quiet  and 
orderly  in  demeanour  and  personally  in  a  satisfactory  state.  W e 
noticed,  however,  that  a  large  number  of  the  female  pauper  patients 
wore  cotton  dresses,  the  day  being  very  cold.  Upon  inquiry  we 
were  informed  that  dresses  of  a  woollen  material  were  in  course  of 
being  made.  We  trust  that  no  unnecessary  delay  will  take  place  in 
supplying  the  warmer  dresses  universally. 

We  saw  the  patients  in  several  wards  on  each  side  at  dinner, 
which  was  of  excellent  quality,  consisting  of  boiled  beef  and  bacon, 
cabbages,  bread,  and  beer,  and  comfortably  served. 

The  patients  attending  Divine  service  in  the  chapel,  both  morning 
and  afternoon,  average  on  Sundays  88  of  the  male  and  92  of  the 
female  sex.  The  daily  morning  service  is  attended  by  about  34 
males  and  42  females. 

According  to  the  latest  ward  returns  the  male  patients  employed 
were  99  in  number :  viz.,  43  on  the  farm  and  land ;  42  as  artizans, 
of  whom  13  worked  in  the  shops  and  the  remainder  in  repairing  and 
plastering  the  walls  (with  a  view  to  their  being  painted)  of  the 
corridor  of  No.  3  male  ward,  and  14  as  assistants  in  the  wards.  Of 
the  female  patients  employed,  123  in  number,  38  were  engaged  in 
needlework  and  knitting,  41  in  the  laundry  department,  and  44  in 
the  kitchen  offices  and  wards. 

The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise,  recreation,  and  amuse¬ 
ment  continue  as  before,  and  quite  satisfactory.  The  entertain¬ 
ments,  which  are  partaken  by  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  include 
weekly  and  monthly  dances,  and  dramatic  performances. 

Books  and  periodicals,  illustrated  and  others,  are  plentifully  dis¬ 
tributed  through  the  several  wards,  wherein  they  are  kept  on  open 
shelves,  with  lists,  constantly  accessible  to  the  patients. 

The  weekly  rate  for  maintenance  is  now  9  5.  6  d. 

\\T e  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  credit¬ 
able  order  of  the  wards  and  rooms  generally,  which  present  a  cheer¬ 
ful  aspect.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  good  and  well  attended  to. 
We  found,  however,  that  in  contravention  of  Mr.  Buck’s  instruc¬ 
tions,  and  to  his  surprise,  it  was  the  practice,  in  the  cases  of  wet 
patients,  to  use  mackintosh  coverings  with  the  blankets  placed  below 
them,  instead  of  being  interposed  between  them  and  the  lower  sheets. 

The  comfort  of  the  patients  in  No.  1  female  ward  would  be  in¬ 
creased  by  additional  matting  on  the  flagged  floor  of  the  corridor. 
The  means  of  warming  this  corridor  are  stated  to  be  sufficient,  but 
the  apparatus  is  out  of  order,  and  we  found  it  very  cold.

The  new  detached  residence  for  the  superintendent,  and  the  Appendix  (c.) 
glazed  covered  way  communicating  thence  with  the  female  division, 
are  complete. 

The  appropriation  and  adaptation  of  the  present  superintendent’s  ^ylut^  an 
apartments  and  Board-room,  which  are  about  to  be  carried  out  will, 
amongst  other  things,  separate  more  completely  the  private  from  the 
pauper  patients. 

We  regret  to  learn  that  Dr.  Compson  has,  in  consequence  of  ill 
health,  been  compelled  to  resign  his  appointment  as  assistant 
medical  officer,  which  he  has  held,  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the 
institution,  for  three  years. 

He  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Bowes,  who  entered  upon  his 
duties  six  weeks  ago.

We  have  to-day  and  yesterday  inspected  this  asylum  in  all  its  Lincolnshire 
departments,  and  have  seen  all  the  patients,  among  whom  the  fol-  Asylum*

Of  the  discharges  as  many  as  48  were  entered  as  recoveries,  and 
of  the  remainder  19  women  have  been  sent  under  contract  to  the 
Bast  Biding  Asylum  at  Beverley. 

The  present  numbers  on  the  books  are  577  ;  viz.,  284  males  and 
293  females.  Two  of  the  former  are  absent  on  trial.  These  num¬ 
bers  (allowing  the  prescribed  minimum  of  500  cubic  feet  per  patient 
for  dormitory  space)  leave  vacancies  for  18  males  only  and  7  females.

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Appendix  (C.)  The  rate  of  mortality  appears  to  be  high,  but  the  period  to  which 
it  refers  has  comprised  the  whole  of  the  winter,  which  is  a  season 
Lincolnshire  more  frequently  fatal  to  aged  persons  and  those  suffering  from  pul¬ 
monary  affections.  There  has  been  no  serious  casualty.  Post¬ 
mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  10  cases  only,  and  1  inquest 
has  been  held,  that  upon  a  female  patient  who  died  suddenly  from 
disease  of  the  heart. 

We  have,  again,  a  most  favourable  report  to  make  on  the 
condition  and  management  of  the  asylum.  We  found  the  pa¬ 
tients  of  both  sexes,  almost  without  exception,  tranquil  and 
orderly,  and  none  made  any  complaint  of  ill  treatment  against  the 
attendants,  or  any  appeal  to  us  save  for  discharge.  As  regards  per¬ 
sonal  appearance  and  clothing,  all  were  in  a  very  satisfactory  state, 
creditable  to  the  attendants.  At  the  time  of  our  arrival  ‘200  and 
upwards  of  the  women  were  in  their  airing-courts,  which,  as  well  as 
those  in  the  male  division,  continue  to  be  kept  in  excellent  order, 
and  are,  as  regards  the  introduction  of  flowers,  superior  to  the 
courts  of  county  asylums  generally. 

No  one  was  in  seclusion.  Only  4  men  and  6  women  were  in  bed 
for  all  causes. 

1  here  are,  as  usual  here,  a  large  number  of  paralytic,  epileptic, 
and  feeble  patients,  but  otherwise  the  general  health  is  at  present 
tolerably  good.  Eleven  men  and  10  women  are  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment. 

Ihere  has  been  no  instance  of  mechanical  restraint,  and  seclusion 
has  been  limited  to  15  patients,  who  have  been  locked  in  their 
rooms,  in  all,  upon  19  occasions. 

The  arrangements  for  attendance  at  Divine  service,  for  employ¬ 
ment,  amusement,  and  out-door  exercise  of  the  patients,  remain 
substantially  as  before  reported.  On  Sundays  130  men -and  125 
women  usually  appear  in  chapel.  That  building  will,  however, 
accommodate  a  larger  number.  There  is  no  week-day  service. 

.  About  40  male  patients  only  now  work  on  the  land.  This  is  a  con¬ 
siderably  less  number  than  was  reported  at  the  last  visit;  the  de¬ 
crease  is  attributed,  by  Dr.  Palmer,  to  the  recoveries  of  able-bodied, 
and  to  the  unfavourable  character  of  many  recent  admissions. 
Those  employed  in  the  wards  and  domestic  offices  are  94,  but  we 
regret  to  find  that  10  only  are  engaged  in  trades  and  at  the  shops. 
The  recommendation  made  at  the  last  and  previous  visits  of  work¬ 
shop  extension  has  not  been  carried  out,  but  will,  we  are  glad  to 
learn,  form  part  of  the  scheme  for  the  next  enlargement  of  the 
asylum.  Of  the  women  130  are  engaged  at  needlework,  58  in  the 
laundry  and  domestic  offices,  and  42  in  ward  cleaning. 

TV  ith  regard  to  out-door  exercise,  80  women  go  daily  beyond 
the  airing- courts,  and  80  men  and  90  females  are  taken  for  a 
walk  weekly  beyond  the  asylum  estate.  But  little  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  construction  of  the  boundary  path  referred  to  in 
tie  last  entry;  an  insufficient  supply  of  cinders  from  the  asylum 
as  delayed  its  formation.  .  The  value  of  such  a  road  as  affording 
|  e  means  °t  extended  daily  exercise  for  the  patients  is  so  great 
that  we  trust  some  other  suitable  material  may  be  obtained,  and  the 
work  be  then  pushed  forward  with  energy.  Good  provision  is  still 

made 
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made  for  the  recreation  and  amusement  of  the  patients.  Two  Appendix  (C.) 

hundred  and  upwards  of  both  sexes  are  usually  present  at  the  - 

weekly  associated  entertainments.  Lincolnshire 

We  found  the  wards  throughout  clean,  well- ventilated,  and  in  the  Asylum* 
best  condition.  The  papering,  not  only  of  the  day-rooms  and 
corridors,  but  also  of  the  dormitories  and  single  rooms,  adds  much 
to  the  general  cheerfulness ;  and  so  little  damage  is  done  to  the 
walls  that  it  is  rarely  necessary  to  renew  the  papering  on  account 
of  wanton  destruction.  The  beds  and  bedding  are  of  good  quality 
and  in  very  good  order,  but  for  a  considerable  number  of  epileptics 
the  beds  were  placed  upon  the  floor.  For  such  patients  low,  padded 
bedsteads  would  be  found  more  suitable  and  comfortable,  and  an 
improvement  in  the  generally  well-furnished  dormitories  would  be 
the  introduction  of  ewers  of  drinking  water  with  mugs. 

The  staff  of  attendants  appears  to  be  sufficient,  and  we  are  glad 
to  learn  that  the  yearly  wages  in  both  divisions  have  been  increased. 

The  men  now  commence  at  251.  per  annum  instead  of  21  /.,  the 
women  at  15/.  per  annum  instead  of  14/. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  levelling  and  laying  out,  for  purposes  of 
sewage  cultivation,  of  10  acres  of  land,  to  the  north-west  of  the 
asylum,  have  been  completed,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Lawson,  the 
eminent  civil  engineer.  Sufficient  time  has  not  elapsed  for  obtain¬ 
ing  profitable  crops,  but  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  scheme 
will,  in  due  course,  prove  in  this  respect  highly  successful ;  mean¬ 
while  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  purification  of  the  sewage 
seems  to  be  perfect,  and  that  the  effluent  water  is  quite  clear  and 
inodorous. 

The  question  of  the  requisite  addition  to  the  female  wards,  the 
erection  of  a  hospital  for  infectious  diseases,  and  the  construction  of 
a  large  work-room  for  male  patients  have,  we  are  glad  to  find,  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  visitors  ;  plans  and  an  estimate  have,  we  under¬ 
stand  been  obtained,  and  we  hope  that  no  unnecessary  delay  will 
take  place  in  submitting  them,  through  our  Board,  for  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

We  have,  in  conclusion,  to  record  our  opinion  that  this  asylum 
continues  to  be  in  a  very  efficient  state,  highly  creditable  to  the 
ability  and  energy  of  Dr.  Palmer,  the  medical  superintendent. 


Middlesex  Asylums. — 1.  Colney  Hatch. 

22  June  1872. 

We  have  officially  visited  this  Asylum,  and  during  the  four  days  Middlesex 
occupied  by  our  inspection,  we  have  personally  examined  every  Asylums, 
patient,  and  gone  through  all  the  wards  and  offices.  The  present  (ColneyHatoh') 
number  of  patients  on  the  books  is  2,061,  of  whom  819  are  men 
and  1,242  women;  of  the  latter,  3  are  absent  on  trial.  These 
numbers  leave  no  vacancies  in  the  female  division,  but  there  are  11 
empty  beds  on  the  male  side.  The  admissions  since  our  colleagues’ 
visit  in  October  last  comprise  222  men  and  177  women;  and  during 
the  same  interval,  77  of  the  former  and  233  of  the  latter  have  been 
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refused  admission  for  want  of  room.  Of  the  271  patients  discharged, 
141  were  men  and  130  women;  213  of  the  whole  number  being 
returned  as  “recovered.”  There  have  been  136  deaths,  82  in  the 
male  and  54  in  the  female  division,  attributed  to  the  following

The  suicide  was  that  of  a  male  patient  who  had  been  many  years 
in  the  asylum,  during  which  he  had  not  shown  any  disposition  to 
injure  himself.  Of  the  fatal  casualties,  the  man  was  killed  on  the 
railway  whilst  trying  to  make  his  escape ;  one  of  the  women  died 
from  fracture  of  the  leg,  accidentally  received;  and  the  other 
woman  from  fractured  ribs,  the  injuries  having  been  inflicted  by 
another  patient.  In  the  above  cases,  and  also  in  that  of  the  suicide, 
coroners5  inquests  were  held,  and  full  particulars  were  at  the  time 
furnished  to  our  Board. 

Speaking  generally  of  the  condition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes, 
we  have  to  report  that,  with  some  exceptions  in  two  or  three  of  the 
women’s  wards,  the  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly ;  those  in  the 
male  division  being  unusually  free  from  excitement.  A  very 
dangerous  male  epileptic  was  restrained  by  wrist  straps  and  a  belt, 
and  one  patient  of  each  sex  was  secluded.  With  respect  to  the 
employment  of  mechanical  restraint  in  the  case  of  the  man  above 
referred  to,  it  appears  from  the  register,  that  since  the  22nd  of  last 
September,  a  period  of  nine  months,  he  has  during  the  day  time 
been  constantly  fastened  in  the  manner  described.  There  is  record 
of  ten  other  cases  of  restraint  on  the  men’s  side,  one  patient  having 
had  his  arms  fastened,  and  the  remainder  having  worn  “  gloves  ” 
altogether  on  253  occasions.  Such  an  amount  of  instrumental 
coercion  is  without  precedent  in  any  other  English  asylum  at  the 
present  day,  and  we  hope  that  some  less  objectionable  mode  of 
dealing  with  violent  and  destructive  propensities  will  be  adopted. 
There  has  been  no  restraint  in  the  female  division.  According  to 
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the  same  register,  34  men  have  been  secluded  on  64  occasions,  and  Appendix  (C.) 
96  women  on  261  occasions.  The  clothing  of  both  sexes  was 
generally  clean  and  good.  We  were  sorry,  however,  to  find  in  male  Middlesex 
wards  14  and  B  3,  9  men  wearing  special  strong  canvass  dresses,  ^CoineyHatch.) 
besides  others  who  were  clothed  in  an  exceptional  manner. 

The  wards  were  all  very  clean,  but,  thoroughout,  the  ventilation 
was  imperfect,  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  insufficient  means  of  opening 
windows. 

Ventilators  are  being  introduced  into  the  dormitories,  which  will 
partially  remedy  this  evil,  but  wide  opening  windows  would,  we 
think,  be  more  useful,  and  certainly  more  suitable  for  day-rooms. 

We  paid  particular  attention  to  the  sleeping  arrangements,  and 
found  75  men  and  40  women,  of  known  dirty  habits,  have  no 
mattresses,  being  supplied  with  stretchers  only;  these  have  the 
ordinary  bedding,  but  29  men  and  13  women  have  strong  quilted 
canvass  rugs  and  mattresses  placed  on  the  floor.  Besides  these,  0 
men  and  34  women  have  ordinary  beds  and  bedding,  but  no  bed¬ 
steads.  Most  of  these  last  are  epileptics,  and  for  such  cases  it 
would  be  better  that  low  padded  bedsteads  should  be  provided. 

We  have  again  to  draw  attention  to  the  objectionable  practice  here 
followed,  of  cleaning  soiled  mattresses  without  unpicking  them,  or 
separately  washing  the  hair.  The  present  arrangements  for  this 
purpose  are  quite  inadequate,  but  perfectly  clean  beds  might  be 
secured  in  every  case,  were  a  large  room  provided,  and  a 
sufficient  number  of  patients  and  attendants  appointed  specially  for 
this  work.  Now,  only  21  male  patients  are  occupied  in  the  up¬ 
holsterers’  shop.  Owing  to  the  large  proportion  of  paralytic  and 
epileptic  cases  amongst  the  men,  the  number  of  this  sex  usefully 
employed  is  still  very  small,  the  total,  including  ward- cleaners,  being 
only  298.  Employment  is  more  general  in  the  female  division,  the 
latest  return  showing  502  as  being  usefully  occupied. 

Divine  service  is  performed  as  usual,  the  attendance  being  still 
very  small  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  patients. 

The  usual  meetings  for  associated  recreations  have  been  continued 
during  the  winter ;  and  have  generally  been  attended  by  upwards 
of  400  patients  of  both  sexes.  There  have  also  been  excursions  and 
picnics  during  the  summer,  and  we  are  very  glad  to  find  that 
patients  are  frequently  allowed,  under  proper  care,  to  visit  their 
friends  for  the  day. 

The  central  hall  is  still  disused  as  a  dining-room,  and  the  sexes 
are  never  associated  at  this  meal.  The  men  all  dine  in  their 
respective  wards,  but  the  laundry-women,  to  the  number  of  138, 
take  their  meals  together,  and  254  women  from  the  general  wards 
dine  in  No.  2  hall.  We  were  present  at  these  dinners  on  two 
days,  and  we  saw  the  dinners  served  to  the  men  on  another  occasion. 

There  were  complaints  of  the  potatoes,  which  certainly  were  not 
good,  and  rice  has  since  been  substituted,  in  other  respects  the 
meals  were  satisfactory.  We  suggested  what  we  think  would  be  an 
improvement  in  the  mode  of  preparing  and  serving  the  salad. 

The  provision  for  bathing  the  male  patients  continues  to  be 
quite  inadequate,  and  3  patients  are  still  bathed  in  the  same  water, 
a  practice,  which  it  is  needless  to  say,  should  not  be  allowed  to 
continue.  The  front  grounds  and  the  fields  to  the  west  afford 
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Appendix  (C.)  excellent  means  for  outdoor  exercise,  and  several  of  the  airing- 
"  courts  on  both  sides,  which  have  been  well  planted,  present  a  very 

Asylums*  cheerful  aspect.  In  strong  contrast  to  them,  however,  is  the  yard 
(Colney Hatch.)  used  by  about  100  male  patients  from  wards  14  and  B  3,  in  which 
we  very  strongly  recommend  that  some  improvement  should  be 
made.  The  majority  of  the  patients  who  walk  in  this  yard  are 
never  taken  beyond  it,  making  it  the  more  needful  that  it  should  be 
rendered  as  attractive  as  possible.  With  proper  care  and  protection 
in  the  first  instance,  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  effecting  this 
improvement,  nor  in  rearing  limes,  planes,  and  other  trees.  On  the 
womens  side,  courts  Nos.  3,  6,  and  7,  would  be  much  improved  by 
the  introduction  of  trees  to  give  shade  in  summer.  The  system  of 
sewage  irrigation  is  said  to  have  effectually  answered  the  purpose 
of  preventing  the  pollution  of  the  brook,  but  it  is  limited  to  only  a 
small  portion  of  the  land.  By  means  of  a  pumping  apparatus  its 
utility  might  be  largely  extended.  Extensive  alterations  have  been 
made  in  the  kitchen  department.  A  large  new  scullery  adjoining 
the  piincipal  kitchen  has  been  built.  The  old  scullery  has  been 
added  to  the  kitchen,  and  it  is  proposed  in  future  to  disuse  the 
women’s  kitchen  and  convert  it  to  other  purposes.  We  cannot 
learn  that  the  plans  and  estimates  for  these  alterations  have  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

We  have  made  all  statutory  inquiries  and  examined  the  medical 
journals  and  registers.  The  patients  last  recorded  as  taking  medicine, 
ai e  37  m  the  male,  and  152  m  the  female  divisions.  There  are  still 
no  proper  case  books,”  the  system  of  reporting  upon  loose  sheets 
being  continued.  Ihe  objections  incident  to  this  system  have  been 
already  set  forth  in  previous  entries,  and  we  must  again  record  our 

opinion  that  in  this  respect  the  provisions  of  the  law  are  not  com¬ 
plied  with. 

While  it  has  been  our  duty  in  this  report  to  draw  attention  to 
certain  defects  and  shortcomings,  we  are  glad  to  recognise  many 
important  impiovements,  and  the  efforts  made  in  various  ways  to 
promote  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the  patients ;  and  we  have 
again  the  pleasure  of  bearing  testimony  to  the  devotion  shown  by 
X  i ..  Sheppard  and  Mr.  Marshall  in  the  discharge  of  their  responsible 
duties  as  medical  superintendents. 


Middlesex  Asylums. — 2.  Hanwell. 


Middlesex 

Asylums 

(Hanwell). 


20  September  1872. 

We  have  this  morning  concluded  a  four  days’  inspection  of  the 
asylum  for  the  county  of  Middlesex,  at  Hanwell,  and  have  now 
seen  every  patient,  except  3  of  each  sex  absent  on  leave.  There 
are  upon  the  asylum  books  1,799  patients;  i.  e.}  707  males,  and 
1,092  females,  lhese  numbers  leave  2  vacant  beds  only  in  each 
division;  and  since  November  last,  when  our  colleagues  visited  the 
asylum,  96  males  and  184  females  have  been  refused  admission  for 
want  of  accommodation.  Since  that  visit  the  admissions  have  been 
245;  i.e.,  104  of  men,  and  141  of  Avomen.  The  discharges  have 
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been  114;  i.  e.,  38  in  the  male  and  76  in  the  female  department; 
of  them  86  are  stated  to  have  been  upon  recovery. 

The  mortality  has  been  128,  the  deaths  being  thus  apportioned: 
62  of  men;  66  of  women.  The  chief  causes  appear  to  have  been  as 
follows: — General  paralysis  in  25  cases ;  other  cerebral  diseases  in 
28  ;  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  respiratory  organs  in  44.  Post¬ 
mortem  examinations  were  made  upon  all  who  died,  with  5  excep¬ 
tions.  Inquests  were  held  on  the  deaths  of  6  men  and  4  women.  The 
deaths  of  2  resulted  from  apoplexy  (1  of  these  in  a  struggle  with 
another  patient) ;  3  had  received  fatal  injury  from  accidental 

falls;  2  died  of  epilepsy  and  were  found  dead  in  bed;  and  upon 
another  patient  an  inquest  was  only  held  on  account  of  his  sudden 
death  the  day  after  admission.  In  the  remaining  2  cases  (both  of 
men)  inquiry  was  necessary  in  consequence  of  fractured  ribs,  and 
other  injuries,  the  cause  of  which  was  not,  however,  ascertained. 

There  has  not  been  any  instance  of  restraint  in  either  division  ; 
seclusion  has  been  employed  with  47  male  patients,  on  81  occasions, 
and  with  62  females  in  143  instances. 

The  number  of  curable  patients  in  this  asylum  is  now  apparently 
very  small,  and  the  aged,  paralysed,  and  epileptic  form  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  inmates.  Persons  so  afflicted  were  the  majority  of 
the  12  men  and  15  women  whom  we  found  in  bed.  The  general 
health  of  the  asylum  is  fairly  good,  though  as  many  as  37  men  and 
132  women  are  registered  as  under  medical  treatment,  for  various 
reasons. 

We  visited  all  the  wTards,  dormitories,  single  rooms,  offices,  and 
workshops,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few,  chiefly  women,  the 
patients  were  quiet  and  orderly.  We  found  no  patient  under  me¬ 
chanical  restraint,  or  in  seclusion,  in  either  division.  Pew  com¬ 
plaints  were  made  to  us  in  reference  to  diet  or  treatment;  and 
several  patients,  in  answrer  to  our  inquiries,  expressed  satisfaction 
on  those  points ;  but  complaints  of  unnecessary  detention  were  not 
less  numerous  than  usual. 

In  both  divisions  we  noticed  many  cases  which  we  think  hardly 
require  to  be  kept  in  an  asylum,  if  they  could,  after  a  preliminary 
trial  under  Section  79  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  Act,  1853,  be  placed 
with  a  relative  able  and  willing  to  receive  them,  with  some  pecu¬ 
niary  assistance  from  their  Unions.  In  view  of  such  an  arrangement, 
we  think  that  the  medical  officers  should  be  requested  to  examine  the 
patients  here,  and  then  to  select  such  as  they  consider  fit  for  that 
treatment. 

The  clothing  of  the  male  patients  is  less  satisfactory  than  that  of 
the  other  sex ;  and  in  many  instances  we  found  their  dress  much 
worn,  and  not  in  a  tidy  state ;  both  as  to  material  and  variety  of 
colour  we  think  that  an  alteration  is  required ;  and  we  are  also  of 
opinion  that  a  provision  of  special  suits  for  Sundays  would  be 
attended  with  many  advantages. 

In  reference  to  the  beds  and  bedding  throughout  the  asy¬ 
lum,  we  are  glad  to  state  that,  with  the  exception  of  5  beds  on 
the  female  side,  sacking  stretchers  without  mattresses  have  been 
done  away  with.  All  the  beds  which  we  examined  were  quite 
clean,  and  well  supplied  with  bedding.  A  large  number  of  the 
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Appendix  (C.)  mattresses,  and  also  pillows,  are  of  cocoa-nut  fibre,  tor  which  we 
— — ■*  strongly  recommend  the  gradual  substitution  of  horsehair ;  and  in 
Middlesex  all  cases  the  wooden  bottoms  of  the  box  bedsteads,  which  are  partly 
Asylums.  covered  with  lead,  should  be  removed  and  replaced  by  sackings. 

(Han well.)  The  cpapei  attendance  on  Sundays  averages  570  in  the  morning, 
and  490  in  the  evening;  on  week  days,  211  and  173. 

There  has  been  little  addition  to  the  number  of  patients  usefully 
employed;  but  we  are  glad  to  find  that  this  subject  is  under  con¬ 
sideration,  and  that  measures  will  be  shortly  adopted  to  extend 
considerably  the  means  of  occupation  in  both  divisions.  The  daily 
returns  show  that  only  234  of  the  707  male  patients  are  employed'; 
viz.,  71  on  the  farm  and  grounds,  12  in  the  cow-house,  13  as  tailors, 
1  as  tinman,  3  as  painters,  5  as  carpenters,  4  as  shoemakers,  31  in 
the  upholsterer’s  shop,  18  in  the  kitchen  and  other  offices,  and  75  in 
the  wards.  Of  the  women,  124  are  engaged  in  the  laundry,  13  in 
the  kitchen,  199  in  needlework,  7  in  the  officers’  houses,  and  213 
in  the  wards;  making  a  total  of  556  out  of  1,092  female  patients. 

Little  change  has  at  present  taken  place  in  reference  to  the  means 
adopted  for  the  amusement  and  recreation  of  the  patients,  and  we 
found  in  both  divisions  a  great  want  of  amusing  books,  and  illus¬ 
trated  papers,  and  indoor  games.  This  matter,  however,  we  are 
assured  will  receive  attention,  and  the  stock  will  be  largely  in¬ 
creased;  and  we  trust  that  the  attendants  will  be  instructed  to 
encourage  those  who  can  amuse  themselves,  and  to  assist  (by  reading 
aloud  and  otherwise)  those  who  are  incapable  of  that  effort. 

Parties  of  both  sexes  are  sent  out,  as  heretofore,  for  occasional 
walks  and  picnics  beyond  the  grounds. 

Much  has  been  done  already  in  parts  of  the  female  division  to 
render  the  wards  cheerful  and  lively,  by  the  introduction  of  flower¬ 
ing  plants  and  birds,  additions  to  the  furniture,  supply  of  blinds 
and  vallances  to  the  windows ;  papering,  colouring,  and  painting  the 
day-rooms  and  corridors.  Progress  also  has  been  made  in  removal 
of  the  tile  and  stone  floors  in  the  single  and  other  rooms.  No  time, 
we  are  informed,  will  be  lost  in  carrying  out  these  essential  improve¬ 
ments  throughout  the  asylum. 

The  female  airing-courts  have  also  been  greatly  improved ;  sun¬ 
shades  have  been  constructed  in  those  attached  to  Nos.  6  and  20, 
and  in  the  last,  where  the  more  troublesome  patients  take  exercise, 
tar  pavement  has  been  laid  down ;  preparations  are  made  for  planting 
them  both  with  shrubs  and  flowers.  The  early  conversion  of  the 
airing-courts  from  yards  into  pleasure  grounds  is  a  matter  which  we 
would  strongly  urge. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  new  day-rooms  and  water- 
closet  blocks,  the  construction  of  which,  as  at  present  sanctioned,  will 
shortly  be  completed.  In  reference  to  the  water-closet  block  connected 
with  female  wards,  3  and  1CV,  we  find  that  it  is  proposed  altogether  to  re¬ 
move  the  existing  bath-rooms.  We  strongly  recommend  the  recon¬ 
sideration  of  this  subject,  as  wre  think  that  a  bath  in  each  of  these 
wards  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  patients  who  occupy  them.  The 
accommodation  for  personal  washing  on  the  male  side  is  certainly 
deficient,  and  two  or  more  additional  water-closets  are  much  required 
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in  No.  3  male  ward,  where  for  the  use  of  50  patients  and  upwards  Appendix  (C.) 
there  is  hut  one  closet  available. 

We  also  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors  ^iddlesex 
to  the  objectionable  position  and  limited  size  of  the  sitting-room  of  (Hanwell). 
the  deputy  matron  and  other  female  officers;  the  present  room 
would,  no  doubt,  be  sufficient  as  an  office,  and  there  seems  to  be  a 
very  suitable  position  for  a  sitting-room  for  these  officers  in  the 
adjoining  laundry-court. 

The  present  medical  staff  consists  of  1  chief  and  2  assistant 
medical  officers  in  the  female  division,  and  1  chief  and  1  assistant 
on  the  male  side,  and  1  qualified  dispenser  for  the  patients  on  both 
sides.  Instead  of  employing,  as  heretofore,  an  assistant  medical  officer 
lining  the  successive  holidays  of  the  medical  staff,  it  is  now  pro¬ 
posed  that  the  dispenser  shall  perform  that  duty,  and  that  a  substi¬ 
tute  for  him  shall  be  obtained  during  the  six  months  he  is  so 
employed..  The  engagement  of  a  second  assistant  medical  officer  on 
the  male  side  (the  dispenser  being  retained)  would,  we  think,  be  a 
far  more  satisfactory  arrangement,  and  it  could  be  effected  at  little 
additional  cost.  .  The  case  books  are  too  much  in  arrear  in  regard 
to  entries,  especially  of  the  male  side. 

The  present  stair  of  attendants  consists,  in  the  male  division,  of  2 
inspectors,  oc  ordinary  and  3  night  attendants*;  and  in  the  female, 
ot  2  head  attendants,  81  ordinary  and  5  night  attendants.  Accord¬ 
ing.  to  last  night’s  return,  the  wet  and  dirty  cases  among  the  male 
patients  amounted  to  40,  and  on  the  female  side  there  were  83.  As 
respects  the  visits  of  the  night  attendants,  we  think  that  they  should 
be  made  every  hour,  and  that  the  attention  of  those  visiting  should 
be  specially  directed  to  the  improvement  of  the  patients  of  uncleanly 

Amongst  the  more  important  additions  and  alterations  made  since 
tne  last  visit,  not  above  adverted  to,  we  may  mention  the  construc¬ 
tion  in  the  basements  of  attendants’  rooms  for  both  sexes ;  the 
warming  No,  19  female  infirmary  and  single  rooms,  and  No.  1  male 
ward  ;  the  construction  of  a  new  dressing-room  to  general  bath-room 
on  female  side ;  new  machinery  for  bread  making ;  the  increase  (by 
removal  ot  beds)  of  cubical  space  in  women’s  dormitories,  so  as  to 
give  about  480  feet  to  each  patient ;  and  the  plastering  ceilings  of 
two  dormitories  in  No.  17  male  ward. 

In  reference  to  observations  made  at  last  visit,  we  may  state  that 
at  present  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  provide  a  detached  hospital 
for  contagious  cases,  nor  for  increasing  the  chapel  accommodation, 
and  enlarging  the  recreation-room.  All  these  matters,  of  much 
importance,  will,  we  trust,  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

We  had  the  advantage  of  meeting  the  chairman,  Mr.  Laurie,  on 
the  second  day  of  our  visit,  and  had  the  gratification  of  hearing  from 
him  that  active  steps  would  now  be  taken  to  remedy  existing 
defects  in  this,  asylum,  and  to  endeavour  to  make  it  in  every  respect 
a  model  institution.”

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Monmouth,  See.,  Joint  Counties  Asylum,  Abergavenny. 

14  and  15  October  1872. 

We  visited  the  asylum  yesterday,  and  again  this  morning,  in¬ 
specting  all  the  wards  and  offices,  and  personally  examining  every 
patient.  They  are  now  431  in  number;  viz.,  196  men  and  235 
women. 

The  admissions  since  the  last  visit  have  been  numerous.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  82  males  and  71  females  received  under  fresh  certificates, 
38  women  have  been  re-admitted  from  other  asylums,  whither  they 
had  been  sent  for  want  of  room.  There  are  now  15  men  belonging 
to  the  counties  in  union  at  the  Hereford  Asylum,  the  justices 
having  effected  a  contract  for  the  reception  of  30  patients  of  that 
sex.  there  has  recently  been  a  careful  measurement  of  the  asylum, 
which  is  found  to  be  capable  of  affording  proper  cubical  space  for 
193  men  and  245  women,  so  that  at  the  present  time  it  contains 
3  too  many  men,  and  has  vacant  accommodation  for  10  women. 
There  have  been  98  discharges,  of  whom  75  had  recovered ;  and 
121  patients  have  been  removed,  all  of  whom,  except  2,  went  to 
Hereford. 

Twenty-five  men  and  19  women  have  died,  showing  a  much  lower 
mortality  during  the  last  16  months  than  for  some  years  past.  The 
chief  causes  of  death  were  as  follows : —

Inquests  were  held  in  3  cases  ;  one  that  of  a  man  who  died  from 
the  effect  of  injuries  inflicted  by  another  patient.  The  other  in¬ 
stances  were  females  who  were  found  dead,  but  who  died  from 
natural  causes. 

In  all  but  5  cases  post-mortem  examinations  were  made. 

The  general  health  has  been  good,  although  within  the  last  five 
weeks  diarrhoea  has  been  prevalent ;  but  has  not  proved  fatal  in  any 
case.  There  has  been  no  fresh  attack  for  about  a  week. 

Fourteen  males  and  19  females  are  registered  as  under  medical 
treatment ;  and  we  found  5  men  and  11  women  in  bed.  There  was 
no  patient  in  seclusion  either  yesterday  or  this  day. 

There  have  been  88  cases  of  seclusion  in  the  male  and  104  in  the 
female  division  applicable  to  37  men  and  38  women. 

We  have  a  good  report  to  make  as  to  the  personal  condition  of 
the  patients  in  both  divisions,  who  were  remarkably  free  from  ex¬ 
citement,  well  clothed,  and  clean,  and,  on  the  whole,  comfortable 
and  contented. 

In  no  instance  had  we  complaints  from  patients  in  regard  to  their 
treatment.  They  seem  to  have  the  usual  means  of  occupation,  97 
men  and  141  women  being  usefully  employed  in  various  ways.  At 
the  chapel  last  Sunday  there  were  83  patients  of  each  sex  ;  and  35 
men  and  27  women  are  generally  present  on  week  days. 

The 
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The  associated  amusements  comprise  balls,  concerts,  and  dramatic  Appendix  (C.) 
performances,  which  take  place  frequently.  - 

The  means  of  amusement  in . the  wards,  especially  of  the  worst  Monmouth- 
class  of  patients,  are,  in  our  opinion,  quite  inadequate,  and  we  again  shire>  Brecou 
draw  attention  to  the  subject.  asyI*^1^ 

With  regard  to  the  recommendations  and  suggestions  offered  in  the  Um* 
last  Deport,  we  find  that  proper  and  separate  keys  have  now  been 
provided  for  the  female  wards,  and  a  commencement  has  been  made  on 
the  men’s  side  for  painting  and  papering  the  day-rooms  and  galleries. 

In  September  last,  at  a  special  general  meeting  of  the  Committee 
of  Visitors,  it  was  referred  to  a  committee  to  prepare  a  schedule  of 
the  necessary  additions  suggested  by  us ;  and  also  of  the  accommo¬ 
dation  requisite  for  50  additional  patients. 

The  question  of  erecting  new  gasworks  was  also  referred  to  the 
same  committee,  but  it  appears  that  their  Keport  has  not  yet  been 
prepared  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  Dr.  McCullough,  who, 
at  the  request  of  the  committee  in  July  1871,  submitted  a  written 
statement  with  regard  to  the  deficiencies  of  the  present  asylum 
buildings,  and  the  additions  and  alterations  which  were  required. 

In  this  statement  our  own  suggestions  were  embodied,  and  several 
requirements  were  added  as  to  the  necessity  for  which  we  fully 
concur..  Amongst  these  the  necessity  for  providing  better  means 
for  extinguishing  fire  was  specially  named ;  and  since  then  some¬ 
thing  has  been  done  to  prevent  the  spread  of  flames,  by  dividing  the 
asylum  into,  sections,  and  providing  iron  doors ;  but  in  the  event  of 
a  fire  breaking  out  in  the  building  there  are  no  adequate  means  of 
extinguishing  it. 

This  is  a  subject  requiring  very  early  attention.  The  staircase 
on  the  female  side  leading  down  to  Nos.  5  and  3  wards  is  very 
dark,  and  something  should  be  done  either  by  means  of  a  skylight, 
or  borrowed  light  from  the  adjoining  dormitory,  to  render  it  more 
safe  and  convenient. 

We  also  suggest  that  handrails  should  be  fixed  here,  and  in  all 
other  staircases  at  present  without  them. 

Throughout  the  wards  we  found  everything  very  clean  and  in 
good  order. 

The  bedding  was .  particularly  comfortable  and  abundant;  and 
altogether  the  condition  of  the  asylum  was  very  satisfactory.

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The  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes,  the  principal  being 
phthisis,  16;  general  paralysis,  9;  epilepsy,  5;  exhaustion  after 
mania,  6  ;  and  senile  decay,  6. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  1 1  cases. 

There  has  not  been  any  inquest. 

The  present  number  of  patients  on  the  books,  is  456,  viz. :  180 
males  and  276  females,  of  whom  two  are  absent  on  trial. 

Although,  a  few  days  since,  as  many  as  40  men  and  98  women 
were  suddenly  seized  with  diarrhoea,  which  in  Dr.  Hill^opinion,  was 
attributable  to  atmospheric  causes,  it  was  only  temporary,  and  the 
bodily  health  of  the  patients  appears  now  to  be  generally  good, 
notwithstanding  the  number  of  aged  and  infirm,  which  continues  to 
be  large. 

The  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  are  35  in 
number,  viz. :  9  males  and  26  females.  We  found  only  2  men  and 
8  women  in  bed. 

Seclusion  has,  since  the  last  visit,  been  limited  to  6  female  patients, 
one  of  whom  was  secluded  on  two  occasions,  and  the  others  once 
each. 

The  patients  generally,  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  were  very  free  from 
excitement,  and  their  personal  condition  as  to  clothing  and  cleanli¬ 
ness  was  most  satisfactory  and  creditable  to  the  attendants. 

We  saw  306  patients,  126  males  and  180  females,  assembled  at 
dinner  in  the  hall,  whose  demeanour  was  very  orderly.  The  dinner 
consisted  of  good  baked  beef  and  potatoes,  bread  and  beer,  and  was 
comfortably  served. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service  averages,  on  Sundays,  148 
males  and  210  females,  total,  358;  and  on  week  days,  85  of  the 
former  and  165  of  the  latter.  According  to  the  latest  ward  returns, 
92  males  and  186  females  are  usefully  employed.  Of' ~the  former, 
35  work  on  the  farm  and  in  the  garden,  and  20  as  carpenters,  painters, 
smiths,  tailors,  shoemakers,  and  upholsterers;  and  of  the  latter,  89 
sew  and  knit,  and  30  are  engaged  in  the  laundry  department.  The 
remaining  working  patients,  37  men  and  67  women,  are  occupied 
more  or  less  in  the  kitchen,  offices,  and  wards. 

The  arrangements  for  outdoor  exercise  and  recreation  continue,  as 
heretofore,  quite  satisfactory. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes  are  taken  out  frequently  for  walks  in 
parties,  averaging  about  20  men  and  30  women,  and  from  12  to  14 
patients  of  the  respective  sexes  enjoy  weekly  boating  excursions. 
The  associated  entertainments  consist  of  fortnightly  dances,  and 
occasional  concerts,  and  exhibitions  of  the  magic  lantern. 

On  the  8th  instant,  20  male  and  30  female  patients  enjoyed  a 
steamboat  excursion  down  the  river,  all  the  expenses  of  which  were 
borne  by  the  “  Johnson  Fund.” 

Amongst  the  more  important  alterations  and  improvements  com¬ 
pleted  since  the  last  visit,  or  in  progress,  we  have  to  report  the 
following  : — 

The  dining-hall  has  been  warmed  by  means  of  hot  air. 

In  each  of  the  wards  in  the  old  building  the  water-closet  has  been 
improved  by  the  addition  of  a  seat,  and  the  conversion  of  a  single 
room  into  a  scullery. 
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Orders  have  been  given  and  preparations  made  for  the  immediate  Ammndix  tco 
substitution  ot  boarded  for  stone  floors  in  the  only  remaining  rooms  * - 

w  ich  are  flagged,  viz, :  two  dormitories  and  one  large  day-room  in  Norfolk 
each  division.  Asylum, 

.  -^n  exceHent  aviary  has  been  constructed  in  the  principal  female 
airing-court,  at  the  cost  of  the  “  Johnson  Fund.” 

Ihe  ailing  courts  or  garden  on  each  side  have  been  improved  by 
additional  planting  and  re-arrangement  of  the  flower  borders. 

e  found  the  several  wards  and  rooms  in  their  usual  excellent 
state,  well  furnished,  and  cheerful  and  comfortable  in  aspect,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  throughout  were  clean  and  in  the  best  order. 

The  increase  latterly  in  the  number  of  patients  has  been  at  the 
late  or  from  10  to  11  annually,  and  at  the  present  time  the  female 
division  contains  more  than  can  be  properly  accommodated,  and 
theie  are  only  10  vacancies  for  men.  In  these  circumstances,  the 
question  of  making  further  provision  for  the  insane  paupers  of  the 
county  should  no  longer  be  delayed.  The  present  asylum  contains 
as  many  patients  as  can  be  properly  and  satisfatorily  taken  charge  of 
by  the  existing  staff  of  officers,  and  our  experience  in  other  asylums 
leads  us  to  think  that  any  material  addition  to  the  numbers  would 
gieatly  intei lere  with  the  satisiacxory  working  of  the  institution,  and 
with  the  proper  care  and  comfort  of  the  patients. 

^  The  estate  is  only  36  acres  in  extent,  nine  of  which  are  covered 
Dy  the  buildings  and  airing  courts,  leaving  27  acres  only  as  farm  and 
garden.  This  amount  of  land  is  very  insufficient  for  the  occupation 
of  the  male  patients  now  here,  and  xvould  be  quite  inadequate  for 
any  increased  number;  and  we  are  informed  that  there  is  little  or  no 
chance  of  its  extension  in  any  direction.  "W e  therefore  venture 
strongly  io  suggest,  that  for  the  more  quiet  and  chronic  cases,  of 
which,  there  are  always  a  large  number,  provision  should  be  made  in 
a  building  of  an  inexpensive  character  at  some  short  distance  from 
the  present  asylum,  and  which  might  have  the  benefit  of  Dr.  HillS  1 
gene<,al  supervision,  leaving  the  existing  buildings  for  the  more  recent 
and  excitable  cases.

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Appendix  (c.)  With  one  exception  the  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes, 
-  although  the  cases  of  general  paralysis  were  numerous,  and  5  patients

and  Asylum.  sphere  was  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  a  man  who  died  from  suffo¬ 
cation  during  an  epileptic  fit,  and  three  accidents  resulting  in 
fractures  are  reported  since  the  last  visit,  but  no  blame  appears  to 
have  been  attributed  to  the  attendants  in  any  instance. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  case  of  seclusion  in  the  female  division, 
and  only  10  occasions  are  reported  amongst  the  men.  We  found 
the  patients  in  both  divisions  in  a  quiet  and  satisfactory  state,  and 
have  a  good  report  to  make  regarding  the  state  of  their  persons 
and  clothing.  The  means  of  occupation  and  amusement  were 
liberally  provided,  and  there  are  weekly  parties  in  the  hall. 

The  return  made  to  us  relative  to  the  working  patients  gives  27 
men  as  working  on  the  land,  and  30  at  trades,  whilst  46  assist  in 
the  wards.  Of  the  women  65  are  engaged  at  their  needle,  28  work 
at  the  laundry  and  kitchen,  and  47  at  ward  cleaning. 

The  arrangements  for  the  performance  of  Divine  Service  are  as 
usual;  the  total  number  of  patients  attending  being  154  on  Sunday, 
and  76  on  w^eek  days;  a  somewhat  small  proportion  as  compared 
with  most  other  asylums. 

The  new  infirmaries  have  been  commenced,  and  the  one  in  the 
male  division  is  floored  and  roofed,  but  on  the  women’s  side  the 
works  have  been  stopped  for  some  time  for  want  of  bricks,  and  the 
walls  even  are  not  raised  to  their  proper  height. 

The  women’s  large  dining-room  has  been  papered,  and  two  other 
sitting-rooms  have  been  similarly  improved.  A  fire-place  has  been 
made  in  the  lavatory  of  No.  1  male  infirmary,  where  it  is  proposed 
to  fix  a  bath  which  has  been  removed  from  the  room  which  will 
form  a  passage  to  the  new  infirmary.  A  similar  change’ is  proposed 
on  the  women’s  side.  We  have  suggested  that  a  proper  shoe- 
room  should  be  provided  for  the  male  working  patients,  and  suit¬ 
able  provision  for  this  purpose  might  be  made  by  enlarging  the 
lavatory  attached  to  the  men’s  dining  room. 

The  wards  were  well  warmed  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  bed¬ 
ding  clean,  but  there  should  be  under  blankets  for  every  bed,  and 
it  would  bo  well  gradually  to  substitute  horsehair  for  the  cocoa 
fibre  now  used;  and  we  have  suggested  that  trial  should  be  made 
of  mattresses  divided  into  three  parts  for  the  use  of  patients  of  faulty 
habits. 

Something  should  be  done  to  give  more  light  in  the  passages 
between  Nos.  1  and  2  wards,  on  the  ground  floor  in  both  divisions, 
and  the  stairs  leading  from  them  to  the  storey  above.  We  have 
pointed  out  a  way  in  which  this  might  be  effected. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  sufficient,  and  we  had  no 
complaints  respecting  them  from  any  of  the  patients.  1  he  arrange¬ 
ments  for  night  watching,  and  the  special  care  of  suicidal  and 
epileptic  cases  during  the  night  are  good,  but  it  would  be  an  im¬ 
provement  if  the  doors  between  the  dormitories  and  the  attendants’ 
rooms  were  removed,  and  also  the  door  between  the  former  and  the 
single  rooms,  in  one  or  two  of  which  the  substitution  of  perforated 
zinc  for  wood  in  the  door  panels  would  be  desirable,  as  affording 
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facilities  for  hearing  patients  attacked  with  epileptic  fits.  The  Appendix  (C.) 

lighting  of  the  dormitories  is  still  very  imperfect,  and  we  hope  - 

that  sunlights  may  ultimately  be  used  in  them.  Northumber- 

The  drying  closet  remains  in  the  same  defective  and  inefficient  land  Asylum, 
state  as  at  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  but  we  believe  steps  are  about 
to  be  taken  to  remedy  this  very  serious  evil.  At  the  same  time  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  improved  steam  washing  machinery  now 
generally  used  in  asylums  will  also  be  supplied. 

The  total  number  of  patients  in  the  house  to-day  is  353,  of  whom 
188  are  men  and  165  women,  leaving  77  vacant  beds.  Two  of  the 
male  patients  are  of  the  private  class,  and  22  men  and  41  women 
come  from  Berwick  or  counties  not  in  union.  The  total  number 
from  Berwick  is  20,  but  we  understand  that  the  authorities  of  the 
workhouse  have  recently  fitted  up  lunatic  wards,  and  have  made 
application  to  the  visitors  for  the  discharge  of  all  their  patients  who 
are  not  considered  to  be  curable. 

The  absence  of  all  complaints,  and  the  quiet  and  contented  de¬ 
meanour  of  the  patients  afford  the  best  evidence  of  the  kindness  and 
zeal  with  which  Mr.  Wilson  performs  his  duties. 


Nottingham  County  and  Bo  hough  Asylum, 

23  May  1872. 

Yesterday  we  inspected  this  asylum,  visited  its  wards  and  Nottingham 
offices,  saw  every  patient,  and  examined  the  books  and  registers.  Asylum’ 
To-day  we  concluded  our  inquiries  into  the  management.

The  rate  of  mortality  has  been  high,  and  especially  in  the  male 
division ;  but  there  has  been  no  epidemic  disorder,  and,  with  two 
exceptions,  all  the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes,  many  of  the 
patients  being  advanced  in  age. 

The  exceptions  referred  to,  and  in  which  only  were  coroner’s 
inquests  held,  were,  1st.  That  of  a  male  patient  who  died  of  fractured 
ribs,  the  injuries  having  been  sustained  in  the  asylum*  this  case 
formed  the  subject  of  a  correspondence  between  our  Board  and  the 
Committee  of  V  isitors,  as  well  as  the  superintendent.  2nd.  That  of 
a  male  patient  who  hanged  himself  in  a  dormitory.  The  particulars 
were  at  the  time  communicated  to  our  Board ;  the  man  was  known 
to  have  been,  at  one  time,  very  suicidal,  and  to  have  made  attempts 
upon  his  life  :  but,  being  an  epileptic  he  had  become  more  imbecile 
in  mind,  and  it  was  thought  that  the  suicidal  propensity  had  left 
him,  accordingly  the  attendants,  in  whose  charge  he  was  at  the  time 
of  the  suicide,  were  not  informed  that  the  propensity  had  ever 
existed.  We  think  it  of  the  highest  importance  that  the  attendants 
in  charge  should,  on  the  admission  of  a  patient,  be  supplied  with 
written  information  to  be  retained  by  them,-  as  to  his  peculiarities 
and  propensities,  and  that  such  written  information  should  accompany 
the  patient  to  any  ward  in  which  he  may  subsequently  be  placed 
whilst  in  the  asylum. 

In  visiting  the  patients,  we  found  them  generally  free  from  much 
excitement ;  the  women  were,  however,  more  orderly,  and  their 
personal  appearance  was  more  satisfactory  than  that  of  the  men ; 
their  clothing  also  was  better  and  more  tidy.  No  patient  was  in 
seclusion.  From  the  statutory  records  we  learnt  that  such  treatment 
had  been  applied,  since  our  Colleagues’  visit,  to  7  men  upon  21  occa¬ 
sions,  and  to  16  women  upon  106  occasions.  There  is  no  entry  of 
resort  to  mechanical  restraint. 
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The  patients’  dinner  was  served  in  some  of  the  wards  through 
which  we  passed;  it  consisted  of  meat,  potatoe  pie,  with  beer,  and 
we  tasted  it;  the  food  was  of  good  quality,  and  the  rations  were 
sufficient.  Complaints  were,  however,  made  to  us  by  some  patients 
of  those  dinners  (three  in  each  week),  when  meat  is  not  given.  At 
two  of  those  dinners  pudding  is  substituted  for  meat ;  the  third 
consists  of  pea-soup.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  dietary  here, 
as  regards  animal  food,  is  on  a  lower  scale  than  in  most  county  and 
borough  asylums,  and  the  expediency  of  its  revision  is  a  matter 
which  we  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  of 
Visitors. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service  on  Sunday  last  comprised  only 
1 6  men  and  77  women,  the  chapel  though  small,  ean,  we  are  informed 
accommodate  a  larger  number. 

The  latest  ward  returns  show  that  11  men  are  employed  in  the 
garden  and  grounds,  4  in  the  kitchen  and  offices,  and  13  in  trades 
and  at  the  shops  ;  that,  of  the  women,  35  work  with  their  needles,  6  in 
the  kitchen,  and  29  in  the  laundry;  also  that  53  of  the  former  and 
22  of  the  latter  assist  as  ward  cleaners.  Upon  this  we  observe  that 
the  number  of  men  employed  out  of  doors  is  small  beyond  all  pre¬ 
cedent  in  other  county  and  borough  asylums. 

We  recommend  that  a  record  be  kept  of  the  number  of  individual 
patients  of  both  sexes,  who  enjoy  the  privilege  of  walks  beyond  the 
premises,  and  the  number  of  occasions,  as  we  have  again  had  some 
complaints  upon  the  infrequency  of  such  walks. 

The  associated  amusements  still  only  take  place  monthly ;  more 
frequent  recourse  to  this  aid  in  treatment  is  checked  by  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  recreation-hall  here,  the  laundry  ironing-room  being  alone 
available  for  such  entertainments. 

The  staff  of  attendants  consists,  in  the  male  division,  of  1 1  day 
and  1  night  attendants  ;  in  the  female,  of  12  day  and  1  night  nurses. 
The  wages  have,  we  are  glad  to  learn,  been  increased  by  the  addition 
of  10  per  cent.  ;  the  men  receive  yearly  from  27 1.  10  s.  to  38  L  10  5., 
the  women  from  14/.  65.  to  22/.  No  increase  has  been  made  in 
the  number  of  the  staff,  which,  on  the  male  side  averages  one 
attendant  to  15  patients ;  on  the  female,  one,  or  thereabouts, 
to  17. 

We  think  one  additional  attendant  at  least  to  be  necessary  in  each 
division,  to  act  as  supernumerary  during  emergencies  and  in  the 
temporary  absence  of  others.  We  also  again  recommend  the 
appointment  of  a  chief  attendant  to  the  male'di vision.  This  office 
is  of  great  importance,  as  tending  to  insure  constant  and  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duties  by  the  ordinary  attendants,  as  well  as  pro¬ 
moting  more  extended  employment  of  the  patients.  We  know  of 
no  asylum  of  this  size  and  character  where  such  an  appointment  is 
not  filled,  and  the  presence  here  of  two  medical  gentlemen  does 
not  in  the  least  degree  diminish  the  necessity  for  such  an  officer. 

We  found  the  wards  throughout  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  generally  in  good  order.  The  recommenda¬ 
tions  made  at  the  last  visit,  as  to  the  provision  of  more  means  of 
personal  washing  in  No.  7  female  dormitory,  the  introduction 
generally  of  under  blankets,  and  the  placing  an  attendant  to  sleep 
in  a  room  overlooking  No.  1  female  dormitory,  have  all  received 
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Appendix  (C.)  attention.  The  suggested  removal,  which  we  think  very  desirable, 
of  the  beds  from  the  corridor  of  the  male  infirmary,  has  not,  however, 

Nottingham  yet  taken  place.. 

As?lum'  The  water  supply  is  ample,  and  each  patient  is  said  to  have  a 

clean  bath.  We  recommend,  as  to  the  three  baths  on  the  upper 
floor  of  the  women’s  side  of  the  old  building,  that  the  handles  ot  the 
hot-water  taps,  now  accessible  to  patients,  be  rendered  moveable, 
and  kept  in  charge  of  attendants  ;  and  that  bathing  rules  be  hung 
up  in  the  two  rooms  where  they  are  now  absent. 

In  present  circumstances,  notwithstanding  the  structural  defects 
of  this  asylum,  we  abstain  from  making  any  suggestion  for  its 
improvement  which  would  involve  any  material  pecuniary  outlay. 

TV  e  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books  and  registers. 
The  patients  last  entered,  as  under  medical  treatment,  are  1 1  in  the 
male  and  15  in  the  female  division. 

The  case  books  are  very  fully  entered  up  by  Dr.  Smith,  the 
assistant  medical  officer ;  but  we  have  requested  that  the  date  be 
always  added  to  the  entry  purporting  to  refer  to  the  personal 
examination  of  the  patient  on  the  day  of  admission.  We  have  also 
directed  Dr.  Stiff’s  attention  to  the  necessity  for  his  setting  forth, 
more  fully  than  has  hitherto  been  his  practice,  in  the  statutory 
“  statement”  to  the  Commissioners,  the  bodily  condition  of  the 
patients  admitted,  as  regards  bruises  and  marks  of  injury  found  upon 
their  persons. 

The  vacant  accommodation  for  patients,  estimating  the  asylum  as 
capable  of  containing  186  men  and  214  women,  total  400,  is  at  pre¬ 
sent  18  beds  for  males  and  14  for  females.  According  to  the  rate 
of  increase  of  the  past,  viz.,  11a  year,  this  will  suffice  only  for  three 
years ;  and  the  question  as  to  the  future  provision  for  the  insane  of 
the  county  and  borough  is,  therefore,  one  that  continues  to  call  for 
the  serious  attention  of  the  Visitors.  At  present,  as  we  are  informed, 
all  action  in  the  matter  is  suspended. 
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Oxford  County  Asylum.

In  the  course  of  yesterday  and  this  day  we  have  visited  the 
asylum,  inspected  all  its  wards  and  premises,  and,  with  the  exception 
of  two  women  absent  on  trial,  have  seen  and  examined  all  the 
patients,  who  are  now  475  in  number,  namely,  204  men  and  271 
women.

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Amongst  the  discharges  were  those  of  the  two  male  criminal  Appendix  (C.) 
patients  specially  referred  to  at  the  last  visit  as  having  escaped,  and 
lor  the  removal  of  whose  names  from  the  books  the  necessary  sane-  Oxford 
tion  of  the  Secretary  of  State  was  obtained.  Nine  of  the  patients  Asy  um’ 
discharged  were  transferred  to  the  Berkshire  Asylum,  in  order  to 
reduce  the  patients  chargeable  to  unions  in  that  county  to  83,  the 
maximum  number  stipulated  by  the  agreement. 

The  patients,  in  reference  to  chargeability,  are  now  distributed  as

.  T¥  ^ema^e  division  of  the  asylum  is  now  full,  and  in  the  male 
division  there  are  only  eight  vacant  beds.  It  is  at  the  same  time 
material  to  observe  that  a  much  larger  than  the  ordinary  amount  of 
cubical  space  per  bed  is  allowed  in  the  portions  of  the  second-floor 
dormitories  in  each  division  referred  to  in  the  last  Report,  as  set 
apart  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  cases,  for  which,  as  being  most 
essential,  we  trust  that  early  provision  will  be  made  in  a  special 
detached  building. 

The  rate  of  mortality  continues  to  be  somewhat  above  the  average 
in  county  asylums.  There  has  been  no  case  of  epidemic  disorder.

Amongst  the  deaths  from  epilepsy  was  that  of  a  man  who  died 
during  the  night  from  suffocation  in  a  fit.  The  coroner  did  not 
think  it  necessary  to  hold  an  inquest  in  this  or  in  any  other  case. 
The  patient  referred  to  slept  in  an  associated  dormitory,  connected 
with  which  is  an  attendant’s  room,  and  which  is  visited  frequently 
and  regularly  during  the  night.  The  result  of  experience  shows 
that  the  only  effectual  means  of  preventing  such  deaths  from  suffoca¬ 
tion  is  constant  supervision.  Periodical  visits,  however  frequent,  do 
not  afford  perfect  security.  We  have  accordingly  recommended  to 
Dr.  Sankey  to  place  one  of  the  present  two  night  attendants  in  each 
division  in  special  charge  of  the  dormitory  on  each  side  wherein  the 
0.6o.  epileptics 
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Appendix  (C.)  epileptics  sleep,  and  where,  also,  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  under 
perpetual  watch  suicidal  patients. 

We  have  again  a  very  favourable  report  to  make  of  the  condition 
of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates.  With  the  exception  of  three  women 
who  were  excited  and  noisy,  its  patients  of  both  sexes  were  remark¬ 
able  quiet  and  orderly.  Their  personal  condition  generally,  as 
regards  clothing  and  otherwise,  was  very  satisfactory  and  creditable 
to  the  attendants  in  charge.  There  are  in  this  asylum  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  feeble  cases,  but  the  sanitary  state  is  otherwise  good. 
Seven  men  and  13  women  are  registered  as  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment.  No  patient  was  secluded  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  since 
the  date  of  the  last  Deport  seclusion  has  been  limited  to  the  cases  of 
5  men,  altogether  on  eight  occasions  only.  There  has  been  no 
instance  of  mechanical  restraint. 

The  dinners  yesterday  consisted  of  roast  and  boiled  mutton,  with 
potatoes,  cabbage,  bread,  and  beer.  We  tasted  the  food,  which  was 
excellent  in  quality  and  comfortably  served. 

We  have  nothing  special  to  record  on  this  occasion  in  reference 
to  employment,  out-door  exercise,  and  amusement,  the  arrangements 
for  which  remain  substantially  as  before  reported.  We  are  glad  to 
find  that  there  are  weekly  meetings,  either  in-door  or  out-door,  all 
the  year  round  for  associated  recreation. 

We  have  again  directed  our  special  attention  to  the  subject  of  the 
arrangements  for  Divine  service,  which  are,  at  present,  most  in¬ 
adequate  and  objectionable.  The  room  used  as  a  chapel  is  much 
too  small ;  its  ventilation  is  very  defective,  and,  in  consequence  of 
its  being  situated  immediately  over  the  kitchen,  the  temperature  is, 
excepting  in  cold  weather,  oppressively  high.  Yesterday,  although 
the  room  was  empty  and  the  windows  were  open,  the  thermometer 
stood  at  74  degrees,  notwithstanding  that  the  day  was  not  a  hot  one. 
The  necessity  for  a  new  chapel  of  sufficient  size  is  most  urgent, 
and  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  a  sub-committee  of  Visitors  has  re¬ 
cently  been  appointed  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  subject.  We 
trust  that  their  deliberations  will  result  in  the  erection  of  a  detached 


chapel  of  an  ecclesiastical  character. 

V  e  found  the  corridors,  day-rooms,  and  dormitories  throughout 
remarkably  clean,  and  the  air  in  all  parts  was  pure  and  untainted. 

borne  progress  has  been  made  in  the  substitution  of  comfortable 
chairs  for  benches,  but  there  is  a  great  deficiency  of  furniture  of  a 
domestic  character ;  more  cushioned  seats  for  the  aged  and  infirm 
are  greatly  needed,  and  it  would  add  much  to  the  cheerful  aspect  of 
the  corridors  and  day-rooms  if  more  objects  of  interest  and  matters 
of  simple  ornament  and  decoration  were  introduced. 

Nothing  more  has  been  done  since  the  last  visit  in  the  way  of 
lowering  windows.  We  again  strongly  recommend  that  this  im¬ 
provement  be  effected  without  further  delay,  as  respects  the  room 
known  as  the  “  Gardeners’  Hall”  on  the  male  side,  and  that  called 
the  u  Sanctuary  ”  on  the  female.  The  accommodation  in  these  parts 
of  the  asylum  would  thus  become  of  a  very  superior  kind.  Windows 
of  a  better  construction  have  recently  been  fixed  in  some  of  the 
waterclosets  on  each  side.  We  have  to  observe,  however,  that  in 
two  wards  in  each  division  the  means  are  at  present  wanting  of 
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lighting  the  closets  at  night.  Care  must  be  taken  in  arranging  the  Appendix  (C.) 
gas-fittings  so  as  to  render  them  safe  and  inaccessible  to  patients.  - 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  introduction  of  crockery  0xf’ord 
in  lieu  of  tin-plates  and  cups  and  gutta-percha  utensils.  Asylum. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  were  particularly  struck  by  the 
excellent  quality  of  the  beds,  which  are  throughout  of  horsehair. 

The  bedding  was  also  everywhere  in  a  most  clean  and  creditable 
state.  The  laundry  drying-ground  is  about  to  be  considerably  ex¬ 
tended,  and  we  recommend  that  galvanized  iron-wire  be  substituted 
for  the  cords  now  used,  which  might  provide  the  means  for  suicide. 

It  is  also  very  desirable  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  for 
more  effectually  ventilating  and  keeping  down  the  temperature  of 
the  ironing-room,  which  at  present  is  apt  to  become  unhealthily  hot, 
as  we  found  it. 

Better  provision  has,  since  the  last  visit,  been  made  for  the  supply 
of  hot  water  to  some  of  the  baths,  by  means  of  two  new  boilers  of 
improved  construction.  The  water  in  bathing  is  now  more  fre¬ 
quently  changed  than  before,  but  still  in  a  large  proportion  of  cases 
two  patients  continue  to  be  bathed  in  the  same  water,  a  practice 
which  we  hope  it  will  be  found  practicable  altogether  to  dis¬ 
continue. 

It  only  remains  to  record  our  opinion  that  Dr.  Sankey  is  entitled 
to  much  credit  for  the  present  condition  of  the  asylum  and  its  in¬ 
mates,  and  for  the  progress  made  in  the  improvements  of  the 
institution. 


Salop  and  Montgomery  County  Asylum. 

1  May  1872. 

Since  the  last  visit,  on  the  8th  February  1871,  a  period  of  nearly  SaloP  and 
15  months,  181  patients,  viz.,  88  males  and  93  females  have  been  “0,j^mery 
admitted,  and  119  (47  males  and  72  females)  discharged,  84  of  whom  y  Um‘ 
were  recovered.  The  deaths  have  amounted  to  52,  viz.,  27  males 
and  25  females,  the  causes  having  been  those  ordinarily  met  with  in 
asylums.  General  paralysis  and  other  brain  diseases  were  fatal  in 
21  cases;  epilepsy  in  9  ;  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  lungs  in  11. 

No  inquests  were  held  in  any  of  these,  and  only  one  post-mortem 
examination  was  made.  The  question  of  providing  an  improved 
dead-house  is,  as  we  are  informed,  under  consideration. 

On  the  books  to-day  are  520  patients,  242  males  and  278  females, 
all  of  whom  We  have  seen,  with  the  exception  of  3  of  each  sex 
absent  on  trial. 

There  are  now  only  7  vacancies  in  the  male  division,  and  that  for 
females  is  full ;  and  although  no  patients  have  been  refused  admis¬ 
sion  for  want  of  room,  on  many  occasions  the  female  side  has  been 
considerably  overcrowded,  and  no  further  delay  should  be  allowed 
to  take  place  in  providing  additional  accommodation,  either  by  the 
erection  of  detached  blocks,  or  by  other  means.  Any  material 
increase  of  numbers,  however,  would  be  highly  inexpedient  with 
the  present  very  limited  extent  of  land,  the  property  of  the  asylum 
not  exceeding  35  acres. 

The  number  of  old  and  demented  patients  is  very  large  ;  but  the 
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general  sanitary  state  is  fairly  good,  and  at  the  time  of  our  visit 
4  patients  only  (females)  were  in  bed.  The  numbers  registered  as 
under  medical  treatment  are  12  in  the  male  division  and  14  in  the 
female. 

We  found  no  patient  in  seclusion  ;  but  30  males  and  3  females 
are  recorded  as  having,  since  the  last  visit,  been  secluded,  15  of 
these  only  on  one  occasion.  Although  the  total  weekly  duration  of 
the  seclusion  in  each  case  is  entered  in  the  medical  journal,  the  in¬ 
stances  are  not  specified  as  they  properly  ought  to  be.  Mechanical 
restraint  has  not  been  resorted  to  in  any  case. 

The  latest  ward  returns  show  that,  of  the  male  patients  95  were 
employed  on  the  land,  16  as  artisans,  and  82  otherwise,  in  various 
ways.  A  large  proportion  of  the  females  continue  to  be  usefully 
employed,  upwards  of  80  of  them  in  needlework  and  knitting.  All 
the  clothes  and  shoes  are  made  and  repaired  in  the  institution,  and 
the  stockings  for  both  sexes  are  knitted  by  the  women.  The  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  10  acres  of  land,  which  has  lately  been  taken  at  an  annual 
rent,  has  afforded  additional  employment  for  the  men. 

The  arrangements  for  exercise  and  recreation  continue  as  pre¬ 
viously  reported. 

Nearly  300  patients  attend  Divine  service  in  the  chapel  on 
Sundays,  and  250  on  week-days. 

On  the  whole,  at  the  time  of  our  visit  there  was  very  little  excite¬ 
ment  in  either  division,  and  the  personal  condition  of  the  patients  of 
both  sexes  was  satisfactory. 

Some  improvement  might,  we  think,  be  made  with  advantage  in 
the  material  used  for  the  women’s  dresses,  and  the  more  general  use 
of  linsey  in  the  winter  is  desirable.  A  much  larger  number  also  of 
the  men  should,  we  think,  have  special  suits  for  Sundays. 

Throughout  the  asylum  there  was  the  greatest  cleanliness  and 
order,  and  the  only  exception  to  the  general  cheerful  aspect  of  the 
wards  was  in  No.  3,  on  the  female  side,  and  this  is  mainly  due  to 
the  defective  lighting  of  the  corridor. 

The  beds  were  well  attended  to,  and  the  bedding  was  sufficient. 
We  suggested  that  under  blankets  should  be  supplied  to  each  bed. 

The  airing  courts  were  in  excellent  order,  that  attached  to 
No.  1  female  ward,  containing  nearly  100  patients,  is  very  limited 
extent,  and  readily  admits  of  enlargement. 

Sunshades  are  much  required  in  the  southern  courts. 

The  numbers  of  day-attendants  continue  to  be  sufficient,  and  in 
the  female  division  there  are  two  night-attendants,  and  also  one  who 
is  employed  to  sit  up  part  of  each  night.  On  the  male  side,  there 
is  only  one  night-attendant. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  that,  in  accordance  with  the  in¬ 
tentions  expressed  by  Mr.  Ley  on  the  occasion  of  the  last  visit, 
married  attendants  and  their  wives  are  now  employed  in  all  the 
male  wards  but  No.  3,  an  arrangement  which  has  hitherto  worked 
most  satisfactorily. 

Dr.  Strange,  who  has  succeeded  Mr.  Ley  as  superintendent, 
entered  upon  his  duties  on  Monday  last,  on  which  day  Mr.  Davis, 
who  had  resigned  his  appointment  of  assistant  medical  officer,  left 
the  asylum. 
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We  were  yesterday  occupied  in  an  inspection  of  this  asylum,  and  Somerset 
have  to-day  completed  our  inquiries.  Asylum. 

The  chan  ges  since  the  last  visit  of  our  colleagues  on  the  1st  Au¬ 
gust  1871,  among  the  patients  are  shown  by  the  following  Table  :

The  suicides  were,  1.  That  of  a  man  who  hanged  himself  in  a 
water-closet  in  the  infirmary.  2.  That  of  a  woman  who  escaped, 
when  walking  out,  from  the  charge  of  nurses,  and  was  found 
drowned.  These  cases  were  duly  reported,  and  have  formed  sub¬ 
jects  of  correspondence  with  our  Board.  Coroner’s  inquests  were 
held  in  both  instances ;  also  upon  a  male  patient  who  was  found  to 
have  died  in  the  night  in  an  epileptic  fit,  having  been  suffocated  by 
turning  on  his  face.  Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in 
66  out  of  the  69  deaths  which  have  occurred. 
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The  number  of  patients  on  the  book  is  522,  viz.,  244  men  and  278 
women ;  4  of  the  former,  and  8  of  the  latter,  are  private  patients. 
Six  men  and  9  women  are  now  absent  on  trial. 

We  regret  to  learn  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  patients 
discharged  to  workhouses,  have  since  been  returned  greatly 
deteriorated  in  mental  and  bodily  condition,  mainly  the  result,  in 
Dr.  Medlicott’s  opinion,  of  an  insufficiency  of  diet.  It  is  extremely 
desirable  that  previous  to  discharge  of  chronic  and  harmless  patients 
to  workhouses,  the  Visitors  should,  if  possible,  obtain  from  boards  of 
guardians  assurance  that  they  will  adopt,  and  adhere  to  such  dietary, 
for  those  patients  as  the  medical  superintendent  of  this  asylum  shall 
specify  as  suitable  and  requisite. 

As  regards  chargeability,  the  patients  are  thus  distributed  :

The  weekly  charges  in  respect  of  pauper  patients  are,  to  Somer¬ 
setshire  9  s.  4 <7. ;  to  Bath  13  s.  6^  d. ;  to  Bridgwater  the  same;  to 
the  other  non-contributing  boroughs,  and  to  other  counties  14  s. 

The  weekly  charges  for  private  patients  vary  from  8  5.  9  d. 
to  21  s. 

Including  the  buildings  now  in  progress,  which  will  provide  1 1 
additional  single  rooms  on  each  side,  the  estimated  accommodation 
of  the  asylum  will  be  for  568  patients;  viz.,  280  in  the  males,  and 
288  in  the  female  division.  Of  these  64  men  and  56  women  (total 
number  120)  will  have  single  bed-rooms.  Without  providing  beds 
for  the  possible  return  of  the  15  patients  now  absent  on  leave,  the 
vacancies  will  therefore  be  for  42  men  and  1 9  women. 

Besides  the  22  new  single  rooms  not  yet  finished,  22  of  the  old 
single  rooms  are  temporarily  not  available.  It  is  thus  evident  that 
the  female  division  is  at  the  present  moment  over  crowded,  and 
that  the  accommodation  provided  by  the  new  buildings  will  be  very 
shortly  absorbed.  In  these  circumstances  we  are  glad  to  learn  that 
the  Committee,  have  under  their  immediate  consideration  the  best 
mode  of  enlarging  the  female  division. 

Other  important  improvements  completed  since  last  visit,  or  now 
in  progress,  comprise  the  painting  and  papering  of  nearly  all  the 
single  rooms  and  several  corridors.  The  addition  of  an  associated 
bath-room,  with  four  baths  on  the  female  side.  The  introduction 
of  more  furniture  and  objects  of  interest,  such  as  living  and  stuffed 
birds,  flowers  and  pictures  ;  the  relaying  out  and  replanting  of  the 
airing-courts  ;  additional  baths  and  lavatories  in  the  male  division  ; 
new  cooking  apparatus  in  the  kitchen,  and  the  appropriation  of  mess 
and  recreation-rooms  for  the  attendants  when  oft  duty,  matters 
which  we  trust  will  not  escape  the  attention  of  the  visitors,  are  the 
gradual  substitution  of  wooden  for  the  stone  and  the  tile  floors  in 
some  of  the  corridors,  and  the  introduction  of  open  fire-places  into 
the  day-rooms,  Nos.  1  and  3,  in  the  male  division.  The  stairs  to  the 
female  bath-rooms  are  steep  and  winding,  and  should  have  a  hand¬ 
rail  affixed.  Box  seats  at  the  bedsides  in  dormitories  where  patients 
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are  allowed  to  retain  their  clothes  during  the  night  would  also  be 
convenient,  and  conduce  to  order  and  comfort. 

We  found  the  wards  throughout  both  divisions  clean  and  in  ex¬ 
cellent  order,  the  ventilation  efficient,  and  the  air  everywhere  un¬ 
tainted.  The  corridors  and  day-rooms  presented  a  most  cheerful 
and  comfortable  aspect,  and  notwithstanding  that  the  day  was  wet, 
and  the  patients  were  therefore  deprived  of  their  usual  outdoor  ex¬ 
ercise,  there  was  a  remarkable  absence  of  excitement  in  both  divi¬ 
sions.  W e  had  very  few  complaints  made  to  us  by  the  patients, 
none  of  their  ill-treatment,  only  of  their  detention,  or  of'  the  non- 
visitation  of  their  friends.  We  noticed,  as  deserving  of  special  com¬ 
mendation,  the  dress  of  the  female  patients  for  warmth,  variety  of 
colour,  and  suitable  material.  Some  improvement  was  also  visible 
in  the  dress  of  the  men,  which  was  to  a  certain  extent  the  subject  of 
unfavourable  remark  at  the  last  visit. 

The  quiet  and  orderly  behaviour  of  the  patients,  men  and  women, 
and  the  comparative  absence  of  dissatisfaction  among  them,  is,  we 
think,  to  be  traced  chiefly  to  the  increase  of  attention  given  of  late 
years  to  ward  improvements,  and  less  strict  classification  of  the 
inmates. 

We  saw  81  men  and  102  women  at  dinner  in  the  hall ;  it  consisted 
of  salt  beef,  with  potatoes,  rice,  carrots,  and  turnips,  also  beer. 
The  food  was  good  and  the  portions  sufficient.  The  behaviour  of 
those  dining  was  also  most  orderly.  We  made  some  suggestions  to 
Dr.  Medlicott  as  to  the  more  rapid  carving  and  distribution  of  the 
food,  so  as  to  insure  its  service  while  hot ;  and  we  have  again  to 
remark,  as  an  exception  here  to  the  practice  of  any  other  asylum, 
the  absence  of  table  cloths,  and  of  the  ordinary  condiments  of 
pepper  and  mustard,  all  which  we  trust  will  in  future  be  supplied. 

There  is  in  the  asylum  a  large  number  of  feeble  and  epileptic 
patients,  and  as  we  passed  through  the  wards,  we  found  1 1  of  each 
sex  in  bed  ;  this  leads  us  to  observe  upon  the  deficiency  of  single 
rooms  in  connection  with  the  female  infirmary,  a  matter  which  will 
no  doubt  receive  the  attention  of  the  committee  in  any  scheme  for 
enlargement  of  the  female  division. 

One  of  the  women  in  bed,  who  was  in  a  single  room  in  one  of  the 
ordinary  wards,  had  a  fracture  of  the  thigh  bone,  having  been 
accidentally  pushed  down  by  another  patient.  Thirteen  men*and  19 
women  are  recorded  as  under  medical  treatment.  We  found  no 
patient  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion,  and  since  last  visit  there  is  no 
record  of  treatment  of  the  former  kind.  Seclusion,  it  appears,  has 
been  limited  to  7  men  and  20  women,  the  former  having  been 
secluded  in  all  for  469  hours,  the  latter  for  283.  One  man,  a 
dangerous  criminal  lunatic,  since  removed  to  Broadmoor  Asylum, 
was  himself  secluded  for  400  out  of  the  469  hours  recorded  on  the 
male  side. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  Service,  useful  employment,  and 
outdoor  exercise  of  the  patients,  also  for  their  recreation,  are  as 
heretofore  reported.  Those  who  appear  to  attend  at  Divine  Service 
on  Sundays  are  129  men  and  140  women  only.  On  week  days, 
118  men  and  80  women.  Fifteen  men  and  25  women  attend  school 
under  the  direction  of  the  chaplain,  and  197  male  and  104  female 
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patients  are,  according  to  the  records,  usefully  employed  in  various 
ways.  Fifty-nine  of  the  male  and  174  of  the  female  division  are 
reported  to  have  regular  daily  walks  in  the  neighbouring  country, 
weather  permitting.  The  associated  entertainments  take  place  as 
usual.  About  170  of  both  sexes  attend  the  weekly  dance,  and  as 
many  as  160  men  and  124  women  have  been  present  at  the  occasional 
theatrical  representations  which  takes  place  in  winter.  There  are 
also  picnics  and  cricket  matches  in  summer. 

We  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  since  our  Colleagues 
visit  an  addition  has  been  made  to  the  staff  of  the  attendants,  and 
that  their  wages  have  been  increased.  The  day  attendants  in  each 
division  are  at  present  in  the  proportion  of  about  1  to  14  patients,  and 
there  are  now,  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  ofmemoers  of  our 
Board,  2  night  attendants  in  each  side.  As  the  only  effectual  precau¬ 
tion  against  suffocation  during  fits,  and  as  a  means  of  guarding  against 
suicide  during  the  night,  it  is  extremely  desirable  that  the  epileptic 
and  suicidal  patients  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  located  in  bed¬ 
rooms  where  they  can  be  under  the  uninterrupted  supervision  of  a 
night  attendant  having  no  other  duty,  and  vTe  recommend  the 
matter  to  the  consideration  of  the  Visitors  and  Superintendent. 

The  recommended  engagement  of  a  second  assistant  medical 
officer  has  not  yet  taken  place.  The  somewhat  diminished  number 
of  patients  having  possibly  had  its  effect  in  deferring  (vre  trust 
for  a  short  time  only)  what  we  regard  as  a  very  necessary 
appointment. 

In  concluding  this  favourable  entry  as  to  the  present  state  of  the 
asylum,  we  regret  to  have  to  report  that  the  Committee  are  likely 
before  long  to  lose,  by  his  resignation,  the  valuable  services  of  Dr. 
Medlicott,  under  whose  care  the  condition  and  management  of  the 
asylum  have  so  greatly  improved,  and  the  comfort  and  good  order 
of  the  patients  have  been  so  materially  increased. 


Staffordshire  Asylums. — 1.  Stafford.

13  December  1872. 

Upon  our  visit  to  day  we  have  inspected  all  parts  of  the  asylum, 
and  seen  all  the  patients,  522  in  number,  viz.,  269  males  and  253 
females. 

Since  the  12th  July  1871,  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  156  males  and 
141  females  have  been  admitted,  and  81  males  and  84  females  dis¬ 
charged  (all  but  4  of  the  former  and  5  of  the  latter  having  recovered), 
and  56  males  and  49  females  have  died.  With  these  exceptions, 
the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes ;  those  from  general  paralysis 
21,  other  diseases  of  the  brain  36,  and  epilepsy  11.  The  exceptions, 
which  were  fully  reported  to  our  Board,  v'ere  :  (1)  a  male  drowned 
in  a  brook  into  which  he  fell  in  a  ft;  and  (2)  and  (3)  females  choked 
with  food,  one  while  the  attendant  was  feeding  her.  Inquests  were 
duly  held  in  all  the  above  cases,  and  verdicts  returned  of  accidental 
death.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  held  altogether  in  17  cases 
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only,  friends  generally  objecting.  The  weekly  rate  for  maintenance 
was  m  September  last  raised  from  8  s.  9  d.  to  9 

Theie  are  now  in  the  asylum  not  more  than  8  vacant  beds  in  each 
division. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  at  present  good,  the  patients 
registei ed  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  18  in  the  male 
division,  and  13  in  the  female. 

There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  any  instance  of  mechanical 
restraint  or  seclusion. 

Divine  service  in  the  chapel  is  attended  on  Sundays  by  about 

160  males  and  150  females,  and  on  weekdays  by  only  20  fewer  of 
each  sex.

The  latest  ward  returns  showed  that  the  patients  usefully  employed 
weie  187  in  the  male,  and  153  in  the  female  division  5  of  the  former, 
80  worked  on  the  land  and  farm,  34  at  trades,  10  in  the  laundry  and 
kitchen,  and  63  in  the  wards,  &c. ;  of  the  latter,  60  were  engaged 

■  I  i  .  ,  -  knitting,  23  in  the  laundry  department,  12  in 

the  kitchen  and  offices,  and  58  in  cleaning  the  wards  and  otherwise 
assisting  the  attendants. 

Fiom  60  to  /  0  male  patients  are  taken  out  for  long  country  walks 

on  Sundays,  and  about  50  of  the  females  on  Sundays  and  three  other 
days  of  the  week. 

Toe  arrangements,  tor  recreation  and  amusements  in  and  out  of 
doois,  and  the  provision  and  distribution  through  the  wards  of  books 
and  illustrated  and  other  periodicals,  continue  substantially  as  here¬ 
tofore.  There  are  monthly  dances,  and  the  band  plays  in  the  hall 
in  the  evenings  weekly,  males  only  being  present  at  the  concerts, 
after  which  they  have  some  supper.  As  many  as  380  patients  have 
Dten  assembled  at  the  monthly  dances.  During  the  summer  months 

the  patients,  as  before,  enjoy  occasional  excursions,  picnics,  and 
dances  on  the  green. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit,  two  patients  only  in  the  male  ward  No.  1, 
anc  one  in  the  corresponding  female  ward,  were  violently  excited. 
I  lie  demeanour  of  the  patients  generally  was  quiet  and  orderly,  and 
from  no  patient  did  yve  receive  any  complaint  of  ill-treatment  or  un~ 
kinoness  on  the  part  of  the  attendants,  or  otherwise. 

The  peisonai  condition,  as  to  clothing  and  cleanliness,  of  the 
patients  of  both  sexes,  was  satisfactory.  We  found  the  beds  and 

bedding  mioughout,  which  are  very  good  and  abundant,  in  the  best 
order. 

The  several  corridors,  day-rooms,  and  dormitories  were  remark¬ 
ably  clean,  and  the  ventilation  everywhere  was  good.  The  corridors 
were  without  fires,  and  were  cold. 

Much  nas  been  done  since  the  last  visit  in  the  way  of  General 
renovation  and  additions  to  the  furniture,  &c.  Xn  almost  all  the 
day-rooms  cork  carpeting,  which  is  stated  to  be  durable,  and  to 
answer  well,  has  been  laid  down.  We  may  also  mention,  as  a  very 
desirable  improvement,  the  padding  the  ends  and  sides  of  all  the  low 
beds  (not  previously  so  fitted)  occupied  by  epileptics.  Xn  reference 
to  the  last  report,  we  have  to  state  as  follows  : _

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Many  additional  walks  have  been  formed  on  the  estate. 

The  night  attendants  are  still  one  only  in  each  division,  and  we 
regret  that  the  Committee  have  not  adopted  the  suggestion  of  adding 
to  their  number.  We  are  of  opinion  that  two  more  are  necessary 
for  the  due  supervision,  especially  of  the  large  number  of  epileptics, 
and  of  the  suicidal  patients. 

No  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  towards  carrying  out  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  providing  a  detached  cottage  hospital  for  contagious 
diseases. 

The  chief  ward  attendants  have  now  in  their  hands  lists  of  the 
patients  under  their  charge,  with  their  dates  of  admission. 

The  female  ward  No.  1  has  been  improved  in  aspect  by  fresh 
painting  and  colouring,  and  decoration  ;  and  more  furniture  of  a  com¬ 
fortable  kind  has  been  introduced  into  the  wards  No.  1  in  both 
divisions. 

We  were  present  in  the  dining-hall  during  dinner,  which  consisted 
of  beef,  bacon,  and  parsnips,  &c.,  bread  and  beer.  It  was  comfort¬ 
ably  served,  and  the  male  patients  who  partook  of  it,  and  whose 
conduct  was  most  orderly,  were  195  in  number. 


Staffordshire  Asylums. —  2.  Burntwood. 

9  December  1872. 

Upon  our  visit  to  the  asylum  this  day,  we  have  inspected  all 
parts,  and  seen  the  wdiole  of  the  patients.  The  changes  in  the 
patients  since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners,  14th  July  1871,

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  32  cases.  Where  patients 
have  friends,  full  opportunity  is  given  to  them,  verbally  or  by  printed 
circular,  to  object. 

The  patients  on  the  books  are  442  in  number — 231  of  the  male, 
and  211  of  the  female  sex;  10  of  the  former  and  24  of  the  latter 
being  out  county  paupers,  and  3  males  and  1  female  private 
patients. 

The  ordinary  weekly  rate  for  maintenance  is  at  present  9  s.9  and 
that  for  out-county  patients,  14  s. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  good,  the  patients  registered 
as  under  medical  treatment,  chiefly  cases  of  general  paralysis  or 
other  diseases  of  the  brain,  being  19  in  the  male  division  and  15  in 
the  female. 


There 
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There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  any  instance  of  restraint 
or  seclusion. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes,,  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  were,  without 
exception,  quiet  and  orderly  in  demeanour,  and  no  one  made  any 
complaint  on  the  score  of  treatment.  A  few  males  of  inveterately 
dirty  habits  wore  special  dresses.  The  personal  condition  of  the 
patients  generally,  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise,  was  very  satisfac¬ 
tory,  and  creditable  to  the  attendants,  and  the  same  observation 
applies  to  the  state  of  the  beds  and  bedding,  which  we  found  clean 
and  in  the  best  order. 

In  reference  to  the  last  report,  we  have  to  state  that  an  additional 
attendant  has  been  engaged  for  each  of  the  wards  Nos.  2  and  3  in 
the  male  division,  and  No.  2  in  the  female.  As  respects  the  super¬ 
vision  during  the  night  of  epileptic  patients,  we  are  informed  by  Dr. 
Davis  that,  in  special  cases,  wherein  the  fits  are  unusually  frequent 
and  severe,  two  ward  attendants  in  each  division  sit  up  by  turns 
half  the  night.  The  same  arrangement  is  carried  out  in  special  cases 
of  suicidal  propensity. 

The  patients  attending  Divine  service  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays 
average  70  males  and  60  females,  and  on  week  days  about  60  of 
each  sex. 

According  to  the  latest  ward  returns,  120  of  the  male  and  74  of 
the  female  patients  were  usefully  employed ;  of  the  former,  26 
worked  on  the  farm  and  land,  12  at  trades,  and  82  in  the  galleries, 
laundry,  kitchen,  and  otherwise ;  of  the  latter,  32  were  engaged  in 
needlework  and  knitting,  14  in  laundry  department,  and  28  in  the 
kitchen,  offices,  and  wards. 

The  arrangements  for  recreation  and  amusement,  and  for  the 
supply  and  distribution  of  books  and  periodicals,  illustrated  and 
others,  continue  as  heretofore  and  quite  satisfactory. 

The  males,  to  the  number  of  about  60  in  the  morning  and  40  in 
the  afternoon,  are  taken  out  for  country  walks  on  Sundays.  From 
40  to  45  of  the  females  walk  beyond  the  grounds  on  Thursdays.  It 
is  intended,  when  the  weather  permits,  to  proceed  with  the  forma¬ 
tion,  recommended  at  the  last  visit,  of  a  good  walk  along  the  north¬ 
western  boundary  of  the  estate. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  large  female  airing-court  has  been  laid  out 
in  walks,  drained,  and  planted  with  trees  and  shrubs. 

We  have  to  report,  as  before,  most  favourably  of  the  cleanliness 
and  very  good  order  of  the  several  corridors,  day-rooms,  and  dormi¬ 
tories,  which  are  well  furnished,  and  present  an  aspect  of  cheerful¬ 
ness  and  comfort.  The  day-rooms  will  immediately  be  improved  by 
more  carpets,  which  are  already  in  store. 

Nothing  has,  as  yet,  been  done  towards  providing,  by  means  of 
an  engine,  hydrants,  or  other  special  means,  for  extinguishing  fire. 

For  the  ordinary  supply  and  distribution  of  water  throughout  the 
asylum,  a  tower  is  in  course  of  erection,  the  tank  on  which  will 
contain  25,000  gallons. 

The  additional  single  sleeping-rooms  referred  to  in  the  last  report 
as  having  been  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  have  been 
completed,  and  will  shortly  be  brought  into  occupation.  The  eight 
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on  the  male  side,  and  two  for  attendants,  are  good,  and  well  adapted 
to  their  purpose. 

Those  on  the  female  side,  six  in  number,  besides  one  for  an  at¬ 
tendant,  are  small  and  low,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  were 
not  placed  towards  the  south,  as,  we  understood,  was  originally  in¬ 
tended. 

It  will  be  seen  by  our  report  that  the  asylum  continues  to  be  under 
careful  and  efficient  management. 


Suffolk  County  Asylum, 

23  August  1872. 

The  admissions  since  the  last  visit,  1st  June  1871,  have  been  167  ; 
viz.,  72  in  the  male  division  and  95  in  the  female.  During  the 
same  period  58  males  and  88  females  (total,  146,)  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  21  of  the  former  and  46  of  the  latter  being  recovered,  and 
72  patients,  33  males  and  39  females,  have  died. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  have  been  those  usual  in  asylums  ;  as 
many,  however,  as  28  being  assigned  to  exhaustion.  Post-mortem 
examinations  were  made  in  10  cases.  There  has  been  no  inquest. 

The  patients  now  on  the  books  are  186  males  and  255  females 
(total,  441),  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  2  men  and  1  woman, 
absent  on  trial,  we  have  seen  to-day.  There  was  great  freedom 
from  excitement  in  both  divisions ;  and  although  the  proportion  of 
old  and  feeble  cases  in  this  asylum  is  large,  we  found  only  3  patients, 
2  males  and  1  female,  in  bed.  The  patients  last  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment  were  3  males  and  10  females. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit,  8  males  and 
7  females  have  been  secluded;  the  former  altogether  on  9,  and  the 
latter  on  12  occasions. 

Divine  service  on  Sunday  mornings  is  attended  by  about  60  males 
and  65  female  patients,  being  as  many  as  the  chapel  will  conveniently 
accommodate.  The  Church  Service  is  also  read  on  Sunday  after¬ 
noons  by  Dr.  Kirkman  in  the  second  floor  female  gallery,  and  this 
and  a  singing  class  are  usually  attended  by  as  many  as  100  patients 
of  both  sexes. 

The  latest  ward  returns  relative  to  the  employment  show,  that  of 
the  men  22  work  on  the  land,  and  21  at  trades  ;  and  that  of  the  women 
40  are  engaged  in  sewing  and  knitting,  15  in  the  laundry  depart¬ 
ment,  and  4  in  the  kitchen  and  offices. 

In  addition  to  these,  40  males  and  50  females  are  employed  in 
various  ways  in  the  wards.  We  are  of  opinion  that  further  per¬ 
sistent  efforts  should  be  made  to  increase  the  numbers  of  male 
patients  working  on  the  land  and  as  artisans,  and  to  furnish  means 
of  employment  for  the  inmates  of  the  lower  female  wards,  whom  we 
found  listless  and  unoccupied.  We  noticed,  also,  in  those  wards  a 
great  deficiency  of  books  and  illustrated  periodicals  or  other  sources 
of  amusement. 

As  respects  out-door  exercise  and  recreation,  we  learn  that  about 
40  male  patients  enjoy  the  game  of  cricket  twice  a  week,  and  that 
parties  of  females,  averaging  35  in  number,  are  taken  out  twdce 
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weekly  for  country  walks.  There  have,  as  we  are  glad  to  state,  Appendix  (C.) 

during  the  summer,  been  two  excursions  to  the  sea  side,  of  which  - 

from  60  to  70  patients  partook.  Suffolk  Asylum. 

.  ^ie  personal  condition  of  the  female  patients  at  the  time  of  our 
visit  was  more  satisfactory  than  that  of  the  males,  whose  clothes  in 
many  instances  were  much  worn  and  far  from  clean. 

The  greatest  advantage  would,  we  think,  attend  allowing  the  men 
special  suits  for  Sundays,  and  of  a  better  and  more  varied  material 
than  the  moleskin  now  generally  in  use.  We  further  recommend 
that  the  men’s  shirts  be  changed  twice  a  week.  We  found  all  the 
rooms  and  the  beds  and  bedding  clean  and  in  proper  order.  The 
beds  are  well  filled,  but  the  flock  in  many  cases  was  lumpy,  and  re¬ 
quires  more  frequent  and  careful  teasing.  The  lowering  the  old 
box  bedsteads,  amongst  other  means  by  cutting  down  the  sides, 
seems  to  us  desirable,  and  the  enlargement  of  the  windows  of  the 
women’s  ward  INTo.  3,  would  materially  add  to  its  cheerfulness. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  on  the  men’s  side  in  substituting 
boarded  for  the  stoned  and  tiled  floors  in  the  single  rooms,  and  we 
trust  that  this  will  be  carried  out  generally  both  in  the  day-rooms 
and  conidors  in  both  divisions ;  until  it  is  done  in  the  day  and  dining 
rooms  the  floors  should  be  partly  covered  with  matting. 

One  water-closet  in  each  division  has  been  improved  by  the 
renewal  of  the  seats  and  pans,  but  no  addition  has  been  made  to 
the  number;  and  in  the  female  wards  .X os.  1  and  2,  and  infirmary, 
containing  together  as  many  as  118  patients,  there  are  only  two  in¬ 
door  closets.  1  his  number  is  quite  insufficient,  and  we  recommend 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  committee. 

The  bathing  arrangements  are  very  defective,  not  only  as  respects 
the  paucity  of  baths  (4  only  in  each  division),  but  as  to  the  supply 
of  hot  water,  which  is  from  small  boilers  adjoining  the  bath-rooms, 
the  result  being  that  although  the  bathing  is  distributed  over  the 
several  days  of  the  week,  the  water  can  be  changed  only  for  every 
two  or  three  patients,  and  that  hot  water  is  not,  as  it  should  be,  at 
all  times  available  in  the  wards.  We  strong!}'  recommend  that  the 
number  of  baths  be  increased,  and  that  a  general  system  of  hot- 
water  supply  from  a  central  boiler  be  adopted,  and  that  the  present 
boilers  in  the  wards,  always  unsafe,  should  be  altogether  abolished. 

We  regret  to  report  that  nothing  has  been  done,  or,  so  far  as  we 
can  ascertain  is  proposed,  towards  the  introduction  of  gas,  and  that 
there  is  still  no  proper  night  supervision  in  the  asylum. 

The  present  staff  of  ordinary  attendants  is  small,  the  proportion 
not  exceeding  1  to  18  patients  on  the  male  side,  and  1  to  21  on  the 
female.  The  latter  is  much  below  the  general  average  in  asylums. 

The  question  of  a  progressive  increase  in  the  scale  of  wages  is  one 
of  pressing  importance,  the  maximum  at  present  given  to  the  male 
attendants  being  26/.,  and  to  the  females  only  17/." 

Even  with  the  additional  sleeping  accommodation  which  will 
shortly  be  obtained  by  the  construction  of  a  dormitory  for  12  female 
patients,  by  raising  the  walls  of  the  disused  brewhouse,  and  the  old 
shoemakers’  shop  for  6  males,  there  will  be  only  3  vacant  beds  in 
the  male  division  and  14  in  the  female.

The  present  ordinary  weekly  rate  for  maintenance  is  9  s.  3d.,  and 
for  out-county  patients  12  s.  9  d. 

In  Dr.  Kirkman’s  absence  on  the  Continent  we  obtained  every 
information  and  assistance  from  Dr.  Harris  and  Mr.  Arnott.

The  deaths  from  ordinary  causes  were  principally,  disease  of  the 
brain,  48  ;  disease  of  the  lungs,  34  ;  epilepsy,  6.  Two  male  patients 
committed  suicide  by  strangulation,  and  a  third  was  murdered  by 
another.  The  particulars  of  these  cases,  and  the  result  of  the 
inquests,  were  duly  reported  to  our  Board.  Inquests  were  held  on 
four  other  cases  on  the  male  side,  of  which  one  was  from  accidental 
fracture  of  the  ribs.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  55 
cases. 

The  present  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  satisfactory,  the 
numbers  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  26  in  the 
male  division,  and  25  in  the  female.  We  found  only  12  men  and 
14  women  in  bed. 

The  patients  recorded  as  having  been  secluded  since  the  last  visit 
have  been  32  males  and  23  females  ;  the  former  altogether  on  125, 
and  the  latter  on  50  occasions.  The  seclusion  in  the  case  of  the 
55  patients  was  resorted  to  in  75  instances  on  account  of  epileptic 
excitement.  One  man  was  on  that  account  placed  in  seclusion  38 
times. 

During  the  same  period  it  appears  by  the  medical  journal  that 
33  males  and  12  females  had  their  hands  restrained  by  gloves  for 
destructive  propensities,  and  4  males  and  1  female  have  worn  re¬ 
straint  dresses  at  night ;  one  of  the  former  on  account  of  his  suicidal 
propensity,  the  other  as  a  dangerous  maniac,  and  the  female  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  her  destructiveness  and  strong  suicidal  tendency. 

When  we  visited  the  wards  the  male  patients  were  remarkably 
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quiet  and  orderly.  A  few  of  the  female  patients  of  the  worst  class  Appendix  (C.) 
were  excited  and  noisy.  - 

The  personal  condition,  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise,  of  all  was  SurreyAsylums. 
very  good,  and  creditable  to  the  attendants  who  had  charge  of  them.  ( Wandsworth.) 
We  received  no  complaints  of  ill-treatment  calling  for  special  notice, 
excepting  from  the  female  above  referred  to  as  destructive  and  of 
strong  suicidal  tendency,  who  had  communicated  anonymously  with 
our  Board.  After  full  investigation  we  came  to  the  same  conclu¬ 
sion  as  the  Visitors,  who  had  previously  at  the  instance  of  the  Board 
made  inquiry  into  her  statements,  that  her  charges  were  ground¬ 
less. 

The  latest  ward  returns  show  that  198  men  and  238  women  were 
usefully  employed,  41  of  the  former  working  on  the  land  and  in 
the  garden,  and  25  as  artisans;  and  of  the  latter  154  being  en¬ 
gaged  in  needlework  and  knitting,  and  44  in  the  laundry  depart¬ 
ment. 

Divine  service  is  attended  on  Sundays  by  about  200  males  and 
260  females,  and  on  week  days  by  nearly  the  same  number.  The 
chapel  has  been  gradually  renovated,  and  rendered  more  cheerful  in 
aspect,  and  a  good  finger  organ  has  been  introduced,  which  is  played 
by  an  attendant.  Since  the  adoption  of  choral  services  there 
has,  as  Dr.  Biggs  tells  us,  been  a  greater  desire  of  the  patients  to 
attend. 

The  wards  generally  were  found  by  us  in  excellent  order,  and  the 
ventilation  throughout  was  very  good. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  we  have 
specially  to  report  the  following : — 

The  upper  part  of  the  walls  of  the  corridors  in  four  of  the  male 
wards  have  been  painted  in  lieu  of  whitewash,  and  otherwise 
decorated,  and  the  walls  of  the  day-rooms  have  been  painted  in 
panels,  and  similar  improvements  will  be  carried  out  generally. 

A  large  number  of  comfortable  chairs  have,  in  several  galleries 
and  day-rooms,  been  substituted  for  fixed  and  other  benches,  and  a 
considerable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  framed  prints  in  the 
galleries,  day-rooms,  and  dormitories. 

An  effective  fire  extinguishing  apparatus  has  been  introduced, 
with  internal  and  external  hydrants. 

The  cottage  hospital  is  now  nearly  completed,  and  it  is  proposed 
to  add  to  it  a  laundry  and  wash-house,  for  which  plans  have  been 
submitted  for  the  consideration  of  our  Board. 

Due  attention,  has  been  given  to  the  observation  in  the  last 
report,  in  reference  to  the  water-pipes  affording  facilities  for 
escape. 

A  glazed  covered  way  has  been  constructed,  leading  directly  from 
the  female  division  to  the  kitchen  and  stores,  which  will,  it  is  hoped, 
be  found  of  advantage,  as  conducing  to  the  quicker  and  more  con¬ 
venient  distribution  of  the  dinners.  A  plan  for  this  structural  addi¬ 
tion  ought,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  to  have 
been  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

The  sewage  has  been  utilised  by  distribution  by  gravitation  over 
11  acres  of  land  at  a  distance  of  about  1,000  feet  from  the  building, 
the  result  of  which  is  reported  to  have  proved  very  successful.

Appendix  (0.)  to  Twenty -seventh  Report 

We  desire  again  to  press  the  urgent  importance  of  materially 
extending  the  present  very  inadquate  and  inconvenient  wash-house 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  merely  to  express  the  great  satisfaction 
which  we  have  derived  from  the  condition  in  which  we  have  found 
the  asylum,  and  the  improvements  observed  by  us,  completed  and 
in  progress. 


Surrey  Asylums.— 2.  Brookwood. 

13  June  1872. 

The  Surrey  Asylum  at  Brookwood  has  been  visited  by  us  this 
day  and  yesterday.  We  have  inspected  the  wards,  workshops, 
offices,  and  outbuildings;  seen  the  patients  at  present  here,  and 
given  to  all,  both  men  and  women,  an  opportunity  of  making  com¬ 
plaint  of  ill-treatment.  The  number  of  patients  now  on  the 
books  is  634,  i.  <?.,  300  males  and  334  females  These  include  35 
ex-criminals  and  95  county  cases.  Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  June 
of  last  year  65  men  and  66  women  appear  to  have  been  admitted, 
making  a  total  of  131  admissions.  The  discharges  have  been  88, 
i.  e.}  41  of  men  and  47  of  women.  Of  these  55  are  recorded  as  re¬ 
coveries.  The  deaths  in  both  divisions  have  been,  together,  42. 
The  patients  absent  on  probation  are  4  men  and  2  women.  The 
causes  of  the  several  deaths  were  as  follows  : —

The  general  health  has  been  very  good.  There  has  been  no  recur¬ 
rence  of  small-pox,  nor  any  epidemic  illness  since  our  Colleagues’ visit. 
At  our  visit  yesterday  5  men  and  4  women  only  were  in  bed,  none 
for  ailments  calling  for  special  remark.  Of  the  male  sex  14  were 
last  entered  as  taking  medicine,  and  of  the  females  19.  Seclusion 
and  restraint  are  almost  unknown  in  this  asylum,  and,  according  to 
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the  records,  there  has  been  no  instance  of  resort  to  either  since  the  Appendix  (C.) 
asylum  was  last  visited  by  the  members  of  our  Board.  In  the  in¬ 
terval  of  the  Commissioners’  visits  there  have  been  3  inquests  ;  the  Surrey  Asylums, 
verdicts  were,  in  the  first  case,  “  Exhaustion  from  brain  disease,  (Brookwootld 
accelerated  by  long  and  continuous  abstention  from  food;”  in  the 
second  :  u  Sudden  death  from  epileptic  fit in  the  third :  “  Acci¬ 
dental  death.”  But  to  this  last  we  shall  presently  again  refer,  in¬ 
asmuch  as  it  arose  from  misconduct  on  the  part  of  an  attendant. 

There  have  been,  it  seems,  19  post-mortem  examinations.  Prior 
to  such  examinations  notice  in  writing  has  during  the  current  year 
been  given  to  the  nearest  relative  of  the  deceased  by  the  super¬ 
intendent,  and  in  no  case  has  objection  been  offered. 

The  existing  accommodation  in  the  asylum  is  for  321  men  and 
329  women,  so  that  there  are  21  vacancies  for  males,  but  an 
excess  of  5  females.  No  male  patient  has  been  refused  admission, 
but  in  the  years  1871  and  1872  as  many  as  37  women  were  ex¬ 
cluded  from  want  of  accommodation.  This  state  of  things  points  to 
the  necessity  for  immediate  consideration  by  the  Justices  of  the 
county  of  making  further  provision  for  the  insane  paupers  of  Surrey. 

We  would  also  repeat  the  suggestion  of  our  Colleagues,  that  no 
time  should  be  lost  in  the  erection  of  a  permanent  detached  hospital 
for  the  reception  and  isolation  of  patients  suffering  from  fever  or 
other  epidemic  disease. 

The  patients  were  generally  well  dressed,  clean,  and  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  state.  The  women  were  specially  quiet  and  orderly,  but 
there  was  some  excitement  in  No.  2  male  ward,  though  we  think  that 
it  was  attributable  to  the  unusually  large  number  there  crowded 
together  temporarily  for  our  inspection.  We  were  present  at  dinner 
in  some  of  the  wards,  and  tasted  both  the  meat  and  beer,  which  were 
good,  and  sufficient  in  quantity. 

No  patient  made  any  complaint  of  ill-treatment,  and  many  evi¬ 
dently  appreciated  the  kind  and  judicious  treatment  they  experience 
from  Dr.  Brushfield. 

The  day-rooms  and  dormitories  were  in  very  good  order, 
and  well  ventilated  ;  the  bedding  throughout  the  asylum  is 
excellent.  Much  has  been  done  since  the  last  visit  in  papering 
the  dormitories,  single  rooms,  and  day-rooms,  and  additions  have 
been  made  of  pictures  and  other  objects  of  interest.  No.  1 
female  reception  ward  is  extremely  well  furnished  for  the  amuse¬ 
ment  of  the  patients.  We  were  informed  by  Dr.  Brushfield  that 
not  more  than  three  pictures  had  been  injured  since  the  opening  of 
the  asylum,  though  they  are  mostly  within  reach  of  the  patients’ 
hands.  We  observed  with  regret  that  the  external  walls  of  the 
asylum,  especially  towards  the  south-east,  are  not  impervious  to 
wet,  owing  to  the  faulty  composition  of  the  bricks,  and  heard  with 
much  satisfaction  that  experiments  were  in  progress  for  coating 
the  walls  with  spirit  and  resin,  which  promise  to  make  them  proof 
against  the  wet. 

We  are  glad  to  find  that  in  every  dormitory  is  placed  at  night  a 
bottle  of  drinking-water,  with  a  tumbler,  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

We  think  that  the  addition  of  vallances  to  the  windows  would  be 
desirable. 
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Appendix  (C.)  to  Twenty -seventh  Report 

Appendix  (c.)  In  our  inspection  of  the  laundry  we  observed  that  the  fittings  are 
-  not  so  complete  as  we  think  that  they  should  be. 

Surrey  Asylums.  We  find  that  the  water  supply  for  the  wants  of  the  asylum  is 

(Brookwood.)  abundant.  In  the  tower  tank  alone  there  is  usually  a  reserve 
of  1,800  gallons.  In  reply  to  our  inquiries  about  provision 
against  fire,  we  were  told  that  there  is  a  large  fire-engine 
capable  of  being  worked  by  12  men  on  each  side ;  that  there  are 
two  extinctors  always  charged,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  buckets 
at  each  end  of  the  building.  The  hydrants  are  worked,  as  an  ex¬ 
ercise,  by  patients  and  attendants  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  every 
month. 

The  workshops  in  process  of  construction  at  the  last  visit  are  now 
in  use,  and  the  skittle-shed  and  bowling-green  in  the  airing-court 
attached  are  nearly  ready  for  the  use  of  the  patients.  This  court  has 
been  levelled,  and  well  laid  out  and  planted  with  trees,  shrubs,  and 
flowers.  The  boundary  path,  which  will  afford  to  the  patients  a 
walk  of  nearly  three  miles  within  the  asylum  ground,  is  still  in 
progress. 

The  number  of  patients  usefully  employed  is  on  the  increase, 
being  45  more  than  the  return  furnished  last  year.  The  wet  or 
dirty  on  the  night  previous  to  our  visit  were  3  on  the  male  and  6  on 
the  female  side. 

According  to  the  records,  the  attendance  at  the  chapel  last  Sunday 
was  in  the  morning  118  men  and  138  women;  in  the  afternoon  138 
of  the  former  and  134  of  the  latter.  There  are  also  daily  prayers.  We 
met  the  chaplain,  who  accompanied  us  during  part  of  our  visit,  in 
the  wards;  he  appears  to  take  much  interest  in  his  work,  and  to  be 
respected  by  the  patients,  amongst  whom  he  spends  much  of  his 
time.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  he  will  soon  reside  in  a  house  im¬ 
mediately  adjoining  the  north  lodge,  recently  purchased  for  his  use 
by  the  visitors.  The  number  of  Roman  Catholics  is  63;  at  their 
service  last  Sunday  25  were  present. 

Ample  provision  is  made  for  periodical  associated  amusements, 
and  there  is  no  lack  of  entertaining  books,  papers,  and  games  ovf 
various  kinds  in  the  several  day-rooms. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  staff  of 
attendants,  which  last  year  was  on  the  male  side  25,  and  is  now  27, 
on  the  female  side  was  27  and  is  now  28.  At  present,  however, 
there  is  a  vacancy  for  1  in  each  division.  Having  regard  to  the 
number  ot  patients  (63)  in  No.  1  male  ward  (which  is  used  as  the 
male  reception  ward),  and  in  which  there  are  only  5  attendants,  we 
recommend  that  there  should  always  be  6.  It  was  in  this  ward 
that  the  patient,  whose  case  was  lately  before  our  Board  (and 
who  was  the  subject  of  the  third  inquest  previously  alluded  to), 
met  with  his  death  from  scalding  in  a  bath  through  the  negligence 
of  an  attendant.  We  have  made  further  inquiries  into  the  matter, 
and  find  that  the  attendant  was  culpable,  not  only  in  neglecting  to 
lock  the  bath-room  door,  as  appears  from  Dr.  Brushfield’s  commu¬ 
nication  to  the  Commissioners,  but  in  filling  the  bath  with  hot  water 
for  the  purpose  of  scrubbing  the  ward  floor,  this  was  an  act  alike  im¬ 
proper  and  unnecessary,  as  the  attendant  could  and  should  have  taken 
what  water  he  required  from  a  tap  in  the  adjoining  lavatory. 
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In  addition  to  the  improvements  already  mentioned,  inereased  Appendix  (C.) 
light  has  been  given  to  Nos.  1  and  9  male  day-rooms.  (It  was  found  — ” 

impracticable,  with  safety  to  the  building,  to  remove  the  gallery  wall  Surrey  Asylums, 
in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  made  at  the  last  visit.)  The  (Brookwood.) 
boundary  plantation  has  been  completed,  more  land  has  been  cleared 
and  brought  into  cultivation,  the  new  mortuary  has  been  finished, 
and  sunshades  have  been  placed  in  the  male  airing-courts. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  have  not  been  inattentive  to  the 
welfare  of  the  patients  as  regards  their  visitation  by  friends,  for 
they  have  procured  from  the  London  and  South  Western  Railway 
Company  the  privilege  to  such  friends  of  travelling  from  London  to 
Brookwood  and  back  at  a  reduction  of  one-third  of  the  usual  fare. 

The  condition  of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates  reflects  great  credit 
upon  all  concerned  in  the  management. 


Sussex  County  Asylum. 


20  June  1872. 

To  day  and  yesterday  we  visited  the  Sussex  Asylum.  We  have  Sussex  Asylum, 
now  inspected  its  wards,  workshops,  and  offices,  and  seen  all  the 
patients  except  2,  on  trial. 

These  are  the  changes  which  have  occurred  amongst  the  patients 
since  our  Colleagues’ visit  in  March  1871,  The  total  number  is 
reduced  from  684  to  664.  That  number  comprises  287  males  and 
377  females  (there  is  accommodation  in  the  Asylum  for  772). 
Eighty-eight  men  and  125  women  have  been  admitted;  97  men  and 
56  women  have  been  “discharged.  Of  the  97  men  discharged,  60 
were  chargeable  to  Middlesex,  and  at  the  expiry  of  the  contract  for 
their  reception  here,  were  transferred  to  the  Asylum  at  Hanwell. 

Of  the  admissions,  22  men  and  31  women  were  received  under  a 
contract  with  the  borough  of  Maidstone  from  Kent  Asylum.  Of 
the  discharges,  the  number  recorded  as  recovered  is,  30  of  the  male 
sex  and  39  of  the  female.  The  deaths  have  been  41  in  each 
division,  all  from  ordinary  causes.  Three  males  and  1  female  are 
on  trial.  Two  of  these  being  idiot  boys,  who  live  near,  in  the 
families  of  artisans  employed  in  the  asylum,  were  brought  to  us  at 
our  visit  yesterday.  The  out-county  patients  at  present  here 
are  the  51  referred  to  as  received  from  Kent  AsjJum  (their  weekly 
maintenance  is  14  s.),  and  1  man  chargeable  to  Essex,  who, 
having  been  attacked  by  insanity  at  Hastings,  is  temporarily  in 
this  asylum  by  arrangement.  The  weekly  charge  for  the  private 
patients,  2  males  and  5  females,  is  16  s.  each. 

We  found  the  patients  remarkably  free  from  excitement,  and 
none  made  complaint  of  ill-treatment.  A  great  number  of  the 
women  were  engaged  in  needlework  in  their  respective  wards, 
others  were  reading  and  amusing  themselves,  the  means  for  which 
are  ample ;  the  women  belonging  to  the  least  favourable  class 
and  the  same  class  of  men  were  in  their  airing-courts.  In  the  work¬ 
shops,  10  men  were  engaged  in  the  tailors,  11  in  the  shoemakers,  13 
in  the  mat  making  and  basket  department,  and  4  with  the  upholsterer. 
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Appendix  (C.)  The  total  number  of  men  employed  yesterday,  according  to  the  re- 
-  turns,  was  170;  the  women  employed  were  239. 

Sussex  Asylum.  Only  one  man  was  in  seclusion  during  the  time  of  our  visit,  and 
he  was  so  treated  for  violence  arising  from  a  paroxysm  of  epileptic 
mania.  Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  March  of  last  year,  only  5 
males  on  eight  occasions,  and  19  females  on  33  occasions  have  been 
secluded.  There  is  no  record  of  any  resort  to  restraint  of  a 
mechanical  kind.  We  find,  however,  that  packing  in  wet  sheets,  as 
medical  treatment,  has  been  employed  in  the  cases  of  16  males  and 
22  females.  This  packing  should  be  recorded  in  the  medical  journal, 
and  under  the  head  of  restraint. 

The  patients  were  neatly  dressed  when  we  visited  them,  and  clean 
in  person  and  clothing. 

The  condition  of  the  several  wards  and  dormitories  was  very  satis¬ 
factory  ;  they  were  scrupulously  clean  and  well-ventilated  during 
our  passage  through  them.  The  day-room  for  the  laundry  patients 
has  beeen  very  well  furnished,  and  is  exceedingly  comfortable. 

We  saw  230  males  and  350  women  in  their  respective  halls  at 
dinner,  and  tasted  that  whieJrwas  served  them,  which  was  excellent. 
The  men  had  suet  pudding  with  currants,  the  women  had  soup  with 
meat  in  it,  and  vegetables  ;  both  sexes  had  beer.  The  demeanour 
of  all  was  orderly. 

On  Sundays  at  the  chapel  there  are  three  services,  as  all  the 
patients  able  to  attend  cannot  be  accommodated  otherwise ;  the 
number  who  attended  last  Sunday  was  199  men  and  240  women. 

The  associated  entertainments  are  numerous;  160  patients  have 
this  clay  been  taken  to  a  picnic  on  a  common  two  miles  away. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  following  alterations  and  improvements 
have  taken  place  : — 

The  airing-court  for  females,  No.’  5,  has  been  laid  out  and 
planted. 

The  male  scullery  and  attendants’  mess-room  have  been  enlarged. 

Two  male  wards,  and  as  many  female  wards,  have  been  painted 
and  papered. 

Mirrors  and  mantle-piece  ornaments  have  been  placed  in  the  female 
wards. 

A  new  cottage  has  been  provided  for  the  gardener. 

In  our  visit  to  the  laundry,  we  observed  that  the  steam- clrving 
closet  is  too  hot  for  the  employment  there  of  patients  ;  we  saw  one 
so  employed.  The  bathing  arrangements  are  very  good,  each 

patient  is  bathed  twice  weekly,  and  the  water  is  changed  for  each 
patient. 

We  have  derived  great  satisfaction  from  our  visit  during  the  past 
two  days.  The  state  of  the  asylum  is  highly  creditable  to  those 
concerned  in  its  management. 


Warwick  County  Asylum. 

11  December  1872. 

Warwick  Upon  our  visit  this  day  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  all  its 

sylum,  departments,  including  the  detached  building  known  as  the  “ Idiot” 
asylum,  which  was  brought  into  occupation  in  August  1871,  and, 
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with  the  exception  of  7  males  and  2  females,  absent  on  trial,  have  Appendix  (C.) 
seen  all  the  patients.  - — 

The  admissions  since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues,  14th  February  Warwick 
1871,  have  been  237  in  number;  viz.,  108  on  the  male  side  and  129  Asylum, 
on  the  female.  During  the  same  interval  38  males  and  66  females 
have  been  discharged,  33  of  the  former  and  59  of  the  latter  having 
recovered,  and  54  males  and  23  females  have  died.  One  woman 
died  of  small-pox,  the  only  case  of  small-pox  which  has  occurred, 
and  an  idiot  girl  was  suffocated,  by  accidentally  falling  into  a  privy, 
the  particulars  of  which  were  communicated  to  our  Board  at  the  time. 

The  remaining  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  69  cases.  Two  inquests 
were  held  ;  one  in  the  case  referred  to  of  accidental  death,  and  the 
other  upon  the  body  of  a  male  criminal  patient  who  died  before  the 
expiration  of  his  sentence  of  imprisonment. 

The  patients  on  the  books  are  now  517  in  number;  viz.,  233 
males  and  268  females,  paupers  ;  and  6  males  and  10  females  of  the 
private  class.  The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  of  the  former  is, 
at  present,  9 s.  5f  tf.,  and  for  the  latter  14  s. 

With  the  exception  of  6  girls  employed  in  the  laundry,  and  a  very 
few  other  patients,  of  dangerous  habits,  all  the  congenital  idiots,  83 
in  number,  viz.,  50  males  and  33  females,  are  placed  in  the  idiot 
asylum.  There  are  at  present  in  that  asylum  67  males  and  39 
females. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  very  satisfactory,  the 
patients  registered  as  being  under  medical  treatment  being  only  15 
in  the  male  division  and  27  in  the  female. 

A  few  patients  of  inveterately  destructive  or  dirty  propensities 
were  found  by  us  clad  in  strong  or  special  dresses.  With  these  rare 
exceptions  the  clothing  of  the  patients  was  good,  and  all  were  clean 
in  their  persons.  The  females  all  wore  dresses  either  woollen,  of  a 
material  partly  woollen. 

Their  demeanour  generally  was  quiet  and  orderly,  two  or  three 
only  in  the  worst  wards  of  each  division  being  violently  excited. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  which  appears  to  be  carefully 
kept,  since  the  last  visit  11  males  and  23  females  have,  for  reasons 
duly  recorded,  been  placed  in  seclusion  ;  the  former  altogether  on 
31,  and  the  latter  on  77  occasions. 

Two  males  and  1  female,  the  former  altogether  on  10  and  the 
latter  on  15  occasions,  are  entered  therein  as  having  had  their  hands 
confined  by  gloves  for  surgical  reasons. 

The  latest  ward  returns  showed  that  the  patients  usefully  em¬ 
ployed  were  116  males  and  183  females.  Of  the  former  60  worked 
on  the  land,  28  at  trades,  and  28  in  laundry,  kitchen,  and  wards,  &c. 

Of  the  latter  112  were  engaged  in  needlework  and  knitting,  30  in 
the  laundry  department,  12  in  the  kitchen  and  offices,  and  29  in  the 
wards  and  otherwise. 

The  numbers  attending  Divine  service  are,  on  Sundays  about  120 
males  and  135  females,  and  on  week  days  about  110  patients  of 
each  sex. 

As  many  as  113  males  and  114  females  are  returned  as  walking 
beyond  the  estate. 
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Appendix  (C.)  The  arrangements  for  recreation,  and  amusements,  and  distri- 
Warwick  bution  of  books  and  illustrated  and  other  periodicals,  continue  satis- 
Asyium.  factory.  The  patients  enjoy  weekly  dances,  concerts,  readings,  or 
dramatic  performances. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  excel¬ 
lent  order,  which  are  creditable  to  the  attendants,  of  the  corridors, 
day- rooms,  and  dormitories,  and  of  the  beds  and  bedding  throughout 
the  entire  institution. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  iron  and  wood  work  of  the  exterior  of  the 
old  building,  and  all  the  wood  and  iron  work,  and  walls  of  the  wards 
and  passages  inside,  have  been  painted.  The  internal  work  was 
all  done  by  attendants,  assisted  by  patients. 

Linoleum  has  been  substituted  throughout  for  matting  in  the  day- 
rooms  and  corridors. 

We  have  further  to  report,  as  a  material  improvement,  the  forma¬ 
tion,  outside  the  wall  of  No.  3  ward,  on  each  side,  of  dry  area,  at 
the  bottom  of  the  slope,  with  an  asphalted  walk,  well  drained,  over 
it.  One  beneficial  effect  is  that  the  rain  water,  which  previously 
flowed  down  to  the  foundation  of  the  building,  is  now  intercepted 
and  carried  off. 

The  laundry  department  is  completed  and  in  full  operation.  It  is 
upon  an  ample  scale,  conveniently  arranged,  and  well  furnished  with 
all  necessary  apparatus.  The  wash-house  and  laundry  are  spacious, 
light,  and  properly  ventilated.  It  is  under  the  immediate  charge  of 
a  head  and  two  other  laundry  maids,  assisted  by  16  or  18  patients 
(including  the  6  idiots  above  referred  to),  who  reside  therein,  and 
for  whom  good  accommodation  is  provided. 

In  reference  to  the  last  report,  we  find  that  a  third  attendant  has 
been  engaged  for  the  female  ward  No.  2. 

We  have  much  satisfaction  in  reporting  that,  since  the  last  visit 
the  house  wherein  the  steward  previously  resided  has  been  appro¬ 
priated  to  the  purposes  of  a  hospital  for  contagious  diseases. 

The  arrangements  for  the  special  supervision  of  epileptics  have 
received  our  particular  attention,  and  we  are  glad  to  state  that  a 
separate  ward  on  each  side  of  the  old  asylum,  with  a  night  attendant 
exclusively  so  employed,  has  been  appropriated  to  epileptics  as  sleep¬ 
ing  accommodation. 

With  a  view  to  facilitate  the  inspection  of  the  single  rooms  during 
the  night  gas-burners  are  made  to  turn  on  swivel -joints,  so  as  to 
throw  in  a  light  through  the  opening  over  the  door. 

The  idiot  asylum,  which  is,  as  yet,  only  partially  occupied,  is  esti¬ 
mated  to  contain  100  patients  of  each  sex.  It  is  under  the  special 
charge  of  Dr.  W oods,  whose  appointment  as  the  third  medical  officer  we 
have  great  satisfaction  in  reporting,  this  addition  to  the  medical  staff 
being  essential  to  the  proper  working  of  the  institution.  By  a  very 
judicious  arrangement  he  resides  therein. 

There  are  in  this  asylum  2  head,  and  4  males  and  3  female 
ordinary  attendants,  in  addition  to  whom  is  a  nurse  who  sits  up 
at  night  in  a  room  situate  between  the  male  and  female  divisions, 
and  from  whence  she  overlooks  the  largest  male  dormitory,  and 
from  which  she  can  hear  any  noise  in  the  corresponding  female  dor- 
mitory,  the  door  of  which  is  left  open. 
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In  each  division  of  the  asylum  there  are  nowin  occupation  a  large 
day-room  towards  the  front  and  a  school-room  opening  into  it,  and 
below  the  female  day-room.,  and  of  the  same  dimensions  in  the  base¬ 
ment,  is  a  room  used  as  a  play-room.  The  dining-hall  is  amply 
sufficient  in  size.  The  asylum  constitutes,  in  fact,  a  distinct  estab¬ 
lishment. 

There  is  in  each  division,  on  the  upper  floor,  a  bath-room  contain¬ 
ing  four  baths  and  a  dressing-room,  and  a  single  bath-room  below 
for  special  cases. 

The  windows  are  all  of  an  ordinary  sash  kind,  opening  above  and 
below.  TV  e  found  all  the  rooms  clean  and  in  good  order.  The 
arrangements  for  school  instruction,  and  the  provisions  as  yet  made 
for  amusement,  are  imperfect,  and  the  subject  will  no  doubt  have 
tiie  cany  attention  of  the  Committee.  The  front  airing-courts  are 
laid  out  and  planted  ;  the  ground  behind  has  not  yet  been  levelled. 

The  result  of  our  present  report  shows  that  the  asylum,  wherein 
material  improvements  have  been  made,  continues  to  be  under  active 
and  efficient  management.

jlN  this  county  asylum,  which  we  have  to-day  inspected,  there 
aie  on  the  books  474  patients;  i .  <?.,  202  men,  and  272  women;  in 
other  woids,  an  inciease  m  number  since  our  Colleagues5  visit  in 
August  last  year,  of  4  in  the  male  and  19  in  the  female  division. 

The  vacant  accommodation  is  estimated  to  be  sufficient  for  6  men 
and  25  women,  or  thereabouts. 

Admission  has  not  been  refused  in  any  case ;  but  in  several 
instances  reception  has  been  postponed,  and  suggestions  have  been 
made  for  interim  treatment  of  the  patients  at  their  own  homes,  or 
in  workhouses.  We  cannot  learn  that  the  Committee  entertain  any 
idea  of  immediate  enlargement  of  the  building  on  the  male  side ;  it 
seems  to  us,  therefore,  expedient  that  early  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  possibility  of  suitable  arrangements  between  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  boards  of  guardians  for  the  care,  in  the  workhouse 
infhmaries,  of  such  chronic  and  harmless  cases  as  Dr.  Thurnam 
might  himself  select  from  the  male  patients  on  the  books  of  this 
asyluin. .  If  a  dietary  equal  to  that  in  use  here,  and  some  paid 
supervision,  could  be  insured  by  such  arrangements,  there  are  many 
patients  whom  w,e  saw  who  could  thus,  in  our  opinion,  be  properly 
cared  for. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  among  the  patients  since 
this  Asylum  was  visited  by  members  of  our  board  may  be  stated  as

Thirteen  patients  of  each  sex  have  been  the  subjects  of  post¬ 
mortem  examination. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  have  seen  ail  the  patients, 
except  2  men  and  1  woman,  who  are  away  on  leave  of  absence,  and 
1  man,  who  escaped  about  a  week  ago  and  has  not  yet  been  re¬ 
taken.  The  wet  weather  having  detained  them,  we  found  the 
patients  in-doors,  and  chiefly  in  their  several  wards. 

There  was  consequently  somewhat  more  excitement  in  two  of 
the  wards  occupied  by  the  least  favourable  class  than  has  been 
observed  on  former  occasions.  There  was,  however, ^  generally, 
great  order  and  tranquility.  The  condition  of  both  sexes,  in 
regard  to  dress  and  personal  appearance,  was  on  the  whole  very 
satisfactory;  there  are  still,  however,  too  many  special  locked 
dresses  among  the  men,  though  we  were  glad  to  remark  that  no 
such  unsightly  clothing  was  in  use  on  the  female  side.  We  think 
that,  as  the  winter  comes  on,  woollen  gowns  would  be  more  com¬ 
fortable  and  suitable  for  the  women,  some  of  whom  complained  to 
us  that  at  that  period  their  dress  was  not  sufficiently  warm. 

As  we  passed  through  the  rooms  2  men  were  in  seclusion,  but  no 
one  in  either  division  was  under  restraint.  Several  patients  were 
in  bed  from  chronic  disease.  There  is  no  special  infirmary  here  for 
males  or  females ;  but  in  an  asylum  of  this  size  we  think  that  wards 
conveniently  situated,  such  as  Nos.  1  on  the  ground-floor  of  each 
division,  should  be  set  apart  for  treatment  of  the  sick  and  infirm. 

The  numbers  on  the  register  as  having  been  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment  during  the  past  week  are  15  men  and  16  women,  making  a 
total  of  31  patients  so  treated. 

.Since  our  Colleagues’  visit,  about  15  months  ago,  there  has  been 
1  instance  of  restraint,  that  of  a  man,  who  wore  locked  gloves  three 
weeks,  for  surgical  reasons. 

During  the  same  interval  23  men  and  29  women  have  been 
secluded ;  the  former  upon  148,  and  the  latter  upon  38  occasions.

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Among  the  men  2  patients  were  secluded  respectively  upon  87  and  Appendix  (C 
31  of  the  occasions  referred  to.  - - 

The  conduct  of  the  patients  whom  we  saw  at  dinner  to-day  was  Wilts  Asylum 
quiet  and  orderly ;  the  meal  consisted  of  bacon,  potatoes,  cabbage, 
bread,  and  beer;  all  of  which  were  of  good  quality  and  properly 
served. 

W e  found  all  the  day-rooms,  dormitories,  beds  and  bedding  clean, 
and  the  rooms  were  well  ventilated,  and  in  good  order;  the  gas 
brackets  in  the  single  rooms,  remarked  upon  as  unsafe,  have  been 
removed.  The  means  of  personal  washing  in  some  wards  appear  to 
be  insufficient,  and  the  wash-stands  in  the  dormitories  are  appa¬ 
rently  but  rarely  used.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  combs,  but  we 
did  not  see  any  brushes  available  for  the  patients.  The  supply  of 
water  has  been  improved  since  last  visit,  and  fewer  patients  are  now 
bathed  in  the  same  water.  W e  trust  that  ultimately  it  may  be 
found  practicable  to  give  to  each  patient  a  clean  bath.  The  straw 
beds  have  been  somewhat  reduced  in  number ;  but  there  are  still  as 
many  as  26  on  the  male,  and  32  on  the  female  side. 

The  cement  flooring  in  the  four  single  room  in  Nos.  4  ward  in 
each  division  is  objectionable,  and  should  be  replaced  by  wood. 

The  suggestion  of  our  Colleagues  as  to  the  internal  improvement  of 
the  refractory  wards  has  not  yet  received  that  attention  which  we 
trust  will  be  accorded  to  it. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  still  upon  a  lower  scale  than  in  most 
county  asylums,  and  is,  in  our  opinion,  inadequate  as  regards  the 
refractory  wards  for  the  safe  care  at  all  times  of  this  class.  No.  4 
wards  on  each  side  have  11  patients,  of  violent  propensities,  in 
charge  of  one  attendant  only,  who  could  moreover  not  obtain 
assistance  upon  an  emergency,  without  going  into  another  ward  to 
ask  for  help,  the  patients  during  the  interval  being  left  alone.. 

The  patients  attending  Divine  service  are  reported  to  be,  on 
Sundays,  80  men  and  122  women.  We  regret  that  the  number  is 
so  small,  and  we  observe  that  the  chapel  will  contain  a  considerably 
larger  number.  The  numbers  employed  are  said  to  be  107  on  the 
male  side,  and  146  in  the  female  division.  We  think  that  efforts 
should  be  made  to  teach  tailoring  and  shoemaking  to  some  of  the 
younger  and  more  capable  patients.  There  is  at  present  but  1  pa¬ 
tient  in  the  tailor’s  and  3  in  the  shoemaker’s  shop ;  but  there  were 
2  paid  men  in  each.  The  shop  first  mentioned  has  not  been 
enlarged,  and  is  quite  too  small  for  such  an  asylum  as  this  is.  The 
arrangements  for  out-door  exercise  and  in-door  recreation  are  as 
previously  reported.  The  associated  entertainments  might  with 
advantage  be  given  more  frequently  than  once  a  month;  and  the 
number  of  patients  taken  regularly  for  exercise  beyond  their  airing- 
courts  should  be  largely  increased. 

Subject  to  the  above  remarks,  we  have  to  record  our  opinion  that 
the  condition  and  management  of  the  asylum  are  creditable  to  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  and  Superintendent,

coroner  did  not  hold  inquests.  "  Asylum. 

,  ^-^e  number  of  bedridden  and  feeble  cases  is  at  present  very  con¬ 
siderable,  and  68  men  and  102  women  are  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment,  which  numbers  include,  besides  those  taking 
medicine,  all  who  have  stimulants  and  special  sick  diet.  The 
general  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  satisfactory,  and  there  has 
not  been  therein  any  case  of  epidemic  disorder. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit,  17  men  and 
11  women  have  been  placed  in  seclusion,  the  former  altogether  upon 
75  occasions,  and  the  latter  upon  86. 

The  numbers  attending  Divine  service  on  Sundays  and  Wednes* 
days,  and  those  present  at  daily  morning  prayers,  appear  to  be  on 
the  average,  the  same  as  heretofore. 

The  ward  returns  show  that  180  men  and  209  women  are  usefully 
employed;  of  the  former,  66  work  on  the  land,  and  64  at  trades 
and  in  the  snops;  and  of  the  latter,  76  are  engaged  in  needlework, 

68  in  the  laundry  department,  and  14  in  the  kitchen  and  offices. 

Ample  provision  continues  to  be  made  for  the  recreation  and 
amuseaneut  ot  the  patients.  Besides  weekly  dances,  at  which  about 
300  of  both  sexes  are  present,  there  are  frequent  concerts,  dramatic 
entertainments,  and  magic  lantern  exhibitions. 

W'ith  the  exception  of  one  patient  of  each  sex  suffering  from 
maniacal  excitement,  and  secluded  in  their  bed-rooms,  all  the  inmates 
throughout  both  divisions  were  remarkably  quiet  and  orderly,  and 
their  personal  condition  was  very  satisfactory  and  creditable  to 
their  attendants.  .  We  received  no  complaints  of  ill-treatment.  All 
alleged  acts  of  violence  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  are  duly 
inquired  into,  and,  where  substantiated,  are  promptly  dealt  with. 

Since  the  last  visit  3  male  attendants  were  discharged  for  acts  of 
violence  towards  patients,  of  whom  2  were,  upon  proceedings  insti¬ 
tuted  by  the  Committee,  convicted  before  Magistrates  and  heavily 
lined,  and  a  warrant  was  issued  against  the  third,  who  had  absconded 
after  being  summarily  dismissed. 

T\  e  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  the  recommendation  made 
at  the  last  visit,  in  reference  to  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  staff 
in  the  male  division,  has  received  attention,  and  that  the  Committee 
have  accordingly  engaged  three  additional  attendants.  In  four  of 
the.  wards  the  patients  are  under  the  charge  of  head  attendants  and 
their  wives,  with  assistants.  We  repeat  the  recommendation  made 
at  previous  visits,  of  the  engagement  of  a  second  permanent  night 
attendant  in  each  division.  We  further  suggest,  with  the  view  of 
guarding  against  death  from  suffocation  during  epilepsy  in  the  night, 
and  for  the  better  care  of  suicidal  patients,  that  arrangements  be 
made  for  placing  them  in  dormitories  and  single  rooms,  convenient 
for  effectual  supervision  by  the  second  night  attendant  on  each  side. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  excellent 
order  of  the  several  day-rooms,  corridors,  and  dormitories  through¬ 
out  both  divisions.  The  wards,  generally,  are  well  furnished  and 
liberally  provided  with  objects  of  interest,  presenting  a  most  cheer-

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Appendix  (CA  ful  and  comfortable  aspect,  calculated  beneficially  to  influence  the 
-  inmates.  The  bedding  throughout  was  found  by  us  clean  and  good. 

Worcester  Many  of  the  beds,  however,  of  sea  grass,  were  hard  and  un- 

Asyium.  comfortable,  and  we  continue  to  think  the  material  ill-suited  for  the 
purpose.  In  the  male  division  there  are  no  under  blankets, 
which  we  think  should  in  every  case  be  provided,  as  on  the  female 
side. 

%  The  new  building,  for  140  male  patients,  was  opened  in  the 

autumn,  and  is  at  present  occupied  by  124  men,  chiefly  of  the 
working  class.  As  yet  it  is  very  imperfectly  furnished,  and  there  is 
great  need  of  means  of  personal  washing  in  the  dormitories.  TV  e 
trust  that  no  unnecessary  delay  will  take  place  in  rendering  it  as 
comfortable  and  attractive  in  aspect  as  the  wards  of  the  rest  of  the 
asylum.  It  will  then  prove  to  be  a  most  valuable  and  suitable 
addition  to  the  accommodation. 

Another  much  needed  improvement,  recently  completed,  has 
been  the  erection  of  eight  additional  single  rooms  and  two  water- 
closets,  at  the  end  of  No.  5  ward  in  the  male  division. 

The  gas  works  have  also  been  considerably  extended. 

Tor  the  above  additional  works  and  buildings,  the  necessary 
grants  have  been  made  by  the  Justices  in  Quarter  Sessions.  The 
cost  of  general  repairs  during  past  years  has  been  defrayed  by  means 
of  the  profit  on  out-county  and  private  patients. 

We  regret  to  find  that  the  suggestion  made  at  the  last  visit  for 
lighting  the  dormitories  in  the  new  male  building  by  burners  near 
the  ceiling,  has  not  been  carried  out. 

TTe  have  further  to  notice  as  a  very  defective  arrangement,  that 
the  gas  is  turned  off  at  10  o’clock  at  night,  after  which,  the  patients 
throughout  the  entire  asylum  are  left  in  darkness.  TTe  think  it 
very  important  that  the  dormitories  should  be  in  some  degree  lighted, 
care  of  course  being  taken  that  patients  should  not  have  access  to 
the  burners  or  gas  taps,  and  we  commend  this  matter  to  the  early 
consideration  of  the  Visitors. 

We  yesterday  saw  the  patients  at  dinner,  which  consisted  of  meat 
and  potatoe  pie,  with  beer.  The  food  was  good,  sufficient  in 
quantity,  well-cooked,  and  properly  served,  and  appeared  to  be 
generally  liked  by  the  patients. 

In  reference  to  the  subject  of  diet,  we  learn  that  the  Justices  in 
Quarter  Sessions  some  time  ago  recommended  a  material  reduction 
on  the  score  of  economy  as  respects  patients  of  the  chronic  and 
incurable  classes,  and  an  assimilation  of  the  dietary  for  such  patients 
to  that  adopted  in  union  workhouses.  Vre  have  much  satisfaction 
in  stating  that,  after  full  consideration  and  consultation  with  the 
medical  superintendent,  the  Committee  of  V  isitors  declined  to  carry 
out  the  proposal.  We  are  strongly  of  opinion,  that,  even  for  patients 
of  the  classes  referred  to,  a  lower  than  the  ordinary  dietary  would 
injuriously  affect  them,  both  physically  and  mentally,  and  would  be 
attended  by  an  increased  mortality. 

In  reference  to  the  insufficiency  noted  in  the  last  report  of  the 
number  of  water-closets  in  some  of  the  old  male  wards,  we  find  that 
the  defect  has  been  temporarily  abated  by  an  altered  distribution  of 
the  patients.  The  bathing  arrangements  are  still  imperfect,  as  not 

affording

of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 


affording  a  change  of  water  for  every  patient.  This  defect  could 
no  doubt  be  remedied  by  the  adoption  of  a  second  bathing  day 
weekly. 


The  over-crowding  referred  to  at  the  last  visit  as  existing  in 

o  o 

some  of  the  male  dormitories,  has  been  materially  diminished,  and 
there  are  still  in  some  rooms  too  many  beds,  for  which  there  can 
no  longer  be  any  necessity. 

The  asylum  is  at  present  estimated  to  accommodate  760  patients, 
namely,  383  of  the  male,  and  377  of  the  female  sex.  Upon  this 
calculation,  there  are  vacant  beds  for  96  men  and  43  women. 

Mr.  Ceely,  the  late  assistant  medical  officer,  has  been  succeeded 
by  Dr.  Gowan,  of  whose  zeal  and  efficiency  Dr.  Sherlock  expressed 
to  us  a  high  opinion  ;  and  the  case  books  are  now  well  kept. 

A  permanent  clerk  has  also,  during  the  past  year,  been  appointed 
to  assist  in  keeping  the  medical  records  and  conducting  the  corre¬ 
spondence. 

Any  material  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  will,  however, 
render  necessary  the  engagement  of  a  second  assistant  medical 
officer. 


Dr.  Sherlock  continues  most  successfully  to  devote  his  best 
energies  to  the  management  of  the  asylum. 


Yorkshire  (North  Riding)  Asylum. 

20  July  1872. 

M  e  have  this  day  inspected  the  North  Riding  Asylum,  and  in 
the  course  of  our  inspection  have  visited  every  part  of  the  building, 
and  the  workshops  and  airing-courts  used  by  the  patients ;  we  have 
also  m  our  progress  through  the  asylum  seen  all  those  detained,  and 
given  to  each  of  them  the  opportunity  of  stating  any  cause  of  com¬ 
plaint. 

The  total  number  of  patients  on  the  books  is  now  501 ;  they  con¬ 
sist  of  10  male  and  13  female  private  patients;  240  male  and  228 
female  paupers,  and  2  male  and  1  female  criminals ;  1  man  and  6 
women  are  absent  on  leave  this  day.  The  North  Riding  patients 
are  157  males  and  158  females;  3  men  belong  to  the  East  Riding 
(they  were  unfit  for  removal  when  the  others  were  taken  away 
from  this  asylum,  and  are  still  unfit);  and  there  are  besides  81  male 
and  72  female  out  county  pauper  patients,  The  charge  weekly  for 
the  private  patients  varies  from  31  s.  6d.  to  145.  ;  that  for  the  North 
Riding  paupers  is  85.  9  d. ;  for  the  East  Riding  13  s.  5d. ;  for  the 
other  paupers  from  15^.  9 d.  to  145.  Since  last  visit  of  our  Col¬ 
leagues  12  male  and  as  many  female  private  patients  have  been 
admitted,  139  male  paupers  and  118  women  of  that  class;  2  male 
and  1  female  criminals,  making  a  total  of  284.  The  discharges  have 
been  348,  1.  e.}  6  of  male  and  3  of  female  private  patients,  3  of  male 
and  1  of  female  criminals,  and  of  pauper  men  175,  pauper  women 
160.  Of  the  348  discharged,  190  were  transferred  to  the  East 
Riding  Asylum  at  Beverley.  The  recoveries  recorded  are  27  of 
males,  55  of  females,  an  aggregate  of  82.  The  deaths  have  all  been 
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from  ordinary  causes,  and  were  in  the  male  division  38,  in  the 
female  26,  total  64. 

In  the  interval  between  the  visits  of  our  Colleagues  and  ourselves, 
one  inquest  only  lias  been  held ;  that  was  in  the  case  of  a  male 
patient,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  “  Died  naturally  of  epileptic 
convulsions.” 

Restraint  has  been  applied  to  1  man  and  1  woman,  for  surgical 
reasons,  and  seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  for  28  men  on  129 
occasions,  and  27  women  on  160  occasions. 

The  patients  when  under  our  observation  were  generally  free 
from  excitement,  and  orderly ;  three  women,  but  none  of  the  men 
were  secluded  when  we  saw  them.  In  regard  to  cleanliness  of 
person  and  tidiness  of  dress,  some  few  of  the  men  might,  we  think, 
have  been  in  better  condition,  but  the  condition  of  the  majority  of 
both  sexes  was  on  these  points  satisfactory.  No  patient  stated  any 
substantial  cause  of  complaint,  and  very  many  appeared  to  be  grate¬ 
ful  for  the  kindness  shown  to  them. 

W  e  were  present  at  dinner  in  some  of  the  male  and  female  wards  ; 
the  patients  have  occasionally,  in  lieu  of  meat  at  that  meal,  rhubarb 
pie  and  cheese,  with  beer  or  milk ;  this  was  supplied  to  them  to-day, 
and  seemed  to  be  a  popular  dish;  we  tasted  the  beer  and  porter  given, 
and  especially  approved  of  the  latter.  In  this  asylum  Australian 
meat  is  now  furnished  in  equal  portions  with  the  meat  of  this  country. 

Many  of  the  women  whom  we  saw  were  employed  in  needlework 
and  in  cleaning  the  wards,  others  in  the  kitchen,  and  a  large  number 
in  the  laundry.  It  being  Saturday,  the  shops  were  closed  early, 
but  at  the  smith’s  shop  and  in  the  tailor’s  department  several  men 
were  occupied. 

The  wards  were  some  of  them  under  the  weekly  process  of  thorough 
cleaning,  but  generally  they  were  in  good  order,  and  the  infirmaries 
especially  had  an  air  of  comfort.  The  water-closets  in  the  wards, 
found  offensive  at  the  last  visit,  have  been  abolished,  and  others  are 
in  course  of  construction,  on  the  ground-floor  upon  the  earth  system, 
on  the  upper  storey  supplied  with  water.  In  these  closets  the  earth 
is  removed  from  outside  the  building,  and  none  should  exist  in  the 
asylum  without  such  convenience  of  outside  removal.  The  recesses 
obtained  in  the  wards  by  the  abolition  of  the  closets  are  a  great 
improvement.  Three  wards  on  the  female,  and  two  on  the  male 
side,  have  been  papered,  and  it  is  proposed  gradually  to  paper  all 
the  wards  appropriated  to  men.  Very  few  straw  mattresses  now 
remain,  horsehair  is  generally  substituted.  As  we  passed  through 
the  rooms  we  found  14  men  and  7  women  in  bed.  In  a  few  of  the 
dormitories  looking-glasses  were  not  to  be  seen,  and  in  all,  we 
think,  might  with  advantage  be  introduced  a  bottle  of  drinking 
water,  with  tumbler,  for  the  comfort  of  the  patients  at  night.  The 
epileptics  are  not  associated  here,  as  in  some  asylums,  in  a  single 
dormitory.  There  is  a  night  attendant  for  each  division.  A  sepa¬ 
rate  staircase  has  been  provided  for  the  dormitory  intended  for 
reception  of  male  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disorders.  While 
upon  the  subject  of  the  sick,  we  would  suggest  that  a  few  wheel¬ 
chairs  should  be  provided  for  the  infirm  of  both  sexes. 

All  the  patients  have  the  opportunity  of  attendance  at  the  asylum 
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chapel;  the  attendance  last  Sunday  was,  in  the  morning  and  evening  Appendix  (C.) 

158  males,  133  females.  At  the  service  on  Wednesday  69  men  and  - 

91  women  were  present.  The  chapel  now  building  will  not  be  open  so 

soon  as  intended  by  reason  of  a  strike  among  the  workmen  employed  Asylum.*  *Dg 

upon  it. 

Recreations,  theatrical  and  musical,  and  dancing,  take  place  at 
least  once  a  week  during  the  winter  months ;  and  at  this  season  a 
band  plays  thrice  weekly  out  of  doors ;  dancing  also  takes  place  in 
the  airing-courts.  To-day  very  many  were  amusing  themselves, 
and  others  working  in  the  asylum  hay  fields.  The  patients  use¬ 
fully  employed  are  86  on  the  farm  and  garden,  38  in  trades,  25 
in  cleaning  wards,  19  in  domestic  offices.  Weather  permitting,  an 
average  of  40  men  go  beyond  the  asylum  grounds  3  days  of  the 
week,  and  67  women  twice  in  that  period. 

Ten  of  each  sex  are  this  day  registered  as  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment ;  the  general  health  appears  to  be  good.  The  wet  and  dirty 
beds  last  night  were  9  of  men,  12  of  women.  We  are  assured  that 
the  subject  of  improving  the  bathing  accommodation  will  receive 
early  attention.  W ard  lists  have  been  prepared,  but  they  require 
some  slight  alteration,  which  Dr.  Kingston  promised  to  make. 

We  have  urged  the  importance  of  early  sanction  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  of  the  general  rules  of  the  asylum,  and  the  superintendent 
has  this  matter  in  hand. 

In  the  improvement  of  the  wards  in  the  increase  of  amusement 
for  the  patients,  we  are  glad  to  see  evidence  of  a  continued  desire  on 
the  part  of  Dr.  Kingston  to  promote  and  secure  the  comfort  and 
welfare  of  the  insane  entrusted  to  his  charge. 


Yorkshire  (West  Riding)  Wakefield  Asylum. 

17  July  1872. 

Our  visit  to  the  West  Riding  Asylum  and  the  examination  during  Yorkshire, 
that  visit  of  the  patients  occupied  us  fully  on  the  15th  and  16th  Wakefield**^ 
instant,  and  we  have  this  day  concluded  our  inspection.  W e  have  Asylum, 
now  been  through  all  the  rooms,  wards,  dormitories  and  offices, 
and  given  to  every  patient  an  opportunity  of  making  known  to  us 
any  cause  of  complaint. 

The  number  of  patients  on  the  books  is  1,513,  of  whom  711  are 
men,  and  802  are  women;  they  include  5  men  and  114  women  in 
the  asylum  at  Mount  Pleasant,  and  1  female  patient  out  on  trial. 

There  is  no  vacant  bed  in  this  asylum. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  November  last,  the  admis¬ 
sions  have  been  115  of  males  and  131  females,  making  a  total  of 
246  admissions. 

The  discharges  have  been  129,  i.e .,  54  of  men,  75  of  women.  Of 
the  discharges  122  are  recorded  to  have  been  upon  recovery.  The 
deaths  have  Been  106,  i.e.,  55  of  male,  and  51  of  female  patients. 

The  causes  of  death  are  reported  thus — paralysis,  20  ;  epilepsy, 

8  ;  other  forms  of  brain  disease,  16  ;  phthisis  pulmonalis,  20;  other 
forms  of  disease  of  lungs  and  heart,  30 ;  and  1  exhaustion,  after 
erysipelas  of  long  standing,  besides  10  from  ordinary  causes. 
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Inquests  were  held  in  4  cases  only,  all  these  were  reported  to  our 
Board.  In  the  first  case  death  happened  two  days  after  admission 
from  exhaustion ;  in  the  second  death  arose  from  epilepsy ;  in  the 
others  it  was  attributed  to  heart  disease. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good,  there  has  been 
no  epidemic,  suicide,  or  misadventure  of  any  kind. 

At  our  visit  91  men  and  122  women  were  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment.  The  records  show  that  3  patients  only  have 
been  secluded ;  these  were  men;  1  of  them  was  in  seclusion  during 
parts  of  three  days,  and  2  during  parts  of  two  days ;  the  medical 
journals  further  show  that  1  man  was  for  surgical  reasons  restrained 
at  night  during  five  weeks,  and  that  a  woman  had i(  mustard  packing 
for  2 a  hours,  with  slight  improvement,”  on  one  occasion. 

The  eight  attendance,  as  regards  the  wet  and  dirty  patients,  is 
still  very  satisfactory  and  exhibits  the  following  result :  Last  night 
of  1 16  male  patients  liable  to  wet  or  soil  their  bedding,  only  26 
wetted  and  4  soiled  it :  of  177  women  sleeping  on  waterproof  sheets 
and  liable  to  be  wet  or  dirty,  55  sheets  were  removed,  and  the 
bedding  of  1  woman  only  was  found  wet  this  morning. 

TVhile  visiting  the  patients  we  found  none  under  mechanical 
restraint  or  in  seclusion,  and  but  5  men  and  13  women  were  in 
bed. 

Save  a  few  excited  female  patients  in  No.  32  Ward,  where  there 
are  several  criminals,  the  patients  throughout  the  asylum  in  both 
divisions  were  remarkable  tranquil  and  orderly. 

They  were  also  personally  clean,  and  their  clothing  was  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

We  saw  360  of  the  men  at  dinner  in  the  great  hall ;  their  de¬ 
meanour  was  excellent,  and  the  dinner,  consisting  of  meat  and 
potato  pie,  ample  in  quantity  and  good  in  quality,  was  well  served  ; 
each  man  had  his  pint  of  beer. 

We  were  also  present  at  tea-time  in  some  of  the  women’s  wards, 
and  found  tne  patients  there  equally  cared  for,  and  as  elsewhere, 
quiet  and  well-behaved. 

In  the  several  rooms,  laundry,  and  kitchen,  many  patients  were 
engaged  in  domestic  offices,  while  others  (in  the  day-rooms)  were 
employed  in  needlework,  knitting  or  reading.  We  may  state  here 
that  we  found  ample  provision  of  books,  papers,  and  other  sources  of 
amusement  in  the  wards  and  galleries. 

4 he  wards  and  all  the  interior  of  the  asylum  presented  a  com¬ 
fortable  appearance,  and  are  evidently  kept  very  clean  and  in  order ; 
the  bedding  is  also  good  throughout  the  building. 

We  recommend  in  the  double  water-closets  some  unobjectionable 
form  of  screen  between  the  seats  for  the  furtherance  of  decency.  In 
lieu  of  water  beds  or  cushions,  wire  beds  have  been  introduced  ; 
these  we  were  told  had  been  adopted  at  St.  Thomas’  Hospital,  in 
London,  and  were  found  to  be  as  comfortable  and  more  convenient 
than  the  water  apparatus. 

The  personal  appearance  of  the  patients,  and  the  neat  condition 
of  their  rooms  and  bedding,  testify  that  those  in  immediate  charge, 
zealously  and  efficiently  discharge  their  duty. 

So  soon  as  the  new  asylum  for  South  Yorkshire,  at  Wadsley, 
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shall  be  open  it  is  proposed  to  use  the  general  female  bath-room  Appendix  (C.) 
here  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  bathing,  and  to  place  in  it  12  _ 

baths.  .  ^  Yorkshire, 

By  arrangement  each  patient  in  Wards  22,  25  and  27,  has  now  West  Riding 
clean  water  when  bathing;  in  the  other  female  wards  2  patients  use  Wakefield 
the  same  water,  and  must  do  so  until  the  general  bath-room  is  avail-  Sy  um* 
able.  Turkish,  Russian,  and  a  complete  series  of  medicated  baths 
have  been  constructed,  chiefly  by  the  patients,  and  entirely  de¬ 
corated  by  them  ;  they  are  in  constant  use  and  have  proved,  we 
are  informed,  in  some  cases  (the  melancholy  and  demented),  very 
beneficial. 

The  subject  of  providing  better  drinking  water  to  the  patients 
is  still  under  consideration,  and  whenever  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  supply  to  the  town  of  Wakefield  of  water  free  from 
impurity,  the  asylum  will,  we  doubt  not,  participate  in  that 
supply. 

We  visited  the  several  workshops  and  stores,  the  detached 
hospital,  farm,  and  offices;  many  of  the  patients  are  there  regu¬ 
larly  employed. 

The  total  number  of  patients  usefully  employed  in  this  asylum 
and  its  lands  is  1,047,  i.e .,  524  men,  and  523  women. 

In  regard  to  out-door  exercise,  we  have  to  report  that  480  male 
patients  take  walks  in  the  country  4  days  in  each  week;  200  vTomen 
walk  in  the  country  and  asylum  plantations,  and  397  women  in  the 
plantations  only. 

The  attendance  at  church  last  Sundav  was  250  men  in  the  morn- 
ing,  and  235  in  the  afternoon  ;  301  women  in  the  morning,  and  266 
in  the  afternoon.  On  visiting  the  church  we  noticed  with  regret 
that  the  valuable  organ  is  yet  uncased.  We  much  fear  that  it  will 
be  spoilt,  unless  means  are  speedily  taken  for  its  preservation  by 


casing. 


Abundant  provision  for  entertainment  of  the  patients  continue  to 
be  made.  Since  last  visit,  the  average  attendance  at  9  theatrical 
performances,  8  concerts  and  readings,  and  2  galas,  has  been  300 
males,  and  340  females.  Of  the  galas,  one  was  a  grand  fete  held  in 
the  park  in  front  of  the  asylum.  It  was  in  lieu  of  the  usual  pic-nic 
in  the  country,  which  hitherto  160  patients  only  have  enjoyed,  but 
this  fete  (which  included  a  circus,  shows,  and  a  display  of  fireworks) 
was  attended  by  700,  and  from  the  asylum  windows  was  witnessed 
by  all  the  rest  of  the  patients 

Much  painting,  papering,  colouring,  and  whitewashing  has  been 
done  since  last  visit  in  many  parts  of  the  asylum,  and  some  new 
furniture  has  been  supplied.  There  has  been  also  extensive  im¬ 
provements  in  the  drainage  under  the  male  side;  and  a  large  number 
of  ventilating  pipes  have  been  fixed  for  improvement  of  the  general 
drainage  in  other  parts.  In  Ward  No.  34,  and  in  Wing  No.  9, 
arrangements  for  supply  of  hot-water  have  been  carried  out  for 
bettering  the  system  of  bathing ;  and  a  gas  stove  for  warming  the 
bath  dressing-room  in  No.  21  Ward  has  been  added,  which  is  effica¬ 
cious. 

There  has  likewise  been  an  extension  of  the  piggery  at  the 
farm. 
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>  The  works  for  enlargement  of  the  laundry,  and  construction  of 
shops,  &c.,  are  in  progress. 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  these  works  were  produced  to  us. 
We  were  unable  to  ascertain  with  positive  certainty  from  the 
county  surveyor,  whom  we  met,  whether  the  plans  referred  to  had 
received  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State ;  the  surveyor, 
however,  undertook  to  submit  them  for  approval,  if  not  already 
sanctioned. 

We  understand  that  the  asylum  at  Wadsley  will  be  opened  on 
the  21st  proximo,  when  several  patients  now  here  will  be  transferred. 
We  trust  that  the  general  dining  hall,  temporarily  used  as  a  female 
dormitory  and  day-room,  will  then  be  used  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  designed. 

We  hear  from  Dr.  Browne  that  the  Visitors  will  immediately  take 
into  consideration  the  recommendation  of  our  Board,  that  the 
epileptics  here  shall  be  associated  in  a  dormitory,  with  special  night 
attendance,  similar  to  that  given  to  suicidal  patients. 

Having  learnt  that  it  is  proposed  to  rent  a  farm  of  twenty  acres, 
adjoining  land  already  in  possession  of  the  asylum,  and  having  visited 
it,  we  cannot  doubt  that  it  will  be  a  valuable  acquisition,  not  only 
for  the  useful  employment,  but  also  for  the  recreation  of  the 
patients. 

The  satisfactory  state  in  which  we  have  found  the  patients  in 
this  asylum,  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  continuance  of  its  good 
management. 


Mount  Pleasant,  Sheffield. 

18  July  1872. 

We  have  visited  this  asylum,  inspected  the  rooms  and  offices,  and 
seen  all  the  resident  patients;  they  still  number  5  males  and  114 
females ;  7  were  in  bed,  the  rest  were  about  the  house,  and  many  of 
them  usefully  employed ;  there  was  general  freedom  from  excite¬ 
ment,  and  the  personal  appearance  of  both  sexes  was  satisfactory. 
Hone  made  complaint  of  ill-treatment.  The  arrangements  for 
Divine  service  and  outdoor  exercise  are  as  heretofore. 

The  patients  we  are  informed  will  be  removed  hence,  so  soon  as 
the  asylum  for  South  Yorkshire,  at  Wadsley,  shall  be  opened,  and 
that  event  is  fixed  for  the  21st  proximo. 


Yorkshire  (East  Riding)  Asylum. 

2  March  1872. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  the  22nd  of  November  last 
year,  when  the  building  contained  162  inmates,  67  men  and  55 
women  have  been  admitted  ;  1  man  and  2  women  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  and  3  men  and  1  woman  have  died,  all  from  ordinary 
causes.  In  two  of  the  cases  post-mortem  examinations  were  held, 
but  there  were  no  fatal  accidents  or  sudden  deaths. 
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The  present  number  of  patients  is  218,  of  whom  116  are  males  Appendix  (C.) 
and  102  females;  19  of  the  latter  belong  to  the  county  of  Lincoln,  ~ 
and  the  charge  for  them  is  15$.  per  week.  The  charge  for  county  ^sfStding 
patients  is  now  12$.  3  d.  Asylum. 

At  our  visit  this  day,  we  have  personally  examined  every  patient, 
and  inspected  their  wards  and  sleeping-rooms.  No  patient  was  in 
seclusion,  and  there  was  little  or  no  excitement  in  either  division. 

The  health  seemed  good,  and  only  one  man  and  three  women 
were  in  bed.  The  clothing  was  clean  and  very  good,  and  all  the 
men  have  separate  suits  for  Sunday. 

Eight  men  and  17  women  are  registered  as  being  under  medical 
treatment.  There  is  no  record  of  any  instance  of  restraint,  but  six 
men  and  two  women  have  been  secluded,  the  former  on  25,  and  the 
latter  on  18  occasions. 

As  respects  useful  occupation,  and  the  arrangements  for  amuse¬ 
ment  and  associated  recreations,  it  appears  from  the  daily  register 
kept  by  the  chief  attendant  and  the  matron  respectively,  that  of  the 
male  patients,  35  work  on  the  land,  2  as  tailors,  3  as  shoemakers, 

3  as  carpenters,  and  between  20  and  30  assist  in  the  wards,  &c. 

That  20  of  the  women  are  employed  in  the  laundry,  31  in  the 
sewing-room,  and  generally  in  needlework,  and.  35  in  ward  cleaning 
and  domestic  work. 

A  chaplain  has  been  appointed  since  the  last  visit,  and  there  are 
services  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays  and  Wednesdays;  on  the  Sundays 
there  are  present,  on  an  average,  80  male  and  49  female  patients, 
and  with  these  numbers  the  building  is  said  to  be  quite  full.  Efforts 
are  made  to  induce  the  patients  to  join  in  a  choral  service,  but  the 
want  of  an  organ  or  harmonium  is  much  felt. 

There  are  dances  every  Saturday  evening,  which  are  attended  by 
about  120  patients  of  both  sexes.  In  the  general  dining-hall  above 
170  inmates  are  usually  present. 

The  unfinished  condition  of  the  airing-courts,  and  the  impossibility 
during  the  present  wet  weather  of  doing  an}4hing  to  improve  them, 
renders  it  difficult  to  afford  the  patients  enough  outdoor  exercise  ; 
but  we  are  glad  to  find  that  a  good  proportion  of  them  are  taken 
beyond  the  asylum  estate  for  walks,  and  a  few  go  into  Beverley 
daily. 

We  thought  the  attendants  and  nurses  seemed  of  a  respectable 
class,  and  we  had  no  complaints  of  them  by  patients.  The  staff  is 
the  same  as  described  in  the  last  report. 

The  stock  of  books  is  still  insufficient,  but  these  matters  will,  no 
doubt,  be  gradually  attended  to ;  and  considering  how  recently  the 
asylum  has  been  opened,  good  progress  has  we  think  been  made. 

The  wards  to-day  were  all  very  clean,  and  the  bedding  and  bed¬ 
steads  good.  The  furniture  generally,  indeed,  is  excellent,  and  as 
the  walls  are  gradually  painted  and  papered,  and  matters  of  orna¬ 
ment  are  introduced,  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  whole  will  have  a 
very  cheerful  and  comfortable  appearance,  and  the  structural 
arrangements  are  convenient. 

The  only  grave  objection  is  the  rough  and  unfinished  nature  of 
the  internal  brickwork  in  many  of  the  rooms  and  corridors,  other- 
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wise  the  work  seems  to  have  been  well  executed  by  the  con¬ 
tractors. 

We  have  made  all  the  statutory  inquiries.  The  inspections  by 
the  Committee  of  Visitors  are  stated  to  be  very  frequent,  but  no 
regular  system  of  meeting  seems  as  yet  to  have  been  adopted,  nor 
are  the  general  rules  yet  drawn  up  and  settled. 

The  good  condition  of  this  asylum  which  we  have  described  above, 
affords  the  best  proof  of  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  Dr.  Mercer 
discharges  his  duties. 


Birmingham  Borough  Asylum. 

8  May  1872. 

We  yesterday  visited  the  asylum,  and  have  to-day  completed 
our  inspection  and  inquiries. 

The  patients  are  603  in  number,  viz.,  273  males  and  330  females  ; 
33  of  the  former,  and  22  of  the  latter,  being  of  the  private  class. 
All  but  three  of  the  paupers  belong  to  Birmingham.  The  weekly 
charge  for  maintenance  is  8  s. 

With  the  exception  of  four  males  absent  on  leave  (two  private 
and  two  pauper)  we  have  seen  all  the  patients. 

Generally,  we  found  them  free  from  excitement,  and  in  a  com¬ 
fortable  state  ;  and  although  we  gave  them  full  opportunities  for 
stating  any  grievances,  we  received  no  complaints  of  ill-treatment  or 
harsh  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  attendants.  The  changes  in  the 
patients  since  the  last  visit,  2nd  December  1871,  have  been  as 
follows  :  —

Three  pauper  patients  have  been  transferred  to  the  private  class. 
The  causes  of  death,  with  two  exceptions,  have  been  of  an  ordinary 
character. 

General  paralysis  proved  fatal  in  9  cases;  epilepsy  in  5;  ordinary 
paralysis  and  other  cerebral  diseases  in  9 ;  and  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  lungs  in  7. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  26  cases,  and  in  four 
inquests  were  held.  In  two  of  these,  wherein  the  deaths  were 
somewhat  sudden,,  the  verdicts  were,  died  "  by  the  visitation  of 
God.”  In  the  third  case,  that  of  Thomas  Hardy,  who  died  from 
fracture  of  the  skull  by  a  blow  with  a  hammer,  received  sometime 
previously  to  his  admission,  a  verdict  was  returned  of  manslaughter 
by  Patrick  Grady,  a  bricklayer  ;  and  in  the  fourth,  that  of  Eli 
Ensor,  who  was  found  by  the  jury  to  have  been  “  suffocated  by 
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food  in  the  trachea,  caused  by  vomiting  and  regurgitation  through  Appendix  (C.) 
stricture  of  the  neck  by  a  scarf,”  a  verdict  of  manslaughter  was 
returned  against  Noah  Wedgberrow,  an  attendant.  The  trial  in  Birmingham 
each  of  the  cases  will  take  place  at  the  next  assizes  for  the  county  AsWm. 
of  Warwick. 

There  is  at  present  very  little  sickness  in  the  asylum.  We  found 
only  four  patients  of  each  sex  in  bed.  The  patients  registered  as 
under  medical  treatment  are  13  males  and  21  females.  One  male 
private  patient  was  under  treatment  for  small-pox,  and  we  found 
him  placed  in  a  small  attic  dormitory,  under  charge  of  another 
patient,  who  has  recently  recovered  from  this  disease.  A  third 
patient  in  the  same  ward  has  proved  to  have  the  disease  in  a  mild 
form.  The  patients  generally  were  sometime  since  vaccinated,  and, 
as  an  additional  precaution,  the  men  in  the  ward  referred  to  were 
again  re-vaccinated  on  Monday  last. 

There  is  at  present  no  suitable  building  for  the  complete  isolation 
of  patients  affected  with  infectious  or  contagious  disorders,  so  essen¬ 
tial  in  asylums  of  this  magnitude ;  and  we  think  that  no  time  should 
be  lost  in  erecting  a  small  hospital  in  some  part  of  the  grounds 
which  could  be  used  for  such  cases.  There  has  not  since  the  last 
visit  been  any  instance  of  restraint.  During  that  period  12  males 
and  11  females  have  been  secluded,  the  former  altogether  on  16, 
and  the  latter  on  35  occasions.  We  have  nothing  special  to  report 
in  reference  to  attendance  at  Divine  service,  employment,  exercise, 
or  recreation,  the  arrangements  and  numbers  continuing  substan¬ 
tially  the  same  as  before. 

Plans  for  the  erection  of  new  workshops  have  been  decided  upon 
by  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  and  are  about  to  be  submitted  to  our 
Board. 

Orders  have  been  given  for  a  range  of  seats  under  the  trees  on 
the  boundary  walk. 

In  reference  to  the  last  report,  we  regret  to  state  that  nothing 
has  been  done,  or  as  yet  determined  upon,  towards  providing  a  new 
wash-house  in  lieu  of  the  present  most  objectionable  one  in  the 
basement,  which  is  wholly  inadequate  for  its  purpose,  and  ill  suited 
in  every  respect  for  the  employment  therein  of  any  patients.  We 
strongly  urge  upon  the  Committee  the  necessity  of  their  giving  their 
earliest  attention  to  the  matter. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  was,  on  the  whole,  satis¬ 
factory.  Some  of  the  working  men  were  not  very  clean  or  tidy,  but 
we  were  assured  that  all  of  this  class  have  better  clothes  for 
Sundays,  and  we  recommend  that  this  provision,  and  also  the  change 
of  shirts  twice  a-week  be  extended  to  all  the  male  pauper  patients. 

Some  of  the  dormitories  struck  us  as  containing  too  many  beds, 
and  we  think  that  the  numbers  should  be  reduced,  so  as  to  give  at 
least  500  cubic  feet  per  bed.  In  all  cases  we  recommend  that  under 
blankets  be  supplied,  and  that,  wherever  waterproof  sheets  are  used, 
the  under  blankets  should  be  placed  upon  them.  A  fixed  bath  in 
each  of  the  wards,  5  and  8,  and  both  divisions,  is  much  needed. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  there  was  throughout  great  cleanliness 
and  good  order,  and  the  general  papering  and  decoration  of  the 
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Appendix  (C.)  corridors  and  day-rooms,  which  are  well  and  comfortably  furnished, 
-  give  them  a  domestic  and  cheerful  aspect. 

Birmingham  There  is  a  fair  supply  in  all  the  wards  of  books  and  indoor  games, 
sy  um’  but  we  think  that  in  No.  3  Male  Ward,  wherein  are  convalescent 
patients,  and  many  of  the  private  class,  a  billiard  table  would  be  a 
great  source  of  amusement. 

As  respects  associated  evening  entertainments,  we  are  informed 
that  during  the  summer  months,  when  the  weekly  dances  and  con¬ 
certs  are  discontinued,  there  are  to  be  fortnightly  readings,  recita¬ 
tions,  or  lectures,  which  have  been  commenced.  We  do  not  learn 
that  any  enlargement  of  the  asylum  is  at  present  contemplated. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  Committee  are  about  to  revise  the 
scale  of  wages  of  the  attendants  and  nurses,  which  are  at  present 
low ;  and  we  think  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that,  in  order  to  in¬ 
duce  persons  of  character  and  respectability  to  take  such  situations, 
much  more  liberal  wages  should  be  given  to  commence  with. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  number  of  attendants  since  the 
last  visit,  and  we  concur  in  the  observations  then  made  upon  the 
insufficiency  of  the  staff.  An  additional  nurse  is  certainly  required 
in  each  of  the  female  wards,  6  and  8,  containing  respectively  45  and 
42  patients,  20  in  the  former  and  37  in  the  latter,  being  epileptics. 

In  male  wards,  2  and  8,  we  think  that  great  advantage  would 
attend  the  employment  of  married  attendants  and  their  wives. 

_  Regard  being  had  to  the  number  of  patients  in  this  asylum,  one 
night  attendant  only  in  each  division  we  consider  to  be  quite  in¬ 
sufficient. 

The  appointment  of  chief  attendants  in  asylums  is,  in  our  opinion, 
essential  for  the  due  protection  and  care  of  the  patients,  and  recent 
events  here  compel  us  again  to  urge  most  strongly  the  appointment 
of  such  an  officer  in  each  division. 

In  addition  to  the  general  supervision  which  they  shall  exercise 
over  the  attendants  and  nurses,  a  most  important  part  of  their  duties 
should  be  to  be  present  when  the  patients  are  being  bathed,  and  also 
to  go  through  the  wards  when  they  are  going  to  bed,  and  getting  up 
in  the  morning. 

We  have  again  the  satisfaction  of  bearing  our  testimony  to  the 
zeal  and  assiduity  with  which  Mr.  Green  discharges  his  anxious 
duties  as  superintendent. 


Bristol  Borough  Asylum. 

27  March  1872. 

Bristol  Asylum, .  At  our  official  visit  this  day  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  all 

its  departments  and  seen  every  patient  except  one  of  each  sex,  who 
are  away  on  trial. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  are  134  of  the  male,  and  134  of  the 
female  sex  ;  total  268. 

The  patients  were  clean  and  fairly  dressed  in  both  divisions,  but 
we  think  that^  during  the  winter  months  there  should  be  a  larger 
proportion  of  linsey  dresses  amongst  the  women. 

In  Nos.  10  and  11  female  wards  two  or  three  of  the  women  be¬ 
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came  very  noisy  and  excited,  but  otherwise  the  inmates  in  both  Appendix  (C.) 

divisions  were  very  orderly  and  quiet.  About  74  patients,  36  men  - 

and  08  women,  were  dining  together  in  the  hall,  where  they  behaved  Bristol  Asylum. 

very  well.  The  meat  pudding,  with  potatoes  and  beer,  seemed  to  be 

Gujox  ed,  and  the  food  was  abundant  and  neatly  served.  Yhry  few 

patients  were  in  bed  by  reason  of  bodily  infirmity,  and  the  general 

health  is  good,  out  we  find  1/  men  and  24  women  reported  as 

under  medical  treatment. 


Sixteen  men  and  15  women  have  died  since  the  last  visit,  a  year 
ago.  This  is  a  somewhat  high  rate  of  mortality,  but  the  deaths 
were  all  from  ordinary  causes,  viz.

the  above  cases  22  post-mortem  examinations  were  made,  and 
1  inquest  was  held  upon  the  body  of  a  man  who  died  suddenly  after 
a  struggle  with  an  attendant.  The  verdict  was  that  he  died  from 
congestive  cerebral  apoplexy  caused  by  great  mental  and  muscular 

excitement.  The  circumstances  were  fully  reported  to  our  Board 
at  the  time. 

Of  the  62  patients  discharged  during  the  past  twelve  months,  18 
men  and  36  were  reported  to  be  recovered. 

4  he  admissions  within  the  same  period  have  been  50  in  the  male, 
and  54  m  the  female  division.  We  are  informed  that  no  patients 
ha/e  actually  oeen  refused  admission,  but  some  of  the  dormitories 
are  o\ei  ciowded,  and  beds  have  been  placed  in  two  of  the  corridors: 
There  is  not  one  vacancy  lor  men,  and  only  four  empty  beds  on  the 
womens  ude.  In  these  circumstances  the  consideration  of  how 
best  to  effect  an  enlargement  of  the  asylum  can  no  longer  be 
properly  delayed,  and,  at  the  same  time,  it  is  very  desirable  that  ad¬ 
ditional  land  should  be  purchased.  There  is  an  orchard  to  the  west 
of  the  asylum  which,  we  understand,  is  in  the  market.  The  price 
is  stated  to  be  high,  but,  considering  the  present  want  of  ground,, 
and  the  future  requirements  caused  by  the  gradual  enlargement  of 
the  building,  we  very  strongly  recommend  that  the  purchase  should, 
it  possible,  be  made. 

No  case  of  restraint  is  recorded  since  the  last  visit,  but  11  men 

and  13  women  have  been  secluded  ;  the  former  on  17,  and  the  latter 
on  43  occasions. 

1  he  attendance  in  the  chapel  is  about  the  same  as  last  year  5  viz-, 

130  on  Sunday,  and  81  on  week  days,  the  numbers  of  each  sex  benm 
nearly  equally  divided.  & 
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Of  the  men  75,  and  of  the  women  62,  were  last  week  in  regular 
and  useful  employment,  27  of  the  former  being  occupied  on  the 
farm  and  garden. 

There  are  weekly  associated  parties  in  the  hall  at  which  130 
patients  are  generally  present,  and  the  usual  in-door  amusements 
appear  to  be  liberally  provided  ;  but  very  few  patients  are  taken 
beyond  the  premises  for  exercise,  on  which  ground  we  to-day  had 
some  complaints.  The  difficulty  felt  in  carrying  out  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  this  purpose  seems  to  be  the  smallness  of  the  staff, 
and  we  again  recommend  the  engagement  of  an  additional  nurse  for 
the  refractory  ward,  and  another  attendant  in  the  male  division. 

Something,  too,  should  be  done  to  obtain  the  services  of  older  and 
more  experienced  female  attendants,  which  in  our  opinion  will  not 
be  possible  with  the  low  rate  of  wages  (12/.  per  annum)  now  given. 

The  wards  were  quite  clean  and  properly  ventilated.  Some  of 
them  have  been  coloured  and  painted,  and  improvements  of  a  similar 
kind  are  still  being  carried  out. 

We  made  some  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  shower- 
baths,  especially  on  the  women’s  side,  where  attention  to  the  drain¬ 
age  seems  to  be  necessary.  A  thorough  revision  of  the  bedding  is 
also  required,  as  on  some  of  the  beds  the  blankets  are  very  thin  and 
deficient  in  number. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  books  and  registers,  and  made 
all  statutory  inquiries. 

There  is  no  record  in  the  case-book  of  the  deaths  of  two  patients 
who  died  on  the  3rd  and  19th  of  February  last,  and  in  several  other 
cases  we  must  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  entries  have  not 
been  made  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  statute,  and  that  the 
notice  of  death  forwarded  to  the  coroner  must  consequently  have 
been  informal. 

In  March  last  Dr.  Stephens  resigned  the  appointment  of  medical 
superintendent,  and  the  council  granted  him  a  retiring  annuity  for 
life.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Thompson,  formerly  at  the 
Wakefield  Asylum,  under  whose  management  the  institution  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  in  excellent  order. 

Very  recently  Dr.  Benham  has  been  appointed  assistant  medical 
officer. 


Hull  Borough  Asylum. 


5  March  1872. 

In  the  course  of  our  official  visit  this  day  we  have  seen  and 
spoken  to  all  the  patients  except  two  men  and  one  woman,  who  were 
out  for  the  day  visiting  their  friends.  The  numbers  to-day  are  84 
of  the  male,  and  61  of  the  female  sex;  total,  145.  We  thought 
the  condition  of  these  patients  generally  satisfactory,  although  the 
women  were  neater  and  better  dressed  than  the  men,  whose  clothes, 
in  some  instances,  needed  more  attention  from  the  attendants.  It 
should  be  noted,  however,  that  all  have  Sunday  suits. 

A  fair  proportion  of  the  male  patients  were  working  in  the  garden, 
and  several  are  occupied  in  the  laundry  and  wash-house,  and  as  car¬ 
penters,  painters,  tailors,  &c. 
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No  one  was  restrained  or  secluded  to-day,  but  since  the  visit  in  Appendix  (c.) 
May  there  have  been  6  instances  in  the  male,  and  13  in  the  female 
division,  having  reference  to  5  men  and  7  women.  Asylum‘ 

The  general  health  is  fair,  but  the  mortality  has  been  rather  large ; 
amounting  to  10  cases  amongst  the  men,  and  9  on  the  women’s  side. 

The  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes,  except  a  man  who  was 
brought  from  the  police  office,  in  a  dying  state,  from  a  rupture  of 
a  vessel  in  the  head,  supposed  to  be  the  effect  of  injuries  received 
on  board  of  a  ship  sailing  from  Hamburg.  The  particulars  of  this 
case  have  been  fully  detailed  to  our  Board. 

To-day  there  were  two  men  in  bed  suffering  from  general  para¬ 
lysis,  and  an  old  woman  who  was  sinking  from  old  age. 

Nineteen  women  and  20  men  are  under  medical  treatment. 

The  ordinary  occupations  and  amusements  are  provided,  and  a 
considerable  number  of  the  inmates  continue  to  be  taken  for  ex¬ 
tended  walks  beyond  the  asylum  premises. 

The  completion  of  the  new  male  wing  now  affords  opportunities 
for  giving  associated  entertainments  and  dramatic  performances,  and 
a  good  stage  has  been  constructed  by  one  of  the  patients  in  the  large 
dining-room,  where  the  majority  of  the  men  now  take  their  meals. 

The  services  in  the  chapel  are  as  before  reported. 

We  report  favourably  of  the  state  of  the  wards,  which  were  very 
clean  and  well  attended  to,  and  the  bedding  was  excellent.  The 
number  of  straw  beds  has  been  reduced  considerably,  and  other 
suggestions  made  in  the  last  report  have  received  attention. 

Certificates  relating  to  26  males  and  22  females  admitted  since 
the  last  visit  have  been  laid  before  us.  Of  the  22  men  and  18 
women  discharged  within  the  same  period  31  were  recovered. 

We  consider  the  present  state  of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates 
satisfactory.

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Of  the  patients  at  present  on  the  books  86  belong  to  the  borough 
of  Ipswich;  these  are  received  at  a  weekly  charge  of  11  s. 
Twenty-five  belong  to  King’s  Lynn,  and  pay  15  s.  2  d.;  6  to  Bury 
St.  Edmund’s,  and  pay  16s.;  18  to  Yarmouth,  and  pay  15s.  2d .  ; 
36  to  Norwich,  and  pay  16  s-  There  are  12  patients  of  the  private 
class  for  whom  1  /.  per  week  is  charged.  The  mortality  has  been 
rather  high,  but  the  chief  causes  have  been  those  ordinary  in 
asylums,  9  being  due  to  general  paralysis,  and  3  to  senile  decay. 

There  has  been  no  fatal  casualty. 

We  regret  to  learn  that  no  post-mortem  examination,  of  course, 
subject  to  the  previous  consent  of  the  relatives,  has  been  made. 
We  think  it  of  the  utmost  importance,  in  the  interests  of  the 
living,  that  such  examinations  should  be  made. 

Since  the  last  visit  there  has  been  an  outbreak  of  small-pox  in 
the  asylum,  during  which  eight  females  were  attacked,  but  no  death 
occurred.  The  patients  were  at  once  isolated  in  the  female  in¬ 
firmary.  There  has  been  no  fresh  case  during  the  past  three 
months.  All  the  patients  and  attendants  have  now  been  vacci¬ 
nated  ;  the  disease  is,  however,  still  prevalent  in  the  district ;  the 
visitation  of  the  patients  by  their  friends  is,  therefore,  for  the 
present,  wisely  discouraged.  Provision  for  effectual  isolation,  in  the 
event  of  another  outbreak  of  this  or  any  other  contagious  malady, 
will  doubtless  engage  the  serious  attention  of  the  Committee. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  appears  to  be  generally  good.  We 
found  3  patients  only  of  each  sex  in  bed.  They  were  all  suffering 
from  chronic  disease  of  a  serious  character.  Eight  men  and  6 
women  are  registered  as  under  medical  treatment. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes  were  all,  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  with 
one  exception,  quiet,  and  remarkably  orderly ;  the  exception  was  a 
female,  who  was  excited  and  noisy. 

We  had  no  complaint  made  to  us  against  the  attendants  of  ill- 
treatment,  and  many  patients  acknowledged  the  kindness  shown  to 
them. 

koine  of  the  recent  admissions,  more  especially  from  Norwich, 
have  been  of  a  very  unfavourable  character,  both  as  regards  their 
mental  state  and  defective  habits,  and  these  have  tended  to 
swell  the  previously  large  proportion  of  patients  of  the  chronic 
class  which  already  existed  in  the  asylum.  We  recommend  that  on 
the  admission  of  every  patient  written  information  with  regard  to 
ihe  existence  of  suicidal  propensities,  or  other  peculiarities,  be 
given  to  the  attendant  taking  charge,  and  that  such  paper  should 
accompany  the  patient  if  removed  to  another  ward.  We  also 
suggest  that  the  date  of  admission  be  entered  opposite  the  name 
upon  the  ward-list. 

The  clothing  generally  was  good  and  suitable,  but  on  the  female 
side  we  noticed  an  unusual  number  of  special  strong  dresses.  We 
trust  that  persistent  efforts  will  be  made  to  improve  the  habits  of 
these  patients,  and  thus  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  this  objection¬ 
able,  exceptional  dress. 

We  saw  an  excellent  dinner  of  meat  pudding,  potatoes,  and  beer, 
neatly  served  in  the  dining-hall  to  140  of  both  sexes,  viz.,  57  men 
and  83  women,  when  perfect  order  prevailed.  The  other  23  men 
and  19  women  dined  in  one  of  the  wards  of  each  division.

No  patient  was  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint ;  seclusion,  indeed,  APPendl*  (o.) 
seems  almost  to  be  disused,  it  having,  since  the  last  visit,  been  em-  jpSwich 
ployed  for  two  patients  only,  both  women,  and  altogether  on  four  Asylum, 
occasions  only.  There  has  been  no  case  of  restraint. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service  on  Sundays  is  about  130;  viz., 

55  men  and  75  women,  and  at  the  week-day  service  20  of  the  former 
and  50  of  the  latter  are  usually  present.  The  room  in  which  these 
services  are  held  has  not  yet  been  in  any  way  decorated  or  furnished 
so  as  to  indicate  its  use  as  a  chapel.  This,  we  trust,  will  receive 
early  attention.

During  the  winter  months,  more  especially  at  Christmas,  six 
associated  entertainments  were  given,  comprising  dances  and  con¬ 
certs.  At  these  63  men  and  75  women  are  reported  to  have  been 
present.  The  outbreak  of  small-pox  interfered  with  their  con¬ 
tinuance,  but  we  trust  that  such  social  meetings  will,  in  due  course, 
be  resumed,  and,  if  possible,  that  some  kind  of  gathering  for  amuse¬ 
ment  will  take  place  weekly. 

The  number  of  those  who  walk  beyond  the  premises  is  said  to  be 
40  men  and  45  women. 

All  the  shoes  of  both  sexes,  the  female  clothing,  and  part  of  the 
men’s,  are  made,  and  the  whole  repaired,  by  the  patients  and 
attendants. 

We  found  the  wards  throughout,  in  both  divisions,  clean  and 
properly  ventilated,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  of  good  quality  and 
well  attended  to ;  but  where  mackintosh  is  used  we  have  suggested 
that  a  blanket  should  be  interposed  between  it  and  the  sheet. 

The  staff  of  attendants  consists,  besides  the  2  head  attendants, 
of  6  in  each  division  for  the  day,  and  1  night  attendant  of  each 
sex.  We  think  the  staff  generally  sufficient  in  the  male  division, 
but  the  engagement  of  another  nurse  we  consider  to  be  desirable  for 
the  female  side. 

Much  has  been  done  since  the  last  visit  in  the  way  of  papering, 
painting,  and  decoration  in  the  male  division,  and  in  the  other  we 
found  similar  work  in  progress. 

Every  bed  in  the  women’s  wards  is  now  occupied,  and  at  least 
two  dormitories  are  over-crowded.  We  have  suggested  to  Mr.  Long 

o.6:,  t;  2  that 
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Appendix  (c.)  that  the  associated  sleeping-rooms  should  all  be  carefully  measured 
and  the  cubical  space  figured  upon  or  over  the  doors. 

No  addition  has  been  made  to  the  means  of  personal  washing, 
which  are  quite  insufficient  in  both  divisions.  No  time  should  be 
lost  in  carrying  out  the  suggestion  made  at  the  last  visit  for  pro- 
viding  ordinary  wash-stands  and  basins  in  the  dormitories ;  an 
arrangement  contemplated  when  the  plans  of  the  asylum  were 
sanctioned.  A  lavatory  on  the  ground-floor  for  the  use  of  the 
working  patients  is  also  much  needed. 

A  larger  number  of  the  low  bedsteads  for  epileptics  require  to  be 
padded,  and  in  the  cases  of  patients  of  faulty  habits  the  fixed  sack¬ 
ings  should  gradually  be  replaced  by  moveable  canvas  stretchers. 

W e  desire  to  draw  attention,  in  a  few  of  the  dormitories  on  the 
ground  floor  and  first  floor,  to  the  insecurity  of  the  gas-burners, 
which  should  be  rendered  inaccessible  to  patients,  and  in  those  wards 
where  epileptics  are  placed,  the  fire  should  be  further  protected  by 
light  wire  guards. 

An  addition  has  been  recently  made  to  the  laundry  department 
by  the  erection  of  an  associated  dormitory  for  patients  and  a  bed¬ 
room  for  the  laundress.  Three  workshops,  which  we  think  will  prove 
to  be  much  too  small  for  their  purpose,  have,  by  the  labour  of  patients 
only,  been  also  constructed.  The  plans  and  estimates  for  these 
additions  were  not,  however,  submitted  to  our  Board,  nor  have  they 
received  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  pursuant  to  the 
45th  section  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1853.  This  has  been  a  serious  over¬ 
sight,  and  such  should  not  be  repeated.  Some  further  improve¬ 
ments  we  noticed,  by  which  the  drying-closets  in  the  laundry  have 
been  rendered  more  efficient,  and  whereby  it  will  be  possible,  in 
future,  to  employ  a  larger  number  of  patients  in  hand-washing. 

We  trust  that,  hereafter,  it  will  be  found  practicable  to  change 
the  men’s  shirts  twice,  instead  of  once,  a  week,  as  at  present. 

We  have  pleasure  in  recognising  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
just  passed,  much  progress  has  been  made  in  rendering  the  interior 
of  the  asylum  more  cheerful  and  comfortable  by  means  of  additional 
furniture,  and  the  introduction  of  matters  of  simple  ornament  and 
decoration ;  there  has  also  been  further  planting  in  last  autumn. 

Sun-shades,  in  the  shape  of  verandahs,  are  in  course  of  being 
fixed  in  the  airing-courts,  and  a  walk  round  the  boundary  of  the 
estate,  so  valuable  for  the  extended  daily  exercise  of  the  patients, 
is  gradually  being  formed.  A  good  wooden  fence  has  also  been 
constructed  to  the  north,  between  the  grounds  and  the  public  road. 

The  general  rules  for  the  government  of  the  asylum  have  not  yet 
received  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Those  hitherto 
experimentally  in  use  should,  if  necessary,  be  revised,  and  be  now 
submitted  to  him  through  our  Board. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  books  and  registers.  The 
case-books  are  much  in  arrear  as  regards  the  recent  admissions,  but 
Mr.  Long,  who  very  zealously  discharges  his  general  duties,  has  no 
medical  assistant,  and  lie  has  had,  of  late,  additional  labour  and 
anxiety  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  small-pox.  As  the  asylum  is  now 
nearly  full,  we  recommend  to  the  early  consideration  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Visitors  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  medical  officer. . 
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6  December  1872. 

Upon  our  visit  to  the  asylum  this  day  We  have  inspected  all  its  Leicester 
waias,  offices,  workshops,  and  premises,  and  seen  all  the  patients,  (Borough) 
284  in  number,  viz.,  141  males  and  143  females.  Asylum. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues,  28th  February  1871,  82  males 
and  67  females  have  been  admitted,  and  73  males  and  67  females 
discharged  ;  of  the  former  28  and  of  the  latter  32  having  recovered, 
and  28  males  and  31  females  have  died,  all  apparently  from  ordinary 
natural  causes. 

In  live  cases  inquests  have  been  held.  In  three  of  these  the  facts 
and  verdicts  were  communicated  to  our  office.  In  reference  to  a 
fourth,  on  the  body  of  a  male  patient,  we  are  informed  by  Dr.  Finch 
that,  subsequently  to  the  transmission  of  the  notice  of  death,  a  post¬ 
mortem  examination  led  to  the  discovery  of  the  fracture  of  some 
ribs,  which  was  duly  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  coroner.  The 
verdict  upon  the  inquest  which  was  consequently  held  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  patient  died  from  a  natural  cause,  but  accelerated  by 
fractures  of  the  ribs,  sustained  in  an  accidental  fall  against  a  bed¬ 
stead.  .  The  circumstances  were  fully  investigated  by  the  Visiting 
Committee  at  a  special  meeting,  when  the  propriety  of  the  verdict 
was,  in  their  opinion,  quite  confirmed.  It  appears  by  the  post-  * 
mortem  examination  book  that  there  was  evidence  of  brain  disease 
sufficient  to  account  for  the  death.  The  fifth  inquest  was  held 
to-day  on  the  body  of  a  man  who  died  yesterday  of  epilepsy. 

Of  the  present  patients  188  are  from  the  Borough,  73  from  Derby, 
and  21  from  Northampton. 

The  ordinary  weekly  rate  for  maintenance  is  10s.  6d .,  and  the 
weekly  sum  charged  for  out  Borough  patients  varies  from  14  s.  to 
15  s.  6d. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  very  satisfactory,  the  patients 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  5  males  and  6 
females. 

With  a  view  to  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  the  Committee  have  converted  the  shed  in  the  engine-yard 
into  a  hospital  for  contagious  diseases.  It  consists  of  two  rooms, 
with  a  small  intermediate  one  for  a  nurse,  wherein  there  is  a  stove.' 

No  means  are  provided  for  warming  these  two  rooms.  Had  the 
plans  been  duly  submitted,  in  accordance  with  the  statute,  the 
Commissioners  would  no  doubt  have  suggested  more  suitable  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  purpose. 

The  arrangements  generally  for  the  distribution  and  classification 
of  the  patients,  and  their  supervision  and  care,  continued  to  be  in  all 
respects  most  satisfactory. 

We  found  no  patient  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion.  It  appears 
by  the  medical  journal,  that,  since  the  last  visit,  2  patients,  1  of 
each  sex,  have  been  restrained  by  bandages,  the  male  twice  and  the 
female  once,  both  for  surgical  reasons.  During  the  same  period 
(one  of  21  months)  three  male  patients  only  have  been  secluded,  each 
on  one  occasion.

The  patients  attending  Divine  service  in  the  chapel  are,  on  Sun¬ 
days,  about  95  males  and  70  females,  and  on  Wednesdays  nearly  the 
same  numbers.  About  15  female  patients  go  to  the  village  church 
on  Sunday  evenings. 

In  reference  to  out-door  exercise  we  are  informed  that  about  30 
males  are  taken  out  in  parties  for  walks  on  Saturday  and  Sunday, 
and  20  and  more  females  on  all  days  but  Monday  and  Saturday. 

The  meetings  for  recreation  and  amusement  consist  of  weekly 
dances  (once  a  month,  prolonged  till  10  o’clock,  with  refreshments), 
readings,  and  concerts;  and  during  the  winter  months,  most  weeks, 
dramatic  performances  and  other  entertainments. 

Books  and  periodicals,  illustrated,  and  others,  are  amply  provided 
in  the  wards  ;  and  also  games.  The  billiard-table,  formerly  in  the 
recreation-hall,  has  been  removed  to  No.  5  Ward,  and  a  new  one,  of 
full  size,  substituted. 

On  two  nights  in  the  week  a  school  is  held. 

In  July  last  about  80  or  90  of  the  patients  enjoyed  an  excursion 
to  Bradgate. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  personal  condition, ‘as 
to  clothing  and  otherwise  of  the  patients  generally,  and  their  quiet 
and  orderly  demeanour.  With  two  or  three  exceptions,  amongst 
the  worst  class  of  males,  there  was  no  excitement. 

We  received  no  complaint  on  the  score  of  ill-treatment. 

The  wards  throughout,  which  are  very  well  furnished  and  deco¬ 
rated,  presented  an  aspect  of  cheerfulness  and  comfort,  and  the  beds 
and  bedding  were  in  the  best  order.  The  corridors  and  day-rooms 
were  sufficiently  warmed,  and  the  ventilation  in  all  parts  was  good. 

The  satisfactory  condition  of  the  wards  and  patients  is,  in  our 
opinion,  creditable  to  the  head  and  other  attendants. 

The  observations  and  suggestions  contained  in  the  last  Report 
have  received  due  attention.  We  refer  especially  to  the  following 

(1.)  New  and  superior  clothes  for  Sundays  have  been  ordered  for 
the  male  patients  generally,  and  nearly  all  have  already  been  issued. 

(2.)  The  men  have  been  supplied  with  light  shoes  or  slippers  for 
use  in-doors,  and  a  shoe-room  has  been  provided. 

(3.)  The  defects  in  the  water-closets  in  the  female,  and  the  urinals 
in  the  male  divisions,  have  been  remedied. 

(4.)  The 
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(4.)  The  painting  ancl  papering  then  in  progress  have  been  com¬ 
pleted. 

Lastly,  the  walk  round  the  estate  is  in  course  of  being  extended 
and  planted.  The  necessary  trees  have  been  purchased. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit  we  may  mention 
the  addition  to  the  recreation-hall  of  an  ante-room,  and  the  fitting 
up  and  furnishing  of  a  portion  of  the  hall  for  concerts  and  dramatic 
performances,  &c.  ;  also  the  formation  of  a  cricket  ground. 

More  cupboards  are  still  much  needed  in  the  wards  generally, 
wherein  also  stores  for  coals  should  be  provided.  There  is  also 
wanting  in  the  airing-court  connected  with  No.  7  Ward  of  a  good 
sunshade. 

We  further  recommend,  as  calculated  to  be  of  much  use  in  various 
ways,  the  introduction  into  the  carpenter’s  shop  of  a  turning  lathe. 

The  general  impression  derived  from  our  visit  and  inspection  is, 
that  the  asylum  is  under  efficient  and  successful  management.

vv  L  have  inspected  the  asylum  this  day,  ancl  visited  all  the  wards 
and  offices.  We  have  also  seen  every  patient,  and  afforded  to  each 
of  them  an  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us  and  making  what  com¬ 
plaint  they  desired.  No  charges  of  ill-treatment  or  harsh  usage 
were  made,  but  we  had  numerous  appeals  for  liberation,  and  com¬ 
plaints  that  the  Committee  did  not  often  visit  the  wards,  or  afford 
theni  sufficient  means  to  state  their  cases,  or  hear  their  applications 
for  discharge.  As  the  power  of  discharge  rests  with  the  Committee 

of  \  isitors  alone,  we  beg  leave  to  bring  this  subject  under  their  con¬ 
sideration. 

There  are  now  279  patients  resident,  of  whom  113  are  men  and 
166  women,  and  besides  these  are  4  men  absent  on  leave,  but  whose 
names  are  still  retained  on  the  books. 

The  present  total  accommodation  is  for  118  men  and  167  women, 
so  that,  supposing  the  beds  of  the  4  absent  men  are  used,  there  are 
vacancies  for  5  males,  but  only  1  female. 

#  The  admissions  have  been,  17  in  the  male  and  23  in  the  female 
divisions,  and  13  males  and  9  females  have  been  discharged,  of 
whom  16  were  recovered.  The  mortality  has  been  very  low,  only 
14  patients,  6  men  and  8  women,  having  died  since  the  last  visit,  a 
period  of  more  than  a  twelvemonth.

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Particulars  of  these  cases  were  duly  forwarded  to  our  Board*  and 
notices  were  sent  to  the  coroner,  who,  however,  only  held  an  in¬ 
quest  on  the  body  of  the  female  patient,  who  died  from  injuries 
sustained  in  accidentally  falling  from  the  bed-room  window  of  one 
of  the  domestic  servants  into  the  airing-court.  The  man  died  from 
suffocation  during  an  epileptic  fit.  There  were  post-mortem  ex¬ 
aminations  in  all  but  one  case. 

It  appears  from  the  register  that  4  men  and  9  women  are  now 
under  medical  treatment. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  instance  of  restraint,  and  seclusion  has 
only  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of  2  men  and  3  women,  each 
having  been  secluded  on  one  occasion. 

We  found  the  patients  to-day  very  quiet  and  orderly ;  and  per¬ 
sonally  they  were  clean,  and  their  clothing  generally  good.  There 
was  a  little  want  of  neatness  amongst  some  of  the  women,  and 
some  special  dresses  in  the  men’s  wards,  which  we  hope  it  will  be, 
some  day,  found  practicable  to  dispense  with. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  throughout  clean,  and  of  excellent 
quality,  but  we  think  that  some  low-padded  bedsteads  should  be 
procured  for  the  use  of  epileptic  patients,  a  few  of  whom  now  sleep 
on  the  floor. 

At  the  general  dinner  in  the  hall  to-day  there  were  146  patients, 
the  sexes  being  nearly  in  equal  proportions,  and  all  behaved  in  tne 
most  orderly  manner.  Boast  beef,  potatoes,  cabbage,  and  biead,  all 
of  good  quality,  were  served  very  neatly.  The  beer,  which  we 
tasted,  appeared  to  be  of  a  very  inferior  quality,  and  by  no  means 
creditable  to  the  brewer  who  supplies  it. 

In  the  dining-hall  there  are  weekly  dances  during  the  winter 
months,  and  occasionally  special  entertainments  by  paid  artists.  The 
other  arrangements  for  recreation  are  as  before  reported,  and  about 
the  usual  number  of  inmates  are  usefully  employed,  the  proportion 
being  72  in  the  male  and  110  in  the  female  division. 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  patients  attend  the  services  in  the 
chapel  on  Sunday,  and  about  50  are  present,  on  week-days,  the 
women  being  the  more  numerous  on  both  occasions.. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  the  condition  of  the  wards, 
which  were  clean,  and  well  furnished,  and  abundantly  provided 
with  means  of  amusement,  and  pleasing  and  ornamental  objects. 

The  kitchen  and  offices  seemed  to  be  in  an  efficient  state. 

An  important  provision  has  been  made  for  the  extinction  of  fire 
by  the  formation  of  a  4-inch  main  all  round  the  building,  and  the 
purchase  of  a  fire-engine. 

Glass  verandahs  have  been  fixed  over  the  doors  leading  to  the 
airing-courts  in  both  divisions. 

As  regards  the  walled  courts  we  find  that  they  are.  never  used, 
being  only  serviceable  as  poultry  yards  ;  and  such  being  the  case, 
we  repeat  a  recommendation  formerly  made  that  the  walls  should  be 
removed  and  the  spaces  thrown  into  the  gardens. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  report  that  the  condition  and  ma¬ 
nagement  of  the  asylum  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory. 
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Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Borough  Asylum. 

25  July  1872. 

The  asylum  for  the  borough  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  has  been 
this  day  visited  by  us.  We  have  inspected  every  part  of  the  build¬ 
ing  and  its  offices,  and  the  farm  and  the  airing -courts ;  we  have  also 
seen  every  patient,  except  3  paupers  of  each  sex,  and.  2  private 
patients,  absent  on  leave. 

According  to  the  books  of  the  asylum  there  are  now  98  male 
and  138  female  paupers  here,  and  3  male  and  8  female  private 
patients.  The  paupers  belonging  to  the  borough  are,  69  men  and  94 
women,  their  weekly  maintenance  is  now  11s.  The  charge  for  the 
others,  among  whom  are  included  34  Middlesex,  17  Lancashire,  16 
West  Biding,  1  Durham,  and  1  Portsea  paupers,  is  14  s.  per  week. 
The  asylum  has  accommodation  in  the  main  building  and  farm-house 
for  300  patients,  and  accommodates  247,  so  that  there  are  53  vacan¬ 
cies,  about  26  for  each  sex. 

The  admissions  since  last  visit  have  been,  of  male  paupers  49,  of 
female  paupers,  45.  The  private  patients  admitted  have  been  4 
men  and  7  women.  The  discharges  have  been  42  male  paupers  and 
44  females  of  that  class ;  of  these,  25  men  and  26  women  are  reported 
to  have  left  the  asylum,  recovered ;  2  males  and  1  female  from  the 
private  list  have  also  been  discharged,  but  none  of  these  appear 
among  the  recoveries.  Eleven  men  and  5  women  have  escaped;  of 
the  former,  7,  of  the  latter,  4  were  retaken.  Of  the  patients,  21 
males  and  8  females  have  died,  all  from  ordinary  causes.  The 
general  health  has  been  good,  the  records  show  only  3  cases  of  men 
secluded  on  9  occasions,  and  6  of  women  on  26  occasions ;  2  men 
were  in  seclusion. 

The  patients  were  dispersed  when  we  visited  them  in  their  wards 

and  airing-courts,  and  with  very  few  exceptions  were  quiet  and 

orderly  in  their  demeanour ;  their  appearance  in  regard  to  dress 

was  fairly  satisfactory,  many  of  the  men  were  in  the  courts,  but  in 

slippers:  although  the  weather  was  fine  and  the  ground  dry,  we 

think  that  shoes  should  be  there  worn,  and  were  sorry  to  learn  that 

a  deficiencv  of  shoes  exists.  We  understand  that  the  men’s  under- 
«/ 

linen  is  changed  twice  a  week,  but  that  they  sleep  in  that  worn 
during  the  day-time. 

We  were  present  in  several  wards  during  dinner,  and  found 
that  it  consisted  of  Australian  meat  and  pease  pudding,  which  was 
followed  by  another  pudding  of  bread  and  currants ;  both  men  and 
women  had  also  a  mug  of  beer.  W e  tasted  everything  at  table,  and 
could  find  no  fault.  The  patients  seemed  quite  content  with  the 
fare  and  with  their  general  treatment,  several  spoke  highly  of  those 
in  charge  of  them.  Dining  in  the  hall  were  associated  60  men  and 
42  women. 

There  are  8  male  and  10  female  attendants,  and  1  night  attendant 
in  each  division.  The  men  are  engaged  at  26 1.  per  annum,  with 
uniform,  a  rise  of  2  /.  at  the  end  of  six  months,  a  further  rise  of  2 1. 
in  another  12  months,  and  then  a  gradual  increase  of  wages  to  35/., 
at  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent.  The  women’s  wages  com- 
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mence  at  14/.,  rise  in  the  same  way  to  15/.  and  16 /.,  and  ultimately 
to  20/.  The  head  attendant  and  matron,  respectively,  receive  40/. 
yearly. 

As  we  passed  through  the  dormitories,  they  were  in  good  order, 
but  some  of  the  bedding  was  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  the 
mattresses,  both  horse  hair  and  straw,  being  insufficiently  filled; 
these  latter  are  only  used  by  the  wet  and  dirty  patients.  On  a  few 
beds  the  sheets  and  blankets,  though  the  beds  were  made  up  for  the 
night,  were  in  a  soiled  state ;  we  called  the  attention  of  the  chief 
male  attendant,  in  whose  division  they  were,  to  this  matter,  and 
expressed  our  opinion  that  greater  vigilance  on  his  part  was  necessary 
to  ensure  cleanliness  of  the  bedding.  We  have  recommended  to 
Mr.  Wickham,  the  substitution  of  horse  hair  for  straw  mattresses  as 
in  every  respect  preferable,  even  as  regards  cost,  in  the  long  run. 

The  wards  and  galleries  were  clean,  and  presented  an  air  of  com¬ 
fort,  and  specially  on  the  women’s  side.  With  reference  to  a 
remark  upon  this  subject  in  the  Commissioners’  last  entry  we  may 
observe,  that  the  coverlets  on  the  beds  used  by  the  patients  are  now 
retained  there  at  night.  We  found  the  papering  in  No.  1  male 
day-room  dirty  and  worn  in  many  places,  and  would  suggest  that 
when  renewed  the  lower  part  should  be  painted,  and  have  an 
ornamental  border  of  stencilling.  Light  vallances  would  add  to  the 
aspect  of  comfort  of  many  of  the  rooms,  and  involve  but  little  outlay. 
The  staircases  leading  to  the  several  dormitories  are  also  deficient 
in  handrails ;  these  should  be  added  for  the  safety  of  the  patients. 

.We  were  sorry  to  find  that  from  want  of  pressure  there  was  a 
failure  of  water  supply  in  many  of  the  lavatories,  but  the  medical 
superintendent  informed  us  that  this  was  unusual,  and  that  he  pro¬ 
posed  to  apply  immediately  for  leave  to  erect  a  donkey  engine, 
which  would  meet  the  difficulty.  In  the  bathing  department  an  im'- 
provement  is  about  to  be  carried  out  forthwith  by  removal  from  the 
female  general  bath-room  of  the  two  baths  in  the  centre  to  the  bath¬ 
room  at  the  farm-house,  these  now  in  use  at  the  latter  place  to  be 
taken  to  the  laundry,  for  the  soaking  of  foul  linen. 

The  number  of  patients  who  attended  Divine  service  in  the  chapel 
last  Sunday  was,  45  men  and  60  women,  so  we  were  informed. 
This  is,,  in  regard  to  the  total  number  of  patients,  below  the 
average  in  other  asylums.  None  now  attend  the  parish  church. 

About  20  men  and  36  women  go  beyond  the  asylum  grounds ;  34 
males  are. usefully  employed  out  of  doors,  and  20  in  ward  cleaning 
and  assisting  the  attendants  ;  81  women  work.  At  the  date  of  our 
visit  many  were  employed  at  needlework  in  a  large  room  devoted  to 
that  object. 

There  have  been  since  last  visit  four  special  entertainments, 
juggling,  &c.,  and  a  concert,  besides  the  weekly  dances.  The 
average  attendance  has  been  50  males  and  70  females,  or  there¬ 
abouts.  A  large  dormitory,  not  used  hitherto,  which  is  on  the  male 
side,  over  the  store-rooms  and  passage,  has  been  lately  fitted  up  for 
theatrical  performances.  A  cricket  ground  has  also  been  foimed 
close,  to  the  asylum,  between  it  and  the  farm  buildings.  Much 
remains  to  be  done  in  laying  out  the  grounds  ornamentally,  and  for 
the  exercise  ol  the  patients.  We  trust  that  no  delay  may  take 
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place  in  the  formation  of  boundary  and  other  walks,  and  in  more  Appendix  (c.) 
planting.  *  1 _ _ 1. 

The  recommendations  of  our  Colleagues  at  the  last  visit  have,  Newcastle- 
tor  the  most  part,  received  attention ;  but  the  suggestion  of  sub-  ^pon-Tyne 
stituting  keys  for  the  handles  of  the  gas  taps  has  not  been  carried  sy  um‘ 
out ;  the  safety  of  the  patients  requires  that  those  taps  should  be 
solely  under  the  control  of  the  attendants  ;  we  would  again  call  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors  to  this  subject.  Many  of  the 
waterclosets  are  still  defective,  and  their  faulty  construction  requires 
to  be  remedied.  The  case  books  are,  we  are  glad  to  find,  not  so  much 
in  arrear  as  regards  the  old  cases,  and  the  new  are  all  posted  up. 

Dr.  Lyle,  the  assistant  medical  officer,  has  resigned,  and  is 
succeeded  by  Dr.  King,  Miss  Thompson,  for  10  years  assistant 
matron  in  the  North  Hiding  of  York  Asylum,  has  been  appointed  in 
the  room  of  Miss  Lalland,  resigned,  and  Mr.  David  Brodie,  formerly 
the  head  attendant,  is  now  the  clerk  and  steward  of  this  asylum. 


Infirmary  Asylum  for  the  Borough  of  Norwich. 

27  August  1872. 

Upon  our  visit  to-day  we  have  inspected  all  the  wards  and  pre-  ^orwich 
raises,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  man  absent  on  trial,  and  Asylum^ 
another  with  his  friends  for  a  week,  and  eight  men  out  walking,  we 
have  seen  all  the  patients. 

Since  the  visit  of  the  Commissioners  in  October  last,  45  patients 
(18  males  and  27  females)  have  been  admitted,  34  (12  males  and  22 
females)  have  been  discharged,  19  being  recovered,  and  15  (7  males 
and  8  females)  have  died,  all  from  ordinary  causes.  Post-mortem 
examinations  were  made  in  11  cases.  There  has  been  no  inquest. 

The  patients  on  the  books  are  now  98  in  number,  49  of  eaeh  sex. 

The  present  weekly  rate  is  13  s. ;  that  for  the  Norwich  patients 
at  the  Ipswich  Asylum,  in  which  there  are  the  same  number  as  at 
the  time  of  the  last  visit,  continues  to  be  16  s. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  good.  The  patients  last 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment  were  7  males  and  1 1  females. 

W e  found  one  man  only  in  bed. 

There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  any  instance  of  seclusion. 

During  that  period  one  woman  has  twice  had  her  arms  confined  by 
a  jacket,  to  prevent  self-injury. 

The  patients  who  attended  morning  service  in  the  chapel  on 
Sunday  last  were  79  in  number,  viz.,  37  men  and  42  women.  The 
attendance  at  the  Wednesday  afternoon  services  averages  10  of  each 
sex  less  than  on  Sundays. 

Of  the  male  patients,  16  are  regularly  employed,  of  whom  3  are 
tailors  and  2  painters,  and  8  work  in  the  garden.  Upwards  of  one 
half  of  the  females  sew  and  knit,  some  of  the  same,  with  others, 
assisting  in  the  wards.  Whilst  we  were  in  the  asylum  12  female 
patients  were  out  for  a  country  walk.  The  patients  of  both  sexes, 

16  in  number,  enjoy  picnics  weekly  during  the  summer  months. 
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We  found  tlie  several  wards  and  rooms  and  the  beds  and  bedding 
throughout  clean,  and  in  the  best  order. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  lower  parts  of  the  walls  of  all  the .  dor¬ 
mitories  and  corridors  on  the  female  side,  and  of  one  large  dormitory 
on  the  male,  have  been  painted.  The.  ventilation  of  the  single 
sleeping-rooms,  referred  to  at  the  last  visit  as  close,  has  been  im¬ 
proved  by  more  holes  in  the  shutters. 

The  question  of  the  appointment  of  a  head  male  attendant  has,  as 
we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Sutton,  been  considered  by  the  Committee, 
and  the  proposition  negatived  as  uncalled  for  in  the  existing  cir¬ 
cumstances.  We  much  regret  their  decision. 

There  was,  during  our  visit,  the  utmost  freedom  from  excitement, 
and  the  clothing  and  general  condition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes 
were  in  every  respect  satisfactory. 
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Enlargement  and  Improvement  of  Asylums. 

Office  of  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,

The  attention  of  the  Board  having  been  called  to  the  circumstance 
that  works  for  the  enlargement  or  improvement  of  asylums  for  pauper 
lunatics  have,  in  several  recent  cases,  been  carried  out  without  the 
approval  of  the  plans  by  the  Secretary  of  State  being  first  procured, 
it  was  resolved,  at  the  ordinary  meeting  of  the  2nd  instant,  that  a 
circular  letter  be  addressed  to  all  Committees  of  Visitors  ol  such 
asylums,  calling  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

In  pursuance  of  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  I  am  to  refer  you 
to  Section  15  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  as  amended  by 
the  Act  25  &  26  Viet.,  c.  Ill,  s.  5,  which  expressly  prohibits  the 
carrying  into  effect  of  any  plans  for  enlarging  or  improving  any 
asylum  for  pauper  lunatics  without  submitting  the  same,  together 
with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  carrying  such  plan  into 4 
execution,  to  the  Commissioners,  and  obtaining  upon  their  Report 
the  approval  of  one  of  Her  Majesty  's  Secretaries  of  State,  in  writing, 
under  his  hand. 

The  Commissioners,  while  expressing  their  hope  that  strict  atten¬ 
tion  will  in  future  be  paid  to  this  matter,  direct  me  to  observe  that 
this  section  is  not  over-ridden,  as  has  sometimes  been  supposed,  by 
Section  38  of  the  first-mentidned  Act  of  Parliament,  authorising  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  of  their  own  authority  to  order  any  additions, 
alterations,  or  improvements  to  an  asylum,  if  the  expense  thereof 
shall  not  exceed  400  /.  in  any  one  year.  This  last-mentioned  section 
merely  exempts  the  Visitors  from  procuring  in  such  cases  that 
approval  of  their  plans  and  contracts  by  quarter  sessions  which  is 
required  by  Section  31,  where  larger  amounts  are  involved. 

I  am  to  add,  that  cases  will  no  doubt  sometimes  occur  where  the 
trifling  nature  of  the  alteration  or  improvement  will  be  such  as  not 
to  warrant  an  application  to  the  Home  Secretary  for  approval.  It 
would,  however,  be  most  desirable  before  commencing  any  new  work, 
as  to  the  propriety  of  executing  which,  without  due  authorisation, 
the  least  doubt  can  be  entertained  that  inquiry  should  be  made  at 
this  office,  whether,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  the  plans 
and  estimates  ought  or  ought  not  to  be  submitted.  Such  a  course 
vrould  very  seldom  entail  any  delay,  and  might  frequently  result, 
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Appendix  (D.)  vot  only  in  saving  trouble  and  expense,  but  also  in  relieving  the 

-  nisitors  from  needless  responsibility. 

I  have  to  request,  in  conclusion,  that  you  will  lay  this  letter 
before  your  Committee  of  Visitors  on  the  occasion  of  their  next 
meeting.

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Third  Asylum  for  Middlesex. 


Instructions  to  Architect,  issued  by  the  Committee 

of  Justices. 

1.  The  general  plan  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylum  at 
Leavesclen  is  to  be  followed. 

2.  Provision  is  to  be  made  for  580  male  patients,  of  whom  100 
are  to  be  in  an  infirmary,  consisting  of  3  dormitories  for  30  beds 
each,  with  10  single  rooms,  and  the  remaining  480  in  3  blocks. 
Each  block  to  consist  of  a  day-room  on  the  ground  floor,  14  feet 
high,  and  2  dormitories  on  the  first  and  second  floors,  each  contain¬ 
ing  70  beds,  with  20  single  rooms.  Store  rooms,  sculleries,  padded 
rooms,  and  attendants’  rooms  to  be  provided  in  each  block. 

3.  Provision  is  to  be  made  for  1,020  females,  of  whom  100  are  to 
be  in  an  infirmary,  800  in  5  ordinary  blocks,  and  120  in  a  block  of 
like  construction,  but  connected  wTith  the  laundry.  Single  rooms, 
sculleries,  padded  rooms,  and  attendants’  rooms  to  be  provided  as  on 
the  male  side. 

4.  Provision  will  have  to  be  made  for  the  following  staff: 

Two  medical  superintendents,  who  will  be  married  men,  and 
must  be  provided  with  separate  houses  and  all  necessary  offices, 
but  connected  with  the  main  buildings,  one  with  the  male  side, 
and  the  other  with  the  female  side. 

Two  assistant  medical  men,  and  for  whom  apartments  with¬ 
out  offices  will  be  sufficient. 

One  matron  in  apartments,  with  accommodation  for  a  servant, 
kitchen,  &c.,  in  connection  with  the  female  side. 

One  steward,  a  married  man,  who  will  require  a  separate 
house. 

One  workmistress,  who  will  require  a  separate  sitting-room 
and  bed-room. 

One  laundry  matron  the  like. 

The  superior  male  attendants,  one  sitting-room  in  common 
and  a  bed-room  a-piece. 

Two  female  ditto  the  like. 

Thirty-two  male  attendants,  of  whom  0  must  sleep  in  the 
infirmary,  4  :n  each  block,  and  the  rest  where  they  can  be  most 
conveniently  placed. 

Eilty-eight  female  attendants,  of  whom  6  must  sleep  in  the 
infirmary,  10  in  the  laundry  ward,  4  in  each  block  on  the 
female  side,  and  the  remaining  22  where  they  can  be  most 
conveniently  placed.

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Note.  (Earlswood  Asylum,  p.  259.) 

We  have  been  requested  to  insert  the  following: — “  It  is  important, 
m  instituting  a  comparison  between  this  Asylum  and  Hospitals  for  the 
Insane,  to  observe  that  its  purposes  and  machinery  are  greatly  different 
to  them — -a  difference  which  necessarily  entails  increased  cost.  The  inmates 
are  for  the  most  part  children,  who  require  a  large  proportion  of  attendants 
on  account  of  their  age  and  frequent  helplessness,  and  who  are  unable  to 
render  the  service  which  is  obtained  from  adult  lunatics.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  include  a  large  staff  of  teachers  for  the  educational  part,  and 
artizans  to  instruct  in  various  trades.  Moreover,  there  is  superadded  to  the 
Charity,  accommodation  for  patients  of  the  higher  classes,  who  require 
the  increased  attention  which  their  payment  justifies.  The  total  expenses 
are  necessarily  increased  by  the  dependence  of  the  Asylum  on  charitable 
contributions,  for  the  collection  of  which  a  special  organisation  is  required. 
The  half-yearly  elections,  and  consequent  correspondence  with  a  vast 
constituency,  together  with  printing,  advertisements,  &c.,  entail  expenses 
which  are  peculiar  to  this  class  of  Institution.”

Wonford  House*  Exeter. 


2  May  1872. 

Since  the  last  visit  on  the  24th  February  1871,  7  male  and  17  Wonford 
female  patients  have  been  admitted,  5  males  and  7  females  have  been  House, 
discharged,  of  whom  5  were  recovered ;  and  4  patients  of  each  sex 
have  died.  These  changes  leave  73  patients  on  the  books*  of  whom 
34  are  of  the  male  and  39  of  the  female  sex.  One  of  the  gentlemen 
is  away  on  leave.  All  the  other  inmates  have  been  seen  by  us 
to-day,  and  we  have  made  the  usual  inquiries  as  to  their  care  and 
treatment.  As  regards  their  condition  during  the  time  of  our  visit 
we  have  a  good  report  to  make.  There  was  a  lady  clothed  in  a 
strong  dress,  suffering  from  a  periodical  attack  of  mania,  but  the 
other  patients  in  both  divisions  were  free  from  excitement,  suitably 
clothed,  and  clean  in  their  persons.  We  had  a  separate  interview 
with  one  of  the  ladies,  the  result  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  pa¬ 
tients’  book.  The  patients  generally  gave  us  the  impression  of 
being  well  and  kindly  treated;  and  from  the  more  intelligent 
amongst  them  we  had  very  favourable  accounts  of  what  was  done  to 
promote  their  comfort  and  well-being.  We  hear  that  several  pa¬ 
tients  of  both  sexes  go  to  church,  and  between  40  and  50  attend  the 
prayers  and  services  performed  in  the  house.  Although  there  are 
no  regular  or  periodical  meetings,  we  are  assured  that  parties,  where 
patients  of  both  sexes  meet  together,  take  place  frequently,  and 
public  performers  are  sometimes  engaged.  ~In  the  better  wards, 
that  is  in  those  where  the  most  intelligent  patients  are  placed,  there 
are  ample  means  of  recreation  and  occupation,  but  the  end  cross¬ 
galleries  are  bare,  and,  indeed,  contain  nothing  whatever  but  the 
chairs  and  tables ;  no  books,  paper,  or  games  of  any  kind  were  to  be 
seen.  We  strongly  recommended  that  attention  should  be  given 
to  these  matters,  believing  that  better  habits  might  thereby  be  en¬ 
gendered  ;  and  that  the  unsightly  and  unusual  wire-guards  which 
cover  the  windows  might  be  removed.  The  general  health  has  been 
good,  and  now  only  2  males  and  5  females  are  taking  medicine. 

There  has  been  no  restraint.  Three  ladies  were  secluded  on  various 
occasions  for  medical  reasons,  and  another,  whose  case  is  well  known, 
has  lived  in  the  seclusion  of  her  own  room  during  the  whole  interval 
since  the  last,  visit,  except  for  18  weeks.  It  should  be  stated  that 
this  seclusion  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of  this  patient.  The  house 
in  all  departments  was  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  bedding 
in  the  best  order.  The  garden  and  grounds  are  well  kept,  and  the 
0.6o.  plantations 
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_  books,  and  found  them  duly  entered  up.  Referring  to  an  o'bserva- 

Wonford  tion  made  at  the  close  of  our  Report  for  the  year  1870,  and  the  corre- 

1Iouse‘  spondence  which  subsequently  took  place  relative  to  the  discre¬ 

pancy  which  existed  between  the  general  rules  sanctioned  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  the  bye-laws  of  the  hospital,  we  And  that 
these  last  have  been  amended,  and  the  rules  setting  forth  the  powers 
of  the  visiting  physician  somewhat  modified.  We  think,  however,  that 
the  bye-law  No.  22  is  still  antagonistic  to  the  spirit  of  the  general 
rules,  and  that  it  might  in  some  cases  interfere  with  the  responsi¬ 
bility  which  ought  to  rest  with  the  resident  medical  superintendent 
alone.  We  beg  that  a  copy  of  the  bye-laws  may  be  forwarded  to 
our  office. 


Barnwood  House,  Gloucester. 

4  October  1872. 

Bamwood  Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  the  20th  of  March  1871,31 
House.  male  and  28  female  patients  have  been  admitted;  21  males  and  17 

females  have  been  discharged ;  and  12  males  and  2  females  have  died. 

The  above  numbers  of  deaths  include  the  case  of  a  gentleman 
who  was  not  resident  at  the  time  he  died,  being  away  on  leave  with 
his  friends.  He  was  run  over  by  a  train  on  the  railway,  and  at  the 
coroner’s  inquest  a  verdict  of  accidental  death  was  returned.  The 
causes  of  death  in  all  the  other  cases  were  of  an  ordinary  de¬ 
scription. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  13  were  recovered. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  39  gentlemen  and  46 
ladies,  all  of  whom  have  been  seen  by  us,  except  one  of  the  latter, 
who  is  absent  on  probation. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  the  whole  establishment, 
and  the  state  of  the  inmates  in  both  divisions  was  most  creditable 
to  the  management.  We*found  them  free  from  excitement,  clean, 
and  well  dressed,  and  generally  comfortable  and  contented.  Nearly 
all  the  ladies  were  out  in  the  grounds  when  we  saw  them.  The 
gentlemen  were  at  dinner,  and  we  thought  the  food  and  the  mode 
of  serving  quite  satisfactory. 

The  general  arrangements  remain  as  before  reported,  and  the 
amusements  and  occupations  continue  to  be  well  attended  to.  Last 
year  11  patients  of  each  sex,  and  this  year  8  gentlemen  and  14  ladies 
were  taken  to  Torquay  for  three  weeks,  some  of  them  at  the  expense 
of  the  institution.  At  home  there  have  been  two  dramatic  perform¬ 
ances,  three  lectures,  three  concerts,  and  a  variety  of  other  enter¬ 
tainments.  The  grounds  are  very  well  kept  and  in  constant  use, 
and  we  are  glad  to  find  that  a  good  path  has  recently  been  made 
round  the  field,  more  than  half  a  mile  in  length  :  this  will  be  found 
most  useful  in  the  cases  of  excited  patients,  and  we  hope  that  early 
steps  will  be  taken  to  plant  trees  along  it.  The  new  buildings  are 
occupied,  and  the  hospital  accommodation  thus  raised  to  nearly  100 
beds. 
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The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  is  about  1/.  15  s.  per  Appendix  (n.) 
patient,  and  the  charges  vary  from  15  s.  to  4  /.  4  s. 

There  are,  besides  servants,  9  attendants  of  each  sex,  giving  a  Barnwood 
proportion  of  one  to  about  4  patients.  An  assistant  medical  officer  ^ouse* 
has  been  appointed,  who  appears  to  be  well  qualified  for  his  duties. 

From  the  records  of  restraint  and  seclusion,  we  find  that,  since  the 
last  visit,  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  1  male  patient  wore  a  sleeved 
dress  at  night,  until  his  death  in  July  1871 ;  and  a  female  has  been 
subjected  to  restraint  of  a  similar  description,  on  account  of  violence 
and  destructive  propensities  for  19  days  successively.  As  regards 
seclusion,  the  names  of  four  females  are  recorded.  One  of  them 
was  secluded  for  3  or  4  hours  daily,  from  the  12th  of  March  1871 
to  the  date  of  her  removal,  on  the  23rd  of  August  in  the  same  year. 

Another  was  secluded  on  48  occasions,  whilst  the  other  two  were 
only  separated  from  the  rest  on  one  and  two  occasions  respectively. 

We  have  given  special  attention  to  several  of  the  cases,  and  have 
made  an  entry  in  the  patients’  book  respecting  them.  The  records 
seem  to  be  well  attended  to,  and  the  case-books  are  kept  with  great 
care. 


Liverpool  Lunatic  Hospital. 

23  July  1872. 

We  have  inspected  this  hospital,  and  seen  and  spoken  to  all  the  Liverpool 
patients,  except  one  of  the  ladies,  who  is  away  on  trial.  Including  Hospital, 
her,  they  are  39  in  number,  19  being  of  the  male  and  20  of  the 
female  sex. 

When  examined  they  were  all  quiet  and  orderly,  and  personally 
in  a  satisfactory  state. 

The  dinners  were  served  in  both  divisons  during  our  inspec¬ 
tion.  The  food  was  good  and  abundant;  at  Dr.  Stockwell’s  table 
eleven  were  present  to-day,  and  this  at  present  is  about  the  average 
number. 

We  learn  that  there  are  weekly  dances,  with  occasional  dramatic 
entertainments,  and  there  have  been  several  pic-nics  to  Birkenhead 
Park  this  season. 

The  wards  seem  well  supplied  with  the  means  for  indoor  occupa¬ 
tion  and  amusement. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  Service  are  the  same  as  usual,  the 
chaplain  holding  a  service  on  Sunday,  and  on  two  other  days  in  the 
week. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  the  same  as  usual. 

Oniy  one  case  of  restraint  is  reported  since  our  Colleagues’  visit 
in  May  1871,  viz.,  that  of  a  lady  who  wore  canvas  gloves  on  ten 
separate  occasions,  to  prevent  self-injury.  Two  gentlemen  and  nine 
ladies  have  been  secluded,  the  former  upon  6,  and  the  latter  upon 
20  occasions. 

The  bodily  health  of  the  patients  seems  generally  to  be  good,  and 
not  more  than  2  males  and  4  females  are  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment.  There  have  been  2  deaths  in  each  division,  during  the  last 
14  months,  all  from  ordinary  causes.  During  the  same 
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Appendix  (H.)  period  16  males  and  24  females  have  been  admitted,  and  13  males 
- — -  and  23  females  have  been  discharged ;  5  of  the  former  and  14  of  the

latter  having  recovered. 

The  condition  of  the  wards  and  of  the  bedding  was  very  good  ; 
and  we  are  glad  to  report  that  the  old  tub  bedsteads  have  been 
replaced  by  iron  ones  of  a  suitable  description. 

The  airing  courts  are  still  unsatisfactory,  and  we  must  again  press 
for  their  improvement.  There  are  to  be  some  alterations  in  regard 
to  the  boundary  and  division  walls,  which  will  no  doubt  render  them 
more  suitable ;  but  the  great  want  will  still  be  a  sufficient  supply 
of  trees  and  shrubs. 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  various  books,  and  are  sorry 
to  find  that  the  entries  in  the  case  book  have  been  neglected  as 
regards  two  or  three  cases  lately  admitted.  Dr.  Stockwell  will  no 
doubt  see  the  importance  in  future  of  giving  strict  attention  to  the 
requirements  of  the  law  in  respect  of  this  important  register.  The 
condition  of  the  hospital  and  its  inmates  is  creditable  to  him. 

Manchester 

Hospital. 

Manchester  Lunatic  Hospital,  Cheadle. 

25  February  1872. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  September  last,  12  gentle¬ 
men  and  1©  ladies  have  been  admitted,  and  1  gentleman  and  2  ladies 
discharged,  one  of  the  latter  being  removed,  and  3  gentlemen  and 
4  ladies  have  died.  With  one  exception,  the  deaths  were  all  from 
ordinary  causes.  The  exception  was  that  of  a  gentleman  who  hung 
himself  under  circumstances  fully  reported  to  our  Board. 

The  patients  are  now  141  in  number,  viz.,  64  of  the  male,  and 
77  of  the  female  sex-  With  the  exception  of  4  of  the  former,  and 
11  of  the  latter  out  on  trial,  we  have  seen  them  all,  and  haye  much 
satisfaction  in  reporting  most  favourably,  as  on  previous  visits,  of 
their  personal  condition  and  demeanour.  Two  or  three  only  in  the 
worst  female  ward  were  at  all  excited.  No  one  made  any  complaint, 
and  many  spoke  in  high  and  grateful  terms  of  the  comforts  and 
kindness  they  enjoyed.  The  sanitary  state  of  the  hospital  is  very 
satisfactory;  the  patients  under  medical  treatment  being  only  4  in 
the  male,  and  2  in  the  female  division. 

The  distribution  of  the  patients  continues  the  same  as  before.  Of 
the  male  sex  6  reside  constantly,  and  2  others  from  the  hospital 
sleep  at  the  farm.  Of  the  females  15  are  in  the  cottages. 

There  have,  as  Mr.  Mould  informs  us,  been,  since  the  last  visit, 
only  2  patients,  both  in  the  female  division,  secluded,  1  on  6  and 
the  other  on  7  occasions,  for  maniacal  excitement.  No  instance 
has  occurred  of  the  employment  of  mechanical  restraint. 

The  patients  attending  Divine  Service  average  about  60  in 
number. 

It  is  intended,  as  soon  as  the  available  funds  are  sufficient,  to  erect 
a  detached  chapel  at  a  convenient  distance  from  the  main  building. 
In  the  meantime,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  celebration  of 
Divine  Service  in  a  temporary  building  which  is  nearly  completed, 
and  will,  it  is  expected,  be  ready  to  be  used  for  that  purpose  by 
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Faster  Sunday..  This  building  will  be  ultimately  converted  into  Appendix  (H.) 
cottages  for  patients.  — 

The  hospital  in. all  its  departments  is,  as  heretofore,  in  excellent  Manchester 
oiclei,  and  the  patients  appear  to  enjoy  every  comfort.  The  utmost  ^0SP^a^* 
efforts  are  made  to  render  the  various  rooms  and  galleries  cheerful 
and  attractive.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  they  were  enlivened  by  a 
great  variety  of  decorations  left  up  after  the  annual  ball,  on  the 
Jth  instant,  at  which  nearly  400  persons,  including  76  patients,  were 
present.  Abundant  provision  is  made  for  the  assembling  of  the 
patients  at  associated  entertainments,  including  weekly3 dances, 
and  meetings  for  music  and  other  amusements,  and  dramatic 
performances. 

Due  attention  has  been  given  to  the  suggestion  in  the  last  Report, 
of  the  introduction  of  more  adequate  means  of  ventilation  in  the 
single  rooms  in  the  basement  storey  of  the  main  building.  Those 
in  the  male  division  not  being  at  present  occupied,  the  earth  in  front 
has  not  as  yet  been  removed. 

The  improved  arrangements  and  alterations  in  those  portions  of 
the  building  have  been  attended  with  all  the  advantages  anticipated, 
including  the  provision  of  suitable  sleeping  accommodation  for  the 
laundry  and  domestic  servants  and  some  nurses,  and  on  the  male 
side  additional  sleeping  space  for  patients  and  attendants,  and  an 
upholsterer’s  shop. 

The  new  walk,  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in  length,  extending  from 
the  main  building  to  the  temporary  chapel,  which  was  in  progress  of 
formation  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit  has  been  completed,  efficiently 
drained,  and  planted  with  an  avenue  of  chestnuts,  and  seats  at  con¬ 
venient  distances  will  be  placed  thereon  in  the  spring. 

The  hospital  is  now  full,  all  the  beds  being  occupied.  Four  ladies 
reside  therein  as  voluntary  boarders.  We  ascertained  by  personal 
examination  that  they  are  none  of  them  of  unsound  mind,  and  that 
they  are  all  free  agents. 

In.  addition  to  the  patients  on  the  books  as  such,  we  found  in  the 
hospital  a  gentleman,  a  Greek,  clearly  insane,  who  was  received  on 
the  10th  instant,  under  the  following  circumstances In  conse¬ 
quence  of  a  telegram  from  his  brother,  a  Greek  merchant,  in  Man¬ 
chester,  then  at  Marseilles,  an  attendant  was  sent  from  the  hospital, 
and.  brought  him  from  Paris.  Two  medical  men  were  duly  called 
in,  immediately  on  his  arrival,  but  were  unable  to  sign  the  necessary 
certificates  by  reason  of  their  inability  to  converse  with  him  in 
his  native  language,  the  only  one  he  speaks.  We  explained  to  Mr. 

Mould  that  all  difficulty  would  be  removed  by  the  employment 
of  an  interpreter.  His  brother  was  expected  on  the  day  of  our 
visit,  and  proper  steps  will  forthwith  be  taken  to  legalize  his 
detention. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  have  again  to  report  that  the  case¬ 
books  are  greatly  in  arrear. 

We  have  further  to  state  that,  with  the  exception  only  of  the 
insertion  of  the  patients’  names,  the  registers  of  admissions,  dis¬ 
charges,  and  deaths,  have  been  neglected  to  be  filled  up  ever  since 
the  end  of  September,  and  that  the  same  observation  applies  to 
the  medical  visitation  book.

Manchester  We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Mould  that  the  question  of  appointing, 

Hospital.  ag  sllggested  at  the  last  visit,  an  additional  assistant  medical  officer 
is  under  consideration.  It  is  essential  that  no  further  delay  should 
take  place  in  engaging  one  possessing  due  qualifications  for  the 
duties. 

Although  we  have  had  occasion  to  draw  attention  to  grave  dere¬ 
liction  of  duty  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Mould,  as  superintendent,  in 
neglecting  to  keep  the  statutory  records,  we  think  it  but  just  to  give 
him  full  credit  for  the  kindness  and  good  judgment  evinced  by  him 
in  the  management  and  treatment  of  the  patients,  and  for  the  zeal 
with  which  he  promotes  the  best  interests  of  the  institution. 


Royal  Albert  Asylum,  Lancaster. 

17  February  1872. 

Royal  Albert  Upon  our  visit  to-day  to  this  noble  institution  we  have  been  much 
Asylum.  gratified  to  observe  the  great  progress  which  has  been  made  towards 
the  completion  of  the  northern  portion  of  the  asylum,  appropriated 
to  female  patients,  a  part  of  which,  between  the  central  block  and 
the  wing,  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupation  in  the  course  of 
the  summer,  and  the  remainder  soon  after. 

We  have  inspected  the  whole  of  the  male  division  and  found  it  in 
excellent  order.  The  arrangements  and  appropriation  of  several  of 
the  rooms  are  at  present  provisional,  as  the  infants  will  ultimately 
be  removed  to  the  female  division. 

We  have  seen  all  the  idiots  and  imbeciles  now  in  the  asylum,  89 
in  number,  of  whom  29  were  in  the  schoolroom,  under  instruction  in 
reading  and  writing,  and  40,  of  the  infant  class,  in  what  is  known  as 
the  gallery-room,  in  charge  of  the  female  teacher.  The  majority  of 
the  remainder  were  employed  in  the  shops  and  offices,  five  only 
being  in  the  room  called  the  “  nursery,”  under  medical  treatment, 
and  another  seriously  ill,  in  a  room  by  himself,  under  charge  of  a 
special  nurse. 

We  were  much  pleased  with  the  personal  condition  generally  of 
the  inmates,  who  appeared  cheerful  and  happy.  Our  attention  was 
specially  given  to  some  who  have  been  wonderfully  improved  in 
every  way  by  the  judicious  care  and  treatment  employed. 

We  saw  66  assembled  in  the  hall  at  an  excellent  dinner,  consist¬ 
ing  of  roast  beef,  carrots,  and  rice,  followed  by  bread  and  treacle. 
Their  deportment  was  most  orderly,  and  the  manner  of  taking  their 
meal  was  that  of  well-conducted,  sane  children. 

The  changes  in  the  number  of  idiots  and  imbeciles,  since  the  last 
visit  have  consisted  of  the  admission  of  40,  and  the  discharge  of  2, 
1  of  whom  proved  to  be  a  confirmed  epileptic. 

Of  those  now  in  the  asylum  18  are  paid  for  by  their  friends  (15 
being  received  at  the  reduced  rate  of  15  guineas  per  annum)  11  are 
maintained  by  their  respective  unions,  and  60  are  on. the  free  list. 

Since  the  last  visit  a  schoolmaster  has  been  appointed,  who  has 
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recently  entered  upon  Ms  duties,  for  which  he  appears  to  be  well  Appendix  (H. 
qualified.  A  night  attendant  also  has  been  engaged.  RoyalAlbert 

It  is  arranged  that  one  of  the  married  attendants  and  his  wife  Asylum, 
shall  have  charge  of  a  ward  specially  appropriated  to  the  infirm  and 
cripples,  for  whom  suitable  rooms  have  been  provided  in  the  base¬ 
ment,  Two  other  female  nurses  now  have  charge  of  some  of  the 
boys. 

The  male  attendants  have,  as  suggested,  been  relieved  from  the 
duty  of  cleaning  the  rooms,  but  still  make  the  beds,  which  we  think 
should  be  done  by  women. 

About  30  of  the  patients  go  to  neighbouring  churches  or  chapels, 
and  two-thirds  are  usually  present  at  morning,  and  nearly  all  at  even¬ 
ing,  daily  prayers.  There  is  also  on  Sunday  evenings  a  short  school 
service,  at  which  about  two-thirds  attend. 

The  patients  enjoy  weekly,  on  Tuesday  evenings,  suitable  enter¬ 
tainments,  including  music,  exhibitions  of  the  magic  lantern,  &c.  &c. 

They  are  also  taken  out  frequently  for  country  excursions,  a»d 
occasionally  in  parties  of  15  or  20  to  public  places  of  amusement. 

A  walk  16  feet  wide  has  been  formed  across  the  ground  from  east 
to  west,  with  a  stand  for  a  band. 

Orders  have  just  been  given  by  the  Committee  for  planting  the 
road  of  approach  from  the  lodge. 

We  noticed  with  much  pleasure,  amongst  other  provision  for  the 
exercise  and  amusement  of  the  patients,  two  very  large  rooms  open 
to  the  external  air  and  to  the  large  playground,  which  has,  since  the 
last  visit,  been  Covered  with  asphalte.  They  are  exceedingly  well 
adapted  and  arranged  for  gymnastic  exercises,  and  available  for  their 
use  in  inclement  weather. 

W e  have  been  much  gratified  in  learning  that  the  institution  has 
received  altogether  in  donations,  subscriptions,  and  legacies,  very 
nearly  110,000Z.,  including  a  magnificent  contribution  by  a  lady,  in 
the  course  of  the  last  year,  of  30,000/.,  of  which  15,000/.  has  been 
carried  to  the  Sustentation  Fund,  which  now  amounts  to  nearly 


!  33,000/. 

The  General  and  House  Committees,  respectively,  meet  monthly, 
so  that  the  asylum  is  officially  visited  on  the  average  once  in  a  fort¬ 
night. 

The  improved  condition  of  the  patients,  and  the  satisfactory  state 
of  the  asylum,  afford  the  best  evidence  of  the  active  and  efficient 
management  of  the  institution. 


Lincoln  Lunatic  Hospital. 

18  May  1872. 

The  total  number  of  patients  on  the  books  of  this  hospital  at  our  Lincoln 
visit  to-day  is  73,  of  whom  37  are  gentlemen  and  36  ladies.  There  HosPlta** 
\  Iiave  been  since  last  visit  7  admissions,  6  males  and  1  female ; 
and  9  discharges,  8  males  and  1  female;  2  of  the  gentlemen  have 
been  discharged  as  recovered.  One  death  has  taken  place,  viz., 
e  3ne  of  the  gentlemen  referred  to  as  being  admitted.  The  cause  of 
this  death  was  disease  of  the  bowels.

We  saw  all  the  patients  save  1  gentleman,  absent  on  parole  and 
attending  Divine  Service  at  the  cathedral.  We  conversed  with 
such  of  them  as  would  speak,  and  gave  all  an  opportunity  of 
making  known  to  us  their  wishes  and  complaints.  We  found  the 
ladies  generally  very  quiet  and  orderly,  and  neat  in  person  and 
clothing.  We  saw  the  dinners  in  this  division;  the  food  was  of 
good  quality,  and  apparently  it  gave  satisfaction.  The  spring 
cleaning  was  in  progress,  and  one  of  the  sitting-rooms,  usually 
appropriated  to  the  ladies,  was  for  that  reason  disused.  The  wards 
on  this  side  were  generally  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  cheer¬ 
ful  in  aspect.  In  the  male  department  we  found  the  patients 
in  the  first-floor  ward  tranquil  and  well  attended  to,  their  rooms 
comfortably  furnished,  and  in  proper  order ;  but  on  the  ground- 
floor  the  arrangements  were  unsatisfactory.  At  the  time  of  our 
visit  17  patients  of  the  least  favourable  character,  several  being  sub¬ 
ject  to  outbreaks  of  violence,  were  under  the  care  of  1  attendant 
only,  and  he,  having  been  on  duty  through  the  previous  night,  had 
dropped  asleep  ;  in  addition  to  him,  there  were  2  attendants  for  this 
ward,  but  both  were  absent,  one  to  prepare  himself  for  night  duty 
by  sleep,  the  other  to  follow  some  ordinary  occupation  elsewhere ; 
there  are  still  only  5  attendants  (besides  the  head  attendant)  for 
the  male  division,.  1  of  them  acting  as  night  watch  every  fifth  night. 
Such  a  staff  is  quite  inadequate  for  the  proper  care  of  the  patients, 
and  we  strongly  repeat  the  recommendation  for  the  appointment  of 
a  special  night  nurse,  which  would  obviate  the  necessity  of  employing 
during  that  period  of  a  day  attendant.  As  there  is  also  one  gentle¬ 
men  who  is  expected  to  have  the  services  of  a  special  attendant, 
another  man  should  be  employed  on  this  side  during  the  day.  We 
had  no  complaint  made  to  us  against  attendants  in  either  division, 

Nothing,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  has  yet  been  done  to  supply  the  want 
of  proper  baths,  though  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Walsh  that  plans 
have  been  obtained  for  the  construction  on  each  side  of  a  new  bath, 
and  dressing-room  attached.  This  very  necessary  matter  is,  we 
regret  to  learn,  stayed  from  want  of  funds.  The  billiard-table  is  still 
out  of  repair,  but  an  order  has  been  given,  we  hear,  for  the  same  to  be 
re-covered,  and  the  billiard-room  to  be  re-papered.  The  arrangements 
for  Divine  Service,  for  the  amusements  of  the  patients,  and  for  the 
walks  by  them  beyond  the  premises,  are  much  the  same  as  previously 
reported. 

We  find  4  females  in  bed,  all  from  chronic  ailments,  but  the  health 
of  the  establishment  is  otherwise  good ;  1  gentleman  and  3  ladies 
only  are  registered  as  under  medical  treatment.  There  has  been  no 
seclusion  or  restraint.

St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

26  November  1872. 

We*  have  inspected  this  hospital,  and  made  the  usual  inquiries  St.  Luke’s 
relative  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  patients,  who  are  now  174  HosPital- 
in  number,  viz.,  68  of  the  male  and  106  of  the  female  sex.  Of 
these  6  males  and  5  females  are  absent  on  trial.  All  the  rest  have 
been  seen  and  spoken  to,  and  we  have  had  interviews  with  3  of 
them,  whose  names  will  be  found  in  the  patients’  book.  As  we 
passed  through  the  wards  to-day  the  patients  were  remarkably  free 
from  excitement,  and  no  one  was  in  seclusion.  Personally,  they 
were  in  a  satisfactory  state,  and  their  clothing  well  attended  to.  The 
same  favourable  report  may  also  be  made  with  regard  to  the  bedding. 

We  had  opportunities  of  seeing  the  dinners  served  in  the  several 
wrards.  The  food  consisted  of  roast  beef  and  mutton,  with  cabbage. 

The  meat  seemed  very  good,  but  the  portions  somewhat  small.  On 
inquiry,  we  find  that  the  allowance  is  calculated  at  the  rate  of  6 
ounces  of  cooked  meat,  including  bone,  for  each  female  patient,  and 
8  ounces  for  the  men.  The  regular  meals  consist  of  breakfast,  at 
8  o’clock,  dinner  at  1,  and  tea  at  5,  and  after  that  the  patients  get 
no  food  until  next  morning,  a  period  of  15  hours. 

We  had  many  complaints  on  this  matter,  and  we  think  these  com¬ 
plaints  should  receive  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Committee. 

The  health  ef  the  patients  is  good  on  the  whole  ;  there  were  6 
females  and  1  man  in  bed,  and  last  week  9  men  and  17  women  were 
under  medical  treatment.  The  entries  in  the  medical  journal  under 
this  head  do  not  state  for  what  bodily  disorder  the  patients  are 
taking  medicine. 

The  general  arrangements  appear  to  be  as  reported  at  the  last 
visit.  In  the  chapel  there  are  generally  19  males  and  27  females 
at  week-day  services,  and  these  numbers  are  increased  on  Sunday. 

The  associated  amusements  are  held  once  a  fortnight  now,  when 
about  50  of  both  sexe3  attend.  The  numbers  going  for  exercise 
beyond  the  premises  are  still  small,  only  6  males  and  12  females 
now  enjoying  the  privilege  ;  they  go  out  in  parties  of  three  at  a 
time ;  but  there  are  difficulties  in  affording  them  even  this  amount 
of  change  and  recreation,  owing  to  the  want  of  attendants  and  nurses 
who  can  be  spared  for  the  duty.  W e  think  the  staff  is  inadequate, 
both  as  regards  this  matter  and  with  reference  to  the  weekly  absences 
of  some  of  the  nurses  and  attendants  for  their  holidays,  when  some 
of  the  wards  are  necessarily  left  with  only  1  attendant. 

It  seems  to  us  also  that  if  there  had  been  a  larger  staff  the  amount 
of  seclusion  employed  since  the  last  visit,  about  a  year  ago,  might 
have  been  materially  lessened.  The  records  show  that  6  males  were 
secluded  on  27  occasions,  and  17  females  on  139  occasions.  No 
instance  of  instrumental  restraint  is  reported.

Of  the  patients  discharged  44  were  recovered.  The  deaths  were 
from  ordinary  causes,  but  inquests  were  held  in  two  cases,  one  on 
the  body  of  a  man  who  died  suddenly  from  heart  disease,  the  other 
on  a  woman  who  died  shortly  after  admission,  from  exhaustion, 
having  been  admitted  in  a  very  precarious  state  of  health. 

The  wards  in  both  divisions  were  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and 
all  have  been  whitewashed  during  the  past  summer.  In  several 
the  floors  and  woodwork  generally  have  been  painted.  Owing 
to  the  increased  number  of  male  patients,  six  of  the  single  rooms  on 
the  ground  floor  ward  have  recently  been  painted  and  cleaned,  and 
three  are  used;  we  have  suggested  that  an  attendant  should  be 
placed  to  sleep  in  this  department. 

Further  improvements  are  about  to  be  made  in  the  billiard-room, 
which  will  be  utilised  in  connection  with  an  excellent  arrangement 
recently  sanctioned  by  the^Committee,  allowing  such  patients  as  are 
able  to  do  so,  to  sit  up  till  10  o’clock. 

The  Committee  have  endeavoured,  but  hitherto  without  success, 
to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  occupied  by  almhouses  at 
the  rear  of  the  hospital.  We  cannot  regret  this  failure,  because 
the  removal  of  the  hospital  is  still  under  consideration,  and  it  is 
to  be  feared  that  all  expenditure  on  it  here  would  be  liable  to  retard 
that  most  desirable  change. 

We. have  signed  and  examined  the  books,  and  made  all  statutory 
inquiries.  * 


Bethel  Hospital,  Norwich. 

28  August  1872. 

Bethel  With  the  exception  of  1  male  and  2  female  patients,  who  were 

Hospital.  out  for  the  day,  and  2  females  absent  on  leave,  we  have  seen  and 
spoken  to  all  the  patients  now  on  the  books,  viz.,  30  males  and  51 
females,  and  we  can  report  most  favourably  of  their  condition. 
There  was  no  excitement  in  either  division ;  the  personal  state 
of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  was  quite  satisfactory,  and  we 
saw  every  indication  of  their  treatment  being  kind  and  judicious. 
Since  the  last  visit  on  the  10th  June  1871,  24  patients  have  been 
admitted,  lo  males  and  9  females;  4  males  and  6  females  have  been 
discharged,  7  of  whom  were  stated  to  have  recovered ;  and  3  males 
and  2  females  have  died,  all  from  ordinary  causes.  Post-mortem 
examinations  were  made  in  two  cas^s  only,  one  of  these  bein^  that 
of  a.  gentleman  who  was  found  dead  in  his  bed  two  day s& after 
admission,  by  the  attendant,  who  slept  in  an  adjoining  room  with 
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the  door  open.  Extensive  disease  of  tlie  heart  was  discovered,  and  Appendix  (H.) 
a  verdict  that  death  resulted  from  this  was  returned  by  the  coroner’s 
jury.  According  to  the  entries  in  the  medical  journal,  restraint  has  Bethel 
been  employed  in  the  cases  of  2  patients  of  each  sex,  in  2  of  these  HospitaL 
on  one  occasion  only,  and  in  the  other  2  on  ten  and  five  occasions 
respectively.  There  has  not  been  any  instance  of  seclusion.  The 
general  health  is  good,  and  we  did  not  find  any  patient  in  bed  at 
the  time  of  our  visit,  and  only  one  is  entered  as  being  under  medical 
treatment.  About  60  patients  attend  service  in  the  chapel,  and  12 
are  allowed  to  go  to  places  of  worship  in  the  town,  on  Sundays. 

Daily  prayers  are  also  read  in  the  wards. 

As  to  the  means  for  the  amusement  and  recreation  of  the  inmates, 
there  seems  to  be  a  good  provision ;  books  and  papers  are  regularly 
distributed,  and  5  males  and  8  females  have  the  privilege  of  walking 
out  unattended. 

There  was,  as  usual,  the  utmost  cleanliness  throughout,  and  the 
beds  and  bedding  we  found  in  a  very  satisfactory  state.  We  are 
glad  to  find  that  new  mahogany  bedsteads  are  about  to  be  sub¬ 
stituted  for  the  old  box  bedsteads  in  the  female  division,  and  we 
hope  that  the  same  will  ultimately  be  done  on  the  male  side.  The 
airing-courts  are  well  planted  and  kept  in  excellent  order,  and  the 
garden  on  the  male  side,  to  wTiich  the  patients  have  access,  is 
rendered  most  attractive  by  the  variety  of  flowers. 

The  hospital  is  now  full,  and  we  should  be  glad  if  some  means 
could  be  devised  for  extending  its  benefits  to  larger  numbers. 


Northampton  Lunatic  Hospital. 

17  May  1872. 

We,  to-day  and  yesterday,  made  our  annual  inspection  of  this  Northampton 
hospital,  saw  all  the  patients  resident,  and  went  through  all  the  HosPital- 
wards  and  offices,  and  have  again  a  most  favourable  report  to  make 
of  its  condition  and  management.  The  following  have  been  the 
changes  among  the  patients  since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  on  the 
6th  October  last.  The  admissions  have  been  68,  viz.,  15  males  and 
11  females  of  the  private  class;  20  males  and  19  females,  paupers. 

The  discharges  have  amounted  to  43,  viz.,  5  male  and  7  female 
private  patients,  besides  12  males  and  19  females  of  the  pauper 
class.  Of  the  discharges  36  are  entered  as  recoveries.  There  have 
been  25  deaths,  1  gentleman  and  4  ladies,  and  10  paupers  of  each 
sex.  The  present  number  on  the  books  is  425,  consisting  of  66 
males  and  56  females  of  the  private  class,  and  162  men  and  141 
women,  paupers.  Of  these  4  men  are  absent  on  probation.  The 
pauper  patients  belonging  to  unions  in  the  county  are  now  234,  and 
to  the  boroughs  of  Northampton  and  Peterborough,  69.  The  weekly 
charge  for  paupers  is  9  s.  4  d.  for  maintenance,  and  3  s.  IJc?.  for 
lodging.  The  following  return  has  been  furnished  to  us  relative  to 
private  patients,  their  number,  and  the  charges  for  their  recep¬

The  deaths  have  all  been  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums,  and 
the  rate  of  mortality  on  the  male  side  has  been  lower  than  formerly. 
One  inquest  only  has  been  held,  the  case  being  that  of  a  female 
patient  who  was  suffocated  during  an  epileptic  fit,  the  particulars 
of  which  were  at  the  time  duly  reported  to  our  Board.  The  health 
of  the  patients  generally  is  good,  and  those  last  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment  are  only  7  in  the  male  and  8  in  the  female  division. 

Small-pox  has  been  very  prevalent  in  Northampton  during  the 
last  few  months, and  the  committee  have  excluded  from  admission 
all  patients  coming  from  the  borough.  Almost  all  residents,  patients 
as  well  as  officers  and  servants,  have  been  re-vaccinated.  One  of 
the  nurses  who  had  been  visiting  in  an  infected  neighbourhood  of 
the  town  was,  however,  attacked,  and  she  died  of  the  disease ;  she 
had  only  been  a  fortnight  in  the  hospital,  and  had  not  been  re-vae- 
cinated.  No  patient  and  no  other  officer  or  servant  has  taken  the 
disease. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  restraint  for  surgical  reasons,  being 
the  patient  mentioned  in  the  last  entry.  In  that  instance  the  re¬ 
straint  was  continued  for  three  weeks  after  our  Colleagues’  visit, 
until  the  fracture  had  united.  Sixteen  men  and  18  women  have 
been  placed  in  seclusion,  the  former  upon  38,  the  latter  upon  127 
occasions.  No  patient  was  in  seclusion  when  we  passed  through 
the  wards.  Both  classes,  throughout  both  divisions,  were,  with  the 
exception  of  one  female,  remarkably  free  from  excitement. 

Among  the  pauper  men,  in  some  instances,  more  attention  appears 
to  be  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  to  the  state  of  the 
patients’  clothing ;  with  this  exception  the  dress  and  personal  ap¬ 
pearance  of  all  were  generally  very  satisfactory. 

Yesterday  we  saw  the  dinner  in  the  male  division ;  it  consisted 
of  roast  beef  and  mutton,  with  two  kinds  of  vegetables.  The  food 
was  of  excellent  quality,  and  properly  served.  No  complaint  was 
made  to  us  upon  this  head  from  any  patient,  nor  indeed  upon  any 
other,  save  that  of  detention.  Many  spoke  gratefully  of  their  treat¬ 
ment. 

We  found  the  wards  throughout  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and 
presenting  a  cheerful  and  comfortable  aspect.  The  beds  were  good, 
the  bedding  ample,  and  all  in  the  best  order.  We  think  that  low 
padded  bedsteads  should  be  supplied  for  epileptic  patients,  some  of 
whom  now  sleep  on  mattresses  placed  upon  the  floor. 
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The  alterations  and  improvements  referred  to  at  the  last  visit, 
having  in  view  the  adaptation  of  the  hospital  for  the  ultimate  recep¬ 
tion  of  private  patients  only,  have  been  continued,  and  are  nearly 
completed  in  the  male  division ;  they  are  now  in  progress  in  the 
other.  The  old  laundry  ironing-room  has  been  converted  into  a 
dining-room  for  women,  which  will  be  shortly  brought  into  use. 
Additional  water-closets,  well  arranged  and  thoroughly  ventilated, 
have  also  been  provided  in  both  divisions.  A  new  stone  staircase 
has  been  erected  on  the  male  side,  and  a  similar  staircase  is  to  be 
added  on  the  female.  These  alterations,  when  complete,  will  largely 
increase  the  very  good  and  suitable  accommodation  for  private 
patients  of  the  middle  class. 

The  detached  one-storied  male  building  is,  most  properly,  no 
longer  in  use  for  sleeping  purposes ;  the  central  portion  is  appro¬ 
priated  as  a  day-room  for  paupers,  and  the  rooms  at  each  end  as 
workshops. 

The  excavations  at  the  back  of  the  hospital,  in  view  to  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  airing-courts,  is  being  carried  forward  actively,  and  we  hope 
that  the  projected  diversion  of  the  main  entrance  drive  will  shortly 
be  practicable,  so  as  to  make  the  front  grounds  more  accessible  to 
the  private  patients.  We  have  much  satisfaction  in  observing  that 
a  broad  walk  is  in  course  of  construction,  which  will  afford  the 
means  of  daily  extended  exercise  along  the  boundary  of  the  estate. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  Hospital  have  lately  been  im¬ 
proved  by  connecting  the  sewers  and  drains  of  the  building  with  the 
engine  chimney,  by  which  means  the  sewer  gas  is  effectually  carried 
away.  In  matters  of  detail  the  distribution  of  the  sewage  by  irriga¬ 
tion  has  been  further  improved,  and  it  now  flows  direct  from  the 
main  drain  without  the  intervention  of  a  subsidence  tank,  and  so  is 
inodorous  and  unobjectionable;  the  results  in  the  shape  of  crops 
continue  to  be  most  profitable. 

The  numbers  of  patients  attending  Divine  Service,  and  who  are 
usefully  employed,  are  about  the  same  as  before  reported.  All  the 
shoes  for  both  paupers  and  those  of  the  private  class,  are  now  made 
by  an  attendant  and  patients. 

Very  liberal  provision  is  still  made  for  the  associated  amusement 
and  recreation  of  the  patients.  The  usual  sea-side  trip  will  shortly 
take  place,  when  17  gentlemen  and  12  ladies  will  have  the  benefit 
of  this  change  for  a  month,  under  the  charge  of  the  matron  and 
assistant  medical  officer. 

The  staff  of  day-attendants  appears  to  be  fully  sufficient,  but  we 
should  have  been  glad  if  we  could  ‘have  reported  that  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  second  night  attendant  for  the  male  division  had  been 
made  as  recommended  at  the  last  visit. 

The  report  which  we  now  conclude  shows  that  we  retain  a  high 
opinion  of  the  state  of  this  hospital,  and  of  the  ability  and  energy 
shown  by  Mr.  Bayley  in  its  management  and  superintendence.

Nottingham  Lunatic  Hospital. 

23  May  1872. 

We  to-day  paid  our  annual  statutory  visit  to  this  hospital,  and 
examined  the  patients  and  inspected  their  rooms,  making  all  necessary 
inquiries. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues,  on  the  26th  September  last,  17 
patients  have  been  admitted ;  i.e.,  13  gentlemen  and  4  ladies. 
During  the  same  period  7  of  the  former  and  5  of  the  latter  have 
been  discharged,  of  whom  3  gentlemen  and  2  ladies  are  reported  to 
have  recovered.  There  have  been  4  deaths,  all  on  the  male  side,  2 
due  to  pulmonary  consumption,  1  to  general  paralysis,  and  1  to 
exhaustion  from  disease  of  the  wrist  joint. 

The  patients  are  at  present  64  in  number,  viz.,  32  of  each  sex. 
There  are  vacancies  for  3  only  in  each  division.

We  have  a  most  favourable  report  to  make  of  this  institution. 
No  patient  was  in  seclusion  or  under  excitement,  and  the  personal 
appearance  of  all  was  satisfactory.  The  majority  of  both  sexes 
were  taking  exercise  in  the  grounds.  Two  of  the  gentlemen  are 
making  good  progress  towards  recovery.  The  patients,  generally, 
are  in  fair  bodily  health.  We  found  none  in  bed;  8  males  and  5 
females  are,  however,  under  medical  treatment.  There  is  no  record 
in  the  journal  of  either  seclusion  or  restraint. 

We  found  the  sitting-rooms  and  bed-rooms  in  both  divisions  clean 
and  in  the  best  order,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  well  attended  to. 
The  interior  of  the  institution  throughout  presented  a  very  cheerful 
aspect,  and  the  accommodation  is  well  suited  to  the  class  of  patients 
received  here. 

The  arrangements  for  performance  of  Divine  Service  have  lately 
been  improved  by  the  appointment  of  a  chaplain,  who  holds  a  full 
service  on  Sundays,  and  visits  the  hospital  once  besides  during  the 
week. 

The  provision  for  the  amusement  and  out-door  exercise  of  the 
patients  remains  as  before  reported.  There  are  fortnightly  associated

The  condition  and  management  of  the  hospital  continue  to  reflect 
great  credit  upon  Dr.  Tate,  the  medical  superintendent. 


Warneforp  Hospital,  near  Oxford. 

.  .  7  June  1872. 

Vv  E  have  inspected  this  hospital  and  seen  all  the  patients,  who  Warneford 
are  now  58  in  number,  29  of  each  sex.  We  have  a  very  good  Hospital, 
report  to  make  with  respect  to  their  managemennt  and  treatment. 

In  both  divisions  they  were  quiet  and  orderly,  and  their  personal 
condition  was  satisfactory. 

With  only  one  exception  the  gentlemen  were  in  the  field,  the 
ladies  were  in-doors.  There  are  some  old  feeble  cases,  but  the 
general  health  is  very  good.  Five  gentlemen  and  3  ladies  are 
taking  medicine.  The  arrangements  of  the  establishment  are  the 
same  as  reported  at  the  last  visit.  The  staff  of  attendants  is  sufficient, 
and  we  had  no  complaints  of  their  treatment  from  any  of  the 
patients.  The  painting,  papering,  and  general  renovation  of  the 
male  division  referred  to  in  the  last  Report  has  since  been  carried 
out  in  the  female  wards,  and  the  whole  hospital  presents  a  very 
clean  and  cheerful  appearance.  We  are  sorry  to  learn  that  the 
negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  five  acres  of  land  have  not  yet 
been  successful,  and  consequently  nothing  has  been  done  with  a 
view  to  the  proper  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  the  institution.  Since 
our  Colleagues’  visit  in  October  last,  2  male  and  1  female  patients 
have  been  admitted  ;  1  male  patient  has  died,  and  another  patient  of 
the  same  sex  has  been  removed  by  his  friends  to  private  care  at 
Malvern. 

This  gentleman’s  name  will  be  found  in  the  patients’  book. 

We  have  seen  the  new  certificates,  and  made  the  usual  statutory 
inquiries.  No  case  of  mechanical  restraint  is  recorded,  and  only 
1  lady  has  been  secluded  on  two  occasions,  the  whole  duration  of 
such  seclusion  being  only  half  an  hour. 

Inquiring  as  to  the  payments  made  by  the  patients  for  the  very 
excellent  accommodation  and  treatment  afforded  here,  we  find  that 
21  of  them  pay  only  10 s.  a  week,  or  below  that  sum,  the  rest  paying 
from  1 5  s.  to  2  guineas.  Deducting  the  amount  of  payments 
above  the  average  cost,  the  charitable  aid  in  the  year  1871  was 
1,169  /.  17 s.  3d. 

We  regret  to  hear  of  the  approaching  resignation  of  Dr.  and  Mrs. 

Allen,  and  that  the  hospital  is  about  to  lose  their  valuable  services. 

Their  kind  and  judicious  management  for  the  last  19  years  has 
largely  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  institution  and  the  welfare 
of  its  inmates.

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Coton  Hill  Institution,  Stafford. 


14  December  1872. 

Coton  Hill  The  patients  admitted  since  the  12th  of  July  1871,  when  the 
Institution.  institution  was  last  visited  by  the  Commissioners,  have  been  35  in 
number,  viz.,  16  gentlemen  and  19  ladies,  and  during  the  same 
period  10  gentlemen  and  9  ladies  have  been  discharged,  all  but  3  of 
each  sex  recovered ;  and  5  gentlemen  and  4  ladies  have  died,  all 
from  ordinary  causes. 

Post-inortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  six  cases. 

The  patients,  all  of  whom,  excepting  4  of  the  ladies  absent  on 
leave,  we  have  seen,  are  now  142  in  number,  viz.,  71  of  each  sex,  2 
of  the  ladies  residing  in  the  detached  villa. 

Seclusion  has  been  employed  in  the  case  only  of  one  lady,  on  account 
of  her  maniacal  excitement,  and  one  gentleman  has  had  his  hands 
confined  twice  for  a  few  hours,  for  a  medical  reason. 

The  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  are  7  gentle¬ 
men  and  15  ladies.  From  30  to  40  patients  of  each  sex  attend 
Divine  Service  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays,  and  week-day  prayers  as 
heretofore. 

The  arrangements  for  walks  and  drives,  and  for  recreation  and 
amusements,  and  the  supply  and  distribution  of  books,  and  illus¬ 
trated  and  other  periodicals,  are  the  same  as  before,  and  quite  satis¬ 
factory.  With  the  exception  of  one  lady,  in  a  state  of  acute  mania, 
in  the  lower  back  gallery,  the  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly,  and 
all  were  clean  and  neat  in  their  dress  and  persons. 

On  inspecting  the  beds  in  the  gentlemen’s  division,  we  found  that, 
as  a  general  practice,  of  which  Dr.  Hewson  informed  us  he  had  not 
been  aware,  and  which  was  contrary  to  orders,  that  no  blankets 
were  placed  under  the  lower  sheets. 

The  construction  and  furnishing  of  the  annexes  behind  the  two 
front  galleries  in  each  division,  containing  bath-rooms  and  water- 
closets,  &c.,  have  been  completed,  and  found  materially  to  promote 
the  comfort  of  the  patients. 

We  have  further  to  report  a  great  improvement  in  the  aspect  and 
comfort  of  the  upper  galleries  in  both  divisions,  and  the  ladies’ 
galleries  by  painting  and  papering  of  a  light  colour  and  cheerful 
kind,  and  general  renovation  and  newly  furnishing,  the  boards  of 
the  roofs  of  the  upper  galleries  having  been  gaily  stencilled. 

We  have  examined  the  orders  and  certificates  for  the  reception  of 
the  patients  admitted  since  the  last  visit,  and  have  especially  referred 
to  one  gentleman  in  the  patients’  book. 

We  found  all  the  galleries,  day -rooms,  and  dormitories,  and  the 
beds  and  bedding  throughout,  clean  and  in  excellent  order.

There  are  on  the  books  to-day  the  names  of  97  male  and  148  female 
patients,  of  whom  2  males  and  7  females  are  absent  on  leave.  Their 
names  will  be  found  in  the  patients’  book.

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During  our  inspection  we  have  seen  and  spoken  to  all  the  resi-  Appendix  (H.) 
dent  inmates,  and  made  all  the  usual  inquiries.  Our  report  as  to  the  ” 
personal  condition  of  the  patients  and  the  state  of  the  wards  is  very  ®ethl?h®m 
favourable,  and  we  found  everything  in  excellent  order.  The  ven-  " 
tilation  was  good,  and  the  galleries  and  day -rooms  well  warmed  and 
comfortable.  1  here  are,  however,  no  means  for  adequately  heating 
a  portion  of  the  single  rooms  in  No.  1  wards  in  both  divisions,  and 
the  matter  is  one  which  we  recommend  for  consideration  by  the 
Committee.  There  have  been  improvements  as  regards  paper  hang¬ 
ing  and  colouring.  The  supply  of  window  curtains  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  on  tue  female  side,  where  also  in  two  of  the  wards  the  gas- 
burners  have  been  altered,  and  the  amount  of  light  doubled.  It  is 
proposed  to  carry  this  improvement  into  the  male  division. 

The  arrangements  for  occupation,  recreation,  and  attendance  at 
Divine  Service  are  the  same  as  before  reported  in  past  entries.  The 
average  numbers  at  chapel  on  Sunday  are  40  from  the  male  and  60 
from  the  female  wards. 

There  are  dances  weekly,  at  which  about  80  patients  are  present, 
and  the  monthly  balls  are  attended  by  about  120  of  the  inmates,  the 
majority  of  whom  are  women. 

Exercise  beyond  the  asylum  precincts  is  encouraged  as  much  as 
possible,  and  convey  ances  are  hired  when  needed.  Places  of  public 
amusement  are  often  visited,  and  several  patients  have  been  to  the 
pantomimes. 

Last  year  the  house  at  Witley  was  occupied  for  about  six  months, 
during  which  it  was  visited  by  about  26  male,  and  35  female  patients, 
whose  stay  varied  in  different  cases  from  three  weeks  to  five  months. 

During  our  visit  the  patients  were  remarkably  free  from  excite¬ 
ment,  and  there  were  no  complaints.  There  were  two  women  in 
seclusion.  As  regards  the  use  of  seclusion  during  the  past  year, 
we  find  that  it  has  been  had  recourse  to  with  4  men  and  15  women  ; 
the  former  on  7,  and  the  latter  on  140  occasions.  It  should  be 
noted,  however,  that  80  of  these  occasions  were  applicable  to  one 
patient,  a  woman,  who  was  secluded  to-day,  and  who  is  subject  to 
very  frequent  attacks  of  mania.  There  has  been  only  one  instance 
of  restraint,  in  the  case  of  a  gentleman  who  was  mechanically 
fastened  at  night  for  a  week  to  prevent  self-mutilation.

Of  the  patients  discharged,  102  were  recovered.  One  of  the 
deaths  was  caused  by  suicide;  the  patient,  a  female,  having  hanged 
herself  whilst  with  her  friends  on  leave  of  absence.

Hospital"1  The  other  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes,  but  several  occurred 
very  shortly  after  the  patients’  admission,  from  exhaustion  after 
mania  or  melancholia,  having  been  brought  here  in  an  almost  dying 
state. 


The  staff  of  attendants  is  kept  up  on  a  liberal  scale,  being  in  the 
proportion  of  about  one  to  six  patients  in  both  divisions,  exclusive 
of  the  night  attendants,  of  whom  there  are  two  of  each  sex.  The 
present  condition  and  management  of  the  hospital  is,  in  our  opinion, 
very  satisfactory,  showing  that  Dr.  Williams  continues  ably  to  dis¬ 
charge  his  duties  as  medical  superintendent.  Many  of  the  patients 
spoke  most  gratefully  of  his  and  Dr.  Kayner’s  kindness  to  them. 


Earls  wood  Idiot  Asylum. 

15  June  1872. 

Earlswood  We  have  to-day  and  yesterday  inspected  the  asylum  at  Earls- 
Asyium.  wood,  and  have  now  visited  every  part  of  the  building,  and  seen  all 
the  patients  except  14,  absent  on  leave. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  March  of  last  year  the  aggregate 
number  of  idiots  here  has  risen  from  509  to  554,  of  whom  369  are 
males  and  185  are  females.  The  admissions  have  been  113  against 
36  discharges  and  32  deaths. 

The  personal  appearance  of  the  patients,  in  regard  to  cleanliness 
and  clothing,  is  most  creditable,  not  only  to  those  who  super¬ 
intend  the  asylum,  but  to  those  also  who  have  the  direct  charge  of 
the  idiots.  The  general  demeanour  of  the  children  strongly  testifies 
to  their  kind  and  judicious  treatment,  and  it  is  very  evident  that  the 
careful  training  which  they  receive  here  is  highly  beneficial  to  them. 
We  carry  away  with  us  the  impression  that  the  majority  are  very 
happy. 

The  general  health  appears  at  present  to  be  very  good,  and  we 
found  only  three  males  and  four  females  in  bed.  These  seven  are 
recorded  as  taking  medicine.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  since 
the  last  visit,  but  in  August  and  October  there  were  a  few  sporadic 
cases  of  scarlatina  and  measles,  which  did  not  spread.  They  were 
isolated  in  the  new  block,  then  otherwise  unoccupied.  No  fatal 
results  followed  in  any  instance  either  malady. 

The  records  of  deaths  show  that  15  died  of  consumption  during 
the  past  15  months,  7  of  epilepsy,  the  rest  from  various  ordinary 
diseases.  We  would  again  take  leave  to  repeat  the  suggestion  that 
a  detached  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  fever  and  other  infectious 
disorders  is  urgently  required. 

W  e  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  324  patients  at  dinner  in  the 
gieat  hall ;  viz.,  210  males  and  114  females.  Excellent  order  was 
kept  during  the  meal,  and  the  food  was  abundant  and  well  served. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  there  has  been  no  reduction  in  the  liberal 
dietary. 

From  the  hall  we  passed  to  the  dormitories  and  day-rooms,  and 
found  them,  as  well  as  the  corridors,  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Many 
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Maiiy  of  the  rooms  have  been  improved  by  papering  and  painting, 
and  by  the  addition  of  pictures  and  engravings.  Several  Stour- 
oridge  porcelain  baths  have  been  substituted  for  the  metal  baths 
attached  to  the  wards. 

The  construction  of  a  general  bath  for  females  has  been  com¬ 
menced  m  their  division  in  the  basement  under  the  nursery.  The 

beds  and  bedding  throughout  were  remarkably  clean  and  in  good 
order. 

In  regard  to  the  employment  of  the  patients,  we  saw  them  in 
t  leir  snops  and  class-rooms,  and  can  report  very  favourably  of  the 
iv  01  c  done  there,  Ihe  number  of  boys  employed  and  industrially 
trained  is  270,  and  girls  117.  Those  engaged  to  instruct  in  the 
several  departments  evinced  much  zeal  and  ability,  with  manifest 
benefit  to  their  pupils.  The  practice  of  remunerating  the  patients 
tor  work  done  has  been  adopted,  and  has  proved  to  be  a  great 
encouiagement.  About  40  now  receive  money  payments. 

Piay  eis  aie  read  morning  and  evening  as  heretofore,  and  on  Sun¬ 
days  there  is  a  service  in  the  great  hall  morning  and  afternoon. 
About  30  go  every  Sunday  to  neighbouring  churches,  and  once  a 

month  300  attend  a  children’s  afternoon  Sunday  service  at  Warwick 
iown  church. 

As  to  the  provision  made  for  amusement,  we  may  state  that,  in 
addition  to  the  usual  summer  fete,  New  Year’s  entertainments,  and 
monthly  conceits,  the  patients  have  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing 
the  Japanese  jugglers  perform  in  the  hall,  also  the  band  of  perform^ 
mg  dogs,  magic  lanterns,  galanty  shows,  &e.  Cricket  matches  also 
take  place.  Although  there  is  a  good  supply  of  toys  and  games  for 
the  majoiity  of  the  children,  we  think  that  in  the  seventh  and  worst 
class  theie  is  a  deficiency  in  the  means  provided  for  interesting  and 
amusing  them.  We  also  notice  an  entire  absence  of  aviaries  and 
pet  animals,  which  generally  so  much  attract  the  attention  of  children, 
and  call  out  their  better  feelings,  and  we  would  suggest  whether 
they  might  not  be  advantageously  introduced. 

An  impoitant  addition  has  been  made  to  the  pleasure  °rounds 
of  the  asylum  by  the  recent  purchase  of  3£  acres  of  the  common 
ac  joining  the  gaiden  on  the  south-west,  which  extends  their  boundary 
to  the  public  road.  -  J 

We  may  mention,  among  other  improvements,  that  the  hall  has 
been  handsomely  decorated  and  re-furnished,  and  an  organ  has  been 
placed  in  it  by  the  friends  of  the  patients. 

A  covered  way  , has  been  constructed  to  the  new  blocks  on  the 
male  side,  and  another  will  shortly  be  made  on  the  female  side. 

A  birge  loom  has  been  appropriated  and  suitably  fitted  up  for  the 
clothes  of  each  patient  in  actual  use. 

Lne  5 tli  class  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  a  man  and  his  wife, 
and  a  lavatoiy,  with  Jennings  basins  and  hair-brushing  machinery, 
has  been  arranged  for  the  use  of  the  boys  before  meals. 

.  Two  mess-rooms  for  the  servants  have  been  erected,  and  a  good 
billiard-room  has  been  constructed  in  the  basement  out  of  two  small 
rooms  previously  disused. 

A  tunnel  has  been  made  for  conveying  water  from  the  brook  to 
the  engine-house  adjoining  the  laundry,  which  saves  the  cost  of  the 
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Asylum. 


apparatus  hitherto  in  use  and  the  wages  of  the  man  employed  at 
the  brook. 

We  have  made  inquiry  into  the  means  for  extinguishing  fire  in 
the  building  and  find  them  to  be  sufficient,  and  that  the  attendants 
are  exercised  weekly  in  the  working  of  the  various  appliances. 

In  direct  charge  of  the  patients,  and  in  their  instruction,  are  em¬ 
ployed  3  schoolmasters,  3  schoolmistresses,  1  male  and  1  female  head 
attendant,  37  male  attendants,  of  whom  9  teach  trades,  29  female 
attendants,  and  2  male  and  3  female  night  attendants. 

Mr.  B.  A.  Rugg  has  been  appointed,  in  room  of  Mr.  Hullah,  as 
assistant  medical  officer  of  the  asylum,  the  latter  having  resigned 
his  post. 


York  Lunatic  Hospital. 

23  July  1872. 

York  Hospital.  We  have,  accompanied  by  Dr.  Needham,  this  day  inspected 
every  part  of  the  York  Hospital,  and  seen  all  the  resident  patients, 
giving  to  a  few  separate  interviews,  and  to  each  the  opportunity  of 
making  any  complaints.  There  are  now  in  this  hospital  on  its  books 
187  patients,  i.  e .,  106  males  and  81  females,  of  whom  26  of  each  sex 
are  of  the  pauper  class. 

Since  the  last  visit  8  males  and  12  females  have  been  added  to 
the  number  of  the  private  patients,  and  25  men  and  4  women  of  the 
pauper  class  have  also  been  admitted.  The  discharges  have  been 
40,  of  which,  according  to  the  records,  29  were  recovered.  Eleven 
patients  have  died,  all  from  ordinary  causes,  except  in  the  case  of 
one  old  man,  who  died  from  exhaustion  consequent  on  fracture  of 
the  thigh  bone,  the  result  of  a  fall.  This  death  was  the  subject  of 
a  coroner’s  inquest,  and  the  verdict  expressly  exculpated  all  from 
that  which  was  found  to  be  an  accident.  There  has  been  no  epidemic, 
and  the  general  health  has  been  good.  To-day  two  women  were  in 
bed,  but  no  man.  No  patient  was  during  our  visit  in  seclusion  or 
under  restraint.  According  to  the  medical  journal,  one  male  private 
patient  and  one  female  pauper  are  taking  medicine.  The  cases  of 
seclusion  recorded  are  one  pauper  woman  for  violence  on  one  occa¬ 
sion,  and  one  female  private  patient  also  for  excitement  upon  two 
occasions.  Only  one  patient,  a  pauper,  has  been  mechanically 
restrained,  and  this  restraint  was  imposed  for  surgical  reasons. 
Besides  the  patients,  there  is  a  female  boarder  in  this  hospital  with 
whom  we  had  an  interview,  and  who  appears  to  be  very  desirous  of 
remaining.  One  patient,  a  pauper,  is  on  leave  of  absence.  The 
patients  whom  we  saw  were  clean  in  appearance,  and  orderly,  with¬ 
out  exception.  Many  were  occupied  in  needlework  and  domestic 
duties,  and  there  appeared  to  be  an  ample  supply  of  books,  many  of 
which  were  in  use.  We  were  present  at  dinnertime  in  some  of  the 
wards ;  the  food  was  sufficient  in  quantity,  and  properly  served. 
W e  can  also  speak  approvingly  of  the  good  order  of  the  dormitories, 
and  of  the  state  of  the  bedding  throughout  the  hospital.  Since  the 
last  visit  great  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  wards  and 
galleries  by  repapering,  painting,  and  carpeting  to  a  considerable 
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extent,  and  by  the  addition  of  statuettes,  curtains,  new  coverlets,  &c.  Appendix  (H.) 
Several  structural  changes  have  also  added  greatly  to  the  comfort  Y  . 

of  the  patients.  We  may  mention  the  erection  of  a  handsome  re-  °r  °s^>1  a 
creation-hall,  a  commodious  laundry,  and  over  the  laundry  six  single 
rooms  for  each  division  of  the  pauper  class,  an  excellent  joiner’s  shop 
over  the  old  laundry,  now  converted  into  a  bakehouse,  four  water- 
closets  for  the.  paupers,  and  an  extension  and  improvement  of  the 
corridors  leading  from  the  old  building  to  the  pauper  department ; 
another  bed-room  for  females  has  also  been  obtained.  The  pulling 
down  of  the  old  buildings  set  apart  for  the  refractory  among  the 
pauper  patients  will  very  much  improve  the  existing  laundry,  and 
but  for  the  strike  of  workmen  would  have  been  ere  now  effected. 

There  has  been  altogether  a  considerable  expenditure  upon  the 
hospital;  and  we  trust  that  year  by  year  we  may  see  progress  in 
improvement..  As  a  minor  matter,  we  remarked  with  satisfaction 
the  introduction  of  wheel-chairs  for  the  comfort  of  the  patients. 

TV  e  should  like  to  see  horsehair  mattresses  throughout  the  hospital, 
and  some  further  increase  of  new  carpets  and  linoleum.  The 
arrangements  for  Divine  Service  are  as  heretofore  reported  to  our 
Board ;  the  number  of  those  who  attended  Divine  Service  in  the 
hospital  chapel  last  Sunday  were  69  men  and  50  women.  Theatrical 
performances,  concerts,  or  other  associated  entertainments  take 
place,  weekly  .in  the  hall ;  and  at  this  season  of  the  year  there  are 
occasional  pic-nics.  A  party  are  going  out  to  Castle  Howard  next 
Thursday,  All  who  are  physically  able  so  to  do,  walk  beyond  the 
hospital  grounds,  and  some  are  taken  out  in  a  large  omnibus  for 
drives.  .  The  carriage  was  in  use  during  our  visit.  Among  the 
entertainments  held  in  the  hall  during  the  winter,  were  (e  discussion 
meetings,”  when  the  patients  debate  on  questions  previously  deter¬ 
mined  by  themselves.  The  ladies  have  not  yet  taken  a  part  in 
speaking,  but  many  attend  the  debates  ;  and  we  are  assured  by 
Dr.  Needham  that  the  discussions  are  most  orderly,  and  afford  much 
amusement. 

The  bathing  arrangements  are  now  satisfactory ;  each  patient  has 
clean  water,  and  bathing  regulations  are  hung  up  in  all  the  bath¬ 
rooms.  The  new  wings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  patients,  male 
and  female,  will  be  commenced  in  spring.  The  general  rules  are 
coming  before  the  Committee,  with  a  letter  from  our  Board  for  con¬ 
sideration  on  the  6th  proximo,  their  next  meeting. 


The  Retreat,  York. 

28  February  1872. 

At  our  visit  this  day,  we  have  seen  every  patient  now  under  The  Retreat, 
treatment  here,  and  have  examined  their  rooms.  W e  have  a  very 
good  report  to  make  as  to  the  condition  of  the  whole  establishment, 
which  is  throughout  in  the  best  order ;  well  warmed  and  venti¬ 
lated,  and  quite  clean  everywhere.  The  patients  were  generally 
very  quiet  and  orderly.  One  of  the  gentlemen  in  the  lower  build¬ 
ing  we  found  locked  from  the  gallery  in  a  small  vestibule ;  the 
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Appendix  (H.)  attendant  stated  he  had  only  been  there  a  few  minutes*  having 
become  very  violent  on  being  dressed.  It  is  the  rule  that  all  cases 
of  seclusion  shall  be  forthwith  reported  to  Dr.  Kitching,  but  we 
have  suggested  that  whenever  a  difficulty  occurs  occasioning  the 
use  of  manual  force*  the  presence  of  Dr.  or  Mrs.  Kitching  should  be 
first  obtained  by  the  attendant.  There  is  only  one  entry  of  the  use 
of  seclusion  since  the  last  visit*  and  there  has  been  no  restraint.  As 
on  former  occasions*  we  find  amongst  the  inmates  a  large  proportion 
of  old  feeble  cases*  and  three  men  and  seven  women  were  in  bed. 
Ten  of  both  sexes  are  registered  as  under  medical  treatment.  One 
male  and  two  females  have  been  admitted  since  the  20th  of  November, 
when  our  Colleagues  were  here ;  and  within  the  same  period  four 
females  have  died*  leaving  in  the  house  this  day  138  patients*  of 
whom  52  are  men  and  86  women. 

All  the  arrangements  for  exercise*  recreation*  and  attendance  at 
Divine  Service*  are  the  same  as  last  reported ;  and  the  management 
and  superintendence  of  the  hospital  continues  to  be  very  creditable 
to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Kitching,  of  whose  kindness  and  friendly  inter¬ 
course  with  the  patients  we  saw  abundant  evidence. 
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State  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum,  Broadmoor. 

We  on  the  8th  November  last  (1872)  made  a  statutory  visit  to  state  Criminal 
the  Broadmoor  Asylum,  and  now  report  the  results  of  our  inspec-  Asylum, 
tion,  examination,  and  inquiries. 

In  the  interval  since  the  last  previous  visit,  4th  November  1871, 
when  there  were  in  the  asylum  494  patients,  410  of  the  male  and 
84  of  the  female  sex,  there  were  64  admissions,  38  males  and  26 
females  (3  of  the  former  and  1  of  the  latter  being  re-admissions)  ; 

38  discharges,  26  males  and  12  females  (4  of  the  former  and  11  of 
the  latter  recovered),  and  10  deaths,  9  males  and  1  female. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  recovered,  1  male  and  9  females,  who 
had  been  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  or  found  insane  on 
arraignment,  and  1  male  certified  as  insane  while  under  sentence  of 
penal  servitude,  were  discharged  to  the  care  of  their  friends,  and  2 
of  each  sex  returned  to  prison  to  complete  their  sentences. 

In  reference  to  this  branch  of  the  subject  we  deem  it  material  to 
observe  upon  the  grave  responsibility  of  discharging  under  any 
circumstances,  and  however  apparent  the  sanity,  females  acquitted 
on  the  ground  of  insanity,  or  proving  insane  while  under  committal 
for  the  crime  of  child  murder,  of  an  age  not  beyond  that  for  child- 
bearing,  and  which  may  be  deemed  cases  of  puerperal  insanity.  The 
discharge,  under  any  conditions,  of  females  of  this  class  cannot  but  be 
attended  with  the  greatest  risk  of  a  recurrence  of  the  mental  malady, 
and  a  repetition  of  the  crime.  Our  attention  was  specially  directed 
to  the  subject  by  the  following  three  cases  of  discharge  as  sane  since 
the  last  visit  :  (1.)  E.  E).,  who  murdered  her  child  in  September 
1866,  being  then  36  years  of  age,  and  acquitted  on  the  ground  of 
insanity.  She  was  discharged  as  sane,  to  the  care  of  her  mother, 
on  the  4th  June  1872,  and,  having  relapsed,  was  re-admitted  within 
three  weeks,  and  is  now  in  the  asylum.  (2.)  A.  D.,  admitted  in 
October  1864,  then  aged  23,  who  was  acquitted  on  the  ground  of 
insanity  of  the  wilful  murder  of  her  twro  children,  shortly  after  the 
birth  of  one  of  them,  and  was  discharged  to  the  care  of  her  father. 

(3.)  A.  G.,  aged  30,  who  was  found  to  be  insane  while  under  com¬ 
mittal  for  trial  for  the  murder  of  one  of  her  children  in  1867.  She 
was  discharged  as  sane  to  the  care  of  her  husband.  In  all  the  above 
cases  the  discharges  are  recorded  as  having  been  conditional. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  not  recovered,  all  still  certified  as 
insane  while  under  penal  servitude,  14  males  and  1  female  were 
removed  to  other  asylums  on  the  completion  of  their  sentences  ;  and 
8  males  were,  before  the  expiration  of  their  terms,  sent  to  the  lunatic 
department  of  the  Perth  General  Prison. 
o,6o.  D  d 
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With  three  exceptions  the  deaths  call  for  no  special  notice,  the 
causes,  as  ascertained  by  post-mortem  examination,  which  were 
made  in  all  the  cases,  and  returned  upon  the  inquests,  having  been 
of  an  ordinary  nature.  Two  male  patients  committed  suicide  by 
hanging,  the  particulars  of  which  were  fully  reported  to  our  Board; 
and  a  third  was  accidentally  suffocated  during  an  epileptic  fit. 

The  average  annual  mortality  since  the  opening  of  the  asylum 
was  2*87  per  cent,  on  the  daily  average  numbers.  During  the  past 
twelve  months  the  rate  has  been  reduced  considerably,  being  only 
2  per  cent. 

As  bearing  on  the  question  of  the  rate  of  mortality  it  is  not  imma¬ 
terial  to  observe  that,  of  the  existing  patients,  as  Dr.  Orange  informs 
us,  13  males  and  3  females  are  affected  with  general  paralysis,  and 
4  males  and  2  females  with  paralysis,  resulting  from  local  injuries, 
and  25  males  and  3  females  are  epileptics. 

The  patients  on  the  day  of  pur  visit  were  510  in  number;  413 
males  and  97  females.  Of  the  total  numbers,  269  males  and  72 
females,  had  been  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  or  found 
insane  on  arraignment ;  and  144  males  and  25  females  had  been 
certified  as  insane,  while  undergoing  sentences  of  penal  servitude. 
It  will  be  observed  that,  since  the  last  visit,  the  number  of  women 
of  the  last  class  has  nearly  doubled. 

The  patients  deemed  to  be  sane  are  now  15  in  number,  viz.,  6  of 
the  male  and  9  of  the  female  sex.  Of  the  former  2  and  of  the  latter  7 
were  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  of  murder.  The  removal 
of  2  others  of  the  men,  who  were  sentenced  to  penal  servitude,  is 
under  consideration. 

The  records  of  seclusion  are  kept  with  the  greatest  care ;  and  we 
have  been  furnished  by  Dr.  Orange  with  complete  lists  of  the 
patients  secluded  in  any  sense  during  the  period  between  the  last- 
two  visits,  with  the  numbers  of  instances,  causes,  and  duration. 
They  are  divided  into  three  classes,  the  first  including  all  who  were 
secluded  for  excitement,  violence,  or  dangerous  propensities.  The 
second,  those  who  passed  any  portion  of  the  day  with  the  bed-room 
door  locked  whilst  under  medical  treatment  in  bed  for  such  causes 
as  epilepsy,  mania,  or  bodily  disorders;  and  the  third,  only  those 
who  were  in  bed  or  in  their  rooms  by  their  own  desire,  and  whose 
doors  were  locked  to  prevent  access  of  other  patients. 

Confining  ourselves  to  the  first  class,  we  have  to  state  that  65  males 
and  13  females,  were  secluded  ;  the  former  altogether  on  1,353,  and 
the  latter  on  130  occasions. 

The  summary  shows  a  marked  decrease  since  the  previous  year, 
during  which  99  men  and  13  women  were  secluded ;  the  former  in 
2,524  and  the  latter  in  171  instances.  The  instances  of  seclusion 
were,  as  before,  much  more  numerous  amongst  the  class  of  patients 
transferred  from  convict  prisons  than  amongst  those  found  insane  at 
or  before  trial,  the  diminution,  however,  in  the  total  amount  having 
been  effected  chiefly  amongst  the  convict  class. 

Ibis  improvement  as  respects  the  convict  women  is  attributed  in 
some  measure  to  the  following  causes  :■ — 

1st.  I  he  proportion  of  convicts  is  less  amongst  the  women  than 
the  men. 


2nd.  The 
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2nd.  The  total  number  is  much  less,,  so  that  more  individual  care  Append*  (I.) 

is  practicable.  .  .  State  C^ninal 

3rd.  I  he  female  division  of  the  asylum  is  not  fully  occupied,  and  Asylum, 
there  is  consequently  more  room  for  existing  inmates. 

4th.  The  sufficiency  of  room  in  the  female  division  allows  the 
removal  from  prisons  of  convict  women  immediately  upon  their  in¬ 
sanity  being  certified,  and  whilst  there  is  some  hope  of  effecting 
amendments,  which  is  not  the  case  in  the  male  division. 

There  has  not,  during  the  past  year,  been  any  instance  of  the  use 
of  mechanical  restraint. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  good.  The  numbers  recorded 
for  the  week  preceding  our  visit,  as  being  under  medical  treatment, 
having  been  68  males  and  31  females.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  12 
males  and  9  females  were  in  bed  for  various  causes. 

The  patients  attending  each  of  the  three  Church  of  England  services 
in  the  chapel  on  Sundays,  average  70  males  and  26  females.  The 
Roman  Catholic  and  W esleyan  services  respectively,  are  attended  by 
21  and  14  men,  and  2  men  and  1  woman  are  visited  by  the  Rabbi. 

Upon  an  average,  116  males  and  52  females  are  present  at  evening 
prayers. 

The  ward  returns  for  the  week  before  our  visit,  showed  that  128 
males  and  51  females  were  usefully  employed;  of  the  fbrmer,  25  in 
the  garden  and  on  the  farm,  31  as  artisans,  and  16  in  the  laundry 
and  kitchen,  and  of  the  latter,  24  in  needlework,  and  17  in  the 
laundry  and  kitchen. 

The  provision  made  for  recreation  and  amusements,  in  and  out 
door,  and  for  instruction,  continues  substantially  as  heretofore. 

About  126  male  patients,  on  an  average,  attend  the  associated 
amusements  in  the  recreation  room.  About  60  of  the  females  have, 
from  time  to  time  been  taken  out  for  walks  beyond  the  airing-courts, 
and  the  same  number  for  occasional  drives.  The  females  also  enjoy 
entertainments  in  the  central  hall. 

Many  more  walks  have  been  formed  on  the  estate. 

The  changes  in  the  staff  of  attendants  during  the  past  year  have 
not  been  numerous.  Of  the  77  male  and  21  female  assistants, 
of  which  it  consisted  at  the  time  of  the  last  previous  visit,  70 
of  the  former  and  16  of  the  latter  are  still  in  the  service  of  the 
asylum. 

We  found  all  the  day  rooms,  corridors,  and  dormitories,  and  the 
beds  and  bedding  throughout  the  asylum,  clean  and  in  very  creditable 
order,  and  the  ventilation  in  all  parts  was  good. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients,  as  to  clothing  and  other¬ 
wise,  was  quite  satisfactory.  Every  male  patient  is  supplied  weekly 
with  two  day  shirts,  a  night  shirt,  two  pairs  of  stockings,  a  pair  of 
drawers,  and  a  flannel  vest ;  the  linen  of  dirty  patients  being 
changed  as  frequently  as  required. 

In  reference  to  diet,  we  are  informed  that  meat  forms  part  of  the 
rations  every  day,  Australian  preserved  meat  being  used  one  day  in 
the  week. 

With  two  exceptions,  both  in  the  male  division,  the  patients, 
even  in  the  wards  appropriated  to  the  worst  and  most  dangerous 
o.6o.  d  d  2  classes 
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classes,  were  free  from  excitement.  One  man,  in  a  sudden  paroxysm, 
kicked  his  foot  through  several  panes  of  glass,  and  another,  of  the 
convict  class,  made  a  violent  and  unprovoked  assault  upon  one  of 
us,  striking  him  in  the  face,  and  inflicting  severe  injury. 

The  generally  improved  condition  and  demeanor  of  the  patients 
during  our  visit,  in  our  opinion,  reflected  much  credit  upon  Dr. 
Orange,  as  superintendent,  and  the  assistant  medical  offlcers,  and 
upon  the  attendants  immediately  in  charge. 

In  reference  to  their  management  and  treatment,  and  the  arrange¬ 
ments  and  system  generally,  we  recognise  a  continued  desire  and 
endeavour  to  deal  with  the  patients  simply  as  insane  persons,  and 
to  assimilate,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  institution  to  the  character  of 
an  ordinary  asylum,  less  than  that  of  a  prison.  Viewing  the  subject 
in  this  light,  we  trust  that  the  unsightly  bars  still  remaining  across 
one,  and  now  only  one,  of  the  male  galleries,  within  which  was  a 
dangerous,  homicidal  patient,  under  special  supervision  by  two 
attendants,  will  be  dispensed  with. 

We  received  no  complaints  calling  for  particular  inquiry,  and 
were  glad  to  learn  that,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  patients  that  all 
reasonable  complaints  on  the  score  of  ill  treatment,  will  receive  due 
attention,  every  one  who  desires  it  is  furnished  with  a  small  book  or 
diary,  to  be  submitted  to  the  medical  officers  on  their  visits  to  the 
ward.  One  was  produced  in  our  presence  by  a  female  patient, 
whose  complaints  were  constant,  and  all  duly  investigated. 

It  is  material  also  to  mention  that  the  case  and  history  of  every 
patient  is  sufficiently  detailed  in  a  separate  book,  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  chief  attendant  of  the  ward. 

We  have  not  to  report  any  considerable  structural  alterations 
since  the  last  visit.  The  female  infirmary  has  been  improved  by 
the  construction  of  a  lantern  light  in  the  corridor  leading  to  it,  and 
much  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  painting  and  papering,  principally 
in  the  female  division,  the  papers  selected  being  of  a  light  colour, 
and  imparting  a  cheerful  aspect  to  the  wards.  Many  single  rooms, 
in  various  parts  of  the  asylum,  have  been  furnished  with  inspection 
windows,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  better  means  of  supervision  at 
night  without  openjng  the  doors.  The  openings  of  these  windows 
towards  the  corridors  are  three  feet  in  height  and  one  inch  and  a 
half  wide,  and  they  are  fitted  with  glazed  sashes  on  hinges  and  with 
locks.  When  open,  they  furnish  increased  facilities  for  the  hearing 
of  any  sound  by  the  attendant  on  duty  in  the  corridor. 

The  very  inconvenient  position  and  arrangement  and  inadequate 
extent  of  the  laundry  and  washhouse,  previously  noticed  by  the 
visiting  commissioners,  has  continued  to  be  greatly  felt,  in  illustra¬ 
tion  of  which,  we  were  informed  that  they  do  not  afford  the  means 
of  washing  for  more  than  half  the  whole  number  of  patients.  This 
grave  defect  is  about  to  be  remedied  without  unnecessary  delay,  a 
communication  having,  since  our  visit,  been  received  from  the 
Secretary  of  State,  authorising  the  erection  of  a  new  laundry. 

In  the  same  communication,  authority  is  given  for  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  male  kitchen,  at  present  of  insufficient  size. 

In  reference  to  improved  arrangements,  we  have  to  report  that 
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since  our  visit  all  the  male  epileptics  who  are  fit  to  sleep  in  associa¬ 
tion  have  been  collected  in  a  large  dormitory,  under  the  charge  of  a 
special  night  attendant. 

It  only  remains  to  add  that  the  male  division  of  the  asylum  is,  as 
before  stated,  full,  and  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  if  some 
arrangement  could  be  made  for  the  reception  of  the  insane  convicts, 
of  which  we  are  informed  there  are  several,  in  Millbank  prison.

We  have  to-day  visited  and  made  the  usual  annual  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  Lunatic  Department  of  the  Hospital  at  Netley,  and 
submit  the  following  Report  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  War. 

Although  178  soldiers  have  been  admitted  since  last  visit,  the 
facilities  for  admission  at  Grove  Hall  Asylum,  Bow,  have  had  the 
effect  of  thinning,  by  removal,  the  number  detained  here,  and  to¬ 
day  we  only  found  18  patients,  none  of  them  commissioned  officers. 
The  discharges  have  been  as  follows:  73  to  friends;  130  to  Grove 
Hall;  1  to  Bailbrook  Asylum;  18  to  union  authorities  ;  1  to  duty. 
Two  patients  have  died,  one  from  hoemorrhage  attendant  on  ulcera¬ 
tion  of  the  rectum,  the  other  from  general  paralysis.  There  has 
been  no  serious  casualty,  but  one  attempt  at  suicide,  and  a  violent 
assault  upon  an  attendant.  There  has  been  no  escape,  and  the 
upper  part  of  the  iron  railing,  dividing  the  airing-court,  has  been 
so  capped  with  galvanised  sheet-iron,  that  any  escape  in  that  direc¬ 
tion  would  now  be  difficult.  The  total  number  of  patients  treated 
during  the  year  has  been  243,  and  the  maximum  number  resident 
in  the  hospital  was  80;  the  average  number,  51. 

We  saw  all  the  patients,  and  did  not  notice  among  them  any  case 
at  present  requiring  removal ;  2  men  were  apparently  convalescent, 
and  2  others,  who  have  been  recently  admitted,  are  under  special 
observation.  W e  regret  to  find  that  the  dress  of  a  military  character, 
to  which  reference  was  made  in  our  Colleagues’  report  of  last  year, 
has  not  yet  been  supplied.  We  think  it  important  that  no  further 
delay  should  take  place  in  this  matter.  Those  at  present  here  are 
employed  only  on  out-door  work.  No  workshops  are  yet  con¬ 
structed.  The  general  arrangements  for  their  recreation  are  un¬ 
changed.  No  complaints  to  us  were  made  by  any,  and  all  were  free 
from  excitement.  We  found  no  patient  in  bed,  and  the  health  of 
the  inmates  was  good. 

.No  seclusion  has  been  resorted  to,  and  restraint  is  not  per¬ 
mitted  in  the  hospital. 

The  rooms  and  beds  were  very  clean,  but  throughout  the  whole 
building  the  woodwork  requires  painting,  and  we  recommend  that 
the  corridors,  sleeping  and  dayrooms  should  be  painted  to  five  feet 
from  the  ground,  and  the  upper  parts  either  coloured  or  papered. 
Linoleum  on  the  floors  of  the  corridors  and  dayrooms  we  think  also 
desirable. 

The  chief  alterations  in  the  hospital  since  last  visit,  appear  to 
have  been  a  more  ample  supply  of  hot  water;  an  improved  system 
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of  warming  the  building ;  the  removal,  with  few  exceptions,  of  the  Appendix  (j.) 

gas  fittings  in  the  dormitories,  and  the  substitution  of  others  in-  - 

accessible  by  the  patients ;  the  construction  of  two  rain-water  tanks  Netley 
for  use  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  fire.  Hospital. 

We  beg  further  to  draw  attention  to  the  following  points  : — 

1.  I  he  necessity  of  protecting  by  wirework  the  hot  pipes  in  the 
galleries  and  elsewhere. 

2.  The  insufficient  number  of  water-closets  available  for  the  use 
of  the  soldiers,  and  the  imperfect  arrangements  for  flushing  them. 

One  additional  closet  can  be  readily  constructed  next  to  those  now 
fitted  up  in  lavatories,  4,  7,  and  21  4,  and  6  B. 

3.  T  he  great  want  of  a  general  bathroom  on  the  ground  floor, 
for  which  a  suitable  position  might  easily,  we  think,  be  found. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  patients  often  admitted  at  the 
same  time,  the  room  should  not  be  furnished  with  less  than  six 
baths. 

4.  The  dilapidated  condition  of  the  asphalte  pavement  in  the 
recesses  of  the  building,  which  also  require  verandahs,  as  a  protec¬ 
tion  to  the  patients  against  the  extreme  heat  of  the  sun. 

5.  The  inadequacy  of  the  provisions  made  in  case  of  tire.  We 
understand  that  the  water  pressure  is  insufficient  for  hydrants,  and 
that  a  fire-engine  is  about  to  be  supplied.  We  doubt  whether  this 
will  be  sufficient  in  the  event  of  a  serious  outbreak. 

6.  The  expediency  of  erecting  suitable  workshops. 

7.  The  condition  of  the  kitchen  lift,  which  is  now  useless. 

The  construction  of  a  day-room  for  patients  of  the  least  favour¬ 
able  class  in  the  north-west  airing-court,  the  erection  of  a  sunshade 
on  the  terrace  there,  and  the  better  separation  of  the  officers’ 
quarters  from  those  of  the  soldiers  have,  we  understand,  been  sug¬ 
gested  to  the  War  Office  by  Dr.  Blatherwick.  We  fully  concur  in 
the  importance  of  these  changes,  and  trust  that  they  will  receive 
favourable  consideration. 

The  house  of  the  medical  superintendent  has  only  just  been  com¬ 
menced.  We  examined  the  plans,  and  were  sorry  to  find  that  only 
three  bedrooms  are  provided,  a  number  quite  insufficient  for  amar- 
ried  man  with  a  family. 

During  our  visit  to  the  hospital  Dr.  Blatherwick  was  himself  tem¬ 
porarily  absent,  but  we  were  accompanied  throughout  by  Serjeant 
Major  Gould,  who  gave  us  all  the  information  we  required,  and 
whom  we  found  not  less  zealous  and  efficient  than  heretofore. 
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Royal  Naval  Lunatic  Hospital,  Yarmouth. 

2  September  1872. 

We  have  this  day  visited  the  Naval  Lunatic  Hospital,  and,  in 
company  with  Dr.  M‘Leod  and  Dr.  Whicher,  have  gone  over  every 
part  of  it,  and  seen  all  the  patients,  now  201  in  number,  viz.,  40 
officers  and  161  men. 

As  on  former  occasions,  we  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the 
state  both  of  the  patients  and  their  rooms.  With  one  or  two  excep¬ 
tions,  there  was  great  freedom  from  excitement,  and  beyond  the 
usual  appeal  to  be  discharged  we  received  no  Complaints.  Per¬ 
sonally  both  men  and  officers  were  in  a  very  satisfactory  state, 
showing  every  indication  of  care  and  attention  on  the  part  of  the 
attendants.  Since  the  last  visit  on  the  6th  June  1871,  52  patients 
have  been  admitted,  6  officers  and  46  men.  One  officer  and  23 
men  have  been  discharged,  all  of  whom  were  recovered ;  and  4 
officers  and  25  men  have  died,  17  out  of  the  29  from  general 
paralysis,  and  the  remaining  12  from  ordinary  causes.  There  has 
been  no  accidental  or  sudden  death,  and  consequently  no  inquest. 
Post-mortem  examinations  are,  as  a  rule,  made  in  all  cases.  The 
prevalence  of  general  paralysis  accounts  for  the  somewhat  high 
death  rate,  and  Dr,  M‘Leod  informed  us  that  there  are  now  50 
cases  in  the  hospital  affected  with  this  disease.  Although  smallpox 
has  been  very  prevalent  in  the  town,  every  precaution  was  taken  to 
prevent  its  introduction  into  the  hospital,  and  many  of  the  patients 
were  vaccinated.  Generally  the  health  is  good,  but  we  found  14 
men  in  bed,  most  of  them  being  cases  of  general  paralysis.  The 
arrangements  for  the  sick  are  very  complete,  and  a  new  bath-room 
connected  with  their  ward  has  lately  been  constructed,  and  supplies 
an  important  want.  In  connection  with  this  department  excellent 
accommodation  has  been  lately  provided  for  2  female  nurses,  who, 
we  are  glad  to  find,  will  shortly  be  appointed. 

Much  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  in  painting  and 
colouring,  and  a  large  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  number  ot 
framed  prints,  which  have  been  placed,  not  only  in  the  day-rooms, 
but  also  in  the  dormitories.  Throughout  there  was  the  greatest 
cleanliness,  and  we  found  the  beds,  which  are  all  of  horsehair,  with 
bolsters  and  feather  pillows,  in  excellent  order.  There  is  ample 
provision  in  all  the  bed-rooms  for  personal  washing,  which  is  in 
general  use.  The  arrangements  generally  are  very  much  as  de¬ 
scribed  in  former  Deports.  The  means  provided  for  in-door  amuse¬ 
ment  are  ample.  Besides  occasional  picnics,  visits  to  the  theatre 
and  other  places  of  amusement,  the  boating  and  fishing  parties  are 
kept  up,  and  once  a  week  about  50  of  the  men  are  sent  out  for 
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walks.  Four  of  the  officers  drive  out,  and  about  8  take  daily  walks. 
We  should  be  very  glad  if  arrangements  could  be  made  in  this 
hospital  to  send  out  patients  on  leave  or  trial  for  a  few  weeks 
(making  them  an  allowance  during  the  period)  as  is  done  with  great 
advantage  both  in  county  and  private  asylums.  The  employment 
includes  8  men  as  tailors,  7  in  the  garden,  30  in  the  wards,  and 
about  20  in  the  washhouse  and  laundry,  who  do  all  the  work  under 
the  charge  of  2  attendants  and  1  laundry  woman.  From  70  to  80 
attend  chapel  on  Sundays,  and  about  50  on  week  days.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  chapel  is  not  larger,  and  of  a  more  ecclesiastical 
character.  The  records  show  that  1  officer  and  4  men  have  been 
secluded  since  the  last  visit,  each  only  on  one  occasion.  One  man 
has  been  restrained  for  surgical  reasons. 

Besides  the  alterations  above  adverted  to,  other  material  improve¬ 
ments  have  also  taken  place.  Two  baths  and  a  water-closet  have 
been  added  to  the  8  baths  formerly  in  use ;  in  addition  to  which  a 
Turkish  bath  is  about  to  be  constructed.  In  2  wards  the  water- 
closets  and  urinals  have  been  built  out  in  annexes,  with  an  inter¬ 
vening  passage,  leaving  only  3  others  thus  to  be  altered  in  the 
building.  Their  ventilation  is  independent  and  complete.  A  flag¬ 
staff  has  been  erected  in  the  front  garden,  which  has  been  greatly 
improved  by  being  planted  with  trees,  and  by  flower  beds.  The 
new  airing-court,  12  acres  in  extent,  we  regret  to  say,  is  still  in  a 
very  rough  and  unfinished  state,  and  it  appears  to  us  most  desirable 
that  it  should  be  levelled  and  laid  out,  and  made  available  for  the 
patients  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  dietary  has  undergone  no  change,  and  we  saw  several  parties 
of  men  enjoying  an  ample  allowance  of  excellent  meat,  potatoes, 
bread,  and  beer. 

The  present  staff  of  attendants  comprises  1  head,  23  ordinary, 
and  2  night  attendants,  the  changes  in  them  now  being  very  rare. 

We  have  much  satisfaction  in  finding  that  both  Dr.  McLeod  and 
Dr.  Whicher,  who  have  so  greatly  contributed  to  the  success  of  this 
hospital,  have  been  reappointed  to  their  offices. 
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Royal  India  Asylum,  Ealing. 

18  April  1872. 

We  to-day  visited  the  Royal  India  Asylum,  and  saw  all  the 
patients,  with  the  exception  of  one  officer,  absent  on  leave.  The 
numbers  now  on  the  books  are  104  males  and  15  females,  and  of  the 
former,  21  are  first-class  patients,  83  are  second-class  ;  of  the  latter, 
besides  1  female  first-class  patient,  there  are  14  of  the  second- 
class. 

Since  the  visit  of  the  5th  April  1871,  there  have  been  very  few 
changes,  only  3  patients  having  been  admitted,  2  officers  and  1 
private,  and  6  patients  have  died ;  1  of  cancer  of  the  stomach,  2 
phthisis,  1  abscess  of  liver,  1  pneumonia,  and  1  of  general  decay ;  1  has 
been  discharged.  No  patient  is  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion, 
and  since  the  last  visit  there  have  only  been  two  instances  of 
seclusion,  and  these  of  the  same  patient,  each  of  48  hours’  duration. 

The  general  health  appears  to  have  been  good,  no  one  is  in  bed, 
and  only  3  males  and  1  female  are  registered  as  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment.  Full  information  upon  these  points  is  now  accurately 
recorded  in  the  medical  and  other  books  and  registers,  which  are 
kept  in  the  statutory  form  required  in  county  asylums. 

The  great  majority  of  the  patients  here,  are  of  a  chronic,  de¬ 
mented  class,  incapable  of  employing  themselves,  or  of  deriving 
much  benefit  from  the  amusements  which  are  very  liberally  pro¬ 
vided.  In-door  games,  books,  and  newspapers  are  accessible  to  all, 
and  in  addition  to  several  dramatic  performances,  which  have  been 
given  during  the  winter,  dances  or  concerts  have  usually  taken 
place  weekly.  About  one-half  of  the  patients  are  employed  in  out¬ 
door  work,  or  as  tailors  and  shoemakers,  or  assisting  in  the  wards. 
All  the  clothing  and  the  attendants’  uniforms,  also  the  shoes,!are  made 
and  repaired  in  the  institution.  All  the  officers  have  the  opportunity 
of  walking  daily  beyond  the  premises,  and  about  two-tliirds  of  the 
other  patients  are  sent  out  twice  a  week  in  parties  of  eight.  Four 
or  5  ot  the  officers  attend  church  in  the  village,  and  about  the  same 
number  of  the  Roman  Catholics  are  sent  to  the  chapel  at  Brentford. 
A  chaplain  performs  service  once  a  week  in  the  asylum,  when  about 
three-fourths  of  the  patients  attend. 

There  was.  throughout,  great  freedom  from  excitement  at  the 
time  of  our  visit,  and  all  the  patients  are  in  a  comfortable  and  con¬ 
tented  state,  and  many  of  the  more  intelligent  expressed  their  sense 
of  the  kind,  treatment  they  received.  Personally,  their  condition 
is  quite  satisfactory,  and  we  find  all  the  rooms  clean  and  well- 
furnished,  and  the  beds  in  excellent  order.  The  diet,  staff  of  attendants, 

and

and  general  arrangements  are  very  much  the  same  as  described  at  the 
last  visit.  The  structural  alterations  have  been  limited  to  making  a 
convenient  covered  passage  ol  communication  between  the  main  build¬ 
ing^  and  rooms  occupied  by  the  female  patients  (in  connection  with 
which  a  scullery  has  been  constructed),  and  enlarging  the  laundry. 
Much  has  been  done  throughout  the  building  in  the  way  of  papering, 
colouring,  and  decoration,  and  progress  has  been  made  in  planting 
and  laying  out  the  grounds,  the  court  attached  to  the  ward  for 
females  having  been  inclosed,  as  suggested,  by  a  low  iron  fence. 

Sir  R.  Martin,  physician  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  Council  for 
India,  visits  the  asylum  once  a  quarter,  and  the  Military  Committee 
of  the  Indian  Council  once  a  year  and  we  have  great  satisfaction  in 

bearing  testimony  to  Dr.  Christie’s  services  in  connection  with  this 
asylum. 

In  concluding  this  Report,  we  feel  called  upon  to  state  our  opinion 
that  there  is  nothing,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  which  exempts  the 
officers  and  ^soldiers  now  here  from  the  operation  of  the  lunacy  laws 
in  iorce  in  England  and  Wales.  The  question  of  the  legality  of  their 
detention  is  one  which  should  be  considered,  and,  if  necessary,  be 
determined  by  early  legislation.

Lie  Local  Government  Board  are  informed  by  the  Commissioners 
in  Lunacy  that,  in  the  course  of  their  periodical  visits  to  workhouses, 
they  have  had  occasion  to  notice  that  the  provision  in  Section  20  of 
the^  Lunacy  Amendment  Act,  1862,  25  &  26  Viet.  c.  Ill  ,  so  far 

as  it  imposes  a  duty  on  the  medical  officer,  is  very  imperfectly 
observed. 

The  former  part  of  that  section  is  as  follows  :  et  No  person  shall 
be  detained  in .  any  workhouse,  being  a  lunatic  or  alleged  lunatic, 
beyond  the  period  ot  14  days,  unless,  in  the  opinion  given  in  writing 
of  the  medical  otneer  of  the  union  or  parish  to  which  the  workhouse 
belongs,  such  person  is  a  proper  person  to  be  kept  in  a  workhouse, 
nor  unless  the  accommodation,  in  the  workhouse  is  sufficient  for  his 
reception  ;  and  any  person  detained  in  a  workhouse  in  contravention 
of  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  proper  person  to  be  sent  to 
an  asylum  within  the  meaning  of  Section  67  of  the  Lunacy  Act, 
cap.  97,”  (See  16  &  17  Viet  c.  97.) 

In  order,  therefore,  to  justify  the  detention  in  a  workhouse,  beyond 
the  above-mentioned  period  of  14  days,  of  any  lunatic  or  alleged 
lunatic,  it  is  in  strictness  necessary  that  the  medical  officer  of  the 
workhouse  should  certify  in  writing  that  such  person  may  properly 
be  kept  there.  The  statute,  it  will  be  seen,  imposes  the  further 
condition,  that  the  accommodation  in  the  workhouse  shall  be  suffi¬ 
cient  for  the  reception  of  the  lunatic  or  person  of  unsound  mind. 

In  the  event  ox  this  important  provision  having  been  overlooked 
in  your  union,  I  am  directed  by  the  Board  to  request  that  the 
guardians  will  at  once  call  the  attention  of  the  medical  officer  to  the 
omission,  in  order  that  the  law  in  this  respect  may  be  strictly 
complied  with  in  future.  J 

The  certificates  given  from  time  to  time  by  the  medical  officer 
should  be  preserved  by  the  master  of  the  workhouse,  and  laid  before 
the  Visiting  Commissioner  in  Lunacy,  with  the  book  or  list  of 
insane  inmates  required  to  be  kept  by  Section  37  of  the  Act  25  & 
26  Viet.  c.  Ill,  above  referred  to.

1.  Metropolitan  District  Asylum  at  Leavesden. 

15  November  1872. 

We  have  for  tbe  past  two  days  been  engaged  in  visiting  this 
asylum,  and  have  seen  all  tbe  patients,  now  1,708  in  number,  viz., 
734  males  and  974  females. 

We  conversed  with  a  considerable  number  of  them,  and  all  had 
full  opportunity  of  stating  their  grievances.  These,  as  usual,  were 
numerous,  but  chiefly  referred  to  their  detention,  or  to  the  few 
opportunities  they  had  of  seeing  their  friends.  Some  few  objected 
to  their  diet,  but  as  far  as  we  could  ascertain,  without  sufficient  cause ; 
and  we  thought  the  dinners  on  both  days,  ample,  well  cooked,  and 
properly  served. 

We  had  no  complaints  of  harshness  or  ill-treatment  on  the  part  of 
the  attendants  and  nurses,  and  the  few  black  eyes  and  injuries  we 
noticed  were  chiefly  amongst  the  epileptics. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  present  inmates  are  imbecile  or  demented 
from  age ;  as  many  as  325  are  epileptic;  and  there  are  75  idiotic 
children  now  in  the  asylum,  53  boys  and  22  girls.  At  present 
these  children  are  distributed  through  the  ordinary  warda,  and  their 
association  with  the  other  inmates,  as  well  as  the  complete  absence 
of  any  system  of  instruction  or  means  of  amusement,  must  neces¬ 
sarily  lead  to  their  further  degradation.  We  think  it  most  impor¬ 
tant  that  special  wards  should  be  set  apart  for  these  children,  who 
should  be  placed  under  the  charge  of  competent  instructors,  and 
that  they  should  be  supplied  with  such  means  of  instruction  and 
amusement  as  are  provided  in  idiot  asylums. 

The  changes  here  since  the  last  visit,  rather  more  than  a  year 
ago,  are  as  follows : —

Of  the  admissions  a  considerable  number  were  sent  from  the 
county  asylums,  and  since  the  new  laundry  block  for  120  patients 
was  opened  on  the  21st  ultimo,  as  many  as  57  females  have  been 
received  direct  from  Colney  Hatch. 

Of  the  patients  who  were  discharged,  19  had  recovered;  46  were 
removed  in  consequence  of  their  dangerous  or  suicidal  propensities ; 
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19  were  given  over  to  their  friends;  22  were  discharged  at  the 
request  of  the  guardians  of  the  parishes  to  which  they  belonged; 
and  34  in  consequence  of  not  being  insane.  The  chief  assigned 
causes  of  death  have  been

With  the  exception  of  1  man  who  died  from  choking,  and  2  female 
epileptic  patients,  who  were  found  dead  in  bed,  the  other  deaths 
were  from  ordinary  causes.  Notice  was  given  to  the  coroner  of 
these  3  deaths,  but  he  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  hold  inquests. 

The  mortality  continues  to  be  high,  and  this  is  attributed  by 
Dr.  Shaw  to  the  large  number  of  aged  and  infirm  patients  sent 
here. 

The  present  health  is  fairly  good ;  8  patients  have  within  the 
last  few  weeks  been  attacked  wuth  erysipelas,  which  was  fatal  in 
1  case ;  but  there  has  not  been  any  other  disorder  of  an  epidemic 
character. 

Twenty-five  males  and  26  females  were  in  bed  during  our  visit, 
chiefly  on  account  of  age  and  debility,  and  paralysis ;  39  males  and 
69  females  are  under  medical  treatment. 

Several  casualties  of  a  serious  character  have  taken  place  since 
our  last  visit.  Three  females  met  with  fracture  of  the  legs ;  1  with 
fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  thigh  bone ;  another  of  the  collar  bone, 
and  1  of  the  arm.  None  of  these  were  fatal ;  and  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  last  case,  the  cause  of  which  could  not  be  ascertained,  all 
were  satisfactorily  explained.  One  old  man,  an  epileptic,  received 
fractures  of  five  ribs  in  a  scuffle  with  two  attendants,  and  his  life 
was  at  one  time  in  great  danger.  An  inquiry  into  this  case  was 
instituted  by  the  Committee  ;  who,  however,  did  not  dismiss,  but 
simply  reprimanded  the  attendants.  Both,  however,  have  since  left 
the  institution,  and  we  think  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  were 
not  dismissed  at  the  time. 

Two  attempts  at  suicide  have  occurred ;  one  in  the  case  of  a 
female  most  improperly  sent  here  from  St.  Pancras  Workhouse,  who 
tried  to  strangle  herself  and  also  to  pull  her  tongue  out ;  and  the 
other  in  a  male  patient,  who  tried  to  hang  himself  from  the  iron 
fastening  of  the  ventilator  in  a  single  room.  These  patients  were 
removed  at  the  earliest  period. 

The  condition  of  the  clothing  of  many  of  the  patients  of  both 
sexes  was  not  satisfactory.  That  of  the  men  especially  was  much 
patched  and  worn,  and  as  regards  material,  there  is  room  for  im¬ 
provement  For  the  women,  the  more  general  use  of  linsey  dresses 
in  the  winter  is  desirable,  and  no  time  should  be  lost  in  supplying 
both  sexes  with  worsted  stockings,  in  lieu  of  those  of  cotton.  These, 
we  are  informed,  have  been  ordered  for  some  time,  and  the  preva¬ 
lence  of  chilblains  renders  it  of  importance  that  they  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  forthwith. 
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Throughout  there  was  the  greatest  order  and  decorum,  and  no 
one  was  at  all  excited  in  either  division.  Neither  from  our  own 
observation,  nor  from  the  statement  of  Dr.  Shaw,  could  we  satisfy 
ourselves  that  any  case  called  for  immediate  removal  on  account  of 
any  dangerous  propensities  or  being  recent  cases  of  insanity.  Several 
patients  lately  received  from  Colney  Hatch  are  under  observation, 
and  will  be  returned  if  found  to  be  unlit  for  detention  here,  and  we 
noticed  others  whose  mental  impairment  is  so  slight  that  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  their  discharge  should  be  considered  by  the  Committee. 

The  safeguards  against  the  admission  of  a  class  of  patients  for 
whom  these  establishments  were  never  designed,  and  who  can  only 
be  properly  treated  in  county  asylums,  and  also  against  persons 
being  incarcerated  in  them  who  are  not  insane,  are  evidently  in¬ 
sufficient. 

With  the  exception  of  two  helpless  children  who  were  loosely 
tied  to  their  chairs  to  prevent  their  falling  out,  there  was  no  one  in 
restraint.  Two  women  appear  to  have  had  their  hands  fastened  for 
surgical  reasons  since  the  last  visit,  and  12  males  and  31  females 
have  been  secluded,  usually  for  short  periods. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  service  are  the  same  as  before  re¬ 
ported.  On  Sundays,  250  males  and  230  females  attend,  and  on 
week-days  130  and  140  respectively.  The  special  fortnightly  ser¬ 
vice  for  epileptics  is  attended  by  40  males  and  90  females.  The 
present  system  of  warming  of  the  chapel  appears  to  be  insufficient, 
and  requires  early  attention. 

The  means  for  in-door  amusement  are  quite  inadequate,  and  in 
few  of  the  blocks  did  we  notice  any  books,  papers,  or  games.  We 
must  strongly  urge  upon  the  Committee  the  importance  of  providing 
the  patients  who  are  capable  of  reading  or  amusing  themselves  with 
a  more  liberal  supply  of  inexpensive  illustrated  papers  and  periodi¬ 
cals  and  in-door  games,  and  in  the  fine  weather  the  number  of 
picnics  and  walking  parties  may,  we  think,  be  advantageously 
increased.  During  the  summer  the  men  frequently  play  cricket, 
and  on  two  occasions  had  public  matches,  at  which  patients  of  both 
sexes  were  present.  We  are  also  glad  to  find  that  at  one  of  the 
picnics  both  sexes  attended. 

The  airing-courts  are  well  planted,  and  we  found  them  in  excel¬ 
lent  order. 

Of  the  male  patients  58  are  employed  on  the  grounds,  7  as  tailors, 
12  as  shoemakers,  8  in  the  upholsterers’  shop,  3  as  carpenters,  7  in 
the  bakehouse,  13  in  the  kitchen,  11  in  the  laundry,  3  as  painters, 
58  in  the  wards,  22  in  the  airing-courts,  and  36  in  various  other 
ways.  Of  the  women  55  are  employed  in  the  laundry,  139  in 
needlework,  and  98  as  helpers  in  the  wards.  Considerably  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  present  inmates  are  therefore  unemployed, 
and  we  think  that  the  question  of  instructing  the  more  intelligent 
of  the  patients  in  useful  trades,  and  providing  some  simple  means 
of  occupation  for  the  more  imbecile  class  should  be  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration. 

In  all  departments  there  was  the  greatest  cleanliness  and  order, 
and  wTe  found  the  beds  very  clean,  and  well  supplied  with  bedding. 
Both  the  day-rooms  and  dormitories  were  free  from  any  offensive 
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smells ;  and,  indeed,  the  only  exception  to  the  purity  of  the  atmos-  Appendix  (O.) 

phere  was  in  the  earth-closets  on  the  female  side.  The  substitution  - 

for  these  of  ordinary  water-closets  we  think  very  desirable.  Blinds  ^LTrict ' 611 
and  vallances  are  required  to  many  of  the  windows,  and  generally  a  Asylum, 
much  larger  supply  of  comfortable  seats  with  backs  is  needed  in 
the  day-rooms ;  and  more  low  chairs  with  cushions  for  the  epileptic 
and  helpless  patients.  The  means  of  warming  the  large  dormitories 
should  receive  the  early  attention  of  the  committee.  Upon  both 
days  of  our  visit  the  temperature  in  the  general  blocks  was  very 
low,  and  from  the  record  taken  by  the  night  attendants  at  2  a.m,, 
while  in  the  male  infirmary  in  which  the  fires  were  kept  up  the 
temperature  varied  from  58  degrees  to  62  degrees,  in  that  for  the 
females,  it  was  only  from  46  degrees  to  48  degrees,  and  in  the  general 
blocks  it  varied  from  36  degrees  to  46  degrees.  Some  system  of  warm¬ 
ing  these  dormitories  by  steam  or  hot  water  is  necessary ;  and  in  the 
meantime  it  is  most  important  that  the  windows  and  ventilators 
should  be  closed  early,  and  the  fires  kept  up  during  the  night. 

With  the  exception  of  a  supernumerary  attendant  appointed  in 
each  division,  there  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  staff'  since  the  last 
visit.  Considering  the  large  number  of  wet  and  dirty  cases,  and  the 
number  of  helpless  and  epileptic  patients,  we  think  that  the  staff'  of 
night  attendants  should  be  increased,  and  that  their  visits  should  be 
much  more  frequent  than  they  are  at  present,  viz.,  three  times 
during  the  night ;  some  plan  of  checking  these  visits  should  also  be 
adopted.  For  the  more  serious  cases  of  epilepsy  we  think  it  very  desi¬ 
rable  that  a  dormitory  should  be  set  apart  in  each  division,  and 
placed  under  the  charge  of  special  night  attendants.  If  the  Com¬ 
mittee  concur  in  this  suggestion,  it  would  be  necessary  to  remove 
the  central  dwarf  partition,  in  order  that  proper  supervision  of,  and 
free  access  to,  all  the  patients  might  be  secured. 

The  chief  structural  alterations  made  since  the  last  visit,  have  been 
the  enlargement  of  the  tailors’  and  shoemakers’  shops,  constructing  an 
upholsterers’  shop  and  coal  store,  and  building  a  laundry  block  for 
120  female  patients.  In  connection  with  this  block  is  a  day-room, 
wdiich  is  to  be  used  as  a  recreation-hall,  for  which  purpose,  however, 
it  is  much  too  small.  The  infirmary  accommodation  is  found  to  be 
insufficient  on  the  female  side,  and  it  is  about  to  be  extended,  so  as 
to  accommodate  54  more  patients.  When  enlarged  to  this  extent, 
the  services  of  a  second  assistant  medical  officer  will,  we  think,  be 
essential.  Referring  to  the  suggestions  made  at  the  last  visit,  we 
find  that  the  walk  round  the  estate  has  for  some  time  been  finished, 
and  we  suggest  that  benches  should  be  placed  in  it  at  intervals.  A 
small  stove  has  been  placed  in  one  of  the  dressing-rooms  adjoining 
the  general  bath-rooms,  but  the  dressing-rooms  have  not  been 
enlarged,  and  are  quite  insufficient  in  size.  Rules  for  the  guidance 
of  the  attendants  have  been  hung  up  in  the  general  bath-rooms,  but 
not  in  those  in  the  blocks,  and  no  steps  have  at  present  been  taken 
to  light  and  ventilate  the  shower-baths. 

In  reference  to  the  very  important  question  of  facilitating  in  every 
way  the  visits  of  the  patients’  friends,  we  find  that  Monday  is  still 
the  only  recognised  visiting  day,  but  that  the  hours  have  been 
extended  from  11  to  4  o’clock,  instead,  of  to  1,  as  heretofore,  and 
0.6o.  that 
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Appendix  (O.)  that  practically  admission  is  not  refused  on  any  other  day.  We 
hope  that  the  present  regulation  will  be  altered  by  the  Committee, 
for  the  cost  of  conveyance  by  railway,  and  the  long  walk  from  the 
station,  are  in  themselves  sufficient  impediments  to  visitation,  with¬ 
out  imposing  other  restrictions. 

The  present  weekly  cost  per  head  charged  to  parishes  for  food 
and  clothing  is  4  s.  11  \d.\  and  for  officers’  salaries  and  maintenance 
charged  to  the  common  fund.  Is.  9a.,  making  the  total  cost 
6  s.  8\d.

In  the  course  of  Thursday  last,  and  yesterday,  we  visited  the 
Caterham  District  Asylum,  inspected  all  its  wards,  offices,  and 
premises,  and  saw  the  whole  of  the  patients,  1,667  in  number;  viz., 
941  of  the  male  and  726  of  the  female  sex.  Of  the  latter  2  died 
yesterday  morning. 

The  changes  in  the  patients  since  the  visit  of  the  Commissioners, 
13th  December  last,  a  period  of  little  more  than  10  months,  have 
been  very  numerous;  i.  e.,

The  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes.  Two  patients  made 
attempts  to  strangle  themselves  during  the  night,  but  were  dis¬ 
covered  in  time,  and,  having  recovered  from  the  effect,  were  sent  to 
the  county  asylum. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  23  (14  males  and  9  females)  had 
recovered;  24  (16  males  and  8  females)  being  unfit  cases  for  a 
district  asylum,  were  sent  to  the  workhouses  of  their  respective 
unions,  in  transitu  for  county  asylums;  and  43  (26  males  and  17 
females)  had  so  far  improved  that  they  were  committed  to  the  charge 
of  their  friends,  or  removed  to  workhouses,  as  not  being  cases 
improper  for  their  retention  therein. 

The  result  of  our  observation  and  inquiries  was  to  satisfy  us  that 
due  care  and  discrimination  are  exercised  by  the  Committee  and 
medical  superintendent  upon  and  subsequently  to  the  reception  of 
patients,  in  deciding  the  question  of  the  propriety  of  their  retention 
at  Caterham,  and  that  all  requiring  the  care  and  treatment  of  a 
county  asylum  are  duly  discharged  with  that  view. 

The  General  Committee,  consisting  of  12  members,  meet  at  the 
asylum  on  alternate  Fridays,  and  the  chairman  and  two  others,  as  a 
rota,  inspect  the  institution  and  examine  the  patients  on  uncertain 
days  in  the  intervening  weeks.  The  asylum  is  therefore  under  due 

and 
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and  effective  management,  of  which  its  general  condition  and  Appendix  (0.) 
arrangements  furnish  sufficient  evidence.  - 

It  is,  we  think,  much  to  be  regretted  that,  in  the  existing  circum-  District*11 
stances,  there  not  being  on  the  Committee  any  Surrey  county  justice,  Asylum, 
patients  are  not  sent  direct  to  the  county  asylum,  but  in  the  first 
instance  to  the  workhouses  of  their  respective  unions.  It  would  be 
very  desirable  if  some  arrangement  could  be  made  to  obviate  this 
inconvenience,  so  detrimental  to  the  patients. 

After  due  examination  and  inquiries  we  found  one  man  only,  the 
propriety  of  whose  retention  appeared  to  us  to  be  questionable.  He 
is  very  suspicious  and  irritable,  and,  being  under  the  impression  that 
others  intentionally  insult  and  annoy  him,  strikes  and  fights.  In 
reference  to  his  mental  state  and  existing  habits  we  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  he  ought  to  be  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum.  We 
were  informed,  however,  by  Dr.  Adams  that  his  case  had  been 
under  special  consideration  by  the  Committee  and  himself ;  that  he 
proposed  to  transfer  him  to  another  ward,  in  charge  of  two  careful 
attendants,  for  further  observation,  and  that,  if  he  continued  in  the 
state  described,  he  would  in  a  few  weeks  be  removed  to  a  lunatic 
asylum.  In  these  circumstances,  and  fully  relying  upon  Dr.  Adams’ 
assurance,  we  forbore  from  making  an  order  for  his  removal. 

The  personal  condition  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise  of  the  patients, 
and  their  quiet  and  orderly  demeanour,  were  very  satisfactory,  and 
we  formed  a  very  favourable  opinion  of  their  kind  and  judicious 
treatment.  We  found  no  one  in  seclusion,  which  has,  since  the  last 
visit  of  the  Commissioners,  been  resorted  to  only  in  the  cases  of  two 
patients,  one  of  each  sex,  and  those  once  only  for  a  few  hours. 

Mechanical  restraint  is  never  employed. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  upon  the  whole  satisfac¬ 
tory,  only  40  males  and  35  females  being  returned  as  sick  and 
taking  medicine.  There  has  not,  during  the  past  year,  been  therein 
any  disorder  of  an  epidemic  character. 

Divine  Service  in  the  chapel  is  attended  on  Sundays,  morning 
and  afternoon,  by  about  160  of  the  male  patients,  and  270  and 
upwards  of  the  females. 

The  arrangements  for  evening  recreations,  including  dances, 
concerts,  and  dramatic  performances,  and  readings,  pending  the 
erection  of  the  hall,  hereafter  mentioned,  continue,  of  necessity, 
insufficient  and  inconvenient  as  before  reported. 

According  to  the  daily  returns,  the  patients  employed  on  the  30th 
ultimo  were,  in  the  male  division  256,  and  in  the  female  489  ;  of 
the  former,  69  were  at  work  in  the  grounds  ;  12  in  the  tailors’  shop, 
wherein  there  is  now  a  tailor  attendant,  as  recommended ;  9  in  the 
shoemakers’,  and  13  in  the  upholsterers’.  Of  the  latter,  147  were 
engaged  in  needlework,  29  in  the  work-room,  and  73  in  the  laundry. 

The  female  clothing  is  all  made  in  the  asylum.  The  shoes  of  the 
patients  of  both  sexes  are  only  therein  repaired. 

The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  at  present  7  s.  5£  d. 

The  distribution  of  the  patients,  and  the  arrangements  generally 
for  their  supervision  and  care,  continue  substantially  as  before.  Ten 
male  and  7  female  patients  sleep  in  single  rooms. 

W  e  are  glad  to  report  that,  in  accordance  with  a  recommendation 
U.6o,  made 
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Appendix  (O.)  made  on  the  occasion  of  the  last  Commissioners5  visit,  the  boys, 
nearly  60  in  number  (of  whom  about  20  are  epileptics),  have  now 
the  advantage,  as  their  male  attendant,  of  a  competent  schoolmaster 
and  instructor. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  epileptics,  to  the  number  of  about  60  in 
the  male  division  and  90  in  the  female,  are  congregated  in  Block  B. 
on  each  side,  where  they  are  visited  hourly  during  the  night.  In 
reference  to  night  attendants,  wre  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  a 
third  is  needed  in  each  division ;  and  we  further  think  it  essential 
that  the  dormitories  in  Block  B.,  wherein  the  epileptics  sleep,  should 
never  at  any  time  during  the  eight  be  left  without  one  of  the  three 
night  attendants.  As  one  reason  for  this  suggestion,  we  may  adduce 
the  fact  that,  in  the  latest  summaries  of  the  day  reports,  as  many  as 
165  males  and  187  females  are  returned  as  “wet  and  dirty.” 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  general  state  of  this 
large  institution  in  all  its  departments.  We  found  the  day-rooms 
throughout  remarkably  clean,  and  their  general  aspect  was  cheerful 
and  comfortable. 

The  several  dormitories,  also,  and  the  beds  and  bedding,  were  all 
in  the  best  order,  and  most  creditable  to  the  attendants.  The  ven¬ 
tilation  in  all  parts  was  good,  and  nowhere  did  we  perceive  any 
offensive  odour.  No  difficulty,  as  we  are  assured,  has  been  experi¬ 
enced  in  keeping  up  a  proper  temperature  by  night  in  any  of  the 
dormitories. 

Amongst  other  internal  improvements,  we  may  mention  the 
boarding  of  half  the  floor  (previously  brick)  of  the  laundry,  which 
has  tended  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients.  In  the  same  de¬ 
partment  a  steam  mangle  (Jaques’s)  has  been  introduced,  and,  as  is 
stated,  proves  very  satisfactory  in  its  working,  and  saving  of  manual 
labour. 

We  have  also  to  report,  as  improvements  in  the  exterior: — 1. 
The  planting  and  laying  out  of  the  female  airing-courts ;  2.  The 
appropriation  of  part  of  a  field  near  the  male  division  as  a  cricket - 
ground  ;  and  3.  The  formation  of  a  good  broad  walk  from  the  main 
entrance  along  the  boundary,  of  more  than  half  the  estate,  past  the 
mortuary,  and  which  will  shortly  be  extended  to  the  land  on  the 
male  side. 


In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  had  occasion  to  notice  the  very 
defective  state  of  several  of  the  pipes  in  the  male  general  bath-room, 
five  or  six  of  which  leaked,  a  fact  of  which  the  engineer  had  been 
made  aware  two  months  ago,  when  new  valves  were  ordered,  but 
which  had  not  been  supplied. 

We  desire  now  to  offer  the  following  suggestions  : — 

1.  That  the  drying-ground  at  the  detached  female  hospital,  at 
present  accessible  to  or  overlooked  by  males,  be  properly  fenced. 

2.  I  hat  means  be  adopted  for  heating  the  dressing-room  of  the 
male  general  bath-room,  and  that  in  both  divisions  curtains,  without 
further  delay,  be  hung  between  the  baths. 

3.  That  chairs  and  settees,  or  other  comfortable  seats,  be  pro¬ 
vided  generally,  in  lieu  of  benches  without  backs. 

4.  That  openings  be  made  through  the  further  ends  of  the  par¬ 
titions  between  the  beds  in  the  long  dormitories. 


5.  That 
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5.  That  blinds  be  provided  for  the  dormitory  windows  now  Appendix  (O.) 
requiring  them.  ' 

The  demand  for  increased  accommodation,  and  the  necessity  of 
making  further  provision  for  the  comfort  and  benefit  of  the  inmates,  Asylum, 
have  been  met  by  the  following  additions  and  improvements  which 
are  in  progress,  and  will,  it  is  expected,  be  completed  in  the  course 
of  next  Spring  : — 

1.  A  block,  similar  in  construction  and  general  arrangements 
with  those  existing  (and  beyond  the  chapel),  for  160  females,  of 
whom  about  80  will  be  sent  thence  to  work  in  the  laundry  depart¬ 
ment,  and  nearly  all  the  remainder  will  be  engaged  in  needlework 
and  repairing  clothes  preliminary  to  their  going  to  the  wash.  In 
the  basement  floors  of  this  building  there  will  be  a  good  work-room, 
and  two  large  matron’s  stores,  at  present  much  needed. 

2.  A  recreation-hall  opposite  to,  and  corresponding  in  position 
with,  the  chapel,  and  capable  of  accommodating  700  inmates,  over 
which  will  be  a  dormitory  and  offices  for  50  males.  It  does  not 
appear  that  any  special  extra  day  space  is  intended  to  be  provided 
for  these  additional  male  patients,  a  question  which  we  submit  for 
further  consideration  by  the  Committee,  the  present  day-rooms  not 
being  more  than  sufficient  for  the  existing  numbers. 

"When  the  enlargement  of  the  asylum,  already  one  of  such 
magnitude,  shall  have  been  completed,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Committee  to  appoint  a  third  medical  officer,  for  whose  assistance 
even  now  there  is  great  need. 

The  energies  of  the  superintendent  and  assistant  medical  officer 
are,  in  our  judgment,  at  present  overtaxed,  a  fact  which  materially 
enhances  the  credit  due  to  them  for  the  existing  efficient  and 
satisfactory  state  of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates. 
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In  order  to  justify  the  charge  or  detention  of  a  lunatic  (which 
expression  includes  an  idiot  and  a  person  of  unsound  mind)  as  a 
private  (i.  e.,  not  pauper)  patient  in  a  county  or  borough  asylum, 
hospital,  or  licensed  house,  or  as  a  single  patient*  elsewhere  (except 
where  no  payment  is  made  for  or  profit  derived  from  the  charge,  or 
where  a  committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Lord  Chancellor),  the 
law  requires, — 

1.  An  order  of  reception ,  signed  by  some  person,  requesting  the 
superintendent  or  proprietor  of  the  asylum,  hospital,  or  house,  or 
the  person  who  is  to  take  charge,  to  receive  the  patient. 

2.  Two  certificates ,  each  signed  by  a  registered  medical  prac¬ 
titioner,  stating  that  he  has  separately  examined  the  patient,  and  on 
such  examination  found  him  to  be  of  unsound  mind. 


Instructions  as  to  Order  and  Certificates. 

It  being  unlawful  to  receive  or  take  charge  of  a  lunatic,  except 
as  above,  without  these  documents,  it  follows  that  both  the  order 
and  the  certificates  must  be  signed  before  the  reception  takes  place, 
and  must  bear  date  either  on  or  before,  but  not  after ,  the  day  of  such 
reception  or  of  first  taking  charge.  The  order  may  be  signed  before 
or  after  the  certificates,  or  either  of  them. 

Two  blank  forms  (duplicates)  of  order  and  accompanying  state¬ 
ment  of  particulars  and  certificates,  if  not  sent  herewith,  must  be 
procured.!  These  forms  are  statutory  (Acts  16  &  17  Yict.  c.  96, 
Schedules  A.  and  C. ;  c.  97,  Schedule  F.,  Nos.  2,  3,  4),  and  must  be 
strictly  adhered  to. 

One  of  these  forms  must  be  completed  as  an  original,  by  the 
person  giving .  the  order  and  by  the  two  certifying  medical  men. 
On  the  reception  of  the  patient,  this  original  document  is  to  be 
given  to  the  proprietor,  superintendent,  or  person  receiving  or 
taking  the  charge,  and  must  be  carefully  preserved  by  him,  being 
his  sole  authority  for  detaining  the  patient. 

The  second  blank  form  is  for  the  use  of  the  proprietor,  resident 
superintendent,  or  person  taking  charge,  who  is  bound  by  law  to 
make  and  transmit  exact  copies  of  the  original  order,  statement,  and 
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certificates  to  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy.*  He  must  fill  up  and 
sign  the  notice  of  admission,  which  is  on  the  first  page  of  the  form, 
and,  ivithin  one  clear  day  from  the  day  of  reception,  post  the  copies 
and  notice,  addressed —

Statement  of  Condition. 

After  two  clear  days,  and  before  the  expiration  of  seven  clear 
days,  from  the  day  of  reception,  the  patient  must  again  be  examined, 
and  a  statement  of  his  mental  and  bodily  health  as  observed  at  the 
time  of  examination  must  be  transmitted  to  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy,  f 

This  document,  which  must  be  in  the  statutory  form,  must  be 
signed — 

(a.)  In  the  case  of  an  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house,  by 
the  medical  officer,  medical  superintendent,  proprietor,  or 
attendant : 

( h .)  In  the  case  of  a  “  single  patient,”  by  the  ((  medical 
attendant”  appointed  by  the  friends  of  the  patient.  He  must  be 
a  registered  medical  practitioner,  who  did  not  sign  either  of  the 
certificates  of  insanity ,  or  the  order  for  reception,  and  who  derives 
no  profit  from  the  care  or  charge  of  the  patient,  and  who  is  not 
a  partner,  father,  son,  or  brother  of  any  person  deriving  profit 
from  such  care  or  charge. 


Amendment  of  Defective  Orders  and  Certificates. 

If  requiring  and.  capable  of  amendment,  the  original  order  or 
certificates  may  be  amended,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners,  within  14  days  next  after  the  reception.  In  such  a  case 
instructions  will  be  sent  as  to  the  amendments  required  in  the 
originals,  and  the  copies  will  be  returned  for  precisely  correspond¬ 
ing  alterations.  No  corrections  or  amendments  in  the  original  order 
or  certificates  are  to  be  made  by  any  one  except  the  person  who 
signed  the  defective  document,  and  he  should  affix  his  initials  oppo¬ 
site  to  each  alteration. 


Medical  Examination. 

The  patient  must  not  be  medically  examined  in  the  house  where 
he  is  to  remain,  nor  on  the  premises.  Should  he  have  been  living 
in  the  house  previously  to  legalising  the  charge,  the  date  of  admis¬ 
sion  given  in  the  notice  of  admission  should  be  that  of  the  day 
whereon  he  returns  to  the  house  after  signature  of  the  order,  medi¬ 
cal  examinations,  and  signature  of  the  certificates. 

Should  it  become  necessary  to  obtain  fresh  certificates  the  patient 
_ _____ _ _  should, 

*  From  houses  licensed  by  justices,  copies  and  notice  must  go  also  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Visitors. 

f  And  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Visitors,  where  the  house  is  licensed  by  Justices, 
0.6l> 
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should,  as  above,  be  removed  for  examination.  In  this  case,  and 
where  a  fresh  order  has  been  required,  a  fresh  notice  of  admission 
must  be  transmitted. 

Certificates  signed,  or  founded  on  medical  examinations  made, 
elsewhere  than  in  England  or  Wales  (the  extent  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners’  jurisdiction),  are  not  accepted  as  a  valid  authority  for  the 
detention  of  a  patient  within  that  jurisdiction. 


Cautions. 

1.  No  order  is  valid  unless  the  person  signing  it  has  seen  the 
patient  within  one  month  previous  to  the  date  of  the  order. 

2.  An  order  becomes  invalid  and  useless  if  the  reception  does  not 
take  place  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  the  order. 

3.  IVo  certificate  is  valid  if  signed — 

(a.)  By  a  non-registered  practitioner ; 

(Z>.)  By  the  partner  or  assistant  of  the  person  signing  the 
other  certificate ; 

(c.)  By  the  person  who  signs  the  order,  or  by  his  father, 
brother,  son,  partner,  or  assistant. 

4.  A  certificate  becomes  invalid  and  useless  if  the  reception  does 
not  take  place  within  seven  clear  days  from  the  date  of  the  medical 
examination  on  which  the  certificate  is  grounded. 

5.  For  reception  into  a  county  or  borough  asylum  no  certificate  is  valid 
which  is  signed  by  any  medical  officer  of  the  asylum  in  question. 

6.  For  reception  into  a  licensed  home  or  hospital  no  certificate  is 
valid  which  is  signed  by — - 

( a .)  A  medical  man,  who  is  wholly  or  partly  the  proprietor 
of,  or  a  regular  professional  attendant  in,  such  licensed  house 
or  hospital ;  nor  by 

( b .)  The  father,  brother,  son,  partner,  or  assistant  of  such 
last-mentioned  persons,  or  of  either  of  them. 

7.  For  reception  into  a  licensed  house  no  certificate,  and  no  order 
is  valid  which  is  signed  by — 

(«.).  Any  person  receiving  any  per-centage  on,  or  otherwise 
interested  in,  the  payments  on  account  of  any  patient  received 
into  the  house  in  question ; 

(6.).Any  medical  man  keeping,  or  in  his  medical  capacity 
attending,  such  licensed  house. 

8.  For  reception  of  a  “  single  patient  ”  into  a  private  house  no  cer¬ 
tificate  and  no  order  is  valid  which  is  signed  by  the  person  who  takes 
the  charge,  or  who  receives  a  per-centage  on,  or  is  otherwise  inter¬ 
ested  in,  the  payments  for  the  patient. 

N.B. — The  person  who  is  intended  to  act  as  the  regular  me¬ 
dical  attendant  will  be  precluded  from  so  acting  if  he  signs 
either  order  or  certificate. 

9.  No  medical  man  can  receive  a  “ single  patient”  into  his  house 
on  a  certificate  signed  by  himself,  or  by  his  father,  brother,  son, 
partner,  or  assistant.
